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EARLY  BROCKMANS  AND  THEIR  KIN 


Earliest  documentary  evidence  of  the  Brokeman,  Brookman,  Brockman  family  in 
England  is  the  record  of  John  Brokeman  who  was  granted  the  Manor  of  Pirrie,  Essex 
in  1390*  The  German  family  in  Brockmanland  County  near  Bremen  have  been  in  exist¬ 
ence  for  centuries.  William,,  son  of  John  of  Powers  Hall,  married  Elizabeth,  daughter 
of  John  Fryer.  John,  son  of  William,  lived  at  Witham,  Essex,  where  he  married 
Florence,  daughter  of  John  St.  Leger  and  widow  of  John  Clifford.  (The  St.  Legers 
selected  in  King  &  Queen  County.)  He  died  in  1500,  William  Brokeman,  a  son,  of 
Newington,  Kent  County,  died  and  left  a  will  dated  May  20,  1525.  His  wife  was 
Margaret  Chapman,  a  widow.  His  son  Henry  was  ancestor  of  the  famous  Kent  County, 
England,  Brockmans  altho  he  spelled  his  name  Brokeman.  From  this  family  the  Drake- 
Brockmans  descended  through  a  female  line,  and  the  Australia  family  was  established. 
There  was  a  daughter  Joan,  and  a  son  Thomas.  It  is  apparent  that  the  line  of  Thomas 
became  embroiled  in  political  and  religious  conflict  and  went  into  hiding  leaving  no 
line.  We  next  hear  of  a  Thomas  Brocke,  who  could  have  been  a  son  of  Thomas  Brokeman, 
landing  in  the  Barbadoes  in  1623,  as  a  prisoner  from  Taunton,  England.  A  John  Brocke 
came  to  the  Barbadoes,  possibly  a  brother,  on  the  "Bona  Nova"  in  1619 ,  at  the  age  of 
19.  The  parish  registers  of  St.  George’s  Parish,  on  Octoboer  9,  1678,  show  the 
burial  of  Amey,  wife  of  Thomas  Brookman  (Hotten’s  LIST  OF  EMMIGRANTS  BARBADOES).  We 
are  now  fairly  certain  that  our  Brockmans  are  descended  from  John  Brokeman  of  Essex, 
but  whether  through  Thomas  of  Essex,  or  Thomas  of  Kent  is  not  known.  There  is  a  birth 
record  of  Henry  Brockman  at  Beachborough  November  8,  1623,  bit  it  does  not  say  if  he 
was  son  of  Thomas,  brother  of  Sir  William,  or  son  of  Sir  William. 

Henry  Brockman  was  brought  to  St.  Marie  County,  Maryland,  by  Capt.  John  Jour- 
daine,  and  on  April  27,  1674,  proved  his  right  to  50  acres  of  land  for  service  to 
the  Captain.  On  the  same  day  he  transferred  his  land  to  Thomas  Salmon.  He  was 
doubtless  son  of  Thomas  and  Amey  of  the  Barbadoes.  According  to  family  data  he 
married  Rebecca  Salmon,  possibly  a  daughter  of  Thomas,  and  died  leaving  a  son  Samuel 
who  doubtless  acquired  his  Christian  name  from  the  Salmon  family. 

I. 

John  Brockman,  spelled  then  Brokeman  was  granted  from  the  King  of  England,  the 
Manor  of  Pirrie,  in  1390*  This  is  the  first  official  record  of  the  family  in  England. 
King  Richard  II  in  the  13th  year  of  his  reign,  granted  to  John  this  manor  which 
later  became  Perry  Manor.  There  is  no  record  of  the  name  of  his  wife  or  children, 
other  than  "William,  the  eldest  son  and  heir  of  John  Brokeman  of  Pirrie  Manor." 

II. 

William  Brokeman,  eldest  son  and  heir,  built  the  manor  of  Powers  Hall,  a  lovely 
old  typically  English  manor,  which  is  still  standing  and  owned  by  Philip  Hutley,  Esq. 
He  married  in  Essex,  the  seat  of  his  homestead,  Elizabeth  Fryer  of  Booking  Parish  of 
Braintree  .  Elizabeth  was  the  daughter  of  John  Fryer  of  Freyers  Hall,  which  is  also 
still  standing.  The  records  refer  to  "John  Brokeman,  the  eldest  son  and  heir  of 
William  Brokeman  and  of  his  grandfather  John  Brokeman  of  Pirrie  Manor." 

III. 

John  Brokeman  died  in  the  year  1500.  His  wife  was  Florence  St.  Leger,  widow  of 
John  Clifford.  His  wife  died  March  18,  1500,  The  tombs  of  both  are  in  St.  Nicholas 
Church,  Witham,  Essex.  There  were  two  children: 

1.  Thomas,  son  and  heir,  who  was  progenitor  of  the  Brokemans  of  Witham,  Essex. 

He  married  a  daughter  of  Rochester,  and  had  two  sons,  Thomas,  who  married  Anne 
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Bonner,  and  John.  Thomsrs-  and  wife  Anne  had  sons  John,  Emerius  or  Henry,  and  four 
daughters,  Abigail,  Agnes,  Ann  and  Frances.  Their  uncle  Henry  died  1573.  This 
Witham  family  of  Essex  has  disappeared  from  the  pages  of  history  and  it  is  entirely 
possible  that  some  of  them  we nt  to  the  Barbados.  I  have  often  felt  that,  since 
this  family  disappeared,  it  is  possible  that  they  were  ancestors  of  the  Virginia 
family.  If  this  were  true,  then  we  in  America  would  be  the  ones  entitled  to  the 
Essex  inheritance.  Just  why  the  heirs  of  Thomas  did  not  succeed  to  the  estate  of 
John  who  married  Florence  St.  Leger,  is  not  known.  By  the  time  he  died  all  male 
descendants  may  have  scattered,  as  it  is  apparent  that  brother  William  came  into 
the  legacy  of  Thomas,  his  brother. 

2.  William,  married  Mrs.  Margaret  Chapman. 

IV. 

William  Brokeman,  presumably  the  son  of  John  Brockman  and  wife  Florence,  had 
apparently  been  given  Powers  Hall.  He  had,  however,  settled  in  Newington  Parish, 
Kent,  and  there  made  his  will.  His  wife  was  Mrs.  Margaret  Chapman.  He  had  three 
children,  one  of  whom  was  Henry  (Harry  in  the  will)  who  purchased  Beachborough  and 
died  there,  and  was  buried  at  Newington.  He  married  a  daughter  of  Thomas  Chilton 
(Shelton).  The  Chiltons  and  Sheltons  came  to  Virginia.  Henry  was  the  forefather  of 
the  present  Brockman  and  Drake-Brockman  families  of  England  and  Australia.  His 
other  children  were  Joan  (Jhone)  and  Thomas. 

The  will  of  William  Brokeman  of  Newington,  Kent,  was  signed  May  20,  1525,  but 
the  date  of  probate  is  not  recorded.  The  complete  will  was  published  in  "Orange 
County  Families".  It  mentioned  his  wife  Margaret,  and  other  legatees:  "Children 
of  my  wife  by  her  first  husband;  Thomas  Chapman,  'the  Monk  of  Fenschand'  to  be  given 
to  him  when  he  schall  synge  hys  fyrst  Mass;  William  Chapman,  my  wife's  son;  Mrs. 
Alise  Brown,  my  wife's  daughter."  He  leaves  legacies  to  "Harry  (Henry)  my  eldest 
son;  Jhone,  my  daughter;  Thomas  my  youugest  son." 

Sir  William  Brockman,  son  of  Sir  Henry  and  wife  Helen  Sawking,  son  of  William 
and  wife  Margaret  Clark,  son  of  Henry  and  wife  Chilton,  was  High  Sheriff  of  Kent. 

He  took  part  in  the  Battle  of  Maidstone  and  was  an  adherent  of  King  Charles  I,  who 
re-established  the  Catholic  church  in  England.  Whem  Cromwell  came  into  power,  Sir 
William  was  heavily  fined  and  his  relatives  imprisoned  and  some  of  them  shipped  as 
prisoners  to  the  West  Indies.  A  descendant  of  the  Brockmans  of  Orange  left  a  letter 
quoting  Henry  Brockman  of  Maryland  as  saying  "When  the  Protestants  took  over  and 
Catholic  services  could  no  longer  be  held,  my  father  went  to  the  Barbados." 

V. 

Thomas  Brokeman,  son  of  William  and  wife  Mrs.  Margaret  Chapman  Brokeman,  is 
presumed  to  have  had  only  one  child,  and  in  the  English  records  is  said  to  have 
been  found,  "Thomas  Brokeman,  only  child  and  heir  of  Thomas  Brokeman  of  Kent." 

VI. 

Henry  Brockman  apprenticed  himself  to  Capt.  John  Jourdaine  in  the  Barbados. 

The  Capt..  was  enroute  to  America  with  a  shipload  of  Hollanders.  Having  worked  for 
the  captain,  Henry  Brockman  thereby  paid  for  his  passage  to  Maryland,  where  Capt. 
Jourdaine  made  application  for  land  for  Henry  Brockman,  "whom  I  have  transported  to 
.Maryland."  On  April  27,  1674,  Henry  Brockman  proved  right  to  50  acres  of  land,  and 
that  same  Hay  he  assigned  his  right  to  Capt.  Thomas  Salmon.  The  Orange  County 
Brockmans  say  that  Henry  married  Rebecca  Salmon,  (daughter  of  ^homas,  we  presume.) 
The  first  few  generations  of  the  family  in  America,  from  Samuel,  were  known  to  have

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conformed  to  the  Church  of  England  (the  only  healthy  thing  to  do  then,)  hut  the 
grandsons  .of  Samuel  I  became  Baptists,  and  that  faith  predominated  for  at  least  a 
hundred  years. 
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VII. 

Samuel  Brockman  who  lived  in  King  &  Queen,  Spotsylvania  and  Orange,  left  a 
will  at  Orange,  probated  1766.  His  wife  is  known  only  as  Mary,  but  there  are  in¬ 
dications  that  she  was  Mary  Madison,  (or  Mary  Mason)  daughter  of  John  Madison,  Jr. 
and  sister  of  Ambrose  Madison  (wife  Frances  Taylor).  His  children  by  his  will: 

(l)  Samuel,  wife  Rebecca.  I  have  thought  that  possibly  she  was  Rebecca  Salmon,  and 
that  perhaps  she  was  confused  with  the  wife  of  Henry;  also,  there  are  indications 
that  this  Rebecker,  wife  of  Samuel,  was  daughter  of  John  Graves.  (2)  William  must 
have  been  born  by  1718,  as  he  witnessed  a  deed  in  1739.  His  wife  was  Betty.  Wil¬ 
liam  left  a  will  at  Albemarle  giving  the  names  of  his  children.  John  Brockman, 
third  son  presumed  to  have  married  Mary  Collins,  daughter  of  Joseph;  Elizabeth, 
married  Anthony  Street;  Sarah,  married  John  Henderson,  Rachael,  married  John  Rogers 
and  she  was  a  widow  by  1776  when  her  mother  died;  another  daughter  deceased  at  the 
time  her  father  wrote  his  will,  1762,  married  a  Haley  and  John  Haley  was  legatee 
when  the  estate  of  Samuel’s  wife  was  closed  in  1776.  A  James  Haley  and  wife 
Susannah  deed  land  to  Samuel  I  in  1746,  and  Samuel  Brockman  II  in  1749,  but  this 
is  not  proof  of  the  parents  of  John  Haley  as  Henry  Chiles  also  had  a  daughter 
Susannah  who  married  a  Haley,  and  there  was  a  Susannah  Haley  who  witnessed  a  will 
of  John  Haley  in  Louisa  in  1780. 

Mary  Collins,  wife  of  John  Brockman,  was  daughter  of  Capt.  Joseph  Collins, 
whose  father  was  John  Collins.  John  Collins  married  a  daughter  of  Mrs.  Amy  Wyatt 
of  Lower  Norfolk  County.  I  have  always  felt  that  Amy  Brockman,  wife  of  Thomas,  was 
a  Gatewood  or  a  Wyatt.  Many  of  the  Collins  family  named  their  children  Wyatt  as  a 
Christian  name,  so  that  it  appears  that  John  Collins  married  Mary  Wyatt,  and  v/as 
father  of  Joseph  and  others. 


Barbadoes 

"Some  years  ago  I'  examined  many  ship  lists  and  the  Cavaliers  they  carried  to 
the  Barbadoes  to  work  on  the  plantations  for  five  years,  when  they  were  allowed  to 
go  free,  but  I  failed  to  find  mention  of  any  Brockman,  although  we  know  that  Thomas 
Brockman  went  there  during  the  Commonwealth.  Barbadoes  was  first  occupied  by  the 
crew  of  a  British  ship  "Olive  Blossom"  in  the  name  of  James  I  in  1605.  The  first 
settlement  was  made  in  1625.  In  1628,  however,  64  settlers  arrived  while  during 
the  Civil  War  in  England.  Many  Royalists  sought  refuge  there  and  offered  stout 
resistance  to  the  Governor,  Lord  Willoughby,  whom  they  defeated  and  exiled.  Later 
came  shiploads  of  Cavaliers,  sent  there  by  Cromwell.  In  1684,  under  the  Governor¬ 
ship  of  Sir  Richard  Dutton,  a  census  was  taken,  when  the  white  population  consisted 
of  20,000  and  46,000  slaves.  In  1657,  a  man  called  Lygon  wrote  a  history  of  Bar¬ 
bados  (mentioned  in  the  Encyclopaedia  Brittanica. ) "-Brig.  Gen.  D.  H.  Drake  Brockman, 
Sussex. 

Authors  note:  There  is  a  tradition  in  the  family,  passed  down  by  the  heirs  of  Wil¬ 
liam  E.  Brockman  of  Albemarle  that  the  Brockman  family  were  involved  in  a  ship¬ 
wreck  enroute  to  America.  John  Curtis  (also  Custis)  was  shipwrecked  off  the  shores 
of  New  England  in  1635,  and  swam  to  shore.  He  was  enroute  from  the  Barbados  to  St. 
Maries  County,  Md.  He  returned  to  the  Barbados  and  later  came  to  Maryland,  where 
we  find  the  Custis  family.  He  was  apparently  followed  by  Henry  Brockman,  son  of 
Thomas,  the  latter  probably  having  been  in  the  shipwreck  party.

My  dear  Cousin!  I  have  just  received  your  book  for  which  very  many  thanks.  I  have 
already  read  much  of  it.  The  first  thing  that  struck  me  was  your  charming  dedica¬ 
tion  and  I  congratulate  you  on  your  possession  of  such  a  pretty  and  charming  daugh¬ 
ter. 


You  have  done  a  vast  amount  of  work  which  I  reckon  you  will  have  to  do  much 

sorting  out.  Furthermore  I  realize  the  difficulty  you  must  have  had  in  separating 

out  the  German  Brockmans  whose  existence  I  have  known  of  for  years  but  none  of  whom 
I  have  ever  met.  The  point  however  which  strikes  me  most  is  that  all  the  Orange  Co. 
Brockmans  without  exception  bear  familiar  English  Christian  names.  I  can  find  even 
among  the  others  who  claim  German  descent  that  not  one  of  them  have  German  Christian 
names,  -  a  remarkable  coincidence.  Why? 

I  think  you  ha^e  suggested  somewhere  that  perhaps  the  Kentish  Brockmans  orig¬ 
inally  came  from  Germany.  When?  Brockmans  were  known  to  be  living  here  before 
1^00.  Kent  is  the  nearest  English  County  to  the  Continent  and  several  Kings  of  Eng¬ 
land  were  Kings  of  Northern  France  after  the  Norman  Conquest  and  were  frequently 
fighting  over  there  with  their  English  retainers  mostly  Men  of  Kent. 

On  page  9  you  state,  "there  is  some  evidence  that  the  German  branch  arose  thru 
the  Brockmans  who  went  from  England  on  the  Crusades."  The  last  (3rd)  Crusade  was 

personally  led  by  Richard  the  First  in  1191  and  it  is  known  that  he  took  a  consid¬ 

erable  army  over  from  England,  but  as  he  commanded  an  army  of  mixed  Continental 
followers,  it  is  quite  possible  thct  some  of  his  English  followers  elected  to  stay 
behind  on  the  Continent,  and  married  there  so  it  is  much  more  likely  that  a  Brockman 
may  have  stayed  in  France  or  among  the  Germans  who  fought  under  Richard  I  who  was 
taken  nrisoner  while  passing  through  France.  There  is  no  historical  evidence  of 
any  early  German  settlers  in  mediaeval  times  in  this  country,  but  plenty  of  our 
soldiers,  mostly  Scotch,  in  later  wars  married  and  settled  down  in  Scandanavia  and 
other  parts  of  the  Continent.  In  the  first  world  war  the  German  Field  Marshal  von 
Mackensen' s  name  was  originally  Mackenzie  and  he  claimed  Scottish  descent.  Spelling 
of  surnames  is  poor  guide  as  before  Elizabethan  times  very  few  could  even  write 
their  own  names  much  less  spell  them  even  after  Caxton  invented  the  Printing  Press! 

You  must  realize  that  owing  to  the  virility  of  the  Brockmans,  thanks  to  their 
having  always  lived  on  the  land  as  yeomen  and  farmers,  they  constitute  a  very  large 
family  now  and  are  every  bit  as  big  as  some  of  the  Scottish  clans  like  the  Gordons, 
Campbells  and  Camerons,  etc. 

There  are  hundreds  of  Brockmans  of  quite  humble  origin  to-day  as  there  always 
have  been,  -  from  farm  labourers  upwards.  In  early  days  men  had  large  families  and 
younger  sons  had  to  seek  a  livelihood  here  or  abroad,  -  many  made  good  while  others 
fell  by  .the  wayside.  In  this  country  the  land  was  entailed  in  favour  of  the  eldest 
son  but  I  see  from  your  book  that  the  Brockmans  of  Virginia  at  death,  cut  up  their 
estates  equally  among  their  children  so  you  had  no  landed  gentry  as  we  had  for  cen¬ 
turies.  Now  however  they  have  nearly  all  had  their  lands  confiscated  not  after  the 
Communist  fashion  by  killing  off  the  Kulaks  but  by  heavy  taxation  and  death  duties. 
This  in  my  humble  ouinion,  will  spell  ruin  to  the  country  as  it  will  kill  off  all 
those  who  understand  Agriculture  and  who  live  by  and  love  the  land.  Most  of  our 
■"•ounger  sons  had  to  seek  their  fortunes  either  in  our  Colonies  or  in  the  Navy  & 
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Army.  You  will  find  the  graves  of  Brockmans  who  died  fighting  in  our  wars  in  every 
Continent  and  in  every  clime.  With  all  good  wishes  and  again  many  thanks.

Note  on  Armorial  Bearings. 

Before  1390  Squires  and  Knights  took  them  more  or  less  indiscriminately,  so  in 
1390  the  Crown  appointed  Heralds  whose  duty  it  was  to  see  that  all  those  hearing 
arms  were  entitled  to  them. 

We  do  not  know  why  William  Brockman  gave  up  the  Essex  Arms  and  applied  to  the 
College  of  Heralds  for  new  armorial  hearings.  We  know  that  the  Crusaders  Cross  was 
adopted  hy  the  Heralds  about  that  time  and  all  those  families  who  had  fought  under 
Richard  I  were  entitled  to  hear  it  incorporated  in  their  armorial  hearings  as  a 
special  mark  of  Honour. 

Not  only  was  William  allowed  to  hear  the  Cross  hut  he  had  the  Crusaders  sword 
passing  through  the  deer's  head  on  his  crest.  That  was  the  age  of  Chivalry  and  all 
Squires  and  Knights  were  justly  proud  of  their  armorial  hearings. 

It  has  to  he  remembered  that  our  early  monarchs  could  not  go  to  war  or  settle 
their  territorial  differences  without  these  Squires  and  Knights  who  not  only  fought 
at  the  head  of  their  retainers  hut  had  to  pay  them,  -  a  costly  business.  It  will 
he  remembered  that  as  a  Cavalier  Sir  William  Brockman  took  800  Horse  to  Maidstone 
and  when  forced  to  capitulate  to  General  Fairfax  both  he  and  his  brother  Zouch  had 
to  pay  heavy  fines  to  the  Commonwealth. 


%  dear  Cousins:  I  have  just  learned  that  several  years  ago  there  was  an  old  trunk 
in  the  hands  of  Miss  Bertie  Smith,  which  was  later  given  to  her  mother  Mrs.  Ella 
Holtzclaw  Smith  of  Greer,  South  Carolina.  In  it  was  a  scrap  hook  containing  clip¬ 
pings  which  we  presumed  to  have  come  from  Eleanor  Brockman  of  Kentucky,  daughter  of 
William  Brockman  of  Orange.  This  scrap  hook  is  said  to  have  contained  the  follow¬ 
ing  information:  "Henry  Brockman  who  came  to  Maryland  in  1674  was  son  of  Thomas 
Brockman  and  wife  Amey  of  the  Barhadoes.  He  married  Rebecca  Salmon  in  Maryland  and 
their  son  Samuel,  was  horn  there,  subsequently  moving  to  Virginia. 

My  informant  claims  the  Brockmans  of  the  Barhadoes  Islands  were  Catholic  and 
that  they  left  England  in  the  conflict  there  between  the  Episcopal  church  and  the 
Catholics,  and  went  to  the  Barhadoes, 

It  is  known  that  Henry  Brockman  proved  right  to,  and  sold,  his  Maryland  land 
to  Thomas  Salmon,  1674,  and  that  the  Salmons  and  Brockmans  both  came  to  King  de 
Q,ueen,  later  to  Albemarle  and  Orange.  It  is  said  that  Samuel,  son  and  heir,  was 
Protestant  in  his  affiliations,  which  conforms  to  what  we  know  of  the  family's  re¬ 
ligious  connections.  Henry  Brockman  is  presumed  to  have  come  to  Maryland  under 
Lord  Baltimore  and  joined  the  Catholic  colony  there.  Thomas  Salmon  of  Maryland  was 
a  Cooper.  Samuel  Brockman,  son  of  Samuel  I  was  also  one. 

It  is  obvious  that  this  opens  up  very  wide  possibilities  with  respect  to  re¬ 
search  and,  of  course,  all  of  us  want  to  join  in  our  effort  to  obtain  the  facts.

Author’s  note:  Since  the  publication  of  ORANGE  COUNTY 
FAMILIES,  (1948-49)  I  have  made  several  trips  to  Virginia 
and  consulted  many  books  and  records,  with  the  result 
that  this  supplement  is  issued.

The  Brockmans,  Brockmanns,  are  of  English  and  German  origin.  Positive  proof 
of  the  family  being  lineal  descendants  of  John  Brockman  of  Essex,  England,  is  still 
lacking.  Documentary  evidence  of  the  family  in  America  starts  with  Henry  Brockman 
of  Maryland  and  Samuel  Brockman  who  lived  in  Drysdale  Parish,  King  and  Q,ueen  County, 
Virginia,  in  1731,  and  Samuel  and  William  Brockman,  who  witnessed  the  will  of 
Edward  Pigg  in  St.  George’s  Parish,  Spotsylvania,  in  1739.  A  land  grant  was  issued 
by  Governor  Gooch,  dated  August  5,  1731,  for  22  shillings,  William  Mays  acquired 
from  the  Commonwealth  a  grant  for  500  acres  lying  in  Drysdale  Parish,  on  both  sides 
of  Port  Tobago  Road.  Of  this  amount,  100  acres  was  a  gift  from  Daniel  Coleman,  150 
acres  was  acquired  from  Henry  Shackleford,  from  James  Ambrose,  and  250  acres  from 
surplus  land  of  the  state.  Description  shows  that  it  adjoined  Samuel  Brockman, 
Richard  Milliner,  Craddocks,  Ross,  Ryan  and  Halls.  Thomas  Madison  had  300  acres 
next  to  Rev.  John  Mays,  minister,  which  may  have  been  acquired  by  Samuel  Brockman, 
who  traded  his  300  acres  in  King  and  Queen  to  John  Henderson  for  300  acres  in  Spot¬ 
sylvania,  plus  1,200  pounds  of  tobacco  as  a  premium.  Thomas  Salmon  of  St.  Maries 
County  patented  land  in  St.  George  Parish  in  1727. 

(As  an  interesting  sidelight  on  Mays,  Mayes,  Mease,  we  quote  from  KECOUGHTAN 
OLD  AND  NEW  or  THREE  HUNDRED  YEARS  OF  ELIZABETH  CITY  PARISH,  by  Jacob  Heffelfinger, 
P.  9,  "He  (Sir  Thos.  Dale)  left  (in  1616)  at  Kecoughton,  Captain  George  Webb  in 
command,  and  Mr.  William  Mease  (Mays)  as  minister,  with  twenty  men  and  boy,  eleven 

of  whom  were  farmers,  besides  the  women  and  children" .  A  William  Mails  was 

living  in  Albemarle,  1760. 

All  of  this  area  was  in  York  County  until  1654,  when  New  Kent  was  formed.  In 
1691  all  of  the  area  above  the  Panunky  River  became  King  and  Queen.  The  parish, 
while  a  part  of  New  Kent  and  later,  was  known  as  Stratton  Major  Parish.  In  1674, 

St.  Stephens  took  the  center  portion  toward  the  west,  and  in  1723  Drysdale  was 
formed  out  of  upper  St.  Stephens.  John  Madison,  ancestor  of  the  President,  had 
land  adjoining  the  Brockmans  up  on  the  Mattaponi  River,  as  well  as  in  lower  King 
and  Queen.  In  old  Rappahannock  County,  now  Hanover,  is  found  Montpelier,  and  it  is 
believed  that  James  Madison  named  his  Orange  County  home  after  this  township.  St. 
Peter’s  Church,  built  in  1703,  in  Drysdale,  at  a  cost  of  146,000  pounds  of  tobacco, 
was  doubtless  attended  by  the  Madison  families,  as  was  St.  Stephens,  the  center  of 
the  parish  by  that  name.  Park  Church,  in  Upper  Drysdale,  near  Newtown  may  have 
been  the  Brockman’s  church.  The  old  Drysdale  Glebe  is  1^  miles  east  of  Park  Church 
site  and  in  recent  years  was  still  in  existence  as  a  residence.  It  is  on  the  west 
side  of  Route  14,  2s  miles  above  Newton. 

On  April  1,  1717,  Mary  Broche  took  out  a  patent  for  420  acres,  for  nine  per¬ 
sons,  and  that  same  day,  John  Madison  with  Rogers  and  others,  took  up  1860  acres 
for  35  persons,  both  patents  being  in  King  and  Queen  but  the  Madison  patent  extend¬ 
ing  over  into  Spotsylvania,  On  the  south  bank  of  the  Pamunky  River  in  New  Kent 
County  is  located  the  old  White  House  plantation,  home  of  Martha  Dandridge  Custis 
and  believed  to  have  been  the  scene  of  either  the  wedding  or  reception  when  she 
married  George  Washington.  Some  say  they  were  married  at  St.  Peter's  church,  a  few 
miles  away.  The  White  House,  originally  a  tract  of  4,000  acres,  was  acquired  from

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Maj.  Gen.  Mainwaring  Hammond,  a  Royalist  office,  "by  Capt.  William  Bassett,  whose 
will  in  New  Kent,  1671,  gave  a  legacy  to  John  Brock,  without  indicating  the  rela¬ 
tionship.  The  Bassetts  and  Dandridges  intermarried  and  in  this  way  title  to  the 
property  must  have  come  into  the  Custis  family. 

Phil  Aylett  and  wife  Elizabeth  sold  land  to  John  Brockman.  John,  son  of 
Phillipp  married  Elizabeth  Dandridge.  This  home  was  the  retreat  of  Mrs.  R.  E.  Lee 
in  1861,  when  the  General  was  forced  out  of  Arlington.  It  was  burned  by  McClellan’s 
Yankee  army  later.  Dr.  George  Bolling  Lee,  the  last  of  the  family  owners,  recently 
sold  the  property  to  non-relatives,  however  the  house  was  burned  and  rebuilt  twice. 
It  may  indicate  a  family  relationship  that  Samuel  Brockman  named  his  Orange  County 
home  the  "White  House."  Whether  Mary  Broche  was  a  Brockman  and  John  Brock,  her  hus¬ 
band  or  son,  is  not  known. 

The  Brockmans  had  land  in  Albemarle  County,  formerly  Fredericksville  Parish, 
Louisa  County,  which  extended  west  to  the  Blue  Ridge  Mountains,  all  north  of  the 
Rivanna  River  to  the  Orange  County  line  which  was  ordered  cut  off  into  Albemarle  in 
1758.  On  June  S,  1758,  Joseph  Martin  sold  to  Thomas  Burrus  (wife  Sarah  Martin,  dau. 
of  Joseph)  350  acres  on  the  north  side  of  the  Little  Mountains  "adjoining  John 
Hammock,  Thos.  Graves  and  Brockman’s  line."  Jos.  Martin  sold  50  acres  to  Stephen 
English,  August  8,  1750,  who  in  1752  sold  it  to  Daniel  Parish.  The  land  left  by 
Samuel  Brockman’s  will,  1762,  started  at  "Stephen  English’s  pointers."  On  March  24, 
1760,  Jos.  Martin  and  John  Hammock  reported  the  procession  of  land  in  their  pre¬ 
cinct  to  the  vestry  of  Fredericksville  Parish,  and  included  "some  part  of  William 
Brockman."  On  June  25,  1761,  William  Brockman  of  Orange  purchased  400  acres  in 
Albemarle  County,  "beginning  at  William  Craddock’s  red  oak,  white  oak  and  a  pine" 
from  Robert  Duncanson  (which  land  was  patented  by  John  Dowell,  1738, and  sold  to 
Henry  Haynes,  June  27,  1749,  and  sold  to  Richard  Durrett,  June  26,  1753,  and  then 
sold  to  Duncanson,  June  27,  1754,)  and  took  peaceful  possession  June  25,  1761,  the 
date  of  the  conveyance.  However,  on  July  17,  1769,  when  Samuel  Brockman  II  deeded 
a  moiety  to  brother  William,  Orange  is  given  as  the  residence  of  each.  In  1779, 
when  the  entire  tract  of  350  acres  left  to  Samuel  and  William  by  the  will  of  their 
father,  was  sold,  Samuel  is  "of  Orange"  and  William  is  "of  Albemarle."  Identity  of 
William  Brockman,  who  had  land  in  Albemarle,  1760,  is  not  known. 

Many  of  the  deeds  of  Albemarle,  as  well  as  of  other  counties,  were  burned  dur¬ 
ing  the  Revolution  and  the  war  between  the  States.  Many  were  found  in  possession 
of  the  owners  and  again  recorded,  but  the  deed6  between  former  owners,  for  the  most 
part,  went  unrecorded  unless  there  were  suits  which  required  them  to  be  presented. 
Henry  Brockman  came  to  Maryland  with  Capt.  John  Jordaine  and  a  party  of  Hollanders, 
and  sold  his  50  acres  of  land  to  Thomas  Salmon,  1674,  and  a  later  Thomas  Salmon 
lived  in  Albemarle  and  died  at  Culpeper,  Va.  Samuel  Brockman  had  land  in  King  & 
Queen  in  1731,  and  Brockmans  had  land  in  Fredericksville  Parish,  1758. 

The  Brockmans,  Martins,  Easoms  (Eastham,  a  post  office  near  Stony  Point), 
Graves,  Burrus,  Dowells,  Tandy s,  Watts  all  had  land  together  west  of  the  Southwest 
Mountains.  The  answer  is  somewhere  in  documents  relating  to  those  families.  Robert 
Martin  who  witnessed  the  will  of  Ambrose  Madison,  married  Ann  Easom,  and  his  daugh¬ 
ter  Amelia,  married  John  Brockman.  The  signs  of  a  Madison-Brockman  relationship 
are  unmistakeable.  However,  our  Brockman  ancestor  was  not  a  German  immigrant  who 
built  the  first  ice  house  in  America  for  President  Madison.  The  first  ice  house  in 
America  was  built  in  1826.  Sims  Brockman  could  have  built  it  for  President  Madison. 
On  Nov.  7,  1754,  Johann  valentin  Brockmann  came  to  Pennsylvania  on  the  "John  and 
Elizabeth"  from  Amsterdam,  with  several  others  of  that  name.  At  the  University  of 
Virginia  Library,  I  found  a  microfilm  of  the  tenants  of  James  Madison.  Historical 
Society  Vol.  12  has  a  summary.  It  gives  a  list  of  tenants  of  James  Madison,  father 
of  the  President,  174^-1757,  and  79  pages  of  accounts  showing  sales  made  to  these 
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tenants  "from  a  store  supposedly  owned  "by  James  Madison".  This  is  probably  the 
store  at  Madison  Mills.  It  lists  among  the  tenants  V.  Brockmann,  which  is  undoubt¬ 
edly  Valentin  Brockmann.  It  also  shows  overseers  Benj.  Winn,  1745;  Jeremiah  White, 
1747-48;  Frances  Dabney,  1750}  and  a  list  of  accounts  of  those  not  tenants.  Among 
them  was  William  Brockmann.  Sims  Brockman,  son  of  Samuel  and  wife  Ann  Sims,  who 
witnessed  the  will  of  President  Madison,  could  have  been  an  overseer  at  Montpelier. 
He  was  not  born  until  1791,  and  from  1815  to  1825  is  shown  on  the  personal  tax 
rolls  of  Orange,  and  as  a  plantation  owner  in  Albemarle.  President  Madison  was 
born  March  16,  1751.  In  1815,  Sims  Brockman  would  have  been  about  25,  and  could 
have  gone  to  the  President's  home  as  many  sons  of  aristocrats  did.  At  any  rate, 
it  is  apparent  that  Sims  had  no  relationship  with  V.  Brockmann,  the  German  immi¬ 
grant. 

In  confirmation  of  the  fact  that  the  German  Brockmanns  came  to  Virginia,  I 
investigated  the  history  of  Brocks  Gap  Baptist  Ghurch  in  Rockingham  and  found  at 
Charlottesville  the  Minute  Book  from  the  Pennsylvania  Historical  School,  1779.  In 
it  there  is  recorded  that  the  Ebenezer  Association  (old  school)  was  started  in 
Pennsylvania  and  that  this  society  established  the  Brocks  Gap  Baptist  Church  in 
Virginia,  the  name  Brock  apparently  coming  from  its  active  members,  the  Pennsylvania 
Brockmanns . 

In  Orange  County,  I  located  the  old  home  site  of  Samuel  Brockman,  his  son 
Samuel  and  grandson  John.  It  was  reached  by  going  through  the  Henderson  farm  (now 
Faulkners).  The  White  House  was  there,  and  adjoining  the  Woolfolk  place  which  the 
Brockmans  acquired.  Part  of  this  property  passed  down  to  John  Graves,  Lewis  Collins 
and  Vines  Roberts  (father  of  Baxter)  who  married  a  daughter  of  Lewis  Collins.

The  genealogy  cf  the  Madison  family  in  WILLIAM  AND  MARY  QUARTERLY,  July,  1900, 
gives  no  marriage  for  Elizabeth  Madison,  daughter  of  Ambrose.  In  the  Order  Book  at 
Orange,  May,  1749,  I  found  Elizabeth  Willis,  widow  of  John  Willis.  Also,  in  Will 
Book  5,  Page  235,  and  in  the  Order  Book,  was  James  Madison,  Sr.  (son  of  Ambrose)  as 
guardian  of  Mary  Willis,  orphan  of  John  Willis.  The  will  of  Richard  Beale,  Aug.  22, 
1771,  names  wife  Elizabeth,  with  James  Madison  as  Executor.  The  will  of  Elizabeth 
Beale,  probated  Jan.  28,  1773,  names  daughters  Ann  and  Molly.  Reconstructing  this, 
we  have:  John  Willis,  born  Aug.  17,  1724;  married  Elizabeth  Madison  (1725-1773) 
daughter  of  Ambrose.  She  married  2nd,  Richard  Beale.  Mary  Willis,  child  by  the 
1st  marriage,  married  Col.  Wm.  Dangerfield. 

Edward  Pigg  and  John  Madison  patented  1038  acres  west  of  the  Southwest  Moun¬ 
tains  (Fredericksville  Parish)  in  1738.  Samuel  and  William  Brockman  witnessed  the 
will  of  Edward  Pigg  in  1739.  Samuel  Brockman  left  "about"  3f50  acres  to  his  sons 
Samuel  and  Willism.  It  seems  likely  that  this  was  one-third  of  the  original  Mad- 
iscn-Pigg  patent.

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BROCKMANS  OF  VIRGINIA 

In  this  record  will  he  found  early  Brockman  data  not  heretofore  published,  as 
well  as  related  information  ai>pearing  in  several  preceding  hooks.  My  other  hooks, 
"Hume,  Kennedy  and  allied  Families",  1916;  "Brockman  Family,  1926;  "Hume  Family, 
1926;  "Virginia  Wills  and  Abstracts",  1948;  and  "Orange  County  Families,"  1949,  are 
to  he  found  in  the  Library  of  Congress  and  many  public  and  urivate  libraries.  The 
Brockman  Record  by  Gen.  D.H.  Drak  e-Brockman  of  England  is  in  the  Orange  County  (Va.) 
Public  Library  and  the  State  Library  at  Richmond,  Va.

Samuel  Brockman  of  King  and  Queen  County,  va.  must  have  been  born  by  1685.  He 
was  probably  son  of  Henry  Brockman  of  Barbados,  Maryland  and  Virginia,  and  wife 
Rebecca  Salmon.  He  was  living  on  Port  Tobago  Road,  Drysdale  Parish,  King  and  Queen 
County  in  1731.  In  1732  he  bought  land  in  Spotsylvania  (later  Orange),  where  he 
moved  and  built  a  home  naming  it  the  "White  House."  His  will,  dated  Nov.  3,  1762, 
was  probated  Sept.  25,  1766.  Final  disposition  of  his  estate  was  made  Jan.  15, 

1776,  when  his  widow  died.  His  daughter  Mary  signed  her  name  Mary  M. ,  so  we  assume 
her  mother’s  maiden  name  began  with  M. 

Children  of  Samuel  and  wife  Mary  Brockman: 

1.  Samuel,  m.  Rebecca  by  1744.  Lived  in  Orange,  was  a  Cooper,  died,  1790. 

2.  William,  m.  Betty  by  1748.  Lived  in  Albemarle,  died  1809.

Samuel  Brockman  (l.)  II  and  wife  Rebecca  sold  a  share  of  the  350  acres,  left 
to  him  and  his  brother  William  in  Albemarle  County  by  their  father,  in  1769  to 
brother  William.  In  1779  Samuel  and  William  sold  the  entire  tract  to  John  White. 

It  was  John  White,  Jr.  that  married  Mourning  Shelton.  Samuel  died  about  1790,  in¬ 
testate,  and  son  John  and  son-in-law  "Tios.  Bell  were  administrators.  He  left  800 
acres  in  Orange  County  including  part  of  the  old  "White  House"  tract,  his  father 
having  given  150  acres  including  the  mansion  house  to  John  who  died  1756.  Rebecca, 
widow  of  Samuel  II,  lived  till  1814  with  her  son  William.  I  believe  Rebecca  was  a 
second  wife.

John  Garnett  left  a  will  in  Gloucester,  naming  children:  John,  Thomas 
and  Anthony  of  Essex.

Morton  of  Warren  County,  Ky.  mentioned  his  wife  Susanna,  formerly 
Susanna  Garnett.  Other  Orange  marriages  were:  Thos.  Garnett  to 
Rachael  Hawkins,  Oct.  3,  1756;  Ann,  m.  Reuhen  Willis,  Sept.  17,  1756; 
Sally,  m.  Thos.  Lucas,  March  9,  1789;  Ursula,  m.  Robert  Kendall,  Dec. 
15,  1796.  Some  of  these  may  have  been  descendants  of  Susan  Brockman.

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THE  ALBEMARLE  COUNTY  BROCKMANS 

William  Brockman,  son  of  Samuel  I,  was  the  head  of  the  Brockman  family  in  this 
county,  and  from  there  they  spread  to  nearby  counties,  to  the  south,  Georgia,  Indi¬ 
ana,  Kentucky,  Missouri  and  adjoining  states.  I  was  unable  to  locate  definitely  the 
350  acres  owned  by  Samuel  I,  and  which  his  sons  Samuel  and  William  sold  to  John 
White.  William  Brockman  was  apparently  living  on  this  land  in  1779,  and  deeds  indic¬ 
ate  that  it  was  west  of  Stony  Point,  north  and  east  of  the  north  fork  of  the  Rivanna. 
I  did  locate  what  I  believe  to  have  been  the  remains  of  this  homestead  of  William, 
at  the  foot  of  a  hill  at  Burnleys.  Between  Gilbert  and  Burnleys,  along  the  Southern 
Railroad  toward  Barboursville ,  is  found  the  Three  Forks,  which  is  the  junction  of 
Quarles  Creek,  and  an  unnamed  branch,  with  Priddy' s  Creek.  The  old  Brockman  mill  on 
Priddy' s  Creek  is  described  in  a  deed  from  the  heirs  of  William  Brockman,  Jr.  to 
J  ohn  Goss. 

Description  of  the  grist  mill  and  saw  mill  of  William  Brockman,  Sr.,  of  Albe¬ 
marle,  and  the  home  place  of  his  sons  William  and  Samuel  Brockman,  was  found  in  the 
files  of  the  Mutual  Assurance  Society.  In  January,  1803,  insurance  coverage  is  re¬ 
quested  for  a  grist  mill,  20  x  16  feet,  and  a  saw  mill,  A0  x  1A  feet,  being  one- 
story  buildings,  6  feet  apart,  "on  my  plantation  between  land  of  Elisha.  D.  Gilburn 
on  the  south  and  Thomas  Douglas  on  the  north. 

In  1803,  William  and  Samuel  Brockman,  apparently  sons  of  William,  anplied  for 
$1,670  of  insurance  on  a  dwelling  on  our  farm  between  Peter  Fergerson  and  Jason 
Bowcock,  32  feet  by  28  feet,  one  story  high,  occupied  by  ourselves.  In  1805  the 
land  is  shown  as  being  between  Jason  Bov/cock  and  John  D.  Salmon. 

In  1834,  the  Commissioners  of  Albemarle  set  off  for  sale  and  payment  of  debts 

of  William  Brockman,  Jr.,  81  acres  of  land,  including  the  mill  and  right  of  water  by 
canal  running  from  the  fork  of  Priddy' s  Creek  and  Quarles,  through  the  land  of 
Achilles  Douglass,  to  land  set  off  as  the  widow's  dower.  I  visited  two  of  the 
Douglass  farms  and  the  location  of  this  mill  was  known  to  the  Douglass  family.  I 
stood  on  the  bridge  over  Priddy' s  Creek,  perhaps  a  half  mile  from  the  three  forks. 

W.  C.  Douglass  said  that  the  mill  race  has  now  disappeared,  but  the  dam  was  below 
the  forks  and  exactly  at  the  old  right-of-way  of  the  Southern  Railway  tracks.  Roy 
Brockman,  who  lives  on  the  Ridge  Road,  says  the  mill  was  ^  mile  from  his  farm  on 

the  Douglass  farm.  A  short  distance  outside  of  Gilbert,  on  the  road  to  Stony  Foint, 

was  the  site  of  the  old  Priddy' s  Creek  Baptist  Church,  and  perhaps  two  miles  further, 
the  present  Priddy' s  Creek  Baptist  Church  stands  at  the  junction  of  this  Gilbert 
road  with  the  Barboursville  road.  This  second  church  was  built  within  the  last  100 

years,  and  the  graveyard  has  tombstones  of  those  interred  there  within  the  last  60 

years.  Kenneth  Brockman  and  I  drove  over  the  Ridge  Road,  referred  to  in  the  suit 
Douglass  vs.  Collins,  over  the  boundaries  of  William  Brockman's  land  in  1804,  and 
stopped  at  another  Douglass  farm.  W.  C.  Douglass  told  us  that  all  the  land  in  that 
area  was  once  owned  by  Simms,  Brockman  and  Douglass.  Burnleys  is  a  few  miles  from 
Gilbert,  and  there  we  were  shown  an  old  Bronkman  home  (Samuel  and  Ann  Brockman,  I 
believe).  The  home  is  150  years  old,  where  Blewford  Brockman  lived.  Charles  S. 
Mitchell,  a  son  of  A.  J.  Mitchell  and  wife  Lucetta,  lived  there  alone,  (d.  1751). 
Lucetta  was  daughter  of  Blewford  Brockman  and  wife  Elizabeth  Catterton  Brockman. 

He  took  us  through  the  house  and  showed  us  the  old  Blewford  Brockman  bible  with 

records  of  births,  deaths  and  marriages  of  the  family.  I  walked  through  the  grave¬ 

yard  of  the  family  and  found  the  tombstone  with  initials  B.B.  for  Blewford  (or 
Buford)  Brockman,  and  some  Brockman  tombstones  of  later  generations.  Mitchell  said 
the  house  was  200  years  old.  Further  up  the  Ridge  Road  were  two  Brockman  families 
whose  farms  I  did  not  visit.  Over  the  Ridge,  the  road  led  to  the  Simms  settlement. 
William  Brockman  of  Albemarle  named  a  son  Ambrose,  we  assume,  after  Ambrose  Madison. 
His  wife  Betty  (Elizabeth)  may  have  been  a  Tandy.  Everything  points  to  that  conclu- 
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sion  but  proof  is  not  yet  available.  She  could  have  been  Betty  Dix,  daughter  of 
Martha  Tandy  and  spouse  Wm.  Dix,  who  was  under  21  in  1745.  Thomas  Burrus,  son  of 
Jacob,  married  Sarah  Martin,  daughter  of  Joseph.  The  Christian  name  Tandy  was  given 
to  a  son  of  Samuel  Brockman  and  wife  Ann  Sims,  and  the  name  went  right  down  through 
the  families  of  the  brothers  of  Samuel.  Other  Tandy  Brockmans  were  descendants  of 
John  Brockman  and  Elizabeth  Burrus,  whose  mother  was  Frances  Tandy.

I  wonder  if  the  information  and  old  papers  I  have  would  be  of  any  help  to  you. 

I  shall  be  happy  to  give  you  a  copy  of  any  of  the  old  papers  I  now  possess. 

My  mother  was  Sarah  Mildred  Mitchell,  daughter  of  Lucetta  or  Lusety  Elizabeth 
Brockman  and  Andrew  Jackson  Mitchell.  Grandmother  Mitchell  died  when  mother  was 
fourteen  years  old,  but  Great  Grandmother  Elizabeth  Catterton  Brockman  lived  until 
Mother  was  a  young  lady.  Therefore  Mother  knew  quite  a  lot  about  her  Brockman, 

Sims  and  Catterton  relatives,  which  she,  with  her  love  of  family  and  excellent  mem¬ 
ory  passed  on  to  me.  I  now  pass  the  same  information  to  you  for  what  it  is  worth.

Samuel  Brockman’s  home  was  at  "Green  Plains",  Albemarle  County,  Va.  It  is 
situated  on  the  Charlottesville  road  between  Stony  Point  and  Barboursville,  and  is 
clearly  marked.  I  stopped  there  on  my  recent  visit  to  Burnleys  Aug.  1950.  Until 
recently  it  was  owned  by  the  Taylor  branch  of  our  family.  I  believe  the  widow  of 
Dick  Taylor  sold  it  to  a  Mr.  Finley  of  Scotland,  so  the  overseer  there  told  me. 

The  present  house  is  over  a  hundred  years  old,  but  it  is  not  the  original  house.  I 
was  there  some  years  ago  with  Mother,  when  they  were  tearing  the  old  house  down. 

Dick  Taylor  told  me  they  were  selling  it  to  the  restoration  in  Williamsburg  (?) 

To  see  the  lovely  old  English  boxwood  which  are  (three  hundred  years  old,  so  the 
overseer  said  Mr.  Finley  had  been  told)  is  well  worth  a  visit  there.  Mother  often 
spoke  of  the  happy  times  she  had  there  visiting  her  Taylor  relatives.  Mary  Ann 
Brockman  Taylor  and  son  Alexander  and  his  wife  Betty  lived  there.  Mary  Ann  Brockman

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Taylor  was  my  Grandmother  Lusety  E.  Brockman  Mitchell's  oldest  sister.  They  were 
daughters  of  Blewford  or  Bluford  Brockman  and  Elizabeth  Catterton.  Bluford  Brock¬ 
man  and  his  wife  Elizabeth  Catterton  were  first  cousins.  Their  mothers  we re  Ann 
Sims  Brockman  and  Agatha  Sims  Catterton,  daughters  of  Capt.  William  Sims. 

Samuel  Brockman  and  a  number  of  slaves  died  of  yellow  fever  at  "Green  Plains," 
and  are  buried  in  the  apply  orchard  there.  His  widow,  Ann  Sims  Brockman  and  son 
Bluford  Brockman  sold  "Green  Plains"  and  moved  to  Burnleys,  Va.  I  believe  the 
plantation  was  Sims  property.  (I  am  not  sure).  It  was  called  "Bleake  Hill."  (as 
it  is  indeed  at  present).  Ann  Sims  Brockman  and  a  son  Simpson  (whom  you  refer  to 
on  page  46,  2nd  part  of  your  book)  lived  in  the  old  house  East  of  main  house;  a 
part  of  the  chimney  of  this  house  is  now  standing.  Bluford  and  wife  Elizabeth 
Catterton  Brockman  lived  in  the  house  where  my  Uncle  now  resides.  Ann  Sims  Brockman 
is  buried  in  our  cemetery,  the  one  you  visited  at  the  foot  of  the  oldest  oak  or 
pine  tree.  Bluford  Brockman  and  wife  are  buried  there,  along  with  a  number  of 
other  Brockmans  whose  markers  have  long  since  disappeared.  All  the  slaves  of  our 
branch  of  the  family  are  also  buried  there.  I  have  a  picture  of  Mammy  Cindy,  a 
slave  belonging  to  great  grandmother  Elizabeth  Cotterton  Brockman.  She  brought 
Mammy  with  her  when  she  came  as  a  bride  to  "Bleake  Hill".  I  have  a  bill  of  sale 
of  a  slave  known  as  Willson,  (he  was  Mammy's  husband)  from  Sims  Brockman  of  Orange 
to  Bluford  Brockman  of  Albemarle  in  1822.  Witnessed  by  Taz .  Brockman.  Mammy  Cindy 
lived  until  ray  oldest  sister  was  born,  1889,  Mammy  Cindy,  Willson  and  their  descend¬ 
ants  lived,  died  and  are  buried  in  our  cemetery.

(Know  all  men  by  these  present  that  I,  Sims  Brockman  of  the  County  of  Orange  and 
State  of  Virginia  hath  this  day  bargained  and  sold  and  by  these  prescence  doth 
grant  bargain  and  sell  unto  Bluford  Brockman  of  the  County  of  Albemarle  and  state 
of  one  said  negro  boy  known  by  the  name  of  Willson,  age  about  fifteen  years,  for 
and  in  consideration  the  sum  of  four  hundred  and  seventy  five  dollars.  Cash  paid 
in  hand  the  date  here  of  I  do  hereby  bind  myself  my  heirs  forever  to  warrant  and 
defend  the  title  to  said  Negro  against  the  clause  or  clames  of  all  and  every  person 
whatsoever  in  witness  whereof  I  have  this  day  set  my  hand  and  affixed  ray  seal  this 
20th  day  of  December  1822.)

The  above  are  just  a  few  of  the  old  papers  I  have.  All  of  which  came  from  an 
old  Brockman  desk  that  my  uncle,  Mr.  Charles  Mitchell,  sold  some  years  ago.  The 
desk,  a  sewing  table  which  I  have  and.  an  old  cherry  corner  cupboard  which  my  niece 
has  all  belonged  to  Blewford  and  Elizabeth  Cotterton  3rockman,  or  if  they  date  fur¬ 
ther  back  I  do  not  know.  I  also  have  a  hand  woven  spread  made  by  Mary  Ann  Brockman 
Taylor. 

I  have  a  paper  of  list  of  stock  and  utensils  of  Ann  Brockman  when  she  made  over 
the  management  of  her  plantation  to  Blewford  Brockman  Jan.  7,  1824.  I  have  a  small 
Brockman  bible  with  the  following  records  - 
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Cornelia  A.  Brockman  departed  this  life  19th  of  May  1849. 

Blewford  Brockman  was  horn  19th  of  Aug.  1798  -  Died  Sept.  6th  1879 
Elizabeth  Cotterton  Brockman  was  horn  29th  of  July  1803  -  Died  July  1888 
Elizabeth  Cotterton  and  Blewford  or  Bluford  Brockman  were  married  17th  of 
Dec*  1822.  Their  children  were  as  follows: 

1.  Walter  D,  Brockman  born  21st  of  Nov.  1823  -  Married  Ann  Fergerson  - 
Killed  in  the  War  between  States  1861

On  page  71  of  your  book  you  have  the  following: 


"Sims  Brockman  was  a  German  immigrant,  which  obviously  is  incorrect  as  Sims 
Brockman’ 8  earliest  American  ancestor  was  Samuel  Brockman  of  King  and  Queen  County, 
who  died  in  Orange,  1766."  You  are  most  certainly  correct.  Sims  Brockman  of  Am¬ 
herst,  formally  of  Orange,  was  my  Great  grandfather's  brother.  They  were  sons  of 
Ann  Sims  and  Samuel  Brockman.  Mother  often  told  me  that  her  Grandfather  Bluford 
Brockman  told  her  his  brother  Sims  Brockman  moved  "way  up"  to  Amherst  County,  and 
as  a  little  girl  it  sounded  like  the  end  of  the  world  to  her. 
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In  the  second  part  of  your  book,  page  ^7,  you  have  the  following*. 

"Tazewell  Brockman  left  his  estates  in  1896  to  wife  Sarah  and  Lizzie  M.  Edwards, 
wife  of  Charles  T.  Edwards  -  presumably  a  daughter  and  son-in-law".  Tazewell  Brock¬ 
man  and  wife  Sarah  Salmon  did  not  have  a  child.  I  think  the  Lizzie  M.  and  Charles 
T.  Edwards  were  descendants  of  Aggie  Brockman  Edwards.  Tazewell  Brockman's  planta¬ 
tion  joined  "Green  Plains."  Mother  visited  her  Great  Uncle  Tazewell  Brockman  and 
wife  there  often  as  a  girl. 

My  sister  has  a  picture  of  Mary  Ann  Brockman  and  daughter  Maggie  Taylor  Webb 
copied  from  tin  type  pictures  from  two  old  albums  belonging  to  Maggie  Taylor  Webb. 
Her  grandson  Forest  Webb  of  Burnleys,  Va.  R.F.D.  was  kind  enough  to  loan  me  the 
albums  which  I  returned  after  having  the  pictures  copied.  There  were  quite  a  few 
of  interesting  old  pictures  in  the  albums  of  Maggie  Taylor,  Ella  Norford  and  Betty 
Taylor  in  old  fashioned  riding  habits.  Pictures  of  Birtley  Brockman,  Willdon  Webb 
and  his  servant,  one  of  old  John  Taylor,  brother  of  Valentine  Taylor,  number  of 
Douglas  pictures,  one  of  a  Cotterton  girl  and  a  picture  of  old  Samuel  Dowell  and 
his  two  daughters. 

The  following  is  from  a  newspaper  clipping  found  in  the  old  Brockman  bible  of 
Bluford  Brockman's  death? 

"Died 

At  his  former  residence  in  Albemarle  County,  on  the  6th  day  of  Sept,  last  in 
his  eighty-first  year,  Bluford  Brockman.  Thus  has  fallen  one  of  our  oldest 
and  most  respectable  citizens,  but  death  has  been  to  him  equally  a  release  and 
a  gain.  For  thirty  years  he  was  an  intense  sufferer  from  rheumatism,  and  for 
the  last  seven  years  he  has  been  unable  to  walk.  He  was  noted  for  his  kind¬ 
ness  and  neighborly  goodness,  and  no  one  ever  sought  more  faithfully  than  he 
to  follow  the  Golden  Rule,  "Mark  the  perfect  man,  and  behold  the  upright! 
for  the  end  of  the  man  is  peace."

Dear  Cousin: 

Your  nice  letter  received  some  time  ago,  and  were  glad  to  hear  from  you  and 
wish  very  much  you  had  called  to  see  us  while  on  your  visit  through  these  parts. 

We  appreciate  the  information  you  gave  us  in  regards  to  the  Brockman's,  and  being 
a  Brockman  myself,  am  anxious  to  know  all  about  them.  I  would  have  written  you 
sooner  but  have  been  trying  to  find  out  some  of  the  things  you  asked  for  but  so  far, 
have  not  been  able  to  do  so.  I  am  sorry  I  cannot  give  you  much  information  but  I 
just  don't  know  but  very  little  about  the  Brockmans.  My  father  was  John  Henry 
Brockman  and  my  mother  was  Columbia  Ann  May.  They  were  married  January  29th,  1874. 

I  had  two  brothers,  Eddie  Judson  Brockman  who  lives  in  Madison,  Va.  and  Ollie 
Brockman  who  died  June  25th  1945.  I  have  three  sisters  living.  Mrs.  Luna  Mae 
Dameeon,  and  Nora  Hasseltine,  and  Callie  Lillie  Brockman  are  here  at  home.  % 
mother  died  Nov.  19th  1944,  age  92  yrs.  3  months  and  19  days.  My  father  died 
March  23rd  1923,  age  71  years.

So  if  I  can  help  you  in  any  way  would  be  glad  to  do  so.  I  will  try  to  find  out  all

My  uncle,  Mr.  Charles  Samuel  Mitchell  died  Feb.  18th,  1951,  at  McGuire  Veter- 
and  Hospital,  Richmond,  va.  of  a  cerebral  hemorrhage.  He  was  a  Spanish-American 
veteran.  He  was  buried  in  the  National  Cemetery,  Culpeper,  Va, 

For  the  first  time  in  over  150  years  the  old  home  is  vacant.  When  walking 
down  the  hill  with  my  little  great-niece,  I  realized  that  she  was  the  8th  genera¬ 
tion  of  our  family  to  either  live  in  or  visit  this  old  house.

Death  of  Mrs.  Taylor.  Mrs  Mary  A.  Taylor  died  yesterday  morning  at  the  home 
of  her  son-in-law,  Mr.  Geo.  S.  Webb,  near  Burnleys  Station,  aged  eighty  years. 

The  funeral  and  "burial  took  place  yesterday  afternoon. 

The  Rev.  C.  H.  Boggs  was  called  out  the  past  week  to  preach  the  funeral  sermon 
of  Mrs  Brockman* (in  the  vicinity  of  Mt.  Chapel),  who  died  in  her  eighty-fifth  year. 
♦Mrs.  Erockman  was  Elizabeth  Catterton  Brockman.  She  was  born  July  29th  1803,  so 
her  death  was  in  1888. 

Mr.  G.  W.  Webb  -  Dead.  Mr.  G.  W.  Webb,  for  many  years  a  well  known  drug  clerk 
and  pharmacist  of  the  City,*  died  in  St.  Vincent's  Hospital,  Norfolk,  last  night 
after  a  short  illness.  His  brother-in-law,  Mr.  Ed.  Jarman,  received  a  telegram  to 
.the  above  effect  this  morning  and  left  at  once  for  Norfolk.  No  details  were  stated. 
*1  believe  Geo.  Wildin  Webb  was  a  pharmacist  in  Charlottesville,  Va. 

The  Late  G.  W.  Webb.  Funderal  services  were  held  at  Burnley's  Station.  The 
funeral  services  of  the  late  G.  W.  Webb,  who  died  in  Norfolk  February  22,  were  held 
at  his  father's  home  "Sunnydale",  near  Burnley's  Station,  last  Sunday  afternoon  at 
3  o'Clock.  They  were  conducted  by  the  Rev.  L.  T.  Hitt,  pastor  of  the  Methodist 
Church.  Mr.  Webb  was  very  well  known  in  this  city,  where  for  a  number  of  years 
he  was  a  popular  drug  clerk,  and  his  many  friends  heard  with  sorrow  of  his  sudden 
and  untimely  death.  He  was  a  young  man  apparently  of  sound  and  vigorous  health. 

As  yet  no  particulars  of  his  death  have  been  received  except  that  he  was  taken 
suddenly  ill  and  died  within  a  short  time  aftervrard  at  St.  Vincent's  Hospital, 
where  he  had  been  taken  for  treatment.  The  deceased  was  thirty-one*  years  of  age 
and  leaves  a  wife  and  four*  children,  who  with  the  bereaved  father  and  mother,  have 
the  sympathy  of  his  large  circle  of  friends.

Dear  Mr.  Brockman:  I  am  enclosing  some  pictures  for  you.  The  three  pictures  in 
the  album  are  scenes  from  Green  Plains.  I  hope  I  can  obtain  a  picture  of  the  orig¬ 
inal  house  there.  The  lovely  old  English  boxwood  circles  on  either  side,  to  where 
the  house  was.  I  am  sorry  I  did  not  get  a  picture  of  the  old  house  when  I  stopped 
there  when  they  were  tearing  it  down.  This  was  the  home  of  Ann  Sims  and  Samuel 

Brockman.  The  other  two  pictures  are  scenes  from  Burnleys,  Va.  The  farm  where  my 

uncle  resided.  The  one  from  the  east  porch  shows,  by  the  fence,  a  part  of  the 
chimney  of  the  old  house  where  Ann  Sims  Brockman  lived  with  her  son  Symian,  after 
she  was  a  widow  and  moved  to  "Bleake  Hill"  with  her  children.  The  other  picture  of 
the  spring  is  where  I  thought  you  had  reference  to  in  a  former  letter,  when  you  in¬ 
quired,  "hence  I  assume  it  was  not  the  old  William  Brockman  homestead  which  Mr. 
Douglas  had  reference  to  the  old  house  near  what  we  call  the  poplar  spring,  and  I 
believe  that  was  the  home  of  old  William  Brockman.  That  house  burned.  My  grand¬ 
mother  Lucetta  Brockman  Mitchell  lived  there  during  and  after  the  War  Between  the 
States.  I  do  not  believe  there  are  any  pictures  of  that  house.  Mother  often  de¬ 
scribed  it  to  me.  It  was  built  on  the  order  of  the  house  where  my  uncle  lived, 

only  larger.  Mother  said  there  was  a  secret  spring  in  the  cellar  (evidently  the 
house  vras  built  over  a  spring)  in  case  they  were  attacked  by  Indians  they  would 
have  water.  So  it  must  have  been  the  oldest  house  on  the  plantation.  When  I  was 
a  child  the  chinmey  of  this  house  was  standing,  and  a  path  from  the  present  house 
led  down  to  that  site,  with  lovely  old  fashioned  flowers,  herbs  and  shrubs  on 
either  side  of  the  path.

I  sent  you  a  copy  of  the  will  of  Ambrose  Brockman,  Ky.  1823.  According  to 
your  data  taken  from  the  Bible  of  Ambrose  Brockman,  now  in  the  hands  of  Sampson 
Jones  of  Knob  Lick,  Ky. ,  Ambrose  was  born  on  June  28,  1764.  He  then  could  not  have 
served  in  the  Revolutionary  War  as  recorded  in  my  book.  Woods  History  shows  that 
between  1794  and  1802  he  and  brother  Samuel  each  served  a6  Ensigns  and  Lieutenants 
in  the  1st  Company  of  the  88th  Regiment,  and  Samuel  was  also  Captain.  Thos.  Bell 
and  Francis  Walker  were  the  Colonels.  You  show  Ambrose  death  as  October  4,  1823, 
which  seems  about  right  as  he  wrote  his  will  in  September,  1823  and  it  was  filed 
for  probate  in  October. 

Nancy  Sims  his  first  wife  was  shown  as  born  February  9,  1765,  which  does  not 
agree  with  the  old  Sims  Bible  now  in  the  hands  of  Seanne  Beaty  near  Ruckersville, 

Va.  It  show 8  ("  Sims,  (which  I  thought  was  Nancy)  b.  March  17,  1763  and  John 
Sims  born  February  10,  1765."  Ambrose  married  2nd  Franky  Johnson  at  Burlington, 
Boone  Co.  Ky.  Book  A  May  2,  1816  shows  the  marriage  of  John  Brockman  (son  of  Wil¬ 
liam  and  Elizabeth  of  Orange)  to  Lucy  Dulaney  May  2,  1816,  and  in  the  same  book  the 
marriage  of  Ambrose  Brockman  and  Franky  Johnson.  In  1817  Jas.  Johnson  appointed 
Ambrose  his  attorney  to  collection  from  William  Johnson  "my  part  of  my  father's 
landed  state"  which  suggests  a  close  relationship  between  Ambrose  and  the  Johnson 
family  before  1821. 

You  show  John  Brockman,  son  of  Ambrose,  as  having  been  born  April  8,  1795,  so 
he  could  not  have  been  Rev.  John  Brockman,  ancestor  of  Mrs.  Bertha  Brockman  of 
Little  Rock,  as  Rev.  John  was  born  in  Franklin  County,  Va.  Dec.  12,  1798.  Rev.  John 
could  not  have  been  the  son  of  John  Brockman,  brother  of  Ambrose,  as  he  died  in 
1795,  and  further  the  guardianship  of  Elyjah,  oldest  son  of  John,  did  not  indicate 
a  son  John. 

Ambrose  Brockman's  will  did  not  mention  all  of  his  children.  There  was  no 
Frances,  Lucy  or  Drucilla.  The  Bible  showed  no  Drucilla  or  Lucy.  Lewis  Mahannes, 
who  married  Drucilla  Brockman  Dec.  29,  1808,  appointed  John  Brockman  apparently  son 
of  Ambrose,  in  Nov.  24,  1823,  to  collect  for  him  his  share  of  Ambrose's  "estate  by 
right  of  his  wife".  So  there  has  to  be  a  Drucilla.  Lucy  Brockman  married  William 
Brockman,  Jr.  born  1777,  I  think  son  of  William  and  Elizabeth  Brockman  of  Orange, 
in  1808,  by  Rev.  Jacob  Watts.  All  their  children  bore  Simms  names,  Simms,  Willis, 
etc.,  so  there  has  to  be  a  Lucy,  daughter  of  Ambrose.  Samuel  who  married  Ann  Simms 
had  no  son  by  the  name  of  William  or  daughter  by  name  of  Lucy.  I  have  all  the 
children's  guardianship  papers. 

Now  this  leaves  Rev.  John  Brockman  without  a  home  or  ancestor.  You  show  the 
birth  of  William  Mason  Brockman  May  2,  1798,  and  this  suggests  that  one  of  the  an¬ 
cestors  married  a  Mason  since  the  initial  M  was  given  to  Mary,  daughter  of  Samuel  I 
and  reappeared  many  times.  The  Macons  and  Madisons  in  later  generations  intermar¬ 
ried.  My  records  show  that  he  married  Mary  Jones  in  1818.  My  records  also  agree 
with  the  marriage  of  Willis,  born  July  29,  1800  to  Harriet  Clement,  daughter  of 
William  on  Dec.  4,  1820.  Frances  Brockman  not  shown  in  will  was  born  Dec.  29,  1802 
and  married  Alex  McCandles9  in  Barren  Co.  1818. 

The  Bible  record  of  Ann,  born  Dec.  20,  1805,  looks  right,  but  when  Ambrose  made 
his  will  Sept.  22,  1823,  he  left  a  legacy  to  Ann  Flint.  So  she  could  not  have  been 
the  Ann  who  married  Joseph  Polston  in  1823. 

There  was  an  Emily  Ann  Brockman  who  married  Sampson  Jones  in  Barren  County 
1835,  and  9he  must  have  been  daughter  of  John,  Willis  or  William.  Now  Aaron  Brock¬ 
man  lived  in  Louisa  County,  and  he  went  to  Fayette  County,  Ky.  sometime  after  Oct. 
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13,  1800,  when  he  sold  his  Louisa  land.  His  wife  was  Lydia  Porter,  of  a  famous 
Louisa  family.  He  had  a  son  John  under  21  when  he  made  his  will  Dec.  15,  1818 
probated  at  Fayette  Feb.  1819.  The  wife  of  Rev.  John  Brockman,  Nancy  Elmore  was 
born  in  North  Carolina,  but  the  Elmore  family  were  old  residents  of  Louisa  County. 
Rev.  John  was  20  in  1818,  and  John,  son  of  Aaron  was  under  21,  in  1823,  but  was  to 
inherit  all  of  Aaron's  land  in  Fayette  and  Scott  Counties,  Ky.  Aaron  had  children 
James,  Cynthia,  wife  of  Jas.  Cox,  Elizabeth  and  Polly.  There  was  a  Cynthia  E. 
Brockman  who  married  Jermin  P.  Baker  in  Barren  Co.  1839.  It  does  not  look  as  if 
Rev.  John  was  a  son  of  Aaron.  It  is  possible  that  Rev.  John  born  Franklin  County 
1798  was  son  of  Elyjah,  who  was  eldest  son  of  John  Brockman  of  Albemarle  and  wife 
Elizabeth.  Elyjah  married  Frances  Harrison  Dec.  22,  1795  at  Amherst.  The  records 
show  that  Elyjah  Brockman  had  large  land  tracts  in  Franklin,  Montgomery  and  Bucking¬ 
ham  Counties  in  1807  up  to  1817.  He  had  a  son  William  and  gave  land  to  "son  Wil¬ 
liam  and  wife  Elizabeth".  The  William  who  married  Elizabeth  Henderson  Feb.  15,  1813 
was  doubtless  the  son.  Rev.  John  was  likely  another  son  and  Elyjah  must  have 
moved  to  Barren  County,  Ky.  between  1717  and  1720  taking  son  John  who  married 
Nancy  Elmore. 

Your  last  name,  Peggy  Brockman,  daughter  of  Ambrose,  born  Dec.  20,  1807,  would 
be  the  Peggy  under  21  when  Ambrose  made  his  will. 

It  seems  apparent  that  Rev.  John's  ancestor  of  Mrs.  Bertha  Brockman,  was  not 
son  of  Ambrose  but  son  of  Elyjah,  eldest  son  of  John  Brockman,  who  died  Amherst 
1795,  and  whose  widow  Elizabeth  may  have  gone  to  Kentucky  and  married  second  W.  W. 
Embree. 

Mrs.  H.  F.  Weeks  of  Baltimore  nee  Goldie  Brockman,  says  that  Rev.  John  M. 
Brockman,  who  married  Nancy  Elmore,  was  her  great  grandfather.  The  middle  initial 
M  suggests  that  he  was  son  of  Ambrose,  however,  he  was  reuorted  born  1798,  and  the 
Bible  of  Ambrose  shows  son  John  born  1795.  Mrs.  Weeks  thinks  that  Rev.  John  M. 
was  brother  of  William,  Jr.  but  the  junior  would  indicate  that  William's  fathers 
name  was  William,  and  the  date  of  birth  1777  looks  like  an  older  generation,  be¬ 
sides,  I  believe  that  John  Brockman,  son  of  William,  Sr.  of  Orange  married  Lucinda 
Dulaney .

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This  John  B.,  I  believe  was  the  son  of  Ambrose.  The  Lucy  M.  Akin  no  doubt  is 
the  daughter  of  Lucy  M.  Brockman  who  married  Garland  Akin  in  1839,  and  having  a 
McCandles  in  his  home  indicates  it.  My  grandparents  are  Alexander  McCandless  and 
Frances  Brockman.

My  dear  Mrs.  Smith:  If  sister  Sallie  (Mrs.  Yates)  told  you  I  had  the  Ambrose 
Brockman  Bible,  she  must  assumedly  misunderstood  me.  I  told  her  Samuel  B,  Jones 
(grandson  of  John  B.)  had  the  Bible.  I  sent  my  neice  to  get  a  copy  of  the  record. 
She  wrote  me  that  the  record  was  in  such  bad  condition  that  she  asked  to  take  it 
home  with  her  so  that  she  might  do  the  best  she  could  in  sending  me  a  legible  copy. 
Said  Cousin  Sam  told  her  all  of  the  Brockman  record  has  been  in  it  but  so  many 
names  torn  off  only  leaving  dates.  I  send  this  Ambrose  B.  record  as  she  sent  it 
to  me,  but  this  Ambrose’s  wife  was  named  Nancy,  the  will  you  sent  says,  Franky,  so 
if  the  two  records  are  correct,  there  must  have  been  two  Ambross’,  however,  the 
names  that  I  have  tally  with  the  will,  except  two  names  of  my  record  were  torn  off 
leaving  only  dates.  So,  if  John  belongs  to  the  first  date,  and  Peggy  to  the  last 
date  it  would  seem  this  was  your  Ambrose,  but  what  would  you  do  about  the  two 
names  for  the  wife?  Would  you  say  "Nancy  Franky"?  I  want  to  say,  I  do  not  know 
what  to  say  about  it.  I  send  you  this  record  as  t'was  sent  to  me.

My  dear  Mrs.  Baird*  I  was  glad  to  have  your  very  interesting  letter.  I  had  left 
Columbia  when  your  letter  reached  there.  They  did  not  forward  it  as  soon  as  they 
should  have,  did  not  receive  it  until  late  in  May,  did  not  have  an  opportunity  to 
visit  cousin  Sam  until  a  few  days  since,  is  the  reason  for  the  delay  in  replying 
to  your  letter. 

Cousin  Sam  could  not  tell  me  but  very  little  except  that  you  already  have. 

Said  g-grandfather  John  died  soon  after  the  marriage  of  his  youngest  daughter. 

Sister  and  myself  are  going  to  the  Countv  C.  office  to  look  for  her  marriage 
record.  If  we  find  it  that  will  (about)  fix  g-grandfather ' s  death  date,  but  I 
have  heard  the  county  records  (mostly)  were  consumed  by  fire  in  1868  which,  if  true, 
I  doubt  if  we  find  what  we  want. 

This  Ambrose  B.  Bible  was  bought  in  1804.  As  you  already  know  the  white 
dates  are  not  all  there,  Ambrose  d.  Oct.  4th  1823  aged  59  yrs,  3  m.  and  6  da. 

Nancy  (his  wife)  d.  Sept.  16th  1821,  aged  50  yrs,  7  m.  and  6  da. 

I  think  this  Ambross  must  have  been  g-grandfather  John's  brother.  The  Bible 
was  found  in  the  attic  of  g.aunt  Emily  Jones'  (nee  Brockman)  home,  by  her  son 
Sampson  Jones  the  Third,  my  second  cousin.  My  mother's  children  called  him  cousin 
Sam,  and,  he  asked  me  to  tell  you  that  he  could  not  give  you  any  more  information 
than  he  had  already  sent  you. 

I  would  appreciate  very  much  having  the  Brockman  family  line  which  you  offer 
to  send  me.  I  am  always  glad  to  have  all  information  I  can  get  regarding  my  family 
lines  which  I  have  been  collecting  for  a  number  of  years.  I  hope  sometime  to  get 
it  all  in  book  form.  If  there  is  anything  more  that  I  can  do  for  you  let  me  know.

Dear  Sir: 

I  have  noted  with  considerable  interest  your  book  on  the  Brockman  family,  here 
in  the  Maryland  Historical  Society  Library,  and  want  to  commend  you  on  the  fine 
piece  of  work  you  did  in  getting  it  up.  I  v/ould  like  very  much  to  know  if  it  is 
possible  for  me  to  obtain  a  copy  of  it,  the  cost,  etc. 

I  am  a  Brockman,  (my  maiden  name)  of  the  Brockmans  that  settled  in  Missouri, 
the  Ambrose  Brockman  listed  on  page  50,  I  believe,  of  your  book,  is  my  grandfather. 
On  page  37,  I  note  that  you  also  have  a  copy  of  the  will  of  William  Brockman  of 
Albemarle  Co.,  Virginia,  copy  of  which  I  obtained  from  court  records  there.  The 
Rev.  John  M.  Brockman  (bom  Dec.  12,  1798,  Franklin  Co.,  Virginia,  having  moved  to 
Kentucky  1814,  married  Nancy  Elmore  1818,  (Nancy  Elmore  born  1797,  Rutherford  C., 

Ko.  Car.)  and  moving  into  central  Missouri  in  1827,  he  being  ordained  Missionary 
Baptist  Minister,  the  first  Moderator  of  Osage  River  Association,  Miller  Co., 
Missouri.  This  Rev.  John  M.  Brockman  was  a  brother  of  the  William  Brockman,  Jr., 
(1777),  (not  proven.  W.E. Brockman)  and  was  my  great  grandfather. 

John  Elmore,  father  of  the  Nancy  above  mentioned,  (my  great  grandmother  Nancy) 
wa3  a  soldier  in  the  Revolutionary  War  under  General  Nathaniel  Green,  in  battles 
Eutau  Springs,  Cowpens,  and  Bunkerhill,  and  present  when  Lord  Cornwallis  surrendered 
his  army  and  sword  to  General  George  Washington  at  Yorktown.  The  Elmores  I’m  told 
are  traceable  back  to  a  Lord  Elmore  in  England. 

Our  family  is  a  very  well  established  old-line  family  there  in  central  Mis¬ 
souri,  having  settled  and  remained  there  in  Miller  County  where  many  of  the  family 
still  live.  There  is  the  Brockman  Ford  there  in  Miller  County  where  the  family 
first  started  out  and  farms  on  both  sides  of  the  river  (Osage  River)  remain  in  our 
family.  Ambrose  had  three  children  to  live  and  carry  on  for  some  time,  but  now 
only  one  is  living,  that  is  Judge  John  Northrop  Brockman  (my  uncle)  of  Tuscumbia, 
Missouri,  close  to  84  years  young,  tall  and  erect,  and  remarkably  well,  celebrated 
their  63rd  wedding  anniversary,  has  been  Judge  John  N.  B.  all  his  adult  life, 
highly  esteemed  by  everyone.  (Their  Golden  Wedding  Anniversary  celebration  was  a 
tribute  to  his  fine  character,  a  huge  gathering  from  our  own  6tate  and  neighboring 
states,  attesting  the  highly  respected  quiet,  sober  life,  he  had  lived  in  the 
little  county  seat.  Over  1500  guests  were  present,  including  Congressman  Nelson 
and  family  (family  friends  of  long  standing)  at  this  testimonial  dinner  gotten  up, 
not  as  a  publicity  stunt  (far  from  that)  but  as  a  genuine  good  old-fashioned  get- 
together  of  family  and  friends.  He  is  really  a  fine  example  of  the  good  wholesome 
Brockman  stock.  Still  likes  to  go  fishing  and  hunting,  and  when  my  sister  and  her 
husband  go  down  from  Kansas  City  to  visit,  Uncle  John  always  takes  them  fishing  for 
a  "catfish  fry",  a  "must"  for  any  visitor  to  Miller  Co. 

My  husband,  his  first  year  out  of  the  University  of  Chicago,  had  his  first  job 
in  Minneapolis,  with  Armour  &  Company,  as  Credit  Manager,  for  about  a  year  and  a 
half,  then  was  transferred  to  the  east  coast  states,  and  now  for  the  past  twenty 
years  we  have  been  in  Baltimore,  same  company.  I'm  one  of  the  few  of  the  family 
that  live  so  far  away  from  home  and  don't  get  back  there  very  often,  to  talk  things

Mr.  Henry  Upson  Sims,  says  in  his  "Genealogy  of  the  Sins  Family",  "In  1694  Robert 
Sims  owned  250  acres  of  land  in  Nansemond  County,  Virginia,  under  a  patent  dated 
April  20,  1694.  See  Virginia  Land  Office  Records  (in  Richmond)  Book  25,  nage  21. 
See  also  Nansemond  County  Records,  Volume  8,  page  3^-3.  He  moved  later  some  fifty 
or  seventy-five  miles  Southward  into  Bertie  County,  North  Carolina,  where  he  died 
in  1729;  for  he  left  a  will,  probated  at  the  February  Court  in  Bertie  County  in 
1729  (Will  Book,  1729,  kept  now  in  Raleigh,  N.  C.  and  abstracted  in  Grimms  Abstract 
of  North  Carolina  Wills,  t).  3*0)  and  this  will  names  his  sons,  Robert,  Thomas,  and 
James,  and  made  his  brother  John  Sims  his  executor.  He  mentions  no  wife,  but  evi¬ 
dently  she  died  before  Robert.  "This  Robert  and  this  James  went  back  to  Virginia, 
appearing  later  in  Louisa  County.  Robert  in  17^-4  (See  the  Valentine  Papers,  p. 
2167)  and  James  about  the  same  time.  Robert  died  in  Louisa  County,  leaving  a  will 
dated  April,  1748,  He  left  a  wife  named  Susanna  and  sons,  Robert,  James,  and 
William,  the  latter  not  mentioned  in  will.  Robert  the  3rd  went  to  Brunswick 
County  and  James  to  Halifax.  We  know  by  the  Louisa  Records  that  William  Sims  was 
Robert's  oldest  son.

(Rev.  John  M.  Brockman,  born  Dec.  12,  1798,  Franklin  County,  Va. ,  moved  to 
Barren  County,  Kentucky  in  1814  at  age  of  16,  married  Nancy  Elmore  in  1818, 
moved  to  Missouri  in  1827,  to  Cooper  County,  thence  to  Moniteau  County,  and 
on  into  Miller  County  where  they  settled  for  generations  to  follow.  He  was 
ordained  Missionary  Baptist  Preacher,  was  first  Moderator  of  Osage  River 
Association,  died  at  age  of  65. 

His  wife,  Nancy  Elmore,  was  born  in  1797  in  Rutherford  County,  N.  Caro¬ 
lina  while  quite  young  her  family  moved  to  Barren  County,  Kentucky,  where 
she  married  John  Brockman,  moved  to  Missouri,  had  ten  children,  five  girls, 
five  boys.  Her  father,  John  Elmore,  was  a  soldier  in  Revolutionary  War  under 
General  Nethaniel  Green,  was  in  battles  of  Eutaw  Springs,  Cowpens,  and  Bunker- 
hill,  and  wa6  present  when  Lord  Cornwallis  surrendered  his  army  at  Yorktown 
to  General  George  Washington. 

The  Brockman  family  accrued  considerable  farm  lands  on  Osage  River,  in 
Miller  County,  between  Bagnell  and  Tuscumbia,  the  Brockman  Ford  being  a  well- 
known  old  land  mark,  with  Judge  John  Northrip  Brockman  and  son,  Clinton 
Oliver  carrying  on  the  family  tradition  to  date.

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The  Home  of  John  Brockman  and  wife,  Elizabeth  Burrus 

John  Brockman  lived  at  the  home  of  his ‘father  Samuel  and  mother  Rebecca,  st 
least  until  1774,  when  Samuel  deeded  to  son  John,  176  acres  of  land  which  he  had 
acquired  from  Mayfield  in  1767,  and  Benj.  Cave  (the  latter  having  sold  the  tract  to 
Abraham  Mayfield,  in  1768  repossessed  it  and  gave  clear  title  to  Samuel  Brockman). 
The  land  was  located  by  deed  on  the  branches  of  the  Pamunkey  River,  which  was  in 
the  lower  end  of  Orange,  probably  part  in  Spotsylvania,  between  the  North  Fork  and 
the  South  Fork  of  the  North  Anna  River,  which  unites  and  flows  into  the  Pamunkey, 
hence  called  "branches  of  the  Pamunkey."  The  land  adjoined  James  Daniel  and  Ghol- 
son.  Presumable  John  moved  to  the  new  land  and  by  1788  was  married  to  Elizabeth 
Burrus.  This  homestead  was  apparently  known  as  Mount  Airy,  and  John  must  have  been 
living  there  in  1805,  when  he  acquired  fire  insurance  and  gave  his  address  at  Mount 
Airy,  Orange  County.  Since  Samuel,  the  oldest  son,  we  believe,  was  married  in  1791 
to  Nancy  Durrett,  his  father  John  must  have  been  married  by  1774  when  father  Samuel 
gave  him  a  homestead  for  50  pounds.  On  December  22,  1794,  (Deed  Book  20,  Page  345) 
John  bought  from  Samuel  and  William  Bronaugh,  and  William’s  wife  Margaret,  21-3/4 
acres  adjoining  Isaac  Graves,  and  doubtless  this  was  close  to  the  homo  place  and  to 
the  130-3/4  acres  acquired  from  Andrew  Shepherd,  adjoining  Dabney  Minor,  Nathaniel 
Mills,  Thomas  Bell,  Isaac  Graves,  John  Alcock  (who  married  Mary  Bell,  widow)  Vivian 
Daniel  and  William  Cook.  All  of  this  property  was  sold  to  Isaac  Graves,  April  9, 
1812.  In  1813,  John  acquired  161  acres  of  the  old  homeplace  of  Samuel  II,  known  as 
Woolfolks'  near  Monrovia,  from  William  and  Rebecca  Thomson,  who  acquired  it  from 
William  and  Mary  Brockman,  who  jointly  with  father  Samuel  II  and  wife  Rebecca,  ac¬ 
quired  it  from  Joseph  Woolfolk.  This  land  John  Brockman  sold  to  John  Graves  in 
1819.  Samuel  Lindsey  Brockman  acquired  the  land  back  from  the  estate  of  Claiborne 
Graves,  who  obtained  it  from  Smith,  from  John  Graves.  John  and  Elizabeth  Burrus 
Brockman  may  have  lived  in  the  Woolfolk  house  from  1813  to  1817.  From  1774  to  1813, 
they  lived  in  the  home  sold  to  Isaac  Graves,  who  in  his  will,  1813,  (probated  1818) 
left  it  to  son  Colby  Graves.  It  has  passed  down  to  a  Mr.  Carpenter,  whom  I  visited. 
Mrs.  Carpenter  showed  me  the  old  house,  its  homemade  locks  and  wide  chimney,  as 
well  as  the  graveyard  that  had  no  old  markers.  The  origin  of  the  name  Mount  Airy 
is  not  known.  It  is  one  that  apparently  was  associated  with  the  early  settlement 
of  Virginia.  The  best  known  estate  by  this  name  was  the  Tayloe  home  in  Old 
Rappahannoch.  There  was  a  Mount  Airy  in  Albemarle  also,  in  addition  to  the  home 
of  John  Brockman  located  on  land  acquired  from  his  father  Samuel.  This  home,  so 
far  as  can  be  ascertained,  is  the  old  Isaac  Graves  home  on  the  Monrovia-Holliday 
Mills  road,  County  Road  612.

In  his  application  for  fire  insurance,  Feb.  7,  1803,  John  Brockman  states  that 
he  resides  at  Mount  Airy,  Orange  County,  Virginia,  and  asks  for  coverage  of  $900  on 
"one  building  on  my  land  occupied  by  myself,  and  between  the  land  of  Daniel  and 
that  of  Jacob  Graves."  In  July,  1805,  another  application  is  submitted  for  in¬ 
surance  of  $1,000,  as  follows!  "I,  the  underwritten  John  Brockman,  residing  at 
Mount  Airy  in  the  County  of  Orange,  hereby  declare  for  assurance  in  Mutual  Assur¬ 
ance  Society  against  fire,  one  building  called  Mount  Airy,  now  occupied  by  myself, 
situated  between  the  plantation  of  Henry  Chiles,  north,  and  Isaac  Graves,  south,  in 
the  County  of  Orange.  The  dwelling  home  "A"  at  $1,000- 
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Mount  Airy,  on  County  Road  612,  near  Thorn  Hill  in  Orange 
County,  Virginia.  Home  of  John  Brockman  and  wife,  Elizabeth 
Burrus  Brockman,  now  owned  by  the  Franklin  Burrus  family. 


Last  home  and  final  resting  place  of  John  Brockman  and  wife, 
Elizabeth  Burrus,  known  in  recent  years  as  the  Battle  home¬ 
stead,  now  owned  by  Teasdale  Burrus  and  wife,  Elizabeth  Baker 
Burrus.  County  Road  612. 
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When  I  visited  here  with  Kenneth  Brockman  in  June,  1950,  I  noticed  that  we 
walked  up  a  flight  of  stairs  to  the  porch.  Mrs.  Carpenter  took  me  into  a  central 
hall,  from  which  a  staircase  led  up  to  a  second  floor  (more  recent  construction). 
The  parlor  was  to  my  right  and  the  living  room,  with  fireplace,  to  my  left.  The 

basement  appeared  to  be  almost  level  with  the  ground. 

In  1817,  John  Brockman  bought  592-3/4  acres  from  Edmund  Mills  on  the  south 
side  of  the  north  fork  of  the  North  Anna.  I  visited  the  old  home,  known  as  the 

Battle  house  from  the  name  of  recent  owners,  now  occupied  by  Teasdale  Burrus  and 

wife  Elizabeth  Baker  Burrus  on  County  Road  612.  It  consists  of  the  old  manor  and 
about  312  acres  of  land.  Of  the  592-3/4  acres,  John  sold  103-3/4  to  Jacob  Graves 
and  left  by  will  189  acres  to  son  Asa,  who  sold  it  to  John  Estes.  This  home  I  saw 
and  have  known  it  for  many  years.  The  balance  of  about  300  to  316  acres  was  left 
to  widow,  Elizabeth,  for  life  and  then  to  son  Oswald.  It  was  mortgaged  by  improv¬ 
ident  Oswald,  passed  down  to  Battle,  and  now  to  Burrus.  My  aunt,  Lillie  Brockman 
Talley,  sister  of  my  father,  told  me  that  Asa  Brockman  lived  at  one  time  at  Castle 
Ridge,  near  Peach  Grove  (colored  church)  in  Louisa,  so  I  visited  this  farm,  known 
now  as  Ridge  Castle  Farm,  and  owned  by  Dodd.  It  is  right  across  the  North  Anna 
River  from  Crafton's  in  Orange. 

At  Orange  Samuel  Brockman  is  shown  as  administrator  of  the  estate  of  John 
Burrus,  July  27,  1780,  and  guardian  of  orphans  Sarah  and  Mary,  July  24,  1783.  The 
division  of  property  of  John  Burrus,  1783,  shows  legatees:  Thomas  Bell,  James 
Bibb,  James  Arnett,  John  Embrey,  Lewis  Perry,  John  Wisdom,  Jno.  Bell,  Wm.  Webb, 
Thomas  Graves,  William  Pollock,  John  Oaks,  Wm.  Graves.  Ann  Henderson,  daughter  of 
John  and  Sarah,  married  1st  John  Burrus.  She  married  2nd,  1785,  William  Linney, 
whose  1st  wife  was  Ann  Bell.  John  Burrus  was  son  of  Edmund  Burrus,  who  was  brother 
of  Thomas  Burrus  and  who  married  Frances  Tandy.  Both  were  sons  of  John  Burrus,  Jr. 
died,  1705,  King  William  Co.,  Va.  Edmund  Burrus  married  Mary  Wisdom  Perry,  widow 
and  daughter  of  John  Wisdom  (will,  Orange,  1759);  and  wife  Ann  Co-llins.  Wisdom's 
other  children  wore  John,  Jr.;  Capt.  Richard;  Francis,  spouse  of  a  daughter  of 
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Roger  Bell,  Jr.  (children,  Lucy  and  Franky  Wisdom);  and  Thomas.  John  Oaks,  who 
married  a  daughter  of  Edmund  Burrus ,  sued  Mary  Burrus  in  Nov. -Dec.  1785.  Likewise, 
Jas.  Arnett  and  Sally  Burrus  his  wife,  who  was  daughter  of  John,  brought  suit 
against  Samuel  Brockman  at  Louisa,  1785,  for  division  of  property  and  settlement 
of  guardianship. 

In  the  will  of  Thomas  Burrus,  1788,  a  negro  Duke  was  left  to  daughter  Eliza¬ 
beth  Brockman.  In  the  appraisal  of  John  Brockman,  1824,  "Duke,  an  aged  slave"  was 
shown  in  his  inventory,  which  establishes  the  marriage  between  John  Brockman  and 
Elizabeth  Burrus. 
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BURROUGHS,  BURROWS,  BURRUS,  BURRAS ,  BURRIS 

The  head  of  this  family  was  John  Burrows,  of  Burrows  Mount,  England,  who  came 
to  James  City  County,  Virginia,  probably  between  1635  and  1650.  The  spelling  of 
the  surname  has  been  one  of  fancy,  and  even  down  to  the  present  time  all  of  these 
names  are  still  in  use.  As  an  example,  Jacob  Burras,  will  1742,  starts  off  his  will 
"I,  Jacob  Burroughs — "  but  signs  his  will  "Jacob  Burras"  and  his  wife  signs  as  wit¬ 
ness  "Mary  (x)  Burrus."  The  Orange  County  family  spell  their  name  Burrus,  and  the 
Kentuckians  who  migrated  from  Orange,  "Burrows." 

John  Burrows,  the  immigrant,  apparently  died  in  James  City  County.  The  names 
of  his  children  are  unknown  except  one  son  John,  who  is  referred  to  in  1705  as  "John 
Burrus  late  of  King  William  County  (founded  1703)."  John  Burrus,  Jr.,  had  at  least 
three  children,  since  we  find  in  the  Record  Book  of  King  William  County  about  1705; 
Book  I,  Page  290,  "Thomas  Burrus,  son  of  John  Burrus,  late  of  St.  John's  Parish, 

King  William  County,  divides  land  with  his  brothers  Jacob  and  Edmund."  So  the  known 
children  of  John  Burrus,  Jr.  were: 

1.  Thomas,  wife  Mary  whose  will  was  in  Stafford  County,  1746. 

2.  Edmund 

a.  Thomas,  m.  Frances  Tandy 

b.  Edmund,  m.  Mary  Wisdom  Perry 

c.  perhaps  others. 

(We  know  that  Thomas  who  married  Frances  Tandy  and  his  brother  Edmund 
were  not  eons  of  Jacob  or  Mary  (will  Stafford)  so  we  assume  that  they 
were  sons  of  Edmund  because  of  this  name  being  carried  down  thru  each 
generation  following.) 

3.  Jacob,  wife  Mary,  will  dated  1742,  Caroline  County 

4.  Probably  other  children.

I  bequeath  to  my  Eldest  Son,  Matthew  Burras,  One  Shilling 
Sterling  and  I  bequeath  to  Thomas  Burras  one  Shilling  Sterling  and  I  bequeath  Eliza¬ 
beth  Anderson  my  Daughter  one  Shilling  Sterling  and  I  bequeath  to  my  son  Charles 
Burras  one  Shilling  Sterling  and  I  and  give  to  my  my  youngest  Son  Henry  Burras

I,  Frances  Burrus  of  the  State  of  Kentucky  and  county 
of  Christian,  being  in  perfect  senses,  and  not  knowing  when  it  shall  please  almighty 
God  to  call  me  hence — do  hereby  make  and  ordain  this  my  last  will  and  testament. 

First.  I  desire  after  my  decease  that  my  three  sons.  Thomas  Burrus,  William 
T.  Burrus  and  Roger  Burrus  be  paid  by  executors  hereafter  named,  the  sum  of  four 
hundred  dollars  to  be  equally  divided  between  them  if  Frank  (a  Negro  who  is  now  run 
away)  should  not  be  got  again  before  my  decease. 

Secondly.  I  desire  the  sum  of  twenty  -pounds  current  money  to  be  paid  to  my 
son-in-law  Andrew  Tribble,  to  him  and  his  heirs  forever. 

Thirdly.  I  desire  that  the  balance  of  my  money,  which  is  sixty  nounds,  be 
equally  divided  between  my  two  daughters  Sally  Tribble  and  Frances  T.  Bush  to  them 
andtheir  heirs  forever. 

Fourthly.  I  give  and  bequest  to  my  Grand  daughter  Sally  Ellen  Burrus,  daughter 
of  my  son  Roger  Burrus,  one  feather  bed  &  furniture  to  her  and  her  heirs  forever. 

Fifthly.  I  give  and  bequest  to  Joseph  Mills  Burrus,  the  son  of  Nathaniel 
Burrus,  one  feather  bed  and  furniture  to  him  and  his  heirs  forever. 

Lastly.  I  appoint  my  friends  William  Tandy  &  Nathaniel  Burrus  my  executors, 
to  this  my  last  will  and  testament,  revoking  all  others.

*  BURRUS,  BURRIS,  BURRAS,  BURROUGHS,  BURROWS 

We  are  concerned  with  Thomas  Burrus  who  married  Sarah  Martin,  daughter  of 
Joseph  Martin  (will,  Albemarle,  1761);  Thomas  Burrus  who  married  Frances  Tandy; 
and  his  brother,  Edmund  Burrus,  who  married  Mary  Wisdom  Perry,  daughter  of  John 
Wiedom  and  Ann  Oollins,  daughter  of  Joseph  (will,  Spotsylvania,  1752). 

On  May  22,  1759,  Thomas  Burrus  and  wife  Sarah  sold  273  acres  of  land  in 
Hickory  Creek,  Louisa  (where  I  was  born — W.E.B.)  "left  me  by  my  father  Jacob 
Burrus,  but  his  wife  did  mot  sign  the  deed.  On  Aug.  28,  1759,  Thomas  Burrus  and 
wife  Sarah  sold  350  acres  of  land  in  Fredericksville  Parish,  Louisa  (now  Albemarle) 
"acquired  from  Joseph  Martin."  Joseph  Martin  mentioned  daughter  Sarah  Burrus  in 
his  will,  1761,  and  named  Thomas  Burrus  as  one  of  the  executors.  Thomas  was  un¬ 
married  at  the  time  of  his  father’s  will  (1742)  and  I  assume  that  he  was  born  about 
1720-21.  He  died  Oct.  3,  1788  (Douglas  Register)  age  66.  There  were  many  by  the 
name  of  Burrus  in  Albemarle  County,  including  Martin  Burrus. 

Thomas  Burrus  who  married  Frances  Tandy  could  have  been  a  son  of  Mary  Burras, 
will  1747,  Stafford.  A  memo  in  the  possession  of  the  Burrus  family  at  Orange,  un¬ 
signed,  states  that  Edmund  Burrus  was  a  brother  of  Thomas,  which  suggests  that  he 
was  not  a  son  or  grandson  of  Jacob  as  Edmund  died  in  1780,  just  a  short  while  after 
the  death  of  his  eon  John  who  married  Ann  Henderson.  John’s  children,  Sarah  and 
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Mary,  were  married  "by  1785,  which  indicates  they  were  16  or  more  at  that  time,  and 
figuring  backwards,  Edmund's  birth  would  have  been  by  1725.  So  it  appears  that 
Edmund  and  Thomas  who  married  Frances  Tandy  were  brothers.  Edmund  had  stepchildren 
by  the  name  of  Perry,  one  Lewis  Perry  who  he  disinherited;  and  Thomas  had  grand¬ 
children  Elijah,  Dicey  and  Fanny  Perry,  which  adds  confusion  to  the  record  in  that 
it  confuses  the  children  of  Mary  Wisdom  Perry  Burrus  by  her  first  husband  with  the 
Perry  grandchildren  of  Thomas  Burrus.  Because  of  the  fact  that  Thomas  Burrus,  son 
of  Jacob,  married  Sarah  Martin  of  Fredericksville  Parish,  and  that  a  Thomas  Burrus 
married  Frances  Tandy  of  Fredericksville  Parish,  it  has  seemed  that  the  two 
Thomas's  were  related.  Many  by  the  name  of  Burrus,  including  a  Thomas,  moved  from 
Albemarle  to  Kentucky.  There  are  indications  that  Thomas,  spouse  of  Frances  Tandy, 
was  much  older  than  his  wife  and  therefore  she  may  have  been  his  second  wife.  When 
Thomas  Burrus  died  (will,  Orange,  1788)  he  had  grandchildren  over  21,  which  points 
to  his  birth  about  1720-21.  Frances,  his  wife  died  29  years  after  her  husband 
(will  Kentucky,  1817)  and  some  of  their  children  were  not  married  until  1783 
(Mourning  Burrus  and  Thomas  Graves)  while  Thomas,  son  of  Thomas  Jr.  was  apparently 
over  21  in  1788  when  his  grandfather  died.  Thomas  did  not  mention  all  of  his 
children  in  his  will,  such  as  the  name  of  his  daughter,  apparently  deceased,  who 
married  a  Perry.  Frances  Burrus  mentioned  only  a  few  of  her  children  in  her  will, 
1817,  and  these  children  could  have  been  only  her  own  children,  with  the  supposi¬ 
tion  that  the  others  were  by  Thomas  Burrus' s  first  wife. 

Edmund  Burrus  left  a  will  at  Orange,  1780,  and  in  that  will  left  legacies  to 
children  of  John  Burrus  who  died  in  1780  a  few  months  before  his  father,  since 
Samuel  Erockman  is  shown  as  administrator  at  Orange  in  January,  1780,  and  guardian 
of  Sarah  &  Mary,  orphans  of  John  Burrus,  in  1783.  Ann  Henderson,  daughter  of  John 
and  Sarah  Brockman  Henderson,  married  John  Burrus  and  following  the  death  of  her 
husband  by  1779,  she  married  2nd  William  Linney,  a  widower,  on  Nov.  20,  1780. 

William  Linney  was  a  legatee  in  the  -property  settlement  of  Edmund  Burrus  (1783) 
which  indicates  that  John  was  a  son  of  Edmund.  Mary,  daughter  of  Edmund,  married 
John  Oaks;  and  Sarah  (Sally)  married  James  Arnett  at  Louise,  1785.  James  Arnett 
and  wife  Sally  sued  Samuel  Brockman,  in  1785;  and  John  Oaks  and  wife  Mary  sued 
Mary  Burrus,  widow  of  Edmund,  in  connection  with  their  inheritances. 

Settlement  of  the  estate  of  Edmund  Burris,  1783,  Orange,  showed  payments  to 
William  Linney,  Thomas  Bell,  James  Arnett,  John  Embrey,  Lewis  Perry,  John  Wisdom, 
James  Bell,  William  Webb,  Thomas  Graves,  William  Pollock,  William  Graves.  John 
Wisdom,  in  his  will,  Sept.  1,  1789,  names  wife  Ann,  daughter  of  Joseph  Collins, 
and  provides  for  distribution  of  any  property  inherited  from  Joseph  Collins'  estate. 
He  names  son  Capt.  Richard;  two  daughters  of  son  Francis  (who  married  a  Bell);  son 
Thomas,  and  disinherited  son  John.  Mary  Perry  was  not  named  in  will  but  signed  as 
a  witness  with  her  mother  Susannah  Wisdom,  Benjamin  Cave,  and  Andrew  Mann. 

Jacob  Burras 

It  may  be  significant  that  (in  the  suit  in  1767,  Davis  vs.  Burrus)  Isaac  Davis 
was  named  as  one  of  the  executors  of  the  will  of  Joseph  Martin,  dated  Dec.  3,  1760. 
The  will  of  Jacob  Burras,  dated  March  20,  1742  and  probated  at  a  much  later  date 
(record  not  available)  was  filed  in  Louisa  County,  in  connection  with  the  law  suit 
referred  to  above.  The  children  of  Jacob  Burras  and  wife  Mary,  as  shown  by  his 
will,  follow.  The  marriages  and  supplemental  data  has  been  supplied  by  the  author, 
children! 

1.  Henry  (not  mentioned  in  will).  Henry  and  wife  Terry,  in  1755,  sold  267 
acres  in  Louisa  county  to  Richard  Bibb,  "given  me  by  my  father  Jacob  in 
1741,  next  to  land  which  my  brother  Thomas  sold  to  Isaac  Winston."

Mary  Burras 

The  will  of  Mary  Burras,  dated  Dec.  5,  1746  and  probated  Feb.  10,  1747,  in 
Stafford  County,  Virginia,  suggests  that  she  was  wife  of  Jacob,  but  mentions  an  add¬ 
itional  son  Matthew  who  was  not  shown  in  the  will  of  Jacob.  Although  the  timing  is 
right,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  proof  is  not  adequate.  Her  son  Thomas  may  have  been 
the  Thomas  who  married  Frances  Tandy,  altho  the  absence  of  a  son  Edmund,  who  was 
brother  of  Thomas,  conflicts  with  this  conclusion.  Children  of  Mary  Burras:

Thomas  Burrus  and  wife  Frances  Tandy 

The  Tandy  line,  principally  from  Tyler  XIV  No.  2,  Oct.  1932,  by  Mrs.  P.  W. 
Hiden,  is  not  an  authenticated  one.  Mrs.  Hiden  has  assembled  from  scraps  of  data 
and  drawn  conclusions  which  seem  to  be  logical,  but  not  proven  in  every  case,  as 
she  points  out.

Henry  Crittenden,  son  of  Henry,  was  guardian  of  Martha  Tandy,  his  half-sister. 


It  appears  that  Thomas  Burrue  who  married  Frances  Tandy  had  a  brother  Edmund 
who  married  Mary  Wisdom  Perry,  daughter  of  John  Wisdom  and  wife  Anne  Collins.  An 
unsigned  memo  found  in  the  desk  of  the  father  of  Miss  Nannie  Page  Burrus,  Orange, 
states  that  Edmund  Burrus  was  a  brother  of  Thomas.  Now  Edmund  who  died  1780,  left 
a  legacy  to  Mary  and  Sarah  Burrus,  daughters  of  John,  who  were  at  least  16  in  1785 
when  they  married.  This  would  put  Edmund's  birth  by  1729,  so  that  he  could  not 
have  been  a  son  of  Thomas  who  married  Frances  Tandy,  nor  a  brother  of  Thomas  Jr.

The  following  letter,  in  the  possession  of  Mrs.  Benjamin  Buckley  of  Lexington, 
Ky.,  along  with  the  will,  appeared  in  the  April,  1949,  issue  of  KENTUCKY  REGISTER: 

Clark  County,  April  12,  1818 

Dear  Cousin:  I  received  your  letter  dated  July  24,  1818,  informing  me  that  Brother 
Roger  was  unwilling  to  discharge  his  bond  due  ny  mother’s  estate  until  I  was  ready 
to  make  a  discount  of  what  will  be  due  him;  I  have  settled  with  my  brother  as  far 
as  my  Executorship  existed.  Brother  Tandy  Burrus  has  since  the  death  of  my  mother 
obtained  a  decree  from  the  County  Court  of  Orange  for  the  sale  of  the  residue  of 
the  property  in  Virginia;  and  so  soon  as  that  decree  was  obtained  my  Executorship 
ceased  to  exist.  Always  anxious  to  keep  up  Brotherly  Love  and  Friendship  which 
ought  never  to  be  forgotten  except  with  the  Brute  creation;  I  am  willing  that 
Brother  Roger  should  keep  my  part  provided  he  will  let  me  draw  so  much  of  Brother 
Tandy  Burris  on  his.  acct.  as  will  comport  with  my  part  due  from  him,  If  Brother 
Roger  refuses  complying  with  the  above  as  soon  as  I  hear  from  you  I  will  direct 
what  measures  you  may  pursue  to  obtain  it.  Myself  and  family  are  in  tolerable 
health  at  this  time;  give  my  love  to  Brother  and  family.  Likewise  all  enquiring 
friends  not  forgetting  accept  my  warmest  wishes  for  your  welfare.  I  remain

He  served  under  George 
Rogers  Clark  in  his  Illinois  campaign,  which  won  the  Northwest  Territory  for 
the  United  States.  He  was  the  founder  of  the  famous  Bush  Settlement  in 
Clark  County,  Kentucky.  The  inscription  on  his  tombstone  reads,  "He  was  the 
friend  and  companion  of  Daniel  Boone."  (See  "Genealogical  Memoranda  of  the 
Quisenberry  Family"  and  the  "Boone  Family",  by  Hazel  A,  Spraker."

REV.  ANDREW  TRIBBLE,  PIONEER

The  earliest  known  member  of  this  family  v/as  George  Tribble,  of  Welsh  extrac¬ 
tion,  and  a  farmer  in  Caroline  County,  Virginia. (a)  Nothing  further  is  known  of 
him,  though  there  are  references  to  a  George  Tribble  of  King  and  Queen  County,  who 
may  have  been  the  same  person. (b)  Of  his  family  we  know  nothing  with  the  exception 
of  one  son,  Andrew  Tribble.  There  may  have  been  another  son,  George, (c)  but  so  far 
no  proof  has  been  found  that  there  was. 

Andrew  Tribble  was  born  22  March  1741,  and  very  early  became  a  member  of  the 
Baptist  Church.  Often  he  was  heard  to  say  that  he  was  the  53d  Baptist  north  of  the 
James  River. (a)  Soon  after  his  conversion  he  began  to  preach,  and  went  to  Orange 
and  surrounding  counties  to  baptize  new  converts. (d)  Then  for  a  while  he  was  a 
member  of  Goldmine  Church  in  Louisa  County.  From  this  church  he  was  sent  as  a 
messenger  to  the  first  meeting  of  the  General  Association  of  Virginia  in  May,  1771. 
(a) 


In  1777,  he  became  pastor  of  a  little  Baptist  Church  in  Albemarle  County,  vari¬ 
ously  known  as  Albemarle,  Buck  Mountain,  and  Chestnut  Grove.  This  church  was  organ¬ 
ized  in  January  1773,  being  the  first  Baptist  church  in  Albemarle. ( e)  It  was  near 
"Monticello" ,  the  home  of  Thomas  Jefferson.  It  is  said  the  two  men  became  personal 
friends  and  Jefferson  often  attended  the  meetings  here.  Many  claim  that  Jefferson 
gained  his  idea  of  a  popular  government  for  this  country  through  watching  the  bus¬ 
iness  management  of  this  little  Baptist  church  by  Rev.  Andrew  Tribble. (a) 

Mr.  Tribble  purchased  a  farm  of  175  acres  not  far  from  this  church,  which  he 
did  not  sell  until  1785,  about  two  years  after  he  had  moved  to  Kentucky. (e) 
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In  1768,  most  probably  while  he  was  preaching  in  Orange  County,  he  was  married 
to  Miss  Sarah  Ann  Burris  (Burrus),  daughter  of  Thomas  Burris  (Burrus)  of  Orange 
County.  (See  article  on  Thomas  Burris,  Ancestor  of  Pioneers.)  Sarah  Ann  Burris 
was  born  30  September  1753,  it  is  thought  in  Orange  County,  Virginia,  and  was  a 
red-headed,  high  spirited  woman,  from  whom  all  the  Tribbles  inherit  their  high 
tempers.  She  was  a  woman  of  remarkable  character  and  her  descendants,  even  to  the 
fifth  and  sixth  generations,  inherit  from  her  certain  unmistakable  physical  and  men¬ 
tal  characteristics. 

Andrew  Tribble  and  his  family  moved  to  Kentucky  in  1783,  and  first  settled  on 
the  Dix  River,  but  soon  moved  into  what  is  now  known  as  Clark  County. (a)  In  1785, 
he  had  his  membership  in  Providence  Church  ("the  old  stone  meeting-house")  where  he 
and  Rev.  Robert  Elkin  were  both  pastors. (i)  In  1786,  he  became  a  member  of  the 
Howard  Creek  church,  but  during  this  same  year  he  founded  Tate’s  Creek  Church  in 
Madison  County  and  became  its  pastor.  Something  over  three  years  later,  owing  to  a 
personal  quarrel  between  him  and  the  minister  at  Howard's  Creek  Church,  Tribble  and 
his  adherents,  about  half  the  congregation,  withdrew  and  established  (1790)  Unity 
Church(a)  in  the  eastern  part  of  Clark  County.(f)  It  had  a  membership  list  of  about 
70,  including  the  two  ministers,  Andrew  Tribble  and  his  brother-in-law,  James  Q,uis- 
enberry.  (See  article,  "Thomas  Burris,  Ancestor  of  Kentucky  Pioneers.")  Andrew 
Tribble  probably  acted  as  pastor  until  1792  when  he  was  succeeded  by  Rev.  Q,uisen- 
berry.  His  pastorate  was  ended  because  of  a  law  suit  with  one  of  the  members  of 
the  church, (a)  in  which  it  would  seem  that  Mr.  Tribble  was  altogether  blameless. 
Eollowing  this  he  moved  to  Madison  County. (i)  Just  how  long  Unity  Church  remained 
in  existence  is  not  known,  but  it  had  only  two  other  pastors,  John  M.  Johnson  and 
David  Chenault,  a  son-in-law  of  Mr.  Tribble 1 s. ( e )  (l) 

He  continued  in  his  ministry  to  Tate's  Creek  Church  however  until  shortly  be¬ 
fore  his  death.  This  church  had  been  founded  by  him  in  1786  under  the  name  of 
"Tate’s  Creek  Church  of  Separate  Baptists".  In  1790,  it  united  with  the  "South 
Kentucky  Association",  remaining  in  that  association  until  1793,  when  together  with 
four  others,  they  withdrew  and  formed  "Tate's  Creek  Association  of  United  Baptists", 
(a) 

"Mr.  Tribble  was  a  preacher  of  good  ability  and  of  commendable  zeal.  His  early 
labors  were  performed  in  Virginia,  where  he  endured  the  persecutions  that  were  the 
common  lot  of  Baptist  preachers  at  that  period.  Like  the  Craigs,  Shachleford,  and 
a  host  of  others,  he  endured  his  term  in  a  Virginia  Jail  for  preaching  the  gospel 
contrary  to  law.  He  was  a  very  active  and  successful  laborer  in  Kentucky  for  about 
35  years.  His  son  *  *  *  *  supposes  he  must  have  baptized  2000  persons  in  Kentucky", 
(a) 

His  last  sickness  was  long  and  painful.  It  was  caused  by  stricture  of  the 
bladder  and  resulted  in  his  death  on  22  December  1822  (or  30  December  1822(g)).  A 
few  hours  before  he  died  he  said  to  his  son,  Peter  Burris  Tribble,  a  preacher  also, 
and  another  young  minister,  "Boys,  you  see  me  here  now.  In  a  few  days  I  shall  be 
gone.  I  give  you  this  charge  -  play  the  man  for  your  God". (a)  He  was  buried  three 
and  a  half  miles  from  the  present  city  of  Richmond,  Kentucky,  on  a  farm  on  what  is 
now  the  Lexington  Pike.  This  farm  is  owned  at  present  by  Mrs.  Mary  Tribble  Neal,  a 
great-grand-daughter  of  Mr.  ^ribble. 

His  wife,  Sarah  Ann  Burris-Tribble ,  survived  him  several  years,  her  death  oc- 
curing  on  15  December  1830,  when  she  was  past  77.  She  was  probably  buried  in  the 
6ame  graveyard,  as  it  was  the  custom  in  those  days  for  each  family  to  have  a  private 
burial  ground  on  their  own  land. 
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To  Rev.  Andrew  and  Sarah  Ann  Tribble  were  born  a  number  of  children  -

Martin,  (b.  13  March  1772). 

3.  Peter  Burris  Tribble,  b.  8  March  1774  in  Albemarle  Co»,  Va. ;  d.  18  March 
1849  in  Madison  Co.,  Ky. ;  m.  8  October  1793,  Mary  Boone,  (b.  2  April  1776 
in  Yadkin  Dist.,  S.  C.;  d.  14  September  1831  in  Madison  Co.,  Ky) .  She  was 
a  daughter  of  George  Boone,  brother  of  Daniel  (See  the  "Boone  Family", 

Hazel  A.  Spraker,  p.  133).  Peter  Burris  Tribble  followed  in  his  father’s 
footsteps  and  became  a  Baptist  preacher  too.  He  and  his  wife  are  buried  in 
their  old  family  burying  ground,  three  miles  south  of  Richmond,  Ky.,  on  the 
Big  Hill  Pike.  (The  land  on  which  it  is  situated  adjoins  that  owned  by 

Mr.  Tom  Chenault  in  1925).

where  he  remained  until  discharged,  etc;  served  9  months,  etc;  re¬ 
turned  home,  and  was  shortly  afterwards  drafted  in  the  Virginia 
Militia  under  Captain  William  Taliaferro  and  marched  to  Williamsburg 
and  Jamestown;  served  7  different  tours,  at  different  times  in  the 
Virginia  Militia  during  which  period  he  was  stationed  at  Port  Royal, 

Va. ;  joined  LaFayette  in  Culpepper  County  and  thence  marched  to 
Charlottesville,  and  Yorktown.  At  the  time  of  Cornwallis'  surrender 
at  Yorktown  he  was  in  a  detachment  reconnoitering  the  adjacent  county 
of  Gloucester  County,  Va.;  was  in  but  one  engagement,  and  that  was  in 
Gloucester  County.  Was  born  in  Caroline  County  in  1757,  whence  he 
was  called  into  service  etc.

Additional  Information  on  Rev.  Andrew  Tribble. 

Note:  Since  writing  the  foregoing  history  of  Rev.  Andrew  Tribble,  the  follow¬ 
ing  information  has  been  sent  to  me  through  the  courtesy  of  Mrs.  W.  B.  Ardery  of 
Paris,  Kentucky. 

In  Rev.  Marshall  Wingfield's  "History  of  Caroline  County,  Virginia",  page  349, 
is  given  this  sketch.  "Rev.  Andrew  Tribble,  son  of  George  and  Betty  Clark,  was 
born  in  Caroline  County,  in  March  1741.  He  removed  to  Louisa  county  when  a  young 
man,  and  united  with  Goldmine  Baptist  Church.  In  1777  he  was  called  to  the  pastor¬ 
ate  of  Albemarle  Church,  and  on  receiving  the  call  was  ordained  to  the  ministry  by 
a  presbytery  of  which  Lewis  Craig  was  a  member. 
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He  removed  to  Kentucky,  whither  some  of  his  mother's  people  had  gone,  and  be¬ 
came  prominent  in  the  Baptist  denomination  of  that  state. 

He  died  in  Clark  county,  Kentucky,  December  22,  1822." 

In  the  same  volume  on  page  177,  in  the  sketch  of  "The  Clark  Family",  Mr.  Wing¬ 
field  states  in  part  that,  "Immigrant  was  John  Clark  who  settled  in  King  and  Queen 
county,  Virginia,  in  1630.  He  married  a  Scottish  lady  and  had  two  sons  -  John  and 
Jonathon.  Jonathon  married  in  1725,  Elizabeth  Wilson",  etc. 

In  his  "The  Conquest  of  the  Northwest",  English  prints  the  will  of  Jonathon 
Clark  in  which  John,  Benjamin,  Ann,  and  ELIZABETH  are  named  as  his  four  children. 

Of  these,  John  was  the  father  of  George  Rogers  Clark.  He  states  that  one  of  these 
daughters  married  Torquil  McLeod,  but  "of  the  other  daughter  the  author  has  no 
information" . 

Then  Mrs.  Ardery  writes,  "Since  Caroline  County  was  taken  from  King  and  Queen 
and,  it  is  known,  some  of  the  family  lived  in  both  counties;  since  Jonathon  Clark, 
who  married  Elizabeth  Wilson  had  a  daughter,  "Betty",  who  must  have  been  the  right 
age  to  have  been  the  wife  of  George  Tribble  (Jonathon  Clark  having  married  in  1725); 
since  the  "History  of  Caroline  County"  states  that  some  of  Andrew  Tribble's  mother's 
people  had  settled  in  Kentucky,  I  think  we  at  least  have  a  chance  to  work  out  a  re¬ 
lationship  to  George  Rogers  Clark  through  this  Tribble  line". 

A  letter  of  inquiry  sent  to  Rev.  Marshall  Wingfield  brings  this  answer," 

Dear  Miss  Hawthorne!-  Renlying  to  your  letter  of  January  13th,  I  beg  to  advise 
that  you  are  quite  correct  in  your  surmises,  according  to  the  best  light  I  can  get 
on  the  matter.  "Betty"  Clark,  the  mother  of  Rev.  Andrew  Tribble,  was,  no  doubt, 
the  Elizabeth  mentioned  in  the  will  of  Jonathon  Clark  as  one  of  his  daughters.

Dear  Mr.  Brockman:  I  was  delighted  to  receive  your  book  on  the  Brockmans  and 
Burruss  families  of  Albemarle  County.  I  knew  that  my  Burruss  ancestors  came  that 
way,  and  1  knew  that  our  home  "the  Old  Homestead"  was  a  grant  to  the  Burruss  family. 
I  also  knew  that  Jacob  Burruss  was  one  of  my  grandfathers  but  how  far  back  I  did 
not  know  until  I  received  your  information. 

My  great,  great  grandfather  Charles  Burruss  was  a  son  of  Jacob  Burruss.  Our  family 
Bible  begins  with  this  Charles  Burruss 's  three  marriages,  1st-  Elizabeth  Dickenson, 
April  5th,  1773;  2nd-  Susanna  Ballard,  January  17th,  1787;  3rd-  Jane  Owens,  Novem¬ 
ber  12th,  1792.  His  son  Djckenson,  by  Elizabeth  Dickenson  was  my  great  grandfather, 
and  my  grandfather  was  Robert  David  Burruss.  My  father,  Benjamin  Blackwell  Burruss, 
who  is  now  84  years  old  is  well  and  active.  We  live  at  the  Old  Homestead,  12  miles 
north  of  Charlottesville,  Va. 

I  have  the  records  of  the  above  Charles  Burruss,  a  photostatic  copy  of  his  three 
years  of  service  as  Captain  in  the  Revolutionary  War. 

I  hope  to  be  able  to  send  you  more  information  in  the  near  future.  I  have  collected 

a  lot  of  data  and  with  the  help  of  our  family  Bible  I  have  been  able  to  get  it 

accurate. 

I  am  enclosing  my  check  of  $7.50  for  the  book  of  Orange  County  families  which  you 

so  kindly  sent  me  a  few  days  ago.  I  am  eager  that  we  build  up  a  good  history  of 

the  Burruss  family  for  the  book  which  you  are  now  preparing  for  publication.

(Woods  History  of  Albemarle  County) 

The  name  of  Durrett  was  connected  with  Albemarle  while  it  was  yet  a  part  of 
Hanover.  In  1737,  Bartholomew  Durrett  patented  3,000  acres  on  Priddy' s  Creek  and 
the  next  year  Richard  patented  300  in  the  same  section.  On  June  25,  1761,  Robert 
Duncanson  of  Fredericksburg  sold  to  William  Brockman  400  acres  in  Albemarle,  on 
Priddy' s  Creek,  which  he  bought  of  Richard  Durrett  and  Sarah  his  wife,  acknowledged 
in  Louisa  County  (before  a  portion  containing  Durrett' s  land  was  cut  off  from 
Louisa  into  Albemarle)  July  23,  1750.  Richard  passed  his  days  on  Priddy’ s  Creek 
and,  died  1784.  Hischildren  were  Richard:  Elizabeth  wife  of  Jacob  Watts  (There  is 
a  town  west  of  Stony  Point  named  Watts);  Ann  wife  of  Robert  Sanford;  Frances  wife 
of  Frederick  William  Wills;  Agatha  wife  of  a  Williams  and  later  wife  of  Stephen  K. 
Smith  and  third  the  wife  of  a  Burris. 

Richard  Durrett  the  younger,  James  Douglass  and  others  bought  parts  of  a 
tract  on  Priddy' s  Creek  which  had  belonged  to  Roger  Dixon.  Dixon  in  1766  gave  a 
deed  of  trust  to  James  Harford,  an  Englishman,  who  brought  suit  after  the  Revolu¬ 
tionary  War  and  in  1809  recovered  on  a  judgment  and  the  owners  were  made  to  pay  off 
the  mortgage.  Richard  Durrett  had  550  acres.  In  1772  he  bought  land  west  of 
Earlysville  and  died  there  in  1820.  His  wife  was  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Isaac 
Davis.  His  children  were  John  D;  I saac  W. ;  Thomas ;  .Davis.;  Robert  D.  ;  Mildred  wife 
of  Jas.  Simms;  Susan  wife  of  Thos.  Garth;  Elizabeth  wife  of  James  Watts;  Sarah 
wife  of  John  Early;  and  Frances ,  wife  of  Archibald  Buckner. 

John  D.  Durrett  married  Frances  Davis  and  his  children  were  Matilde,  wife  of 
William  Catterton;  Thomas  who  married  Emily  Wood;  Frances ;  Elizabeth  wife  of 
Derrill  P.  Key;  Sarah;  Isaac;  Richard  W.  who  married  Lucy  Twyman.  Thomas  married 
Frances  Simms  and  his  son  Thomas  married  Mary,  daughter  of  Jas.  Early  and  was 
father  of  Dr.  James  T.  and  Frank.  Robert  D.  married  Elizabeth  Price. 

Two  brothers  by  the  name  Durrett  came  from  Caroline  and  settled  west  of  Bates- 
ville  before  1800.  Marshall  Durrett  purchased  in  1783,  400  acres  from  Robert 
Terrill  on  Mechunic  River.  In  1803  he  bought  from  Robert  Boling  at  North  Garden, 
where  he  lived  and  died  1834.  He  was  Magistrate  in  1796  and  sheriff  in  1819.  His 
wife  was  Dorothy,  daughter  of  John  Diggs  of  Nelson,  and  his  children  were:  Sarah 
wife  of  Robert  Field;  Richard ;  Rice ;  Marcus ;  Silas ;  Benjamin ;  Paul ;  Ann  wife  of 
William  Morris,  and  second  of  John  D.  Rodes;  Elizabeth,  wife  of  John  Dunkun;  and 
John.  Marcus  was  a  Magistrate.  He  married  Sarah  Ann,  daughter  of  H.  Carter  Moore, 
and  died  1878. 

James,  brother  of  Marshall,  purchased  land  of  John  Efferson,  where  he  died 
1822.  He  married  Nancy  Diggs,  sister  of  his  brother's  wife,  and  his  children  were: 
Frances ,  wife  of  Richard  Richardson;  Sarah,  wife  of  Horsley  Goodman;  William; 
Mildred,  wife  of  Wm.  Bumgardner ;  Elizabeth,  wife  of  William  McClum;  Nancy .  wife  of 
Colston;  Huskail:  James,  who  married  Susan  Goodman;  John  who  married  Mary  Diggs; 
and  Richard  who  married  Elizabeth  daughter  of  William  Piper.  Many  moved  to  Ohio 
and  Missouri.  Isaac  W.  Durrett  moved  to  Pickaway  County,  Ohio;  Davis  and  Eliza¬ 
beth  Durrett  moved  to  Surry  County,  North  Carolina.

the  heirs  and  legatees  of  Joel  and  Sarah  Durrett  deceased  hereafter  to  be  named  of 

the  state  of  Ky.  and  the  Co.  of  Green  of  the  one  port  and  Richard  Hordes  of  the 

state  and  county  aforesaid  of  the  other  part  witnesseth  that  the  heirs  and  legatees 
aforesaid  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  $459.00  to  them  in  hand  paid  the 
receipt  whereof  is  hereby  acknowledged  hath  granted,  bargained  and  sold  and  by 
these  presents  doth  grant  bargain  and  sell  unto  the  said  Richard  Horde  his  heirs 
and  assigns  all  that  tract  or  parcel  of  land  situate  and  being  in  the  state  of  Ky. 
Co.  of  Green  and  on  the  waters  of  Pitman  Creek  and  bounded  as  follows i  Beginning 
at  a  white  oak  on  the  west  side  of  a  branch  thence  N  55  E  223  poles  to  two  dog¬ 
woods  thence  S  350  E  125  poles  to  Chownings  Corner  thence  S  55  W  95  poles  to  a 
large  black  oak  thence  N  42  W  40  poles  to  a  white  oak  Elm  and  Dogwood  thence  S  55 
W  126-g-  poles  to  a  white  oak,  thence  N  35  W  85  poles  to  the  beginning  containing 
150  acres  be  the  same  more  or  less.  It  being  the  land  of  which  our  Father  died 
siezed  together  with  all  and  singular  the  appurtenances  thereunto  belonging  or  in 
any  way  appertaining  to  have  and  to  hold  the  land  whereby  conveyed  with  the  apper-

Tandy  Brockman,  son  of  Samuel  and  Nancy  Durrett  Brockman,  was  a  native  of 
Virginia  and  grew  to  manhood  in  Ky.,  having  been  taken  to  the  latter  state  when  but 
four  years  old.  He  married  Martha  Shipp  and  moved  to  Shelby  Co.,  Indiana,  settling 
in  the  woods  and  for  some  time  lived  the  life  of  a  rugged  pioneer.  Mrs.  Brockman 
died  at  the  age  of  sixty  four.  He  died  at  age  of  seventy-two  in  Edinburg,  Ind.  Is 
buried  there.  Methodist,  Protestant,  temperance,  Whig.  "Bantas1  History  of  Johnson 
Co." 


John  S.  Brockman,  posthumous  son  of  John  S.  Brockman,  came  to  the  Shelby 
Johnson,  Ind.  county  to  live  in  the  early  days. 

In  clearing  ground  he  injured  his  leg  severely  and  later  developed  blood  pois¬ 
oning.  He  was  taken  to  the  then  nearest  hospital  -  at  Madison,  Jefferson  Co.,  In¬ 
diana,  where  the  leg  was  am-nutated .  He  used  an  artificial  leg  or  peg  and  returned 
home  to  clear  land  for  school.  Was  sup-nosed  to  help  with  founding  the  Jollity  M.P. 
church.  Also  started  Brockman  graveyard  which  is  still  in  use  and  cared  for  today. 
Charles  Smith,  son  of  Caroline  Brockman  (9)  says  that  shortly  after  coming  to  Ind. 
the  two  young  sons  of  Tandy  and  Martha  Brockman,  died  of  something  like  malaria  or 
one  of  the  fevers  so  prevalent  in  those  days.  The  elder  Brockman  then  set  aside  a 
portion  of  land  to  be  used  as  a  cemetery.  Mr.  Smith  is  still  living,  tho  in  poor 
health.  He  has  charge  of  the  business  affairs  of  the  cemetery  and  knows  much  of 
the  early  church  history.  Mrs.  Smith  says  that  Phoebe  Coons  Lewis,  wife  of  Wm. 
Lewis,  mother  of  William  T.  Brockman  (6)  is  buried  in  the  neglected  Atwood  Cemetery, 
\  southwest  77  of  Jollity  church.  (Records  in  Franklin  Library  -  D.A.R.  case.) 
Records  show  it  is  Wm.  Lewis,  not  wife,  buried  there.

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The  land  of  John  Brockman  and  wife  Mary  Collins 

May  24,  1744,  John  Brockman  "bought  100  acres  from  Thos.  Cook,  (patented  by 
Thos.  Salmon)  on  the  branches  of  the  Pamunkey  River,  which  locates  this  land  in 
the  forks  of  the  north  and  south  branches  of  the  North  Anna  River,  near  the  Spots¬ 
ylvania  line.  This  was  the  first  home  of  John  Brockman  in  Orange,  although  he  must 
have  had  a  homestead  in  King  &  Queen,  since  he  was  married  by  1734.  In  his  will, 
1756,  he  left  this  land  to  son  John,  who  married  Amelia  Martin  after  1757.  On 
Sept.  25,  1760,  John  and  wife  sold  this  land  to  William  Cook  and  must  have  gone  to 
North  Carolina  about  that  time,  taking  with  them  his  young  brother  Major,  who  re¬ 
turned  to  Louisa,  where  he  had  property,  to  enlist  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  sell¬ 
ing  his  land  at  age  21,  in  1776,  to  brother  Samuel. 

November  16,  1751,  John  Brockman,  son  of  Samuel  I,  bought  199  acres  in  Louisa 
County,  from  Phil  Aylett  and  wife  Elizabeth.  Various  deeds  describe  the  land  as 
being  on  the  North  Anna  River,  just  above  Brock’s  Bridge,  and  running  up  the  river 
to  John  Graves  and  to  the  Doctor’s  road,  which  leads  to  Cutalong.  The  road  on  the 
east  was  named  the  Marquis  road,  after  the  Revolution,  in  honor  of  Lafayette.  While 
I  did  not  locate  the  homestead,  I  found  the  remains  of  an  old  home  and  graveyard  in 
the  locality.  On  this  tract,  John  Brockman  built  and  operated  Brock’s  Mill,  just 
across  the  river  on  this  land  opposite  Hendersons  and  father  Samuel’s  "White  House." 
Son  Samuel  nay  have  lived  on  this  land,  as  John  was  living  on  the  White  House  tract 
in  1756  when  he  died.  Lewis  Brockman  lived  there  before  he  bought  the  White  House 
tract.  The  deed  recites  that  the  land  was  "small  distance  above  Brock's  Bridge"  so 
it  may  not  have  been  on  the  Marquis  road  but  parallel  to  it. 

On  May  23,  1744,  John  Brockman  bought  200  acres  from  William  Oaks,  on  Matta- 
pony  River,  which  must  have  been  near  Mine  Run  in  Orange  and  next  to  Spotsylvania 
County.  This  land  he  left  to  William,  his  son,  who  married  Elizabeth  Brockman  of 
Albemarle.  In  selling  it,  March  5,  1762,  to  Andrew  Shepherd  &  Co.,  William  des¬ 
cribed  the  land  as  "on  branches  of  Mattapony  and  Mine  Run,  next  to  Daniel  Single- 
ton."  Here  he  operated  a  mill  under  the  name  William  Brockman  &  Co.  A  deed  says 
"land  on  Fredericksburg  Road  leading  to  Brockman  Bridge." 

We  now  know  the  location  of  the  plantations  of  these  early  Brockmans  and  one 
can  hardly  go  into  an  old  home  in  this  area  that  was  not  owned  by  Brockmans.  The 
Brocks  and  Collins  lived  in  Spotsylvania  and  Orange,  on  land  adjoining,  as  did  the 
Herndons,  Graves,  Burrus's  and  others  related  by  marriage. 


COLLINS  OF  VIRGINIA 

Sc  far  as  I  am  able  to  tell  this  is  the  line  of  descent  of  Joseph  Collins  who 
left  a  Will  at  Spottsyl vania  1757. 


First  Generation 

John  Collins  of  Essex,  probably  an  immigrant,  whose  inventory  was  dated 
July  15,  1686,  and  whose  wife  ms  a  daughter  of  Abraham  Weeks. 

Second  Generation 

Collins  who  came  to  Virginia  in  1635  at  age  25,  and  in  1679  is  shown  as 
owner  of  56l  acres  in  Isle-of -Wight .  His  wife  was  Ann  Wilds,  widow  of  Thomas  Wilds. 
The  record  there  shows  that  one  Ann  Collins  married  (3rd  marriage)  Alex  Murre  or 
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Merry.  William  Collins  had  a  son  John  who  either  married  Mary  Wyatt  (Will  of  Mrs. 

Amy  Wyatt  1746  Upper  Norfolk)  or  else  Eleanor  Oliver,  daughter  of  John  Oliver 
W  &  D  Book  1,  page  93;  1666.  This  John  Collins  had  at  least  four  sons: 

Third  Generation 

1.  Joseph  Collins,  who  was  living  in  Essex  in  1718  and  1728,  where  his  brother 
William  was  living  in  1751*  Joseph  married  Catherine  Robinson  or  Robertson, 
and  he  and  two  brothers  received  land  from  John  Robinson.  Vol.  5  Fleets 
King  and  Queen  Abstracts,  pages  39  and  176,  "ordered  that  summons  be  issued 
for  William  Collins  of  Essex  and  George  Collins  of  King  and  Queen  to  cause 
them  to  appear  at  the  next  court  held  for  this  county  to  declare  whether  or 
not  they  will  execute  the  Will  and  Testament  of  Joseph  Collins,  May  3;  1748." 
In  1741  John  Robertson  transferred  400  acres  to  Joseph  Collins;  in  1744, 

300  acres  to  Thomas  Collins;  in  1744,  254  acres  to  Jos  Collins  (think  son 
of  Joseph)  and  1744,  200  acres  to  William  Collins,  which  William  then  trans¬ 
ferred  to  James  Haley,  in  1751*  The  wife  of  James  Haley  was  then  Beliah, 
and  it  is  believed  that  the  first  wife  of  James  Haley  was  Susannah  Brockman 
who  was  then  deceased.  This  Joseph  Collins  then  died  by  1748  and  was 
father  of  Joseph,  who  married  Susannah  Lewis. 

2.  John  Collins  had  son  Edmund,  see  Will  of  Brother  Thomas. 

3.  Thomas  of  King  and  Queen,  Will  Jan.  3;  1748  mentions  father  John  and 
brothers  John  and  Joseph  and  nephew  Edmund,  son  of  brother  John. 

4.  George  Collins. 

The  children  of  Joseph  Collins  and  wife  Catherine  Robertson  included: 

1.  Joseph,  married  Susannah  Lewis. 

2.  William  of  Essex,  wife  Elizabeth  in  1751* 

3.  Thomas,  Will  June  3;  1751;  proved  Sept.  12,  1752,  Spottsylvania,  wife 
Elizabeth,  sons,  Joyce,  under  21,  Thomas,  Jr.,  Richard.  Witnesses  brother 
Joseph,  Benjamin  Glaze,  William  and  John  Collins,  Thomas  Collins,  Jr. 

Fourth  Generation 

Our  Joseph  Collins,  father  of  Mary  who  married,  we  presume,  John  Brockman 
married  Susannah  Lewis,  daughter  of  Zachary  Lewis,  I,  and  had  the  following  children: 

1.  John,  married  Ann  Cook. 

2.  James,  married  Elizabeth  Wylie. 

3.  William,  married  Elizabeth  Bashaw. 

4.  Thomas,  married  Susannah  Wyatt  Davis  Bartlett. 

5.  Lewis,  married  Elizabeth  - ,  and  left  a  Will  at  Granville,  N.  C.,  1783 

naming  wife  Elizabeth  and  children  (see  Orange  County  Families  Vol.  11 )  and 
his  wife  Elizabeth  left  a  Will  at  Kershaw,  S,  C.,  1796,  naming  most  of  the 
children  mentioned  in  her  husband  Lewis'  Will. 

6.  Ann,  married  John  Wisdom. 

7.  Mary,  married  Brockman,  and  nowhere  have  we  found  proof  that  she  married 
John  Brockman.  There  is  evidence  that  Mary  Brockman,  wife  of  Samuel,  was 
a  Collins  descendant  but  she  may  have  come  thru  the  line  of  Alex  Merre  and 
wife  Ann  Collins. 

8.  Tabitha,  married  Henry  Gatewood  and  2nd  John  Holliday. 

9.  Caty,  married  Benjamin  Glaze  or  Glass. 

10.  Susannah,  married  William  Gholson. 

11 .  Granddaughter  Amy,  may  have  been  a  daughter  of  the  eldest  son  Joseph,  then 
deceased. 


WOOLFOLKS  OF  VIRGINIA 


Richard  Woolf oik  lived  in  Abingdon  Parish,  Gloucester  1678-1761.  He  was  on  the 
Quit  Rent  Rolls  in  1704,  with  125  acres.  He  moved  to  Holly  Hill,  Caroline  and  his 
brother  Robert  moved  to  Shepherd  Hill,  Caroline.  His  oldest  child  Richard  II  born 
1684  lived  in  Spottsylvania,  Orange  and  Albermarle,  and  is  thought  to  have  died  in 
Albermarle  between  177^  and  1775*  He  is  believed  to  have  married  Catherine  Benson, 
daughter  of  Chas.  and  Eleanor  Benson.  His  children  are  believed  to  have  included 
Richard  III,  who  married  Mary  Coleman,  according  to  one  source,  but  he  may  have 
married  a  daughter  of  Thomas  Sowell,  of  Albermarle  as  his  first  wife  and  had  Sowell  or 
Soyell,  Joseph,  Richard,  and  Sukey.  All  apparently  went  to  Woodford  County,  Ky, 

The  other  children  of  Richard  II  are  believed  to  have  included,  a  daughter,  who  was 
first  wife  of  Edmund  Burrus,  brother  of  Thomas  Burr us,  who  married  Frances  Tandy; 

Mary,  the  first  wife  of  Samuel  Brockman  II.  Proof  is  not  available,  but  certain 
events  suggest  this  conclusion.  Richard  II  was  the  approximate  age  of  Samuel 
Brockman  I.  He  owned  920  acres  in  Orange  County  which  was  patented  either  by  himself 
or  his  father  Richard.  Richard  II  of  Albermarle  disposed  of  his  Orange  County  land, 
apparently  in  anticipation  of  death,  since  he  left  no  will  and  no  estate  was  entered 
for  probate.  He  was  86  in  1770.  The  land  transfers  were  June  28  of  that  year: 

400  acres  to  Samuel  Brockman  II;  300  acres  to  John  Henderson;  200  acres  to  John  Burrus, 
son  of  Edmund  and  the  wife  of  John  Burrus  was  Ann  Henderson,  daughter  of  John,  who 
then  deeded  100  of  his  200  acres  to  Samuel  Brockman  II.  These  deeds  coincide  with 
the  death  of  Joseph  son  of  Richard  I  therefore,  it  would  appear  that  the  land  patent 
of  1728  in  Orange  County  was  by  Richard  I,  and  then  passed  on  to  the  sons  and  grand¬ 
daughters.  These  transfers  are  significant  including  the  transfer  of  l6l  or  165 
acres  to  Samuel  and  William  Brockman  and  Rebecca,  wife  of  Samuel,  for  their  lives, 
in  1785  which  coincides  with  the  death  of  Elizabeth  the  mother  of  Joseph  who  made  the 
transfer.  This  transfer  did  not  increase  the  taxable  land  of  Samuel  of  800  acres, 
therefore,  it  was  clearly  a  deed  by  Joseph  to  give  up  any  claim  his  mother  Christian 
had  in  this  land  as  widow  of  Joseph,  father  of  Joseph.  In  1772,  when  Richard  II  was 
then  deceased,  Richard  III  came  into  3^0  acres  in  Albermarle  from  Robert  Hardwick, 
and  in  1784  he  sold  it  to  Ephiram  Boeing,  leaving  then  for  Kentucky. 

Other  children  of  Richard  I  of  Gloucester  include  Robert,  born  1688,  died  17^> 
wife  Frances,  children  Robert  married  Ann  George,  Richard  and  John,  who  died  1766; 
Betty,  born  1690,  married  Ambrose  Bullard;  Joseph,  born  1696,  and  had  children  John, 
who  married  Elizabeth  Wigglesworth,  and  2nd  Mrs.  Sarah  Partlow;  Elizabeth,  who  married 
Henry  Chiles  and  second  Chas.  Bibb,  whose  son  Thomas  married  Sarah  Brockman;  Augustine, 
who  married  Ann  Harris  1st  and  2nd  Mrs.  Broun;  Joseph,  who  married  Christian  Bibb, 
and  died  by  1771>  when  his  widow  Christian  married  Samuel  Brockman,  whose  first  wife 
was  Mary  Bell;  Captain  Thomas  W.  (Waller)  who  married  Miss  Southerland  and  lived  in 
Orange  County,  and  finally  Robert  of  Caroline,  who  married  Mary  Hackett,  dau.  of 
Garrett . 

The  other  children  of  Richard  I  were  Mary,  baptized  1696,  Martha  baptized  1703 
and  Justine,  baptized  1706  and  had  daughter  Justin  who  married  Timothy  Chandler. 

Mary  may  have  been  the  mother  of  John  Henderson,  since  there  is  a  Henderson -Woolfolk 
connection  and  John  Henderson  brought  his  mother,  a  widow,  to  Orange  when  he  came, 
having  patented  land  there  in  1728,  and  he  named  one  son  Richard  I  Henderson  and  this 
Richard  married  Peggy  Brockman  of  Albermarle.  Richard  Woolfolk  showed  tithes  in 
Orange  County  as  follows,  1737* • *8;  1753* • *6;  175^* • *9  and  8  in  1758,  so  that  the 
supposition  that  he  had  daughters  who  married  Samuel  Brockman  II  and  Edmund  Burrus  has 
foundation.  I  have  accounted  for  only  two  of  the  daughters  of  Richard  II  and  others 
I  believe  may  have  been  the  wife  of  John  Oakes,  Sr.,  executor  to  Joseph  Woolfolk  and 
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legatee  of  Edmund  Burrus;  the  wife  of  John  Embrey,  Sr.  whose  will  1786  named 
Samuel  Brockman,  Thomas  Woolf oik  and  son  Richard  Embree,  executors,  along  with 
Richard  Woolfolk  the  latter  having  been  guardian  of  the  children  of  John  Burrus. 
Another  daughter  may  have  married  Lawrence  Young,  who  was  witness  to  the  will  of 
Joseph  Woolfolk  whose  wife  was  Christian  Bibb. 


Comments  on  Woolfolk  Chart  owned  by 
Mrs.  Ann  Waller  Reddy,  Richmond,  Va. 

Richard  Woolfolk  of  Albermarle,  son  of  Richard  (2)  sold  400  acres  of  land  in 
Orange  County  to  Samuel  Brockman,  June  28,  1770*  This  land  had  been  mortgaged  to 
Mitchell  and  Associates  in  1764.  The  deed  recites  that  it  is  part  of  a  1728  patent 
of  920  acres. 

Robert  Woolfolk  of  Orange  married  Ann  George.  His  son  Richard  went  to  Jefferson 
County,  Ky.,  before  1800.  Married  in  Virginia  probably  1st  a  daughter  of  Thomas 
Sowell  and  2nd  Sarah,  daughter  of  Capt.  Zachary  Taylor  and  wife  Alice  Chew.  John  H. 
Woolfolk,  Will  Woodford,  September  12,  1813  (son  of  Sowel)  named  as  legatees, 

Samuel  Cox  (wife,  Mary),  brother  Thomas,  brother  Sowell,  Jr.,  brother  Joseph  and 
sister  America  Baker.  Sowell  Woolfolk,  Sr.  went  to  Woodford  after  the  Revolutionary 
War.  Married  Mary  Harris,  in  Virginia.  Their  children:  Joseph  Harris,  m.  Mariah 
Mitchum;  John,  in  War  of  1812,  killed  in  action;  Sowell,  Jr.  married  Sallie  Barnum, 
was  in  War  of  1812;  William;  a  daughter  m.  Givens. 

Joseph  (2)  may  have  died  1770  instead  of  1771;  for  in  1770;  Richard  transferred 
land  to  Samuel  Brockman.  Elizabeth,  widow  of  Joseph,  died  1785;  and  that  year 
Joseph  Woolfolk,  son  of  Joseph  and  Christian  confirmed  the  transfer  of  l6l  acres  to 
Samuel  Brockman  and  wife  Rebecker  for  life  then  to  William  Brockman.  This  was  a  part 
of  the  400  acres  that  Samuel  bought  from  Richard  Woolfolk  in  1770  and  was  probably 
the  dower  interest  of  Elizabeth,  mother  of  Joseph. 

Joseph  Woolfolk,  wife  Christian  Bibb,  Will  at  Orange  1778.  Named  his  wife, 

John  Oakes  and  brother  John  as  executors,  and  brother  Thomas  W.  (Waller?)  as  alternate 
executor.  John  Woolfolk  died  1778,  administration  at  Halifax,  wife  Lucy,  daughter 
Anne,  also  administration  at  Orange,  November  27,  1778.  Thomas  Woolfolk,  Sr.  in 
1795  DB  20,  P.  503  (could  not  have  died  1794)  gave  500  acres  in  Orange  to  son  Thomas 
"land  given  me  by  my  father  Joseph".  Thomas  Woolfolk1 s  children  included  William, 
m.  Ellis;  Col.  John,  m.  Mary  Champs  Stannard;  Thos.  m.  Frances  Thompson. 

DB  19,  P.  133;  1787;  Thomas  Woolfolk  of  Orange  to  Thomas  Jr.,  and  Patsy,  John, 
Nancy,  Fanny  and  Fendall,  sons  and  daughter  of  the  said  Thomas  Woolfolk,  Jr.  Nancy 
died  single;  left  property  to  nephew  John  Cowherd  (see  order  book  Orange);  Patsy  m. 
James  Alan,  Fanny,  m.  Reuben  Cowherd.  Woolfolk  legatees  meet  to  make  division  of 
slaves  among  heirs  of  Thomas  Woolfolk;  Thos.  Jr.,  Nancy,  James  Alan,  Reuben  Cowherd.

IN  THE  NAME  OF  GOD,  AMEN.  I,  Joseph  Woolfolk,  of  Orange  County  and  the  Parish 
of  St.  Stephen,  being  sick  and  weak  in  body  but  of  sound  and  perfect  memory,  thanks 
be  to  God  for  the  same,  yet  considering  the  uncertainty  of  this  earthly  life  do 
make  and  declare  this  my  last  will  and  testament,  in  manner  and  form  as  followeth, 
and  first  I  recommend  my  soul  into  the  hand  of  almighty  God  that  gave  it  hoping 
through  the  blessed  intersession  and  mediation  of  my  Lord  and  Saviour,  Jesus  Christ, 
to  meet  with  a  glorious  resurrection  of  immortal  bliss.  My  body  at  the  close  of 
this  life  I  desire  may  Christian  like  entered,  and  as  to  what  worldly  goods  it  hath 
pleased  Almighty  God  to  bestow  upon  me  I  give  and  dispose  of  as  followeth: - 

Item  I,  lend  to  my  loving  Christian  Woolfolk  during  her  natural  life  my  tract 
of  land  I  now  live  on  and  Mill  which  I  shall  hereafter  give  to  my  son  Joseph.  But 
in  case  my  wife  should  marry  my  will  and  desire  is  that  she  should  have  only  the 
houses  and  one-half  of  the  said  land  and  the  said  Mill  the  other  half  the  said 
lands  and  my  son  Joseph  to  take  possession  of  immediately  after  she  marries- 

Item.I  lend  also  to  my  wife  during  her  natural  life  the  use  of  six  negroes, 
to-wit:  Charles,  Abram,  Dinah,  Milly,  Jack,  Arthur,  as  also  all  of  my  stock  of  cattle, 
horses,  hogs,  sheep  etc.  except  such  as  I  shall  hereafter  mentioned  to  my  children 
and  likewise  my  household  furniture,  plantation  utensils  I  leave  in  the  same  manner. 

Item  and  Bequeath  to  my  son  Augustin  Woolfolk  four  negroes,  to-wit:-  Isaac, 

Adam,  V/ ill  and  Dave,  to  him  and  his  heirs  forever  and  likewise  a  feather  bed  and 
furniture  and  a  sorrel  mare. 

Item  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  son  Joseph  Woolfolk  the  other  half  of  my 
lands,  and  which  have  already  lent  my  wife  to  him  and  his  heirs  forever. 

Item  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  son  Joseph  Woolfolk  two  negroes,  to-wit: - 
Dick  and  Cookry  and  their  future  increase  to  him  and  his  heirs  forever,  as  also 
one  feather  bed  and  furniture  and  a  young  bay  mare . 

Item  it  is  my  will  and  desire  that  the  lands  which  I  lent  to  my  wife  in  case 
she  married  at  her  death  my  son  Joseph  Woolfolk  to  have  the  whole  tract  of  land  as 
I  have  given  my  son  Augustine  Woolfolk  too  negroes  in  lue  of  the  lands,  the  names 
before  mentioned.

Item  I  give  and  bequeath  my  daughter  Elender  Woolfolk  tiro  negroes,  to-wit 

Harry  and  Heziah  and  their  future  increase  to  her  and  her  heirs  forever  as  also  one 

feather  bed  and  furniture  and  a  young  mare  to  be  raised  out  of  my  estate. 

Item  it  is  my  will  and  desire  that  if  my  Joseph  Woolfolk  should  die  without 
heir  the  lands  I  give  him  should  fall  to  his  brother  Augustine  Woolfolk  upon  the 
said  Augustine  Woolfolk  paying  each  of  his  sisters  the  sum  of  Fifty  Pounds  to  them 
their  heirs,  etc.  And  as  to  the  negroes  I  have  given  and  other  estate  it  is  my 
will  and  desire  should  either  of  them  die  before  they  come  of  lawful  age  or  marry 
that  part  shall  be  equally  divided  among  all  my  children  their  heirs  and  so  forth, 
but  should  they  live  to  lawful  age  or  marry  to  dispose  of  as  they  think  proper. 

Item  it  is  my  will  and  desire  that  my  wife  and  executors  hereafter  named  shall 

either  sell  a  negro  before  lent  my  wife  named  Arthur  or  either  of  the  negroes  lent 
my  wife  or  what  part  of  my  stock  and  household  furniture  they  think  proper  to  pay 
my  lawful  debts  and  it  is  my  will  and  desire  should  my  wife  marry  that  what  I  have 
lent  already  to  her  shall  not  be  carried  out  of  this  Colony  and  that  whosoever 
marrys  her  on  offering  to  carry  the  estate  I  have  lent  her  out  of  the  Colony  shall 
immediately  forfeit  the  same  and  that  it  shall  be  equally  divided  among  all  my 
children  their  heirs,  etc. 

Item  it  is  my  wish  and  desire  should  either  of  my  children  have  misfortune  to 
lose  one  of  their  negroes  before  my  wife  dies  that  my  said  wife  and  executors  here¬ 
after  named  shall  as  they  think  proper  make  up  the  same  out  of  that  part  of  my 
estate  already  lent  to  my  wife  and  it  is  my  will  and  desire  that  whatever  estate 
fall  to  me  at  the  death  of  my  mother  shall  be  equally  divided  among  all  my  children 
their  heirs  etc. 

Item  it  is  my  will  and  desire  that  all  my  estate  which  I  have  lent  my  wife  at 
her  decease  be  equally  divided  among  all  my  children  their  heirs  etc.  Lastly  I 
appoint  constitute  and  ordain  my  brother  John  Woolfolk  and  John  Oakes  and  my  loving 
wife  Christian  Woolfolk  Executors  and  either  of  the  before  named  executors  refuse 
to  act  then  my  brother  Thomas  W.  Woolfolk  executor  to  this  my  last  will  and  testa¬ 
ment  and  do  hereby  revoke  all  wills  by  me  heretofore  made  declaring  this  one  to  be 
my  last  will  and  testament.

This  last  will  and  testament  of  Joseph  Woolfolk,  deceased,  was  presented  into 
Court  by  John  Woolfolk  and  John  Oakes,  two  of  the  executors  therein  named  and 
proved  by  the  oaths  of  Lawrence  Young,  David  Bibb  and  John  Burruss,  three  of  the 
witnesses  thereto  and  ordered  to  be  recorded.  And  on  the  motion  of  the  said  exec¬ 
utors  who  made  oath  according  to  law  certificate  is  granted  them  for  obtaining 
probat  in  due  form  thereof,  Whereupon  the  within  Thomas  Woolfolk  and  Lawrence  Young 
their  securities  entered  into  and  acknowledged  their  bond  for  the  same  in  the  sum 
of  Ten  Thousand  Pounds  Current  money.

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Lewis  Brockman,  son  of  Samuel  Brockman  and  his  first  wife  Mary  Bell  (dau.  of 
Roger)  must  have  been  born  about  1754.  He  was  a  grandson  of  John  Brockman  and  wife 
Mary  Collins,  who  lived  at  the  old  home  place  known  as  the  White  House,  acquired 
from  John  Henderson  in  1732  by  Samuel  I,  father  of  John.  In  his  will,  1755,  John 
left  150  acres  "where  I  now  live"  to  son  Joseph,  so  it  is  apparent  that  his  father 
Samuel  I  was  then  living  elsewhere,  possibly  at  Greenway,  one  mile  east,  on  the 
original  plantation. 

We  know  that  Lewis  and  Job  were  brothers  and  the  tax  records  indicate  that  both 

were  sons  of  Samuel.  July  23,  1772,  Joseph  sold  the  home  place  of  150  acres  to 

Brother  Samuel,  and  Samuel  on  January  1,  1785,  transferred  it  to  son  Lewis  for  100 
pounds.  The  deed  was  signed  by  Samuel  and  v/ife  Christian,  proving  that  Mary  Bell, 
first  wife  of  Samuel,  was  then  deceased  and  Samuel  had  married  Christian  Bibb  Wool- 
folk,  widow  of  Joseph  Woolfolk. 

Lewis  Brockman  married  Betsy  Bledsoe,  daughter  of  Aaron,  on  March  12,  1779,  and 
in  1783  was  living  on  the  199  acres  of  land  in  Louisa  County  which  grandfather  John 
bought  on  North  Anna  River  from  Phil  Aylett  in  1751  and  which  he  left  to  sons  Samuel 
and  Major.  Upon  acquiring  the  homestead  of  Samuel  I  in  1785,  Lewis  moved  back  to 
Orange  and  his  father  Samuel  (known  as  Samuel  Jr.)  moved  to  Louisa  where  he  remained 
until  he  disposed  of  all  his  land  in  1798.  He  may  have  remained  there  till  1800 
with  sons  Aaron  and  John,  and  it  is  likely  that  Samuel  died  at  Orange  1806;  his  two 
sons  went  to  Kentucky  where  Samuel  had  acquired  500  acres  in  1785.  We  know  Aaron 
and  Job  died  in  Kentucky.  It  is  probable  that  he  transferred  the  Kentucky  land  to 

his  two  sons  and  consequently  felt  no  need  of  leaving  a  will. 

The  old  homestead  of  Samuel  I,  falling  into  the  hands  of  Lewis,  great  grandson, 
was  occupied  by  Lewis  till  1805,  when  he  sold  134  acres,  probably  retaining  the 
homestead  and  16  acres  including  the  grave  yard.  This  tract  was  identified  as  the 
"Lewis  Brock"  tract,  the  "Graves"  tract  by  the  will  of  Samuel  Lindsay  Brockman  in 
1846  who  had  acquired  back  the  property  in  1844  from  the  heirs  of  John  Graves.  The 
"White  House"  the  first  Orange  County  home  of  the  Brockmans,  the  "Lewis  Brock"  tract, 
the  "Graves"  tract  was  sold  by  order  of  the  will  of  Samuel  Lindsay  Brockman,  and  I 
am  reliably  informed  that  it  is  soon  to  be  purchased  by  Russell  H.  Ellis,  spouse  of 
Caroline  Brockman,  daughter  of  Allie  Brockman  of  Greenway. 

There  is  no  Revolutionary  service  record  of  Lewis  Brockman,  but  it  is  clear  from 
war  settlement  accounts  that  he  was  a  large  supplier  of  food  for  the  military  forces. 
Lewis  was  apparently  the  oldest  son  of  Samuel  and  wife  Mary  Bell,  at  least  the  old¬ 
est  that  survived.  Jesse  Brockman,  who  served  in  the  7th  Continental  Line  from 
Orange,  is  believed  to  have  been  an  older  brother  of  Lewis.  No  record  of  Jesse  was 
found  after  the  war.  He  could  have  been  son  of  Samuel  II  but  the  name  appears  to 
fit  into  Samuel  Junior’s  family,  since  his  children  were  given  names  of  biblical 
origin  as  were  those  in  the  Bledsoe  family.  After  the  death  of  his  mother  Mary  Bell, 
Lewis  undoubtedly  reared  hi9  many  brothers,  for  in  1785  he  shows  eleven  in  the  fam¬ 
ily  over  21,  at  the  home  place.  With  this  responsibility  it  is  obvious  why  he  could 
not  leave  home  to  serve  in  the  military  forces. 

Lewis  Brockman  followed  his  father-in-law  to  Georgia  about  1805.  His  will, 
dated  Nov.  22,  1820,  was  t>robated  Jan.  8,  1827  in  Oglethorpe  County,  Georgia,  so  he 
must  have  been  72  at  death. 

The  Lewis  Brockman  will  shows  that  his  wife,  Betty,  was  still  alive,  and  his 
children  as  follows:

It  is  a  coincidence  that  Frances  (Franky)  Brockman,  dau.  of  John  Brockman  and 
wife  Amelia  Martin,  was  wife  of  a  Thomas  Mullins.  There  was  no  issue  at  the  time  of 
death  of  John  Brockman,  1801,  in  Lawrence  County,  South  Carolina,  and  Thomas  Mullins 
was  cut  off  from  the  will  of  his  father-in-law.  There  could  have  been  a  child  born 
subseauently ,  and  he  could  have  been  Thos.  K.  Mullins,  spouse  of  Amelia  H.  Brockman.

Author's  note!  Samuel  Brockman's  wife  in  1788  was  Christian  and  his  wife  in 
1771  was  Mary.  In  1773,  Roger  Bell  in  his  will  named  daughter  Mary  Brockman.  Mary 
Bell  could  have  been  wife  of  John  Brockman  who  died  in  1756,  but  since  it  seems  ap¬ 
parent  that  Mary  widow  of  John,  married  Kelly  Jennings,  a  widower  who  left  a  will 
at  Goochland  in  1773  with  widow  Mary,  daughter  Mary  and  two  sons  Caleb  and  Joshua, 
apparently  the  latter  two  by  his  first  wife,  it  seems  a  logical  that  Samuel  B.  mar¬ 
ried  1st  Mary  Bell.  Roger  Bell  signed  Samuel's  administrators  bond  and  witnessed 
the  will  of  father  John,  and  it  has  been  generally  accepted  by  all  the  southern 
family  that  Mary  Collins  was  wife  of  John  Brockman.

I,  Lewis  Brockman  of  the  County  &  State  aforesaid  recol¬ 
lecting,  that  it  is  appointed  for  all  men  to  die,  after  paying  my  just  debts,  do 
make  and  ordain  this  my  last  Will  &  Testament  in  the  manner  and  form  following;  to- 
wit;  Im  premis,  I  leave  to  ny  wife  Betty  Brockman,  during  her  life,  or  until  she 
deems  proper  to  deliver  up,  all  my  property  personal  &  real  of  what  nature  so  ever, 
for  her  support  use  and  benefit  during  the  time  aforesaid,  then  to  be  distributed 
among  my  children,  to-wit;  Bledsoe  Brockman,  James  Brockman,  Moses  Brockman,  John 
Brockman,  Elijah  Brockman  and  Betsey  or  Elizabeth  Barnett  in  the  following  manner, 
and  to  my  said  vrife,  Betty  Brockman. 

Item.  I  give  and  bequeth  to  my  wife  Betty  Brockman,  one  negro  female  child,  named 
Inda  for  her  to  dispose  of  as  she  may  think  proper,  at  any  time. 

Item.  I  hereby  confirm  to  my  son  in-law,  Morton  Bledsoe  a  certain  negro  woman  named, 

Milly,  whom  I  gave  to  my  daughter  Polly  or  Mary  Bledsoe,  in  her  life  time  which  I 
have  determined  to  her  portion  &  therefore  leave  him  nothing  more. 

Item.  I  confirm  to  my  daughter,  Betsey  or  Elizabeth  Barnett,  a  certain  negro  girl 
named,  Liney,  whom  I  have  already  put  in  her  possession  valued  at  three  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars. 

Item.  Having  already  given  to  my  son,  James  Brockman,  property  to  the  amount  of 
one  hundred  and  ten  dollars.  I  leave  all  the  balance  of  my  estate,  both  real  and 
personal,  to  be  distributed  to  my  several  children  to-wit;  Bledsoe,  James,  Moses, 

John  and  Elijah  Brockman  &  Betsey  or  Elizabeth  Barnett,  that  each  of  their  portion 

may  be  equal,  including  my  daughter  Barnett’s  portion  three  hundred  and  fifty  dol¬ 
lars,  and  in  my  son,  James  portion  one  hundred  and  ten  dollars,  formerly  given  & 
hereby  confirmed,  at  the  death  of  my  said  wife,  Betty  Brockman,  or  at  time  when  my 
said  wife  shall  think  proper,  she  shall  be  at  liberty  to  deliver  up,  to  all  or  each 
of  my  said  children  all  or  any  part  of  his  or  her  portion  as  aforesaid. 

I  do  hereby  nominate  and  appoint  my  son,  James  Brockman  ray  sole  Executor,  to  this 
my  last  Will  &  Testament.

Dear  Mr.  Brockman:  I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  great  amount  of 
work  you  have  done  on  our  family  history. 

Last  summer  my  sister  and  I  went  to  Greene  and  Oglethorpe  Counties,  Georgia, 
in  the  interest  of  family  research.  For  the  first  time  we  learned  that  we  had  aiv- 
cestors  by  the  name  of  Lewis  Brockman  and  Aaron  Bledsoe.  We  found  their  wills  and 
also  the  will  of  Aaron  Bledsoe,  Jr.,  father  of  Walker  Brockman  Bledsoe.  Until  that 
time  we  knew  only  that  the  parents  of  our  great  grandmother  Amelia  Howard  Brockman 
Mullins  were  Bledsoe  and  Elizabeth  Landrum  Brockman.  It  was  a  thrill  to  find  their 
marriage  date  in  your  book.  I  have  copies  of  the  wills  mentioned  above  and  a  few 
other  items  that  you  might  be  interested  to  see. 

%  ancestor  Thomas  Landrum  came  from  Orange  County,  Virginia,  to  Oglethorpe 
County,  Georgia,  in  about  1806.  He  was  ceded  land  for  his  Revolutionary  services. 

I  saw  on  record  in  Oglethorpe  County  (dated  1804)'  that  the  following  were  given 
land  for  war  services:  William  M.  Bledsoe,  Burton  Landrum,  James  Bledsoe,  John 
Bledsoe,  Moses  Bledsoe,  William  Bledsoe  and  Puree  Bledsoe.  I  found  many  marriage 
records  of  Brockman,  Bledsoe  and  Landrum  dating  from  1804  to  1836.  The  appraisal 
of  Lewis  Brockman's  estate  is  also  on  file.  I  copied  this  record  also. 

Aaron  Bledsoe  Jr.'s  will  is  on  file  in  Greene  County  as  is  his  father's  also. 

Thomas  K.  Mullins  and  wife  Amelia  H.  Brockman  married  in  Greene  County,  Ga.  on 
Dec.  9,  1830.  I  saw  this  on  record  too  but  we  have  the  old  Bible  that  has  this 
date.  They  moved  to  Troy,  Alabama,  in  184^,  and  both  are  buried  there.  Many  of 
their  descendants  live  in  Troy  today.  They  were  charter  members  of  the  First 
Baptist  Church  and  he  was  the  Senior  decon.  We  have  on  our  possession  my  great 
aunt  Mary  Talbot's  scrap  book  and  it  reveals  the  family's  place  in  the  history  and 
social  life  of  the  community. 

I  believe  Lewis  Brockman  followed  the  Bledsoes  and  Landrums  to  Georgia  and  that 
all  Brockmans  in  the  counties  of  Greene,  Oglethorpe  and  those  adjoining  are  Lewis' 
descendants.  I  wish  I  knew  what  has  become  of  the  other  descendants  of  Aaron  Bled¬ 
soe  and  Lewis  Brockman. 
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I  wonder  if  you  have  any  proof  that  Lewis  is  the  son  of  Samuel  Jr.  He  must 
have  "been  a  very  strong  character  and  a  very  fine  person  to  have  assumed  the  re¬ 
sponsibility  of  so  many  people  -  brothers,  sisters  and  his  friends  children. 

It  is  most  interesting  to  me  that  I  have  four  ancestors  from  Orange  County  - 
Jeremiah  Strothers  is  an  ancestor  through  Christopher  Strothers,  Sarah  Strothers  & 
James  Strothers  Murphee ,  etc. 


I  plan  to  return  to  northeast  Georgia  next  summer  and  search  records  in  Putman 
County.  We  have  found  a  memo  among  my  grandmother's  things  which  states  that  some 
of  the  relatives  lived  in  that  county.  I  found  a  record  in  Greene  County  where 
Thomas  K,  Mullins  was  named  administrator  of  Bledsoe  Brockman's  estate  in  1841.  We 
can  find  nothing  else  on  this.  Judge  Lewis  and  Dr.  Rice,  county  historian,  have 
searched  for  me.  Grandfather  Mullins  was  a  very  strict,  stern  person  and  highly 
regarded  for  his  integrity,  etc.  We  are  very  anxious  to  learn  the  names  of  Amelia 
H,  Brockman's  brothers  and  sisters.  Our  record  of  her  parents  and  grandfather 
Landrum  is  an  obituary  printed  in  the  Baptist  Index,  1880.

Dear  Brother  Graves?  It  becomes  my  painful  duty  to  record  the  death  of  my  beloved 
wife  Amelia  Howard  (Mrs.  Amelia  Howard  Brockman  Mullins)  which  occurred  on  the  31st 
of  March  at  11  o'clock  p.ra.  from  an  attack  of  paralysis  in  her  sixty  seventh  year. 
She  left  a  disconsolate  husband  and  eight  children  beside  many  grandchildren  to 
mourn  her  loss,  but  my  dear  brother,  we  mourn  not  as  one  having  no  hope. 

While  I  pen  these  few  lines  with  a  nervous  hand  I  have  the  assurance  that  her 
mortal  spirit  is  basking  in  the  Paradise  of  God  where  troubles  and  trials  never 
reach  her  and  I  also  have  the  assurance  that  ere  long  we  shall  be  reunited  in  that 
blessed  world  of  spirits  where  our  happiness  will  be  complete. 

mhe  subject  of  this  notice  was  born  in  Greene  County,  Georgia,  the  22nd  of 
June  1813,  and  became  my  wife  December  9,  1830,  was  baptized  by  Elder  Thomas  H. 
Murphy  in  the  fellowship  of  the  Baptist  Church  at  Botsford,  Sumpter  County,  Georgia 
1847,  moved  to  Pike  County  Alabama  1849  and  during  1850  attached  herself  to  the 
church  at  this  place.  Being  separated  from  her  relatives  for  a  number  of  years  and 
not  being  in  correspondence  with  many  of  them,  I  desire  to  give  some  names  so  that 
they  may  more  readily  call  her  to  mind.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Bledsoe  and  Eliza¬ 
beth  Brockman  and  granddaughter  of  *Colonel  Thomas  Landrum  of  Oglethorpe  County, 
Georgia  and  first  cousin  of  Sylvanus  Landrum  late  of  Memphis  and  now  of  Savannah.

I  Aaron  Bledsoe  of  the  State  of  Georgia  and  County 
of  Greene  "being  weak  in  "body  "but  of  sound  mind  and  memory  and  not  knowing  the  hour 
of  my  dissolution  have  thought  proper  to  make  and  ordain  this  my  last  will  in  manner 
and  form  following! 

First  -  my  wish  is  that  all  my  just  debts  "be  paid. 

Second  -  %  will  is  that  all  my  estate  real  and  personal  now  in  my  possession  (as 
well  as  in  expectancy)  "be  kept  together  during  the  lifetime  or  widowhood  of  my  wife 
Elizabeth  Bledsoe  or  the  marriage  or  coming  of  age  of  either  of  my  sons. 

Third  -  At  the  happening  of  either  or  both  of  the  above  events  my  will  is  that  a 
division  take  place  in  manner  and  form  herein  after  pointed  out  and  should  my  wife 
Elizabeth  intermarry  previous  to  the  coming  of  age  or  marriage  of  either  of  my  sons, 
my  will  is  that  an  equal  division  take  place  so  far  as  to  give  my  wife  Elizabeth 
Bledsoe  one  equal  fourth  part  of  my  estate  real  and  personal,  the  remaining  three 
fourths  of  my  property  I  wish  kept  by  my  executors  as  a  joint  property  for  my  three 
sons,  William  Thomas  Bledsoe,  John  Bledsoe  and  Walker  Brockman  Bledsoe  until  the 
coming  of  age  or  marriage  of  either  of  them,  then  my  wish  is  that  my  executors  pro¬ 
ceed  to  an  equal  division  between  them.  But  should  either  of  my  sons  arrive  at 
full  age  previous  to  an  intermarriage  of  my  wife  Elizabeth  Bledsoe,  my  wish  is  that 
an  equal  division  then  take  place  of  all  and  singular  my  estate  between  my  wife 
Elizabeth  Bledsoe,  Thomas  William  Bledsoe,  John  Bledsoe  and  Walker  Brockman  Bledsoe. 

Fourth  -  I  appoint  my  beloved  wife  Executrix  and  my  friends  Thomas  Stocks  and  George 
Heard  my  executors  to  this  my  last  will  and  testament  with  full  power  to  carry  the 
same  into  effect  agreeable  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  thereof.  In  witness 
whereof  I  have  here  unto  set  my  hand  and  seal: this  15th  day  of  May  1815.

I.  GEORGE  BLEDSOE,  of  Northumberland.  County,  Virginia,  married:  1st:  Ann* 

2nd:  Elizabeth  -  died  Feb.  13,  1708  (Tyler  V.  II,  p.  108).  He  died  July  23,  1704 
and  his  will  was  probated  in  1705.  His  children  were: 

(l)  George.  (2)  Abraham,  married  Sarah  and  had  sons  Isaac,  Abraham,  Thomas, 
Jacob,  Moses,  Aaron  mentioned  in  will  March  15,  1753,  Granville  County,  probated 
May  29,  1753,  (3)  Thomas.  (4)  John.  (5)  Elizabeth,  married  William  Berry.  Their 
daughter  Mary  Berry  married  Thomas  Harding  (Tyler  V. 1 1 ,  p.  108).  (6)  Sarah,  mar¬ 
ried  Thomas  Dameron,  son  of  Lawrence  and  Dorothy  Damerson.  He  was  born  in  1650 
(Tyler  V. IV. ,  p.  122). 

II.  (7)  WILLIAM,  married  Elizabeth,  widow  of  Charles  Stevens  of  Essex  County, 
Virginia,  who  died  Jan.  24,  1726.  William  and  Elizabeth  were  married  in  1727.  He 
patented  a  large  acreage  of  land  May  30,  1726,  in  Spotsylvania  County,  Va. ;  was  the 
first  sheriff  of  Spotsylvania  in  1722;  was  commissioned  Captain  in  the  Virginia 
Colonial  Militia  Spotsylvania  Co.,  Sept.  2,  1729;  died  Dec.  27,  1769.  His  will  was 
proved  April  19,  1770,  naming  his  widow  and  children: 

(l)  George.  (2)  Millie  who  married  George  Weatherall.  (3)  John.  This  is 
■probably  John  who  mentions  in  his  will  his  children  Thomas,  Lewis,  William,  John, 
Sally  B.  and  Elizabeth  Adams.  (4)  Mary  who  married  Ambrose  Powell.  (5)  William, 
probably  married  Sally,  daughter  of  Elijah  Morton  on  July  21,  1785,  Orange  County, 
Va.  Was  in  Kentucky  before  1782.  (6)  Moses  who  married  Miss  Peachey,  daughter  of 

Colonel  William  Peachey.  Peachey  married  Peggy  George  July  12,  1780,  (7)  Hannah 

(Ann)  married  Benjamin  Cave  who  represented  Orange  County  in  the  House  of  Burgesses 
1756  and  who  patented  one  thousand  acres  of  land  on  the  Rapidan  River  in  1738  with 
"his  brother- iiv-law  Abraham  Bledsoe".  Their  daughter,  Elizabeth  Cave,  married  Col. 
William  Johnson.  (8)  Abraham  "brother-in-law?"  See  above. 

III.  (9)  JOSEPH,  born  in  1738.  He  enlisted  Sept.  12,  1756,  in  Capt.  Robert 
Spotswood's  Company,  Fredericksburgh,  Va.,  giving  his  age  as  18,  size  5  ft.  10  in., 
occupation  planter,  birthplace  Virginia.  Virginia  County  Records  Vol.  II  carry  the 
following-*  "Joseph  Bledsoe,  Sergt,  in  First  Virginia  Regt.  Colonel  George  Washing¬ 
ton  Commanding,  and  continued  in  service  until  regiment  was  disbanded,  Spotsylvania 
County  Feb.  17,  1780."  Order  Book  1774-1782  Colonial  Militia  reads:  "At  a  court 
held  June  4,  1759,  Joseph  Bledsoe  took  oath.  Joseph  Bledsoe,  Gent.,  commission 
dated  April  8,  1759,  to  be  Ensign  of  a  company  in  the  Fourteenth  Battalion,  took 
the  oath  May  1,  1759."  See  F. I .B.W. -French  and  Indian  Bounty  Warrants,  2  manu¬ 
script  volumes,  copied  from  loose  applications  for  land  bounties  in  Virginia  Land 
Office,  Vol.  I,  p.  161.  V.C.M.  -  W.A.  Crozier’s  Ca.  Col.  Mil.  N.Y.  1905.  L.  to 
Wash.-  Letters  to  Washington,  three  volumes,  Boston  and  New  York,  1898.  Va.  Co. 
Records  (F.221,  V.75)  Page  23,  Vol.  II.  He  received  many  land  bounties  in  Kentucky 
for  his  services  in  the  French-Indian  Wars.  There  is  a  family  tradition  that  Joseph 
fought  in  the  American  Revolution  but  we  have  located  no  official  record  of  this. 

He  married  Elizabeth  (Betty)  Miller,  daughter  of  Col.  William  Miller  and  Jone  Hord 
Miller,  and  great-granddaughter  of  Captain  Simon  Miller,  hero  of  Bacon’s  Rebellion. 
(Captain  Simon  Miller  was  born  in  Bristol,  England,  in  1642.  The  Hord  family  lived 
at  "Shady  Grove",  Va.  See  books  on  the  Hord  family.)  Joseph  Bledsoe  became  a 
Baptist  minister.  The  children  of  Joseph  Bledsoe  and  Elizabeth  Miller  were: 

(l)  William  Miller,  married:  1st:  Elizabeth  in  London  Co.,  Kentucky  in  1783. 
Their  son  was  Joseph,  2nd:  Patience  Owsley,  Dec.  27,  1786,  Lincoln  Co.  Ky.  Will 
Book  B.  p.  11,  Garrard  County,  Ky. — "William  M.  Bledsoe.  Will  names  wife,  Patience, 
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infant  children  Adam  and  Jesse.  To  Son  Joseph  Bledsoe,  land  in  Knox  Co*  Ky.  To 
Son  Moses;  to  grand- — Craig.  Written  — —  Execs.  Wife,  Patience  and  Wn.  Owsley  Sr* 
and  Son  Moses  Bledsoe.  Probated  August  Court  1811. 

(2)  Miller,  born  April  13,  1761,  Fredericksburgh,  Va.  Enlisted  from  Orange 
County,  moved  to  Oglethorpe  County,  Georgia,  where  he  died  in  1841.  He  served  in 
Captain  Ambros  Dudley’s  Conpany,  Second  Virginia  Regiment  at  Valley  Forge;  wounded 
in  attach  on  Paulee’s  Hook  1779;  in  Battle  of  Camden  and  commanded  a  company  in 
Southern  Campaign  receiving  a  pension.  He  married  Jean  Bowling.  (D.A.R.  Records). 
Their  daughter,  Jean  Bledsoe  (1791-1862)  married  W.  H.  Landrum  (1796-1867)  in 
Georgia. 

(3)  Moses.  Born  before  1767  in  Culpepper  County,  Va.  Married! 

1st!  Sally  B.  Tandy,  daughter  of  Wm..  and  Jane  Tandy  of  Fayette  Co.

Matt  Back  on  Back  Creek,  and  was  buried  on  the  Winfrey  farm  in  Rock 
House  Bottom  which  is  in  the  bend  of  the  Cumberland  River  just  below  Wells  Island. 

In  1860  Rock  House  Bottom  and  Back  Creek  were  in  Cumberland  County.  Thomas  W.  M. 
married  Mary  Winfrey,  daughter  of  Frank  Holley  Winfrey  and  Catherine  Graves  (daugh¬ 
ter  of  Thomas  Graves  who  was  born  in  Louisa  Co.,  Va. ,  in  Oct.,  1763.  He  served 
under  Lafayette  during  the  Revolutionary  War  having  entered  service  as  a  volunteer 
in  April,  1780  in  Cant.  John  Phillips'  Co.,  and  being  enrolled  two  months  later 
under  Capt.  Charles  Yancey  in  General  de  Lafayette's  Line.  In  June,  1781,  he  was 
transferred  to  another  company  and  was  one  of  four  appointed  by  General  Washington 
to  carry  expresses.  His  instructions  were  to  equip  himself  and  pay  his  own  ex¬ 
penses  and  rank  as  Major  receiving  a  major's  pay.  He  served  until  peace  was  de¬ 
clared  but  owing  to  the  depreciated  Conti,  currency  he  received  nothing.  In  1783 
he  went  to  Kentucky  and  settled  8  miles  from  Lexington  where  he  remained  18  years. 

He  must  have  been  married  the  first  time  while  living  there.  Q,uery:  Whom  did  he 
marry?  In  1801  he  moved  to  Cumberland  County  where  he  was  one  of  the  founders  of 
Creelsboro.  He  died  about  1846.

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THE  BELLS  OF  ORANGE 


The  Bells  are  found  early  after  1700  in  Accomac,  Essex,  and  later  in  Spotsyl¬ 
vania  and  Orange.  Roger  Bell  Sr.  died  "before  1756.  A  daughter  Mary  is  mentioned 
in  the  will  of  Edward  Smith,  dated  Sept.  17,  1755,  and  proved  Sept.  23,  1756.  In 
his  will  he  gave  instructions  for  the  disposal  of  land  "by  his  son  Thomas,  if  he  re¬ 
covered  the  land  which  he,  Edward  Smith,  sold  to  William  Cleaton,  "which  land  was 
left  to  my  wife  Mary  by  her  father  Roger  Bell,"  A  subsequent  land  transfer  shows 
that  their  children  were  Ambrose  and  Isabella  Smith  and  Elizabeth,  wife  of  James 
Atkins . 

Children  of  Henry  Bell  and  wife.  This  is  taken  from  the  will  of  William  Bell, 
Dec.  28,  1780,  and  son  Thomas,  1798,  and  we  assume  the  children  of  Henry  Bell  and 
wife  were!

The  estate  of  Thomas  Bell,  deceased 
is  mentioned  in  the  deed  of  Ed  Mills  to  John  Brockman,  and  the  farm  is  now  (in  1950) 
occupied  by  William  Thomas  Green,  whose  wife  was  a  Brockman^-Graves  descendant.  The 
land  was  certainly  adjoining  the  tract  which  William  B.  Bell,  son  of  Thomas  Bell  and 
wife  Sally  Brockman,  bought  from  Isaac  Graves,  who  bought  it  from  John  Brockman,  and 
Brockman  Bell  acquired  it  from  brother  William  B.  (Brockman)  Bell. 

During  the  war  between  the  States  some  soldiers  stopped  at  the  home  of  Lewis

It  is  my  will  that  if  my  daughter  Rebecca  Bell  doe  die  before  she  come  of 
age  or  bee  married  that  then  Mr.  Nicholas  Wren  Senior  shall  possess  my  land  for  him 
and  his  heirs  forever,  and  that  my  personal  estate  shall  be  divided  between  William 
Wren  and  Katharine  Ball  the  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Sarah  Ball. 

Seventhly.  It  is  my  will  that  all  my  moveable  goods  within  the  house  and  alsoe 
without  bee  sold  at  an  outcry  to  be  turned  into  tobacco  for  the  use  and  benefit  of 
my  children  by  my  executors  whome  I  shall  hereafter  name,  only  my  wife  shall  have 
the  privi ledge  when  the  debtors  are  paid,  to  take  her  part  out  in  kind  as  they  are. 

Eighthly.  I  doe  constitute  nominate  and  appoint  my  well  beloved  friends  Mr.  Andrew 
Jackson  and  Capt.  William  Lister  and  Doctor  James  Innis  and  Mr.  Nicholas  Wren  Senr. 
to  bee  my  true  and  lawful  executors  in  the  matters  of  this  my  will  and  doe  request 
and  desire  them  that  they  would  act  and  doe  as  much  as  in  themselves  for  the  good 
of  the  childe  and  if  they  should  happen  not  to  bee  all  of  one  mind  then  it  is  my 
will  that  they  shall  act  by  nluration  of  voices. 

Ninthly.  I  doe  constitute  and  appoint  my  well  beloved  friend  Mr.  Andrew  Jackson 
to  bee  my  child's  guardian  and  her  and  her  estate  to  take  into  his  possession  soe 
soone  as  he  can  after  my  demise  and  both  to  keep  until  the  childe  attains  to  the 
years  and  age  of  eighteen  and  noe  longer  unless  she  bee  willing. 

Tenthly.  I  doe  own  this  to  bee  my  last  will  and  testament,  renouncing  all  other 
wills,  and  in  witness  thereof  doe  set  my  hand  and  seale  this  day  and  date  above 
written.

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Corrections  to  Text  that  follows: 

Joshua  Lindsay  Brockman  is  recorded  in  the  family  Bible  as  having  a  wife,  Ann 
Eliza.  He  died  July  31,  1856,  his  wife  in  September  7,  1853, 

The  children  of  Elyjah  Brockman,  son  of  John,  are  not  confirmed.  Some  of  those 
mentioned  in  the  text  are  certainly  children  of  "Valentine  Brockman. 

The  original  copies  of  the  Orange  County  tithable  returns  1737-39  showed  Mr. 
Brockman  and  not  Mrs.  Brockman  as  previously  reported  (from  photostate  copies 
State  Library,  Richmond,  ^a.) 

Kelly  Jennings  (believed  to  have  been  the  second  husband  of  Mary  Brockman,  widow 
of  John)  left  a  will  at  Goochland,  dated  June  7,  1770,  probated  February  15,  1773, 
names  wife  Mary,  and  children,  Caleb,  Joshua  and  Mary. 

From  Mrs.  C.  T.  Brockman,  302  Bluegrass  Avenue,  Lexington,  Ky.,  comes  this; 

"My  father’s  name  is  William  Ambrose,  75  years  old  (1951),  grandfather,  Richard 
Thomas,  born  1749,  great-grandfather,  William  Thomas  Brockman,  all  from  Boone 
County,  F.y.  (Probably  son  of  Thomas,  son  of  William  of  Albemarle) 

From  Mrs.  C.  J.  Willard,  "George  Richard  Nealy  worked  as  a  mill  man  and  as  superi¬ 
ntendent  of  a  group  of  mines  in  the  Tri  State  area.  He  died  April  5,  1922. 

Samuel  Burrus  Brockman,  youngest  son  of  Durrett,  was  named  after  his  paternal 
grandfather,  Samuel  Burris  Brockman,  Jr.,  executed  a  deed  January  5,  1835  to 
Joseph  Richerson.  Jacquelyn  Louise,  daughter  of  Crystal  Nealy  and  Alton  Willard, 
was  married  March  26,  1949,  in  Baxter  Springs,  Mo.  to  Marvin  Miner,  son  of  Bertrand 
Max  Miner  and  his  wife,  Ethel  Mae  Pickering.  Corporal  Miner  of  the  Lightening 
Division,  served  in  1946  as  Secretary  for  Col.  Hensley  of  Berlin.  Jackie  and 
Marvin  have  a  son,  Keith  Dale,  born  September  11,  1950. 

Russell  H.  Ellis,  husband  of  Caroline  Brockman,  of  Greenway,  Orange  County,  Va. 
died  March  20,  1952  at  the  age  of  71.  He  was  son  of  John  Ellis,  my  first  Sunday 
School  teacher.  He  was  a  grand  and  noble  man,  and  his  family  have  stood  the  test 
for  many  generations.  He  was  a  successful  farmer  and  cattle  dealer  living  on  the 
old  home  place  on  the  North  Anna  River.  Generous,  kind  and  sympathetic,  he  was  a 
good  son,  husband  and  father,  and  the  best  of  neighbors.-  W.  E.  Brockman 

Mrs.  C.  J.  Willard  has  called  attention  to  the  murder  of  Francis  Wisdom,  1758,  son 
of  John  Wisdom  and  Ann  Collins,  and  sonr-in-law  of  Roger  Bell,  the  latter  leaving  a 
legacy  in  his  will  1774  to  Lucy  and  Franky  Wisdom.  Mary  Wisdom,  sister  of  Francis, 
married  first  a  Perry  and  had  a  son,  Lewis,  who  married  Mary  Burrus,  daughter  of 
Thomas,  and  had  children  Dicy,  Elijah  and  Fanny.  He  married  second  by  1782  Jane 
Bourne,  and  moved  to  Woodford  County,  Kentucky.  Dicy  Perry  married  Obed  Hancock, 
December  23,  1790.

*Probably  father  of  Joseph  who  died  1757  and  whose  wife  was  Susanna. 

The  heirs  of  Asa  Brockman  executed  a  deed  June  1,  1892,  to  Chas.  W.  Anderson  and 
wife  Bettie,  indicating  Asa's  daughter  Bettie  had  her  second  husband. 

William  Edward  Brockman's  eldest  daughter  Mary  Emma  married  1st  -  William  W.  Sewell, 
9-19-78  in  Lafayette  County,  Mo.,  divorced  him  8-15-82  and  married  E.  D.  F.  Hunger- 
ford  8-13-87  in  Rich  Hill,  Bates  County,  Mo. 


Herbert  Palfrey  Pur sell ,  Jr.,  married  Jane  Frances  Armstrong  6-6-51  in  New  Orleans, 
La. 
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An  error  occurred  in  naming  the  parents  of  Alice  Burrus,  who  married  Allie  T. 
Brockman.  She  was  daughter  of  Robert  Burrus  and  Ann  E,  Graves. 

Mary  Eustace  Halsey,  now  Mrs.  Kenneth  C.  Brockman,  was  daughter  of  Robert  Ogden 
and  Eloisa  Walker  Halsey,  and  granddaughter  of  Benjamin  Walker  and  Lucy  E.  Blackwell 
Walker.  I  ommitted  saying  that  Kenneth  Russell  Ellis  gave  his  life  in  the  service 
of  his  country  in  the  European  theater  of  operations,  World  War  II,  June  9,  1944. 

Mary  Singleton,  daughter  of  Samuel  Brockman  I,  spent  the  last  years  of  her  life 
with  her  son-in-law  John  Webb,  (Orange  Co.  Order  book)  Her  middle  initial  was  M 
(possibly  Mason,  Madison,  or  Minor.) 

Photostats  from  the  family  Bible  of  William  Brockman,  (the  original  now  in  the 
hands  of  Miss  Vella  Good,  Frankfort,  Indiana)  son  of  John  and  Mary  Collins  Brockman, 
discloses  that  he  and  his  wife  Elizabeth  had  a  child  whose  name  appears  to  be  Fenney, 
born  July  25,  1767.

Anthony,  William,  Elizabeth,  Franky  (n.  Crawley);  Elizabeth  m.  Smith.  Samuel, 
Thomas,  Franky  and  Elizabeth  received  each  one-fifth  of  the  estate,  and  the  four 
grandchildren  received  one-fifth. 


The  will  of  John  Brockman  (1756,  Orange  County)  leaves  property  to  a  daughter 
Susannah  Atkins.  The  Douglass  Register  records  the  marriage  of  Jo  Atkins  and  Sarah 
Brockman,  1753.  This  is  apparently  an  error,  since  Sarah  was  still  a  minor  in  1759, 
as  shown  by  guardian  bond.

John  Atkins  who  married  Susannah  Brockman  is  said  to  have  been  a  private  in  the 
Rev.  War. 

Will  Book  4,  P.  385  -  John  Atkins'  will  mentions  wife  Susanna  and  names  the  following 
children; 

Joseph,  John,  Hezekiah,  Rhody  Bell,  Rebecca  Landrum,  Susanna  Landrum. 

John  adds  a  codicil  saying  his  son  Joseph  died  and  he  divided  the  property  that 
Joseph  was  to  have  inherited  between  Josenh's  sons  Spencer  &  Jonathan,  and  also  two 
grandchildren  of  John's  daughter  Sally  Johnson,  named  Susanna  Johnson  and  Jonathan 
Johnson.  Will  probated  1811.  Witnesses;  John  Brockman,  Sr.  &  John  Brockman,  Jr. 

Joseph  Atkins,  Jr.  is  said  to  have  been  pallbearer  of  the  funeral  of  Pres, 
Madison. 

John  Atkins,  son  of  John  Atkins  and  Susanna  Brockman,  enlisted  in  Rev.  War  in 
Feb.  1776  and  served  as  a  private  in  Capt.  Geo.  Stubblefield's  company  in  the  5th 
Va.  Regt.  He  was  discharged  in  1778  after  two  years  service.  He  was  allowed  pen¬ 
sion  on  his  application  dated  Apr.  27,  1818,  while  he  was  residing  in  Orange  Co., 

Va. ,  aged  about  67  years.  He  had  daughter  Betty  Groom,  aged  49  years,  in  1820,  and 
two  grandchildren  Solomon  Groom,  aged  20,  and  Betty  Groom,  aged  16.  John  Atkins 
died  Nov.  18,  1837.  Pension  #S37690. 

Milly  James  was  daughter  of  Samuel  James,  d.  1755,  of  Orange  %.  and  wife

Elizabeth  and  Anna  Maria  were  known  for  their  graciousness  and  beauty.  They 
were  intimate  friends  of  Pres.  Madison's  family,  and  known  as  the  "Belles  of  Orange" 
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Spencer  Atkins,  son  of  Jos.  Atkins  and  Milly  James,  was  married  at  Louisa, 
June  11,  1795,  to  Rebecca  Young,  daughter  of  Stephen  Young  and  hi6  wife,  a  Miss 
Yancy,  a  cousin.  Children:

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The  James  Family 

(Hannah  James,  married  Charles  Hume,  6th  son  of  Emigrant  George  Hime, 
ancestor  of  W.  E.  Brockman.) 

The  James  Family  is  of  English  origin.  The  early  records  of  the  Eastern  Vir¬ 
ginia  counties  show  the  name  soon  after  the  settlement  at  Jamestown, 

uIn  1632  Captain  Nicholas  Martin  represented  the  Island  (Kent  Island)  in  the 
House  of  Burgesses,  and  the  Reverend  Richard  James,  of  the  established  Church,  was 
in  charge  of  the  settlement,  etc...”  (William  &  Mary  Quarterly ,  Vol.  1,  Second 
Series  page  79.) 

"In  a  volume  of  the  Collection  of  the  Acts  of  the  Assembly*  printed  at  Wil¬ 
liamsburg  by  William  Parks,  1733,  and  in  the  Virginia  State  Library,  are  the  sig¬ 
natures  of  Thurston,  John  and  George  W.  James  etc."  (William  &  Mary  Quarterly, 

Volume  I,  page  276.) 

The  name  appears  among  the  Orange  County  records  as  early  as  1740. 

Samuel  James,  father  of  James  Spencer  James,  died  young.  His  will  in  Orange 
County,  dated  December  14,  1754,  was  probated  February  27,  1755.  He  bequeathed  hi6 
estate  to  his  wife,  Mildred,  during  her  lifetime  or  widowhood,  and  directed  that  in 
case  she  died  or  re-married,  his  brother,  Thomas  James,  should  be  executor  and 
divide  his  estate  among  his  children.  His  children  are  not  named  in  the  will. 
Mildred  James  qualified  as  executrix  of  her  husband,  with  William  Taliaferro  her 
security,  in  the  sum  of  one  hundred  pounds.  (Will  Book  2,  p.  200 ) . 

At  a  court  held  for  Orange  county  September  23,  1754,  on  the  motion  of  Mildred 
James,  her  tithables  were  ordered  to  be  added  to  the  lists.  (Orange  county  Order 
Book,  1754-1763,  p.  26.) 

Mildred  James,  together  with  Colonel  George  Taylor,  Erasmus  Taylor,  Sarah 
Slaughter  and  Betty  Slaughter,  stood  as  sureties  at  the  christening  of  Nicholas 
Taliferro,  born  October  30th,  1757,  son  of  William  and  Mary  (Battaile)  Taliaferro 
of  "Newington"*  on  Mountain  Run,  Orange  county,  and  grandson  of  John  and  Mary  (Cat¬ 
lett)  Taliaferro.  (William  and  Mary  Quarterly,  Volume  1  p.  147.) 

In  1765,  Mildred  James,  widow,  bound  her  son,  John  James,  as  an  apprentice  to 
Hezekiah  Brown,  joiner,  "to  learn  the  art,  trade  and  history  of  a  Joiner  and  Car¬ 
penter."  (Orange  county  records).  In  1785  William  Bell,  in  the  State  Enumerations, 
listed  Mildred  James  as  the  head  of  a  family,  with  three  white  souls,  1  dwelling, 
and  two  other  buildings.  (Heads  of  Families,  Virginia,  1790).  She  appears  on  the 
Orange  county  personal  property  returns  of  1783,  charged  with  one  tithable,  three 
houses,  six  cattle,  her  slave  being  reported  exempt.  Mrs.  James  petitioned  the 
General  Assembly  for  the  arrears  due  on  the  pension  of  her  late  son,  Catlett,  sol¬ 
dier  of  the  Revolutionary  War.  An  act  passed  on  December  15,  1791  directed  same  to 
be  paid.  (Hening,  Volume  13,  p.  322).  Her  will  dated  October  28,  1802,  was  pro¬ 
bated  April  25,  1803.  Jos  Atkins,  her  son-in-law  was  executor,  with  Spencer  Atkins 
his  security.  She  mentioned  her  daughter  Betty  Smith,  son  James,  granddaughter 
Milly  James,  and  leaves  her  land  to  Milly  Atkins — "her  equal  part  with  her  brothers." 
Her  sons  Catlett  and  Stephen  had  died  during  her  lifetime.  She  does  not  mention 
John,  who  is  thought  also  to  have  died  during  her  lifetime.  (Orange  County  Will 
Book,  4,  p.  74). 

Note:  Hannah  James,  b.  Faquier  11-10-1745,  m.  on  Dec.  26,  1764,  Charles  Hime,  an¬ 
cestor  of  W.  E.  B. 

*  Nev/ington  name  of  Brockman  estate  in  England. 
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Catlett  James  was  evidently  the  oldest  son  of  Samuel  and  Mildred  James,  and 
does,  not  seem  to  have  married.  He  served  in. the  First  Virginia  Regiment,  during 
the  Revolutionary  War,  and  appears  on  the  pay  roll  of  Captain  Richard  Taylor1 s 
Company,  for  May  and  June  1777,  (War  Records  Department,  Library  of  Congress  18-l) 
and  on  the  rolls  of  Captain  Callohill  Minnis1  Company  in  May  and  June  1779.  (W.D. 

285-1).  March  5,  1784  he  drew  pay  as  a  Soldier  of  Infantry  445554  (War  4,  p.  234). 
In  1782  he  appears  on  the  Orange  county  personal  property  returns,  charged  with  one 
free  male  and  three  cattle.  He  also  owned  a  small  tract  of  land,  which  passed, 
upon  his  death,  to  his  mother.  Catlett  James  died  May  22,  1788,  as  shown  by  the 
petition  to  the  Virginia  Legislature,  when  his  mother,  Mildred  James,  asked  that 
the  arrears  due  him  as  a  pensioner  be  paid  her.  (Orange  Petitions  #2532,  October 
31,  1791.) 

Stephen  James,  son  of  Samuel  and  Mildred,  was  born  in  1748  and  died  in  1782.  He 
served  in  the  Revolution  and  on  August  5,  1783,  his  pay  as  Corporal  of  Infantry, 
L79.5.8  was  paid  to  Thomas  Asselin.  (War  4,  p.  232).  He  married  Polly  Pickett, 
daughter  of  John  Pickett,  of  Culpeper  County.  The  will  of  John  Pickett  bears  date 
July  9,  1803  in  which  he  mentions  his  wife,  Hannah,  and  children,  John,  William, 

Caty  Hume,  Elizabeth  Settle,  Polly  James,  Sally,  Judith,  Nancy,  Hannah  and  Lucy. 
(Slaughter's  Notes  of  Culpeper,  part  II  p.  53).  He  is  evidently  the  John  Pickett 
who  received  pay  for  services  in  the  Revolutionary  Army,  October  5,  1783,  L. 6450.50. 
"War  4,  p.  306). 

James  Spencer  James,  son  of  Samuel  and  Mildred  James,  was  born  1750,  and  died 
1834.  He  gave  bond  in  Orange  county,  August  21,  1780,  for  his  marriage  with  Francis 
Davis,  Philemon  Davis  being  his  security.  (Orange  county  Marriage  Bonds i  also  Vir¬ 
ginia  Magazine,  Vol.  26  p.  195).  The  marriage  ceremony  was  performed  August  22,  by 
the  Reverend  William  Douglas  (Douglas  Register,  p.  28).  Spencer  James  is  listed  on 
the  Orange  county  personal  property  returns  for  1782,  and  is  charged  with  his  own 
head  tax,  five  slaves,  (Palace,  Jeffery,  Sharper,  Billy  and  Charles),  seven  horses 
and  four  cattle.  In  1783,  he  appears  in  the  Henry  County  tax  records  as  paying  on 
himself,  two  slaves  (Sam  and  Anthony)  1  horse  and  1  covering  horse. 

In  1784  he  had  brought  from  Orange  county  three  of  the  slaves  he  owned  there 
and  for  that  year  is  charged  his  own  head  tax  one  slave  over  16  years  of  age,  two 
salves  under  16  years  of  age,  (Sharp,  Billy  and  Charles)  six  horses,  eight  cattle, 
and  one  covering  horse.  He  purchased  400  acres  in  Henry  county  and  received  a 
grant  of  100  acres  adjoining  it,  but  in  Franklin  county.  When  Franklin  county  was 
formed  he  was  in  that  area  and  appears  on  the  Franklin  county  personal  property 
returns  of  1786  as  "James  Spencer  James",  being  charged  with  one  white  tithe,  two 
slaves  under  16  years  of  age,  seven  horses,  eight  cattle  and  one  stud  horse.  He 
married,  secondly,  Frances  (Fannie)  Baker,  (1752-1814).  In  the  will  of  his  mother, 
Mrs.  Mildred  James,  probated  in  Orange  county  in  1803,  he  is  designated  as  "son 
James",  and  she  also  mentions  a  granddaughter  Milly  Jemes,  probably  his  daughter. 

James  Spencer  James  had  issues  (l)  Catlett  James,  born  March  3,  1786  died 
July  3,  1863,  Merried  Elizabeth  Thompson,  born  August  26,  1805,  died  July  5,  1863; 
(2)  Phebe  Bird  James,  who  married  Chesley  Ashley  of  Smythe  county;  (3)  Elizabeth 
James  who  married  William  James  of  Smythe  county;  (4)  Braxton,  died  unmarried;  (5) 
Fannie  James,  who  married  Ezekiel  James  of  Smythe  county;  (6)  James  D.  James  who 
married  a  Miss  Foster  and  moved  to  Georgia;  (?)  Catherine  Sneline  James  who  married 
Samuel  W.  Thompson  and  (8)  Mildred  Baker  James  who  married  Bartholomew  Baker. 

Betty,  daughter  of  Samuel  and  Mildred  James  is  mentioned  in  her  mother's  will 
but  her  husband's  name  is  not  available  here.

Mildred  James,  daughter  of  Samuel  and  Mildred,  married  in  1775,  Joseph  Atkins. 
(Virginia  Magazine  Vol.  26,  p.  192  Orange  county  Marriage  Bonds).  He  was  Joseph 
Atkins,  Sr,  horn  May  27,  1755,  son  of  John  Atkins  and  Susanna  Brockman,  his  wife, 
one  of  13  children  whose  names  appear  in  the  Douglas  Register.  Sarah  Atkins,  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Joseph  and  Mildred,  was  horn  February  29,  1779,  baptized  August  5,  1784; 
Jonathan  as  born  April  25,  1782,  baptized  1784;  Parham  was  born  July  29,  1789  and 
baptized  August  21,  1790,  Davis  was  born  April  3,  1790,  and  baptized  August  21, 

1790.  (Douglas  Register,  p.  153.)  Their  daughter  Mildred  Atkins  is  not  entered  in 
the  aforesaid  register,  but  is  mentioned  in  the  will  of  her  grandmother,  Mildred 
James,  and  was  bequeathed  an  equal  share  with  her  brothers  and  sisters  in  her 
grandmother's  land. 

John  James,  was  probably  the  youngest  son  of  Samuel  and  Mildred  James  as  ap¬ 
prentices  were  usually  bound  when  about  14  years  of  age.  The  Orange  county  records 
show  that  in  1765,  Mrs.  Mildred  James,  widow,  bound  her  son  John  to  Hesikiah  Brown, 
joiner,  "to  learn  the  art,  trade  and  mistery  of  a  Joiner  and  Carpenter."  There 
were  several  John  James's  who  served  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  but  it  is  difficult 
to  identify  them.  This  John  was  a  supporter  of  the  American  cause  as  is  evidenced 
by  his  signature  to  a  petition  presented  to  the  House  of  Delegates  of  Virginia, 
December  5,  1777,  by  citizens  of  Orange  county,  "praying,  that  the  cultivation  of 
tobacco  may  be  restrained,  and  greater  opportunity  thereby  given  for  the  raising 
and  manufacturing  of  articles  necessary  for  the  Army  and  the  prosecution  of  the 
war."  This  is  the  last  record  of  John  James.  His  name  does  not  appear  on  the  1782 
tax  returns,  nor  is  he  mentioned  in  the  will  of  his  mother,  Mildred.  He  probably 
died  during  her  lifetime.  Unless  he  was  the  John  James  to  whom  land  was  granted  in 
Henry  county,  no  descendants  of  Samuel  James  of  Orange  lived  in  Franklin  save 
through  the  issue  of  James  Spencer  James. 

Catlett  James,  born  May  3,  1786,  died  July  3,  1863,  was  the  eldest  child  of 
James  Spencer.  He  lived  at  the  old  James  Homestead  and  he  was  one  of  the  adminis¬ 
trators  of  his  father's  estate.  B,.  Clifford  Goode  has  an  old  ledger  owned  by 
James  Spencer  James,  which  lists  items  in  the  sale  of  the  personal  property  of 
James  Spencer  James,  who  died  in  1834.  The  estate  was  considered  large  for  that 
day.  Each  of  the  eight  legatees  received  $2, 176.27  after  all  accounts  were  settled 
by  the  Commissioners,  Catlett  James  and  S.  C.  Morris. 

An  interesting  article  in  the  ledger  is  the  dates  of  births  of  the  Negroes, 
who  belonged  to  James  Spencer  James.  The  following  article  of  agreement  for  the 
sale  of  a  Negro  is  written  in  the  book:  "Know  all  men  by  these  presents,  that  I, 
Spencer  James  of  the  county  of  Franklin  in  the  state  of  Virginia  have  bargained  and 
sold  unto  Catlett  James  of  the  county  and  state  aforesaid  one  certain  Negro  man 
named  Harry,  for  an  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  Five  Hundred  Dollars  in  hand 
paid  by  said  Catlett  James,  the  right  and  title  of  the  said  Negro  Harry  I  will  war¬ 
rant  and  forever  defend  unto  the  said  Catlett  James  against  the  Claim  or  demand  of 
any  person  or  persons  whatsoever  as  witness  my  hand  and  seal  This  the  17th  day 
November,  1814." 

Catlett  James  married  Elizabeth  Thompson  December  21,  1826  (Pittsylvania  county 
Marriage  Bonds.)  Pyrant  Thompson  was  the  signer  of  the  Certificate.  Elizabeth 
(Thompson)  James,  born  August  26,  1805,  died  July  5,  1863,  was  the  daughter  of  Dr. 
Jennings  and  Elizabeth  Thompson  of  Pittsylvania.  Dr.  Jennings  Thompson  was  a  sol¬ 
dier  in  the  Virginia  Militia  during  the  Revolution.  He  was  placed  on  the  Pension 
Roll  March  4,  1831.

Evidence  that  Mary,  wife  of  Samuel  Brockman  I,  was  a  Madison  is  relatively 
strong.  That  the  Brockmane ,  Madisons  and  the  Willis  family  were  related  there  is 
no  doubt.  To  find  the  exact  tie  has  been  impossible,  so  far.  Recently  the  family 
Bible  of  Ambrose  Brockman  was  located,  and  in  it  is  recorded  the  birth  of  a  son, 

John  Mason  Brockman,  and  since  M.  appears  as  the  middle  initial  of  many  of  the 
3rockmans  for  five  generations,  it  appears  to  have  some  significance. 

Mary,  daughter  of  Samuel  Brockman,  in  a  transfer  of  personal  property,  Septem¬ 
ber  21,  1774,  indicated  that  her  husband,  John  Singleton,  was  deceased  and  that  she 
was  then  living  and  intended  to  pass  the  remainder  of  her  life  with  her  daughter, 
Mary,  wife  of  John  Crittenden  Webb.  In  this  transfer  she  signed  her  name  Mary  M. 
Mary  Madison  Brockman  or  was  it  Mary  Mason?  Mary,  widow  of  Samuel  Brockman  I,  died 
by  1779  when  her  estate  was  divided.  The  Webbs,  singletons  and  Masons  intermarried 
and  they  are  bound  to  have  intermarried  with  the  Brockmans  to  account  for  the  name 
appearing  as  a  middle  name  for  some  of  the  early  Brockmans. 

The  will  of  John  Singleton  has  not  been  discovered  so  he  must  have  died  intes¬ 
tate  as  the  family  lived  in  Orange,  although  some  of  the  Singleton  family  went  to 
the  South,  and  some  to  Kentucky.  Daniel  Singleton,  of  Orange  County,  who  was  of  the 
right  age  to  have  been  a  brother  of  John,  left  a  will  dated  1790,  probated  1794, 
witnessed  by  William  Bennett  Webb,  Samuel  Masson  and  Goodrich  L.  Grasty.  Legatees 
Manoah  Singleton,  daughters  Lois  Looker,  Susanna  Lancaster,  Joannah  Lancaster,  Mary 
Perry,  Edmond  Singleton,  Martha  Procter,  Sarah,  Susannah  and  Elizabeth,  daughters 
of  Susanna  Lancaster.  Executors,  friend  Richard  C.  Webb,  and  sons-in-law  Uriah 
Procter  and  Richard  Lancaster. 

Edmond  Singleton,  son  of  Daniel,  left  a  will  in  Jessamine  County,  Ky.  probated 
May,  1814.  Legatees,  wife,  Margaret,  daughter,  Elizabeth  Mason,  daughter,  Martha 
Craig,  Son,  Daniel,  Daughter,  Polly,  daughter  Sally,  sons,  James,  George  and  John. 
Mason  Singleton  left  a  will  in  Jessamine  County  also  July  27,  1833.  Legatees,  wife, 
Fanny,  Son,  Waller,  son,  Jeremiah,  son,  Moses,  daughter,  Lucy,  Jane,  son,  Mason, 
son,  Joel  W. ,  Lewis,  Elizabeth  Price,  possibly  daughter  by  first  wife. 

The  George  Mason  family  who  lived  at  Gunston  Hall,  Va. ,  may  have  been  the  same 
as  the  Orange  County  family,  in  fact  it  is  a  foregone  conclusion.  What  relation 
Mary  Mason,  if  that  was  the  name  of  Samuel's  wife,  was  to  George,  the  Declaration 
signer,  is  not  known,  but  that  she  came  from  that  family  can  not  be  disputed. 

George  Mason  died  intestate  at  Orange  in  1735.  Ann  Mason  was  appointed  administra¬ 
trix  of  George  Mason,  Gent. 

Most  certainly  the  Webbs,  Masons  and  Singletons  intermarried,  and  the  Brockmans, 
Singletons  and  Webbs  intermarried.  We  Just  have  to  assume  that  the  Brockmans  and 
Masons  intermarried  because  of  the  name  Mason  being  us-ed  by  Brockmans.

I  give  unto  Micajah  Mason  and  Charles  Mason  all  the  lands  I  have  or  may  have 
hereafter  get  secured  in  Kentucky  County  to  be  equally  divided  between  them,  ex¬ 
cluding  a  Legacy  of  10  L  cash  in  lieu  of  their  propotion  of  the  tract  of  land  I  now 
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live  on,  to  them  and  their  heirs  forever,  to  he  received  at  the  time  of  the  division 
of  my  estate. 

Item. 

I  give  to  my  son,  Samuel  Mason,  10  L  to  he  received  as  above  mentioned  hut 
should  he  die  before  he  comes  of  age,  my  will  is  that  the  said  Legacy  given  him  do 
return  to  the  body  of  my  estate  and  to  he  excluded  from  any  other  part  or  portion 
of  my  estate  hereafter. 

Item. 

I  lend  to  my  beloved  Rebecca  all  the  land  and  plantation  I  now  live  on  during 
her  lifetime,  excluding  4  negroes  -  (  their  names)  a  long  listing  of  horses, 
cattle,  sheep,  corn,  furniture  to  be  equally  divided  among  the  following  children, 
namely:  Micajah,  Charles,  Sarah,  Elizabeth,  James,  George,  Peter,  Joseph,  and  my 
grandson,  Charles  Bailey,  and  my  young  daughter,  Nancy,  to  be  divided  at  the  time 
of  the  death  of  my  wife.

The  name  Mason  turns  up  again  in  connection  with  the  Aylett  family.  Captains 
John  and  William  Aylett  each  received  land  grants  from  Charles  II.  Captain  William 
for  8,000  acres  in  1660.  Major  William,  son  of  Capt.  William,  was  clerk  of  King 
William  1702-1714,  and  was  father  of  one  Philipp.  His  mother  was  Mary  Mason  Aylett, 
and  it  is  recorded  that  one  Philipp  married  in  1786  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Patrick 
Henry.  A  John  Aylett  married  Elizabeth  Dandridge,  April  10,  1773.  She  married 
second  Henlay, 

John  Aylett  patented  2,400  acres  of  land  on  Gold  Mine  Creek  in  1734  in  Louisa 
County.  In  1751-52  a  Philipp  Aylett  and  wife,  Elizabeth,  for  45L  sold  199  acres  in 
Louisa  County,  part  of  a  patent  of  John  Aylett,  "next  to  William  Ayletts  orphans". 

It  would  appear  that  this  Philipp  was  son  of  John,  the  patentee,  and  his  wife, 
Elizabeth,  likely  a  Mason,  So  our  Phil  Aylett  was  son  of  John,  the  patentee,  and 

brother  of  William  Aylett,  who  was  deceased  in  1752,  since  these  two  men  were  the 

owners  of  the  land  patented  by  John  Aylett  in  Louisa,  1734. 

The  Louisa  County  land  patented  by  John  Aylett  in  1734,  and  sold  to  John  Brock¬ 
man  by  Philipp  Aylett  and  wife  Elizabeth  (probably  Mason)  in  1751  for  a  nominal 
price  of  45  English  pounds,  was  a  part  of  the  tract  of  2,400  acres,  which  land  was 
between  the  North  Anna  River  and  where  Gold  Mine  Creek  empties  into  it.  While  I 
did  not  live  on  this  tract,  it  was  right  at  my  back  door  and  I  was  baptised  out  of 

Gold  Mine  Church  which  on  that  day  in  1902,  did  not  have  enough  water  for  the  pur¬ 

pose,  so  the  parson  Rev.  Aubrey  Williams  took  me  and  others  up  to  Thomas  Woolfolk* s 
ice  pond.  Now  John  Aylett1 s  wife  was  Mary  Meriwether,  a  daughter  of  Nicolas  Meri¬ 
wether,  who  was  born  October  26,  1667  and  who  left  a  will  at  Albemarle,  1744. 
nicolas  had  a  patent  of  1,020  acres  west  of  the  Southwest  mountains  adjoining  the 
land  of  the  Brockmans.  Nov/  whether  John  Brockman  came  into  the  possession  of  hie 
199  acres  as  a  legacy  from  the  Mason  family,  the  Meriwether  family,  or  just  for 
hard  cold  cash  is  a  moot  question.  This  is  my  fifth  book  on  the  Brockman  family 
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since  1918 — time  marches  on — I  hope  to  leave  enough  clues  so  that  the  next  "blood¬ 
hound  can  pick  up  the  trail. 

Col.  Robert  Lewis  who  married  Jane  Meriwether  got  the  Rivanna  property,  1,020 
acres,  so  say6  Dr.  Woods.  (I  did  not  check  this,  but  one  third  of  it  would  have 
been  about  350  acres  left  by  the  will  of  Samuel  Brockman  I)  Mary,  daughter  of 
Zachary  Lewis,  married  Francis,  the  nephew  of  old  Nic  Meriwether,  and  Zachary  was 
frequent  signer  of  Brockman  documents.  So  we  have  Mason,  Madison,  and  Meriwether 
as  candidates  for  the  surname  of  Mary,  wife  of  Samuel  Brockman.  Of  course,  Zachary 
Lewis  married  Mary  Waller  and  Joseph  Woolfolk's  mother  was  a  Waller. 

Col.  David  Meriwether,  will  at  Louisa  January  22,  1745,  married  Judith  Burnley, 
daughter  of  John,  who  in  his  will  Hanover,  October  26,  1778,  left  legacies  to  David, 
James  and  William  Meriwether,  sons  of  sister,  Judith,  deceased.  David  did  not  name 
a  wife  in  his  will.  He  had  eight  children,  and  the  mother  of  the  first  five  was 
apparently  Ann  Holmes,  which  is  according  to  Dr.  Wood's  History.  The  Burnley's 
went  to  Orange  and  Albemarle,  and  William  Brockman  had  his  home  Bleake  Hill  in 
sight  of  Burnleys  station. 

From  Mrs.  M.  S.  Kretschmar,  Gamwyn  Park,  Greenville,  Mississippi,  we  have? 

"From  information  I  have,  found  in  Kentucky,  Frankfort  I  think,  an  old  Brockman 
rhart  was  made  out  before  1806  by  Eleanor  Brockman,  stating  that  her  grandfather 
Samuel  was  son  of  Henry  Brockman  and  Rebecca  Salmon,  of  the  Barbadoes  and  Maryland." 
The  Salmons  and  Madisons  and  Brockmans  went  hand  in  hand  as  neighbors.  The  death  of 
James  Madison,  father  of  the  President,  was  recorded  as  being  at  Montpelier,  Albe¬ 
marle  County,  Virginia,  where  the  Brockmans,  Madisons  and  Salmons  had  land.  Mont¬ 
pelier  now  in  Orange,  was  so  close  to  the  Albemarle  line  that  it  was  so  recorded, 
and  not  till  later  years  was  the  line  definitely  set. 

The  association  of  names  does  not  give  nroof,  but  does  furnish  valuable  clues 
to  research.  Eeautiful  Mount  Airy,  in  Prince  George  County,  Maryland,  the  home  of 
John  Parke  Custis,  suggests  a  relationship  with  the  Brockmans,  since  John  of  Orange 
named  his  home  Mount  Airy.  John  Custis,  father  of  John  Parke  Custis,  married 
Frances  Parke  and  they  went  to  live  at  the  "White  House"  at  the  head  of  the  York 
River,  on  the  Pamunkey.  Their  son,  Daniel  Parke  Custis,  married  Martha  Dandridge. 
Samuel  Brockman  in  some  way  felt  the  urge,  perhaps  just  admiration,  to  name  his 
Orange  home  the  "White  House". 


Custl 8- Dandridge  Excursus 

Prior  to  1650,  John  Custis  and  children,  John,  William  and  Ann,  came  to  the 

Eastern  shore  of  Virginia  and  lived  for  three  generations  in  and  near  the  estate  of 

Arlington  in  Northampton  County.  Son  John  died  in  1696  and  left  a  son  John  of 
"Wilsonia",  whose  wife  was  Margaret  Mitchell.  A  fourth  John  Custis  married  Frances 
Parke  and  went  to  live  in  New  Kent  County,  having  come  into  the  possession  of  the 
"White  House"  ancestral  home  of  the  Bassets.  I  believe  that  ownership  came  through 

the  earlier  marriage  of  Bassets  and  Dandridgee.  Daniel  Parke  Custis,  son  of  John, 

inherited  the  "White  House"  at  age  38.  Daniel  Parke  Custis  married  Martha  Dan¬ 
dridge.  After  his  death  in  1757,  the  widow  and  her  children,  John  Parke  and  Martha, 
remained  at  the  "White  House."  Within  two  years  Martha  Custis  married  George 
Washington.  John  Parke  Custis,  stepson  of  George  Washington,  went  to  live  at 
Abingdon  on  the  Potomac,  Right  across  the  river  was  Prince  George  County,  Ma.ryland, 
and  Mount  Airy,  a  portion  of  Prince  George  being  taken  to  form  the  District  of 
Columbia  and  the  National  capitol.  John  Parke  Custis  was  born  1753,  and  under  the 
tutelage  of  his  stepfather,  George  Washington,  came  to  know  the  Calverts  of  Mount 
Airy,  where  Washington  often  visited.  In  1774,  John  Parke  Custis  married  Eleanor 
Calvert,  granddaughter  of  the  5th  Lord  Baltimore.  Elizabeth  was  born  1776  and 
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Martha,  1777;  Eleanor  was  horn  1779,  and  George  Washington  Custis  was  "born  at  Mount 
Airy,  1781,  the  year  of  his  father’s  death  at  Yorktown  with  fever. 


The  homestead  Mount  Airy  in  Prince  George  County,  must  have  been  in  the  area 
where  Henry  Brockman  went  to  live  when  he  left  St.  Marie 1 s  County.  What  associa¬ 
tion  by  marriage  or  personal  relationship  caused  John  Brockman,  great  grandson  of 
Henry,  to  name  his  Orange  County  home  Mount  Airy  and  Samuel,  son  of  Henry,  to  name 
his  home  the  White  House  after  the  Basset,  Dandridge  and  Custis  home,  cannot  be 
known,  but  that  it  has  some  significance,  there  is  no  doubt.  John  Brockman,  whose 
funeral  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hudson,  pastor  of  the  Bruton  Church  at  Williams¬ 
burg,  1696,  may  have  been  a  brother  of  Henry  or  more  likely  an  uncle.  John  Brocke, 
legatee  of  Capt.  William  Bassett,  New  Kent,  1671,  and  Mary  Brock  who  was  granted  a 
patent  with  John  Madison,  1717,  may  have  been  husband  and  wife,  and  he  a  brother 
of  Henry  Brockman. 

Thomas  Brokeman,  son  of  William  (will  England,  1525)  must  have  been  of  age 
when  his  father  died.  Since  his  brother  Henry  died  1573,  it  is  fair  to  assume  that 
Thomas  died  by  1600.  Since  he  would  not  be  entitled  to  the  protection  of  the  head 
of  the  house,  who  in  most  cases  was  fined  for  opposition  to  the  government,  it  is 
likely  that  he  left  Kent  County,  England.  He  may  have  gone  to  Holland  or  Germany 
and  his  children  may  have  taken  refuge  in  the  Barbadoes.  Thomas  Brookman,  who 
buried  his  wife  in  the  Barbadoes,  1678,  could  have  been  a  son  of  this  Thomas.  On 
the  other  hand,  our  Thomas  could  have  been  the  sone  of  Thomas  of  Essex  and  grandson 
of  John  Brockman  and  wife,  Florence  St.  leger.  His  wife  was  Ann  Bonus,  and  they 
had  children,  Thos.,  John,  Henry  and  four  daughters.  Information  passed  down  by 
the  family  of  William  Brockman  of  Virginia  and  Kentucky,  quotes  definitely  Henry 
Brockman  of  Virginia  and  Kentucky,  quotes  definitely  Henry  Brockman,  "When  the 
protestants  took  over  and  refused  to  allow  Catholic  services,  my  father  left  Eng¬ 
land  and  came  to  the  Barbadoes."  It  is  more  than  circumstantial  evidence  that 
Henry  Brockman  sold  his  land  to  Thomas  Salmon,  that  both  families  went  to  the  lower 
counties,  then  Albemarle,  Orange  and  Culpeper  and  that  John  Brockman,  grandson  of 
Samuel  I  we nt  to  the  Carolinas  where  George  Salmon,  a  public  surveyor,  surveyed  the 
516  acres  acquired  by  John  Brockman.  Barney  Brockman,  son  of  Major,  claimed  that 
the  Brockmans  came  from  Germany,  and  it  is  very  conceivable  that  Thomas,  being 
politically  and  religiously  persona  non  grata,  may  have  gone  to  Holland  or  Germany 
where  he  took  passage  as  a  Dutch  or  German  citizen. 
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Mason-  Macon-  Aylett. 

Although  Mason  and  Macon  are  treated  as  two  different  families,  it  is  con¬ 
cluded  that  sometime  they  are  the  same  and  are  so  treated  in  Reference  Libraries. 

The  author  of  the  George  Mason  family  starts  out  with  Col.  George  Mason,  horn  1690, 
died  1735.  He  gives  a  very  intimate  and  pretty  picture  of  his  trip  on  Chesapeake 
Say  and  the  Potomac  river,  and  the  land  left  by  him  in  Loudoun  County.  He  did  not 
find  that  George  Mason  was  an  early  arrival  in  Orange  County,  where  he  owned  prop¬ 
erty,  and  where  the  court  records,  record  that  Ann,  his  wife  was  administrator, 
and  appointed  guardian  of  his  children,  1735.  He  does  say  that,  George  Mason's 
wife  was  Ann  Thomson,  and  daughter  of  Stephen  Thomson,  and  that  Mason's  brother-in- 
law  was  one  Bronaugh.  Samuel  Bror.augh  and  William  and  wife  Margaret,  in  1794,  sold 
21  and  three  quarters  land  in  Orange  county  to  John  Brockman.  Reference  is  made  to 
six  or  seven  children  of  George  Mason,  but  their  names  are  not  given,  with  the  ex¬ 
ception  of  George,  the  Declaration  signer  and  one  or  two  others.  The  transfer  of 
land  should  make  the  discovery  of  these  children  fairly  simple.  If  Mary  Brockman 
was  a  Mascn  or  Macon,  she  was  probably  sister  of  this  George,  so  I  have  not  worried 
too  much  about  his  children.  The  name  is  Macon,  when  Sarah,  daughter  of  James 
Madison,  father  of  the  ^resident,  married  Thomas  Macon.  If  Mary  Brockman  was  a 
Mason,  then  it  is  very  easy  to  figure  out  wn y  James  Madison  was  a  witness  to  Samuel 
Brockman' 8  will.  One  more  source  states  that  William  Aylett,  son  of  Philipp,  mar¬ 
ried  Mary  Macon,  and  another  that  it  was  Mary  Mason  that  he  married.  In  the  Life 
and  Times  of  Madison,  by  Rive6,  the  name  Mason  is  very  prominent,  and  nothing  about 
Macon,  but  that  is  not  conclusive  proof.  This  Philipp  Aylett  was  son  of  John  and 
wife  Mary  Meriwether. 

The  author  of  the  Aylett  family  has  very  little  information  on  the  family.  He 
traces  all  of  them  down  from  William  and  seems  to  have  taken  the  eldest  son  and  not 
been  able  to  complete  the  family.  He  starts  with  William  Aylett,  to  Sussex  in 
1660,  wife  Sibella,  widow  of  Jerome  Ham,  and  widow  of  Matthew  Hubbard.  A  son  Major 
William,  born  1702,  married  Anne,  daughter  of  Col.  Henry  Ashton.  Wood's  History 
says  that  John  (son)  married  Mary  Meriwether,  and  son  Philipp  married  1st.  Martha 
Dandridge  (this  from  another  source)  and  2nd  Elizabeth  Smith.  It  is  stated  that 
Martha,  married  second  Henley,  and  died  April  25,  1747,  and  then  Philipp  married 
Elizabeth  Smith,  March  16,  174-9,  Ho  record  shows  that  Martha  and  Philipp  were 
divorced,  in  fact  the  reader  is  left  to  guess  that  there  was  a  divorce.  The  record 
presumed  to  have  come  from  the  Dandridge  bible,  ignores  the  divorce,  if  there  were 
one,  and  leaves  the  matter  undecided  as  to  which  Philipp  married  Elizabeth  Saith. 

How  since  John  Aylett,  patented  3400  acres  of  land  on  Gold  Mine  creek,  and  the 
North  Anna  river,  a  part  of  which  was  later  the  home  of  a  John  Brockman  of  Louisa 
and  known  as  Castle  Ridge,  and  in  1751,  Philipp  Aylett  and  wife  Elizabeth  (Smith) 
sold  199  acres  to  John  Brockman  "next  to  William  Aylett' s  orphans",  it  seems  from 
this  record  that  this  Philipp  Aylett  was  a  6on  of  John,  who  married  Mary  Meriwether. 
Philipp,  son  of  William  and  Mary  Macon  or  Mason,  married  Elizabeth  Henry. 
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THE  WIVES  OF  SAMUEL  BROCKMAN  II 

It  is  quite  apparent  that  Samuel  II,  was  twice  married.  His  first  child  Mary, 
was  horn  1745  and  married  Jacob  Crossthwaite ,  1764.  Sally,  was  doubtless  by  the 
first  marriage,  as  her  husband  Thomas  Bell  was  appointed  administrator  together 
with  John,  who  must  have  been  born  by  1756,  since  he  is  believed  to  have  been  mar¬ 
ried  in  1774,  when  father  Samuel  transferred  to  him  176  acres  of  land  in  lower 
Orange  bought  from  Samuel  Mayfield  and  Benjamin  Cave,  who  held  a  Deed  of  Trust 
against  the  property.  The  land  was  located  adjacent  to  200  acres  owned  by  Cousin 
William,  on  branches  of  the  Pamunkey,  where  William  operated  a  grist  mill  under 
the  name  William  Brockman  and  Company.  This  property  was  referred  to  in  an  early 
deed,  and  at  the  mill  there  was  a  bridge  known  as  Brockman’s  bridge  ’on  the  Freder¬ 
icksburg  road'  prior  to  the  designation  of  the  present  Brock's  Bridge  next  to 
Greenway. 

The  division  of  the  property  of  Samuel  so  far  as  the  share  of  Jacob  Cross- 
thwait  was  concerned  was  treated  independently  and  the  court  ordered  the  allocation 
of  property  to  Jacob  Crossthwait  "his  share  not  including  negroes",  and  Jacob  and 
Mary  Crossthwaite  chose  Thos.  Bell,  executor  to  handle  the  transfer  of  their  inter¬ 
ests  in  the  real  estate.  In  1817  after  the  death  of  Rebecker,  Mary  Crossthwait 
appointed  her  son  Ely j ah  to  collect  from  John  Brockman,  "that  part  of  her  estate" 
still  in  his  hands,  which  might  indicate  that  John  was  by  the  second  marriage. 
William,  son  of  Samuel  was  given  preferred  treatment  by  Rebecker,  and  there  is  the 
affidavit  signed  in  the  presence  of  the  sheriff,  William  Tandy  Burrus ,  to  show  that 
Rebecker  and  before  his  death,  her  spouse,  Samuel  lived  with  William  who  managed 
her  affairs.  William  Brockman  Bell,  son  of  Thos.  and  Sally,  in  1825  released  all 
of  his  interest  in  325  acres  of  the  land  known  as  the  Bell  tract,  for  the  sum  of  a 
dollar.  William  was  then  reaching  the  end  of  his  career  and  apparently  induced 
Bell  to  do  this  so  that  he,  William,  could  make  his  sons  Samuel  and  William  Lindsay 
Brockman,  a  gift  of  the  property,  which  he  did  at  that  time,  free  from  future 
claims  by  the  heirs  of  Sally  Brockman  Bell.  This  deed  did  not  add  to  the  land 
holdings  of  Samuel,  but  reaffirmed  his  title  to  what  he  held. 

We  have  concluded  that  Rebecker  was  a  daughter  of  John  Graves,  and  the  Graves 
family  leave  her  marriage  out  of  the  history  of  the  Graves  family,  and  Mrs.  M.  W. 
Hiden  assumes  that  she  died  young.  At  least  one  of  the  elder  members  of  the  family, 
who  has  a  remarkable  memory  and  whom  I  went  down  to  Virginia  to  see,  does  not  agree 
with  his  relatives.  He  said  "you  are  right  about  Rebecker,  you  go  down  to  Freder¬ 
icksburg  and  ask - what  became  of  Rebecker",  and  that  nan  I  could  not  locate, 

who  must  be  deceased.  My  conclusion  here  is  that  Rebecker  was  a  child  bride,  mar¬ 
ried  before  she  could  read  or  write,  (she  never  signed  anything  of  record).  In 
1755,  when  Rebecker  would  have  reached  a  legal  age,  brother  Thomas,  asked  for  a 
division  of  the  property  of  John  Graves  estate,  his  widow  having  married  Henry 
Chiles  and  appointed  Guardian  of  the  minor  children  of  John  Graves.  Thomas  was 
awarded  one-sixth  of  the  undivided  property  and  there  were  just  six  children,  and 
his  mother  having  married  would  not  have  been  entitled  to  a  child’s  part.  The 
awarding  of  the  Court  of  Orange  county  of  130  acres  of  land  to  Samuel  Brockman, 
although  the  deed  was  signed  by  James  Haley  and  wife  Susannah,  looks  as  if  this 
was  Rebecker' s  share.  Henry  Chile's  daughter  married  one  James  Haley,  and  this 
daughter  had  two  daughters  when  her  husband  died,  and  she  was  a  witness  to  the  Will 
of  John  Chiles  at  Louisa,  1774.  If  the  daughter  of  Samuel  Brockman  I,  who  made  his 
will  1762,  was  named  Susannah,  and  we  don’t  know  her  name,  she  was  a  different 
Susannah  Haley,  as  Samuel's  daughter  was  deceased  by  1762.  The  land  transfer  by 
order  of  the  court  to  Samuel  Brockman,  July  27,  1749  for  126  acres,  could  have  been 
done  when  Samuel  married  Rebecker,  a  minor  at  age  15.  The  transfer  of  126  acres 
might  have  been  challenged  in  court  (the  records  are  lost)  and  a  compromise  was 
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reached  of  130  acres,  which  appeared  as  a  separate  record.  The  acreage  left  to 
Rebecker  Graves  was  140. 

Rebecker  Graves  it  must  be,  as  everything  points  that  way,  and  Jemima  seems  to 
add  to  this,  which  was  the  name  of  Rebecker' s  daughter.  It  should  be  pointed  out 
that  Thomas  Salmon,  the  immigrant  was  a  Cooper,  and  to  satisfy  the  ego  of  the  6nobs, 
a  Cooper  is  a  man  who  makes  barrels,  what  we  could  call  today,  a  "manufacturer  of 
wood  nroducts" ,  and  Samuel  Brockman  was  a  cooper.  If  we  conclude  that  Rebecker  was 

a  Graves,  then  we  could  say  and  now  prove  that  his  first  wife  was  a  Woolfolk,  and 

her  first  name  Mary.  Richard  Woolfolk  of  Albemarle  had  a  tract  of  land  containing 
920  acres  patented  in  Orange  county  in  1764.  The  deed  transferring  this  land  to 
Samuel  II  did  not  say  'which  I  Patented’-  as  they  usually  did.  So  it  may  have  been 
patented  by  the  father  of  Richard,  Joseph,  John  and  other  members  of  the  Woolfolk 
family.  Richard  had  borrowed  95  pounds  giving  a  Deed  of  Trust  to  Mitchell,  Lennox 
and  Scott,  Fredericksburg,  land  promoters.  On  June  28,  1770,  for  5  shillings  paid 
to  himself,  Richard,  and  for  61  pounds  6  shillings  and  28  pence  paid  to  holders  of 
the  Deed  of  Trust,  Richard  transferred  400  acres  of  this  patent  to  Samuel  Brockman, 
which  was  next  to  the  balance  of  the  tract  owned  by  Richard,  and  next  to  John  Hen¬ 
derson  and  himself  Samuel  Brockman.  This  was  the  wording  of  the  deed,  and  it  looks 
as  if  Richard  was  giving  to  Samuel  II,  the  share  of  the  Woolfolk  patent  which  he 
was  entitled  to  by  the  right  of  his  first  wife,  Mary  Woolfolk,  This  400  acres  be¬ 
came  a  part  of  the  800  left  by  Samuel  II,  when  he  died  in  1790.  After  Joseph  Wool- 

folk,  Sr.  died  about  1778,  and  his  estate  was  divided,  there  must  have  arisen  some 

contention  about  the  share  of  the  original  patent  that  the  heirs  of  Joseph  the 
first,  that  is  Joseph  the  father  of  Joseph  who  married  Christian  Bibb  was  entitled. 
(The  father  of  Joseph  the  first  was  John  Woolfolk  of  Caroline,  and  the  wife  of 
Joseph  the  first  was  Mary  Waller  and  the  W.  for  Waller  has  been  carried  down  by 
the  family  for  many  generations.)  Samuel  II,  was  then  reaching  the  end  of  his  life, 
so  in  1785,  a  bargain  was  made  to  settle  any  present  and  future  difficulties,  where¬ 
by  Joseph  Woolfolk,  Jr.  gave  up  any  rights  he  may  have  had  in  the  Woolfolk  property 
sold  to  him  by  Richard,  a  hundred  and  sixty-one  acres  for  160  pounds.  The  survey 
actually  said  165  acres,  and  this  was  referred  and  stated  in  many  transfers  that 
followed.  Roughly,  it  was  half  of  the  number  of  acres  that  William  Bell  waived 
his  interest  in  in  1825,  one-sixth  of  the  original  Woolfolk  patent,  and  a  settle¬ 
ment  for  that  land  Christian  Bibb  Woolfolk  might  have  been  entitled  to  if  she  had 
not  married. 

This  Woolfolk  transfer,  then  carried  as  161  acres  was  taxed  in  the  name  of 
William  Brockman.  Samuel,  hi6  father  obviously  paid  the  claim  of  Joseph  Woolfolk 
and  had  the  deed  made  out  to  "William  Brockman,  and  to  Samuel  and  Rebecker  for 
their  lifetime",  with  the  pur-nose  of  effecting  a  gift  to  son  William  on  the  death 
of  himself  and  wife.  This  165  acres  was  a  part  of  Samuel's  estate  of  800  acres, 
and  when  he  died  1790,  his  other  children,  for  valuable  consideration  transferred 
their  interest  in  the  entire  800  acres  to  brother  William,  and  this  transfer  of 
800  acres  did  not  increase  the  land  holdings  of  William.  So  we  know  that  the 
Woolfolk  release  of  165  acres  and  the  Bell  release  of  325  acres  (later  surveyed  as 
400  acres),  was  a  release  of  their  claims  against  the  estate  of  Samuel  II  of  800 
acres,  which  he  had  acquired  -  400  from  Richard  Woolfolk  and  100  from  John  Hender¬ 
son,  both  in  1770,  and  the  balance  must  have  come  from  Samuel  I,  which  consisted  of 
the  home  place,  of  150  acres  (the  other  half  of  the  first  300  acres  on  which  the 
White  House  was  located  was  willed  to  Joseph),  and  the  extra  150  acres,  making  a 
total  of  800  in  1782  must  have  been  the  Haley  or  Graves  land  of  126  acres  plus  two 
■Durchase6  from  John  Henderson  of  10  and  14  acres  each. 

In  1810,  Samuel  being  deceased  and  his  widow  Rebecker  living  with  son  William, 
Rebecker  consented  to  the  sale  of  the  "161  acree  of  land  bought  from  Joseph  Wool- 
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folk"  to  William  Thomson  of  Louisa.  In  1813,  William  and  Rebecca  Thomson  sold  the 
property  to  John  Brockman  and  wife  Elizabeth,  John  having  sold  his  first  home- 
place,  Mt.  Airy  in  1812  to  Isaac  Graves.  He  lived  there  until  sometime  after  1817, 
when  he  bought  the  Mills  property  on  which  his  final  home  on  county  road  612  was 
built.  In  1819,  John  sold  the  Woolfolk  property  to  Capt .  John  Graves,  of  Louisa, 
who  sold  it  to  William  Smith,  who  sold  it  to  Clairborne  Graves.  Clairborne  G. 
Graves  and  Charles  Tandy  Graves,  executors  of  Clairborne,  on  July  27,  1840  sold 
the  Woolfolk  property  to  Samuel  Lindsay  Brockman,  and  about  the  same  time,  1840, 
Jas.  Poindexter,  son  of  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  John  Graves  sold  the  White  House 
tract  also  to  Samuel.  I  have  the  original  deed  from  the  Graves  executors,  and 
the  receipt  which  Jas.  Poindexter  gave  to  Samuel  Brockman  for  842  dollars  for  "134 
acres  left  me  in  trust  for  my  mother  Elizabeth  Poindexter". 

In  1846  Samuel,  by  his  Will  left  all  of  this  property  to  son  Joshua,  to  be 
sold  on  Joshua  reaching  21.  Lewis  Collins,  grandson  of  Joseph  came  into  the  pos¬ 
session  of  the  Woolfolk  property,  who  passed  it  on  to  his  daughter  who  married 
Vines  Roberts.  Baxter  Roberts,  a  son,  resided  at  the  old  place  during  my  boyhood 
days,  and  I  remember  my  father  driving  through  the  Henderson  farm,  and  pointing  to 
the  Baxter  Roberts  house,  where  his  great  grandfather,  John,  once  lived.  Just  two 
years  ago  I  stood  in  front  of  the  Roberts  house,  now  deserted  and  looked  across 
Crooks  Mill  Branch  at  the  site  of  the  White  House,  and  my  hands  still  show  the 
marks  of  the  brambles  that  covered  the  old  Brockman-Woolf olk-G raves  graveyard  and 
the  undergrowth  that  covered  the  Brockman  graveyard  at  Greenway.

Feh.  1925:  In  Burlington,  Ky.,  an  old  order  hook  of  records  from  1800  to  1820, 
was  leafed  page  hy  page  (not  indexed)  and  entry  was  found  showing  Moses  Brockman 
was  appointed  Surveyor  and  Guard  of  certain  roads;  that  was  patriotic  service  and 
makes  descendants  eligible  for  Daughters  of  1812.

Note:  the  stones  were  very  old  and  the  writing  illegible  on  some.  However, 
those  of  Moses  and  Ellen  were  easily  read. 

May  1,  1946:  the  stones  have  been  displaced,  the  fence  torn  down  and  gone,  and 
the  burial  place  all  but  lost,  except  for  the  fact  that  the  ground  for  a  small 
square  is  grown  in  weeds  while  beyond  that  it  is  cultivated. 

Note:  Anthony  M.  Leake  was  son  in  law  of  Moses  Brockman;  was  perhaps  Anthony 
Miles  Leake.  Court  action  in  I85O  said  they  were  residents  of  Texaz. 

Nola  (May  31,  1925)  aays  the  stones  are  "also  one  of  the  Leake  girls  and 
some  others".

In  the  name  of  God,  amen.  I,  John  Embree,  being  perfectly  sound  both  in  mind 
and  memory  and  calling  to  mind  the  mortality  of  the  flesh,  and  that  it  is  appointed 
for  all  men  once  to  die  do  make,  constitute  and  appoint  this  my  last  will  and  test¬ 
ament.  In  manner  following  that  is  to  say  first  and  foremost  I  recommend  my  soul 
into  the  Hands  of  Almighty  God  to  be  dealt  with  according  to  his  tender  mercies  in 
Jesus  Christ,  and  my  body  be  decently  interred  at  the  discretion  of  my  friends  and 
executors  here  after  named  and  as  to  such  worldly  estate  as  it  hath  pleased  Al¬ 
mighty  God  to  bless  me  with.

Item,  My  will  is  that  everyone  of  my  children  shall  come  in  for  an  equal  part 
of  my  personal  estate  and  my  negros  that  are  not  already  otherwise  disposed  of, 
and  that  those  of  my  children  shall  come  in  for  the  part  that  should  have  fallen  to 
such  deceased  person  in  case  they  had  been  living,  and  furthermore  do  I  constitute 
and  appoint  my  trusty  friend,  Samuel  Brockman,  Sr.,  and  Thomas  Woolfolk  my  whole 
and  sole  executors  of  this  my  last  will  and  testament,  in  testimony  where  of  I  have 
here  unto  set  my  hand  and  affixed  my  seal  this  seventeenth  day  of  November  in  the 
year  of  our  Lord  Christ  one  thousand  seven  hundred  eighty  six.

In  all  of  my  previous  books  there  has  been  confusion  and  uncertainty  over  the 
spouse  of  William  Brockman,  son  of  Samuel  I.  The  deed  from  Thos.  Smith,  Sr.  (Page 
59,  Part  2)  giving  equal  shares  to  a  William  and  Elizabeth  Brockman,  indicated 
that  this  referred  to  William  Brockman,  Sr.  and  wife  Elizabeth.  Hours  of  study 
now  as  this  book  goes  to  press  suddenly  result  in  what  seems  to  be  a  clear  picture. 
Here  is  my  reasoning: 

The  wife  of  William  Sr.  was  called  Betty.  She  always  signed  as  such  and  not 
as  Elizabeth.  Her  daughter,  Elizabeth,  was  so  named  in  her  father’s  will  altho 
she  signed  as  Betsy.  William  Brockman,  d.  }.809;  Thos.  Smith  d.  1799»  Both  were 


Im¬ 


aged  and  ailing  and  neither  could  any  longer  sign  his  name.  William  Brockman  ap¬ 
pointed  his  son  Samuel,  later  Ambrose,  to  manage  his  affairs.  Thomas  Smith  gave 
away  all  his  property  with  son  James  to  care  for  him  till  his  death.  Thomas  Smith 
and  William  Brockman  were  of  the  same  generation.  Ambrose  Dowell  transferred 
land  to  William  Brockman  "for  divers  good  causes"  and  a  nominal  consideration 
showing  a  family  relationship. 

Thomas  Smith,  Sr.  gave  his  property  equally  to  sons  Thomas,  James,  George, 
William  (son  of  John,  apparently  deceased  and,  being  a  grandchild,  entitled  to  a 
child’s  share),  William  Brockman  who  married  Mary  B.  Smith  (apparently  a  daughter) 
and  Elizabeth  Brockman  who  was  likely  the  widow  of  John  Brockman  who  died  in 
Amherst,  1795*  Elizabeth  Brockman  received  equal  shares  with  sons  Thomas  and 
James,  indicating  she  was  a  daughter.  William  Brockman  received  an  equal  share, 
indicating  he  was  not  spouse  of  Elizabeth  for  this  would  have  given  two  shares  to 
one  daughter  and  probably  would  have  been  contested  by  sons  Thomas  and  James.  It 
appears  now  that  Thos.  Smith,  Sr.  had  the  following  children:

2.  James 

3.  George  (bondsman  for  marriage  of  William  Brockman  and  Mary  Smith,  1784) 

4.  John

Ambrose  -  It  could  not  be  merely  a  coincidence  that  the  three  men  Daniel  Stodgill, 
David  Roach,  and  Jas.  Coleman,  mentioned  in  the  will  of  Ambrose  Madison,  and  Will¬ 
iam  Brockman,  son  of  Samuel,  each  named  sons  Ambrose. 

Mystery  as  to  the  relationship  between  John  Robinson,  spelled  Roberson  in 
his  will  at  Albemarle,  and  the  Brockmans  appears  to  have  been  dispelled.  John 
Robinson  of  King  &  Queen  married  Ann  Holliday,  daughter  of  William,  whose  will 
was  probated  1744.  In  his  will  John  Roberson  leaves  his  personal  property  to 
his  sister  Elizabeth  and  names  his  brother  Benjamin  executor.  His  wife  Ann  must 
have  died  shortly  after  marriage,  as  there  appears  to  have  been  not  more  than  two 
or  three  children.  One  was  Elizabeth,  who  did  not  marry.  Since  John  Roberson 
divided  his  real  property  for  nominal  considerations  among  the  sons  of  Joseph 
Collins  it  appears  that  the  wife  of  Joseph  Collins  was  Susannah  Roberson.  Ben¬ 
jamin  Robinson,  brother  of  John,  married  Susannah  Brock,  daughter  of  Joseph 
Brock,  son  of  Henry  Brock,  by  1785.  Joseph  Brock’s  wife  was  Susannah  Branhan, 
daughter  of  Daniel  and  wife  Elizabeth  (will  Spotsylvania,  June  1,  17935)* 

Since  we  have  heretofore  mentioned  Joseph  Martin  of  Albemarle,  have  found 
that  his  wife  was  Ann  Sandidge,  widow  of  William  Sandidge  (will,  1744) .

&  laid  out  by  my  wife  for  the  benefit  of  the  children. 

I  also  lend  to  my  wife  Francis  A.  Brockman  my  tract  of  land  whereon  I  now 
live  &  all  improvements  of  every  description,  also  the  tract  called  Graves's  or 


Lewis  Brock1 s  old  tract,  also  the  Lindsay  part  &  Wisdom  Atkins  Tract. 

I  also  give  to  my  wife  Francis  A.  Brockman  l/2  of  all  my  money,  that  is  in 
hand  and  the  l/2  of  my  Bonds  to  have  and  to  dispose  of  as  she  may  please,  as  her 
own. 


3rd.  If  at  any  time  any  of  my  slaves  should  prove  refractory  or  disobedient 
I  give  to  my  excrs.  the  power  to  sell  them  and  the  money  arising  therefrom  I  lend 
the  same  to  my  wife  as  long  as  she  remains  a  widow.

in  Spotsylvania  hut  now  lies  in  Orange  County,  Virginia,  and  Hanover  County,  Vir¬ 
ginia,  later  in  Fredericksville  Parish,  Louisa,  later  in  Alhermarle  .  .  on  the 
south  side  of  the  Rapidan  River  .  .  .  the  patentees  failed  to  improve  the  land  so 
it  was  later  assigned  to  Samuel  Cobbs  who  in  turn  assigned  it  to  Henry  Haines  .  .

tion  nothing  doubtin  but  at  ye  general  Resurrection  I  shall  receive  the  same  again 

by  the  mighty  power  of  God  and  as  touching  such  worldly  goods  or  estate  where  with 
it  hath  pleased  God  to  bless  me  with  in  this  life,  I  devise  of  the  same  in  the  fol¬ 
lowing  manner  and  form. 

Item.  I  have  Negro  girl  named  Dinah  which  is  helpless  and  void  of  since  which 
ever  of  my  children  hereafter  mentioned  shall  take  the  negro  girl  and  find  her 
plenty  in  bread  shall  have  a  negro  woman  named  Janey,  for  their  charge  and  Janey  not 
to  be  counted  in  the  other  part  of  my  estate. 

Item.  I  give  to  my  well  beloved  grand  daughters  Lucy  Wisdom  three  pounds  cur¬ 
rent  money  to  be  raised  out  of  my  estate  before  divided,  to  receive  the  same  at  the 
age  of  eighteen. 


Item.  I  give  to  my  veil  "beloved,  son  Thomas  Bell  the  land  where  on  I  live 
after  my  decease,  to  him  and  his  heirs  forever,  thirty  feet  square  excepted  for  a 
"buring  place.  The  said  land  purchased  of  Thomas  Cook  and  Thomas  More  the  said 
Thomas  Bell  to  allow  8  lbs.  out  of  his  part  of  the  remainder  of  my  estate  to  "be  a- 
mongst  the  rest  of  my  children  and  all  my  other  land  to  "be  sold  to  the  highest  "bid¬ 
der  for  money,  and  after  my  lawful  debts  are  paid  the  said  money  and  my  negroes  and 
all  my  other  estate  to  be  equally  divided  amongst  my  well  beloved  children  and 
their  namedly  John  Bell,  William  Bell,  Joseph  Bell,  Henry  Bell,  Thomas  Bell,  Betty 
Leek,  Mary  Brockman,  Ursula  Bowling,  Ann  Finney.  I  also  make  and  ordain  my  son, 
Joseph  Bell  and  my  son  Henry  Bell  only  and  sole  executors  of  this  my  last  will  and 
Testament.  And  I  do  hereby  utterly  disallow  revoke  and  annul  all  other  forms,  Tes¬ 
taments,  Wills  and  Legacies  request  and  Ex"  by  me  in  any  wise  before  this  named 
willed  and  bequeathed  ratifying  and  confirming  this  and  no  other  to  be  my  Last  will 
and  Testament.  In  witness  where  of  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  seal  the  day 
and  date  above  mentioned.

Ben  (k’ieard,  Winchester,  Tennessee,  has  given  me  the  children  of 
another  Anthony  Street  (who  I  believe  to  be  a  grandson  of  Anthony  and  Elizabeth 
Brockman  Street)  and  wife  Elizabeth.  The  Streets  appear  first  in  Spottsylvania 
County  where  Anthony  sold  land  in  1753-1766.  There  is  also  reference  to  Caty, 
Luvana,  Samuel  and  wife  Laura,  and  Thomas.  Children:  William  Henry  m,  1st 
Nancy  Shelton,  daughter  of  Capt.  David  Shelton,  2nd  Mrs.  Elizabeth  (Herndon) 
Burnett;  Temperance,  m.  Richard  Shelton,  brother  of  Nancy;  Asa,  lived  in  Lincoln 
County,  Tennessee;  Jane  (Jennie)  m.  Dr.  Wm.  Howell;  Elizabeth,  m,  Robert 
Hunnicutt. 

The  Haley,  Singleton  and  Cook  families  moved  to  Kersha  district.  South 
Carolina,  where  are  to  be  found  many  other  Brockman  family  connections,  includ¬ 
ing  children  of  Joseph  and  Susannah  Collins.

SAMUEL  BROCKMAN,  oldest  son  of  Samuel  and  Mary  Brockman,  lived  at  the  old 
homestead  near  Monrovia,  in  St.  Thomas  Parish,  Orange  County,  on  the  300  acres 
of  land  which  his  father  bought  from  John  Henderson  in  1732.  His  wife’s  name 
was  Rebecca,  as  shown  by  property  transfers.  He  was  left  by  the  will  of  his 
father,  who  died  in  1766,  Jointly  with  his  brother  William,  350  acres  of  land 
in  Albermarle  County,  Virginia.  In  1769,  he  and  wife  Rebecca  transferred  a 
portion  of  this  land  to  brother  William  (Deed  Book  5,  Page  118).  On  July  8, 

1779,  (Deed  Book  7,  Page  324)  Samuel  and  William  Brockman  and  William's  wife 
Betty  transferred  their  entire  interest  in  this  350  acres  of  land  to  John 
White,  spouse  of  Mourning  Shelton,  daughter  of  Henry.  So  far  as  records  show, 
neither  Samuel  husband  of  Rebecca,  nor  Samuel  his  father  ever  lived  in  Albemarle 
County,  although  Wood's  HISTORY  OF  ALBEMARLE  COUNTY  records  Samuel  I  as  living 
there.  William  Brockman,  brother  of  Samuel  and  son  of  Samuel  and  Mary,  is 
first  heard  of  in  Spottsylvania  County  when  he  witnessed  a  deed  in  1739.  In 
1762,  Robert  Duncanson,  one  of  the  founders  of  Fredericksburg,  transferred  to 
William  Brockman  400  acre3  of  land  in  Albemarle  County.  This  is  the  earliest 
deed  found  to  a  Brockman  in  that  County,  although  it  is  known  that  Samuel  the 
father  purchased  the  350  acres  mentioned  in  his  will  as  early  as  that.  William 
in  his  will  made  in  1807  and  filed  in  1809,  referred  to  his  health  as  "middling." 
He  must  have  been  near  a  hundred.  His  wife  is  not  mentioned  in  his  will.  He 
ordered  the  mill  on  Priddy's  Creek  sold  and  proceeds  divided.  Samuel  II  died 
not  later  than  1790.  This  is  proved  by  Quit  Claim  deed  of  Jacob  and  Mary 
Crossthwaite,  executed  in  Kentucky,  that  year,  transferring  interest  in  estate 
of  Samuel  Brockman,  deceased,  to  Thomas  Bell,  son-in-law  of  Samuel  II.  Settle¬ 
ment  of  estate  establishes  names  of  children  and  further,  by  release  Thomas  Bell 
and  Sallie,  John  Brockman  and  Elizabeth,  William  Hancock  and  Jemina  his  wife, 
Thos.  Garnett  and  Sukey  his  wife,  assign  to  brother  William  their  interest  in 
the  homestead  at  Monrovia,  consisting  of  666-3/4  acres,  for  160  pounds.  Samuel 
II  always  signed  legal  documents  as  Samuel  B.  Brockman,  with  a  capital  B  printed 
between  Samuel  and  Brockman  and  "his  mark"  over  and  under  the  B.  It  is  therefore 
easy  to  trace  the  signature  of  Samuel  II,  as  it  is  to  trace  William  his  brother, 
who  took  short  cuts  by  signing  "William  Brock".  We  find  Samuel's  trade  mark  as 
witness  to  the  will  of  his  brother  John  in  1755;  again  on  the  transfer  of  Albe¬ 
marle  land  to  brother  William,  and  as  witness  on  purchase  of  land  by  brother 
John  from  Phil  Aylett,  in  Louisa  County,  1752.  Now,  whether  the  "B"  stood  for 
an  initial  of  a  middle  name  or  for  Brockman,  no  one  knows.  It  could  have  been 
Burris  or  Bell,  for  instance.  The  standard  "his  mark"  used  in  all  documents, 
whether  the  signer  is  ill,  or  indolent,  is  "x".  The  use  of  "x  his 

mark"  does  not  prove  any  of  these.  The  maker  may  sign  the  deed  which  is  copied 


GREENWAY.  Early  home  of  Brockmans  of  Orange.  Located  near  Brock's 
Bridge  on  the  North  Anna  River,  now  home  of  Mr.  and  Mrs  .  Kenneth  C. 
Brockman.  When  occupied  by  Samuel  I,  the  front  section  was  located  on  the 
opposite  side  of  the  County  Road  612.  An  addition  was  put  on  after  removal 
to  present  location.  The  name  Greenway  may  have  come  from  a  family  by 
that  name  that  lived  in  this  county  before  1732. 


ANOTHER  VIEW  OF  GREENWAY 
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in  the  deed  hook  and  returned  to  the  owner.  The  maker  may  put  his  mark  "x"  on 
the  county  records.  Samuel  Brockman  had  a  very  good  signature.  William  his 
son  always  put  his  mark  on  deeds  hut  signed  his  name  to  his  will.  Samuel  signed 
his  name  on  a  deed  to  John  White.  Some  may  assume  that  the  "B"  used  hy  Samuel 
meant  something.  It  might  mean  just  "Brockman",  such  as  I  myself  use  to  OK 
hank  checks.  It  will  he  noted  that  Rebecca,  wife  of  Samuel,  signed  neither  the 
release  of  a  portion  of  the  Albemarle  legacy  to  William,  nor  the  quit  claim 
deed  to  John  White.  She  may  have  been  ill  and  executed  power  of  attorney  or 
separate  release.  There  is  likely  somewhere  a  record  of  her  assignment  of 
dower  rights  in  the  property.  In  a  deed  from  William  Moore  and  Mary  his  wife, 
to  William  Brockman  Jr.,  referred  to  as  "son  of  William  Brockman  Senior"  of 
Albemarle,  Junior  signs  as  witness  as  "William  Brock  Jr.",  carrying  the  trade 
mark  of  William,  son  of  old  Samuel,  as  his  brother  William  likewise  identified 
his  documents  hy  "B"  his  mark.  In  the  division  of  property  hy  old  Samuel,  his 
son  Samuel  is  not  listed  as  Junior.  In  the  division  of  property  of  Samuel  the 
second,  that  is  Samuel  the  husband  of  Rebecca,  he  is  referred  to  as  Samuel  Sr. 
This  is  highly  significant  as  descendants  have  always  maintained  that  Samuel 
who  married  Rebecca,  and  who  died  about  1790,  was  named  Samuel  Burris  Brockman, 
the  middle  initial  "his  mark"  standing  for  Burris.  Also,  that  he  had  a  son 
Samuel  Burris  Brockman  Jr.,  although  the  division  of  property  does  not  indicate 
a  son  Samuel.  If  he  did  not  have  a  son  Samuel,  then  he  is  an  exception,  as 
most  of  the  early  Brockmans  did.  Book  3*  Page  246,  Orange  County,  shows  in¬ 
ventory  of  Samuel,  husband  of  Rebecca.  "Inventory  of  Estate  of  Samuel  Brockman 
Sr.,  made  6  January,  1792,  by  John  Stevens,  Henry  Tandy  and  Jos.  Duncan"  shows 
an  estate  of  "1146  pounds  13  shillings  and  8  pence."  Now,  John  Stevens  and 
Henry  were  appraisers  of  the  estate  of  old  Samuel  and  they  would  know  whether  to 
use  Senior  or  Junior.  In  dividing  the  estate  of  a  nan  dying  intestate,  all 
heirs -at -law  would  have  to  be  considered  and  if  there  was  a  son  Samuel,  unless 
deceased,  he  would  have  had  to  execute  a  waiver,  which  would  have  been  recorded. 
These  three  persons  indicated  above  were  appointed  by  the  Court  to  appraise  the 
estate  of  Samuel  Brockman,  reporting  January  6,  1792.  In  that  same  month,  the 
record  shows  that  the  administrators,  John  Brockman  and  Thomas  Bell,  appointed 
by  the  court,  made  a  report  of  disbursements. 

Samuel  II  was  too  old  for  active  service  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  He 
rendered  civil  service.  He  may  have  held  commision  in  the  militia  guarding 
Brook’s  Bridge.  He  and  nephew  Joseph  signed  the  Orange  County  Petitions,  Oct. 
20,  1779.  Being  a  large  producer  he  sold  supplies  but  also  rendered  voluntary 
service  and  had  at  least  one  horse  impressed  for  military  use.  The  Minute  Book, 
Page  77,  Feb.  27,  1776,  shows  Samuel  serving  on  the  jury  and  Page  6l  has 
recommendation  for  appointment  of  a  Samuel  as  Lieutenant  of  Militia.  There  are 
records  of  both  Samuel  Sr.  and  Samuel  furnishing  supplies.  Rebecca^wife  of 
Samuel,  died  l8l4  in  Orange.  General  Index  to  Land  Grants  shows  that  Samuel 
Brockman  received  a  patent  for  1000  acres  in  Fayette  County  Ky.,  October  26, 

1787  (Book  13  -  page  6l6).  After  his  death  the  Court  at  Orange  ordered  the 
land  sold.

Jemima,  m.  William  Hancock  in  1770,  children  Nellie  and  Monroe. 
Suckey,  m.  Thomas  Garnett,  Nov.  15,  1780.  License  in  Orange  County, 
married  in  Goochland,  Nov.  16;  by  Rev.  Wm.  Douglas.  Spelled  name 
"Sukie"  there. 


Children  of  Sallie  Brockman  and  Thomas  Bell:  Brockman  Bell,  m.  Rebecca, 
dau.  of  John  Brockman  and  Elizabeth  Burris,  Spet,  17,  1810;  Susannah,  m.  John 
Bolling,  Jr.,  in  Charlotte,  Virginia.  The  Bollings  are  descendants  of  Poca¬ 
hontas.  There  may  have  been  others. 


The  Bell  family  came  from  Essex  County.  There  we  find  that  Rebecca, 
daughter  of  Thomas  Bell  and  wife  Rebecca,  was  born  January  lp,  177^-;  and 
Thomas,  a  brother,  was  born  Dec.  20,  1768.  In  1772  Thomas  Bell  appears  in  a 
deed  in  Spottsylvania  County  and  again  in  1729  as  "Thomas  Bell  of  Clement  Lane, 
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London.  Occupation,  broker."  Rebecca  was- a  Bell  family  name.  Samuel  Brockman's 
wife  may  have  been  Rebecca  Bell.  Becent  discoveries  however,  indicate  that  Reb¬ 
ecca  was  second  wife  of  Samuel,  and  daughter  of  John  and  Susanna  Graves."  -  more 
later.  The  recurrance  of  the  name  Tandy  in  the  Brockman  family  may  indicate  one 
of  the  early  Brockmans --Samuel  I  or  son,  married  a  Tandy,  or  the  name  may  have 
come  from  the  mother  of  Thomas  Bell.  William  Bell,  in  his  will  in  Barren  County 
Kentucky  1819,  left  property  to  his  stepmother,  Sarah  Bell.  It  proves  that 
Sallie  Brockman  was  second  wife.  A  William  Bell  of  Orange  waived  claim  to  land 
in  favor  of  William  Brockman,  spouse  of  Mary  Lindsay. 


The  remaining  estate  of  Samuel  Brockman  was  appraised  by  Thomas  Ellis, 

William  J.  Burruss  and  Jacob  Graves,  December,  181^  after  death  of  Rebecca,  at 
2,685  pounds.  Partial  settlement,  W.B.  5,  Page  183,  1816,  by  John  Brockman, 
administrator,  shows  amount  paid  for  preaching  funeral,  etc.,  then: 

"Pd.  Wm.  Brockman  Acct.  $109.25;  Pd.  Wm.  Brockman,  his  legacy  $20,39  l/2;  Pd. 
Sarah  Bell,  her  legacy  $20-39  l/2;  Pd.  Wm.  F.  Burruss  $3^-66;  Pd.  Wm.  Stevens 
$12.90.  By  Wm.  J.  Burruss,  Jos.  Woolfolk,  Jr.,  Clabourne  Graves." 

W.  B.  5,  Page  58  gives  a  list  of  slaves  and  other  personal  estate  of  Samuel 
Brockman,  dec'd,  "not  heretofore  appraised,  total  $2,685-23  l/2  per  order  of  court 
Dec.  l8lL  by  Thomas  Ellis,  Wm.  J.  Burrus,  Jacob  Graves.  Recorded  June,  1815*" 
List  included  eleven  slaves  of  which  Ben  was  left  by  will  of  Samuel  I  to  son 
Samuel  upon  death  of  his  wife. 

After  deducting  funeral  expenses  from  $2,685,  that  would  leave  $2,595,  and 
if  each  child  was  entitled  to  $20,  there  would  be  between  10  and  12  children  or 
grand  children,  depending  on  other  incidental  expenses.  The  settlement  of  State 
shows  an  item  of  $U.67  for  preaching  service  for  Samuel  Brockman,  now  Samuel  II 
died  1790,  and  this  settlement  was  not  made  until  Jan.  6,  I8I5.  This  is 
puzzling  and  raises  question  of  doubt  as  to  which  Samuel  this  settlement  in¬ 
volves.  Records  at  Orange  are  not  complete- -none  could  be  found  showing  pay¬ 
ments  to  other  legatees . 

In  1825  William  B.  Bell  sold  to  William,  son  of  Samuel,  for  $1,396  3A  acres 
of  land  and  "relinquishes  all  claim  or  my  part  thereof".  This  indicates  an  in¬ 
herent  interest  in  property  and  supports  theory  that  Rebecca  was  a  Bell.  On  the 
other  hand,  William  B.  Bell,  may  have  been  son  of  Thos .  Bell  and  (Sally  BrockmanJ . 
The  middle  initial  indicates  this  conclusion. 

Samuel  Brockman  II  and  his  wife  or  wives. 

To  cousin  Mary  Eustace  Brockman,  wife  of  Kenneth  C.  Brockman,  who  lives  at 
Greenway,  Daniel,  Va.  in  the  old  home  of  Samuel  Lindsay  Brockman,  about  a  mile 
east  of  the  first  home  of  Samuel  I,  goes  the  credit  for  the  theory  that  Rebecca 
spelled  Rebeckka  on  the  personal  property  tax  wills  and  Rebecker  in  the  Will  of 
John  Graves,  (17^7^  was  a  Graves.  And  since  she  is  recorded  as  being  born  in 
1735,  if  she  were  wife  of  Samuel  II,  she  would  have  to  be  the  second  wife,  as 
Mary,  daughter  of  Samuel  was  born  lA5,  and  married  Jacob  Crossthwaite  in  176^. 

In  this  work  one  frequently  discovers  facts  by  a  series  of  undetermined  influ¬ 
ences  that  begin  to  take  root,  until,  as  in  this  case,  the  very  rafters  of  the 
200  year  old  house  shriek,  "Rebecca  Graves  -  Rebecca  Graves.'"  Now  this  house, 
like  many  old  historical  places  has  always  had  its  ghosts.  When  I  was  there  in 
March  (lA8J  and  went  up  to  its  guest  chamber,  with  its  lovely  old  furniture  and 
the  wash-stand  with  bowl  and  pitcher,  it  was  the  same  as  when  Samuel  Lindsay 
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Brockman,  put  up  his  grandmother  Rebecca  there  on  her  visits.  There  was  a  feel¬ 
ing  of  comfort,  of  welcome,  as  Kenneth  Brockman  conducted  me  up  to  the  sanctuary 
of  Rebecca,  and  with  some  imagination  one  could  hear  the  ghosts  of  Greenway,  say, 
"Welcome  Home".  Bo  Cousins  Mary  and  Kenneth  believe  in  the  ghosts  of  Greenway? 

No,  I  did  not  ask  them.  There  must  be  some  restraint  even  among  cousins,  and 
after  a  flight  across  the  country,  up  above  the  clouds,  one  hesitates  to  say, 

"there  are  ghosts,  friendly  ghosts,  in  this  home."  But  I  would  bet  my  S40.00 
panama  hat,  given  me  by  an  oil  man  who  was  celebrating  an  oil  strike,  that 
cousin  Mary  would  look  upon  me  with  loving  eyes,  if  I  said,  in  all  seriousness, 

"You  have  friendly  ghosts  at  Greenway".  Cousin  Kenneth  with  his  genuine  smile, 
full  of  charm,  and  I  were  immediately  at  ease  in  the  old  guest  chamber.  At  once 
we  were  boys  together  and  began  comparing  notes  of  our  experiences  that  had  to 
do  with  hearts  and  flowers.  There  had  been  Graves  in  each  of  our  lives,  and  if 
Rebecca  was  a  Graves,  she  probably  smiled  sympathetically.  But  this  is  a  geneal¬ 
ogy  and  not  an  autobiography  or  a  story  of  true  confessions.  It  must  be  a  se¬ 
cret  between  the  parties  concerned  and  dear  old  Rebecker.  Now  whether  Rebecker  was 
a  daughter  of  John  Graves  or  not,  the  ghosts  of  Greenway  have  her  enrolled  as  a 
Graves . 

Rebecker  was  only  ten  years  old  when  Mary,  the  first  child  of  Samuel  II  was 
bom.  Samuel  died  intestate.  The  heirs  of  his  estate  are  known  only  through 
deeds  and  court  records.  John  Brockman,  his  son  and  Thos .  Bell,  his  son-in-law 
were  administrators.  In  1790  Jacob  Crossthwaite  and  Mary,  his  wife,  transferred 
to  Thos.  Bell,  their  interest  in  the  State  of  Samuel  Brockman,  deceased.  It  did 
not  say,  one-sixth,  although  in  a  deed  to  William  Brockman  by  the  other  children, 
the  acreage  mentioned  represented  five-sixths  of  a  total  of  800  acres.  The 
names  of  Samuel  and  Rebecca's  children  indicate  Graves  Ancestry.  John  Graves' 
wife  was  Susana  Dicken,  a  daughter  was  Jemina  and  a  cousin  Sukey.  Rebecca  and 
Samuel  named  a  daughter  Jemina  and  one  Sukey,  short  for  Susan. 

It  is  curious  tnat  Rebecca  never  signed  any  legal  documents,  not  even  with 
an  "X".  Why  this  was  always  waived  by  court  and  public  authorities  raises  some 
speculation.  The  deed  which  she  joined  in  with  her  husband  in  disposing  of  land 
inherited  from  Samuel  I  in  Albemarle  was  not  acknowledged.  The  affidavit  which 
she  made  was  signed  by  W.  J.  Bur  ms ,  obviously  she  had  some  physical  disability. 

We  know  that  she  was  good  and  kind.  She  raised  her  granddaughter  Nancy  Cross¬ 
thwaite.  She  may  have  reared  the  children  of  Samuel  Brockman,  son  of  John, 
caring  for  them  during  the  period  following  the  death  of  Mary  ( Bell) Brockman, 
Samuel's  first  wife  and  his  marriage  to  Christian  ^Bibb)  Woolfolk.  Jos.  Wool- 
folk,  Jr.,  stepson  of  Samuel,  Jr.,  gave  a  large  tract  of  land  to  Samuel  and 
Rebecca  and  William  for  life,  apparently  as  a  gesture  of  appreciation  for  some 
undisclosed  service.  He  may  have  been  also  reared  by  Rebecca.  I  am  sure  she 
did  not  approve  of  the  artificiality  of  some  of  the  relatives.  I  recall  that 
Mother  would  speak  of  our  kinship  to  the  Graves  '  but  there  were  some  who  did 
not  even  whisper  of  their  blood  ties  with  us,  but  the  spirits  of  Greenway  would 
disapprove  of  money  aristocracy  and  pray  for  leniency  in  our  attitudes  to  those 
who  may  have  disregarded  blood  ties  in  their  conduct.  There  are  natural  bar¬ 
riers  between  the  poor  and  the  rich,  which  are  reasonable.  My  study  of  the  Graves 
family  comes  from  the  fact  that  Thos.  Graves  signed  the  bond  executed  by  Samuel 
and  William  Brockman  as  executors  of  the  estate  of  Samuel  I.  It  was  the  accepted 
practice  that  those  bonds  were  signed  by  in-laws  or  blood  relatives.  The  Graves 
family  was  in  Essex  Co.  They  moved  to  St.  Georges  Parish,  Spotsylvania  Co.  The 
Brockmans  were  known  to  have  been  in  New  Kent  ( later  King  and  Queen)  and  later  in 
St.  Georges  Parish,  Spotsylvania.  John  Graves,  whose  will  was  probated  in  Essex 
Co.  in  1720,  mentions  wife  Hannah,  son  James  and  his  wife  Jean,  son  Benjamin,  and 
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daughter  Ann.  James,  his  son,  mentions  only  his  wife  Jean  in  his  will  filed  in 
1725.  Mrs.  P.  W.  Hiden  in  her  splendid  "book  starts  with  Capt.  Thos.  Graves,  who 
came  to  Accomae  in  1608.  She  does  not  mention  John  and  James  who  died  1720  and 
1725,  "but  she  gives  a  very  valuable  study  of  the  family  down  to  John  Graves,  who 
married  Susanna  Dicken.  He  was  horn  in  St.  Georges  Parish,  Spotsylvania  County, 
December  10,  1712  and  married  Susanna  Dicken  Nov.  22,  1732.  His  Will  probated 
17^7,  gave  the  names  of  his  children,  viz:  Thos,  m.  Sarah  Delaney;  John,  m.  Ann 
Rice;  Rebecker,  b.  Sept.  4,  1735;  Isaac,  m.  Mildren  McWilliams,  (2)  Elizabeth 
Cowherd  (3)  Jemima  Holliday;  Jemima,  m.  James  Chiles,  son  of  her  stepfather  Henry 
Chiles;  Edward,  m.  Sarah,  sister  of  Ann  Rice.  Mrs.  Hiden  was  not  able  to  find 
any  further  record  of  Rebecker,  and  assumes  that  she  died  unmarried.  As  evidence 
she  recites  that  in  1764  James  Chiles  and  wife  Jemima  sold  168  acres  described  as 
land  left  her  by  her  father  John  Graves.  Now  the  Will  provided  that  each  child 
was  to  receive  140  acres,  but  in  the  event  anyone  died  without  heirs,  the  share 
should  be  divided  among  the  rest.  The  168  acres  would  represent  l4o  acres  in¬ 
herited  and  one-fifth  of  l4o  acres  which  could  have  been  divided.  The  evidence 
is  strong,  yet  Rebecca  could  have  waived  her  interest  in  the  estate  or  could  have 
sold  her  l4o  acres  to  the  other  heirs  before  division  time.  On  May  4,  1755 
this  entry  appears  in  the  Order  Book  of  Spotsylvania  Co.  O.B.  1755  -  65  ''On 
motion,  of  Henry  Chiles  (second  husband  of  Susanna  the  widow  of  John)  John  Waller, 
Thos.  Wyatt  and  Jos.  Holladay,  are  ordered  to  appraise  the  estate  and  set  apart 
the  estate  devised  Thos.  Graves  by  his  father's  will."  This  consisted  of  per¬ 
sonal  property  and  he  was  alloted  one -sixth  of  the  estate  proving  that  at  that 
date  1755,  Rebecker  was  not  deceased.  She  would  then  be  20  years  old,  and  may 
have  walked  out  and  married  Samuel  Brockman,  who  then  had  a  daughter  Mary  11 
years  old.  This  is  circumstancial  evidence  only,  but  the  conjecture  that  Rebecker 
died  young,  is  also  circumstantial.  Thomas,  John  and  Isaac  Graves  and  wives 
transferred  their  interest  in  Spotsylvania  land  as  follows: 

November  3,  1766  120  acres  more  or  less  to  George  Humphries 

200  acres  part  of  property  left  them  by  father  John 
Graves  to  John  Chiles 
136  acres  to  Samuel  Bulloch 

October  3,  1766  268  acres  to  Frances  Irwin 

This  totals  724  acres  plus  168  transferred  by  sister  Jemima  would  make  892  acres 
or  52  in  excess  of  land  left  by  John  Graves.  It  is  apparent  that  the  land  had 
not  been  divided,  so  that  the  acreage  was  duplicated  in  assigning  the  interest 
of  the  various  children.  Then  there  is  the  140  acres  left  to  the  widow  for  life 
and  to  Edward  at  her  death  that  is  a  part  of  the  total  of  84o  acres  left  by  Will 
of  John  Graves. 

Susanna  Chiles,  in  her  Will  probated  in  Culpeper  Court  May  17,  1784,  left 
her  estate  inherited  from  her  first  husband  John  Graves  to  her  four  sons  by  her 
first  marriage  and  certain  bequests  to  her  daughters  Elizabeth  Cow  (may  have 
been  cowherd)  and  Ann  Davis. 

Henry  Chiles  left  property  to  daughter  Susannah  Haley,  who  was  probably  wife 
of  Jas.  Haley;  Jas  Haley  and  wife  Susannah  deeded  126  acres  in  1749  to  Samuel 
Brockman,  Jr.,  which  leads  to  speculation  that  this  land  may  have  been  Rebecker 
Graves '  share  transferred  to  Samuel  Brockman,  her  husband,  although  the  dates 
and  acreage  are  not  right. 

Relatives  have  always  maintained  that  Samuel  II  married  a  Burris,  and  it  is 
entirely  likely  that  his  first  wife  was  a  Burris  and  second  Rebecker  Graves, 
who  died  in  1814,  twenty- four  years  after  her  husband.  In  1734  Thomas  Graves, 
Edwin  Hickman,  Joseph  Smith  and  Jonathan  Clark  patented  3,277  acres  in  Albemarle 
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Co.  Thos.  Graves  was  likely  the  one  who  signed  a  "bond  for  executors  of  the  Will 
of  Samuel  I.  Now  Samuel  Brockman  I  owned  350  acres  of  land  in  Albemarle  in  1766 
and  there  is  no  record  of  a  patent  or  deed  of  this  land.  Mrs.  Hiden  gives  no 
account  of  this  Thomas  Graves,  hut  undoubtedly  he  was  one  of  the  Essex  family, 
and  uncle  of  Rebecker  who  married  Samuel  Brockman.  Susana,  widow  of  John  Graves, 
married  Henry  Chiles,  who  died  in  1763*

Itam  I  give  to  my  Daughter  Rebecker  one  hundred  and  forty  Acres  of  Land  Laid  of 

Joynning  to  her  brother  Thos.  to  her  and  her  hears  and  Assigns  for  ever  - 

Itam  I  give  to  my  Son  Iasack  one  hundred  and  forty  Acors  of  Land  joynng  to  his 
Sister  Rebecker  to  him  and  his  hers  and  Assigns  for  Ever  - 

Itam  I  give  to  my  Son  John  one  hundred  and  forty  Acors  of  Land  joynning  To  his

I  also  give  and  bequeath  unto  my 
son  William  one  young  negro  wench  named  Phillis,  to  him  and  his  heirs  forever  and 
that  he  possess  the  said  Wench  immediately  after  the  death  of  my  said  wife .  I 
give  and  bequeath  unto  my  daughter,  Mary  Singleton,  one  negro  man  named  George  to 
her  and  her  heirs  forever.  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  daughter,  Elizabeth 

Street,  one  negro  child  named  Winnie,  also  Fifteen  pounds  current  money,  to  her 

and  her  heirs  forever.  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  daughter,  Sarah  Henderson,  one 
negro  boy,  named  Hercules,  to  her  and  her  heirs  forever,  and  it  is  my  will  and 
desire  that  my  said  daughters  shall  enjoy  the  said  legacies  immediately  after 
the  death  of  my  wife.  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  two  sons,  Samuel  and  William, 
one  negro  man  named  Peter,  in  trust  for  the  benefit  and  maintenance  of  my  daugh¬ 
ter,  Rachel  Rogers,  during  her  natural  life,  and  my  will  is  that  the  said  negro, 
Peter,  shall  descend  after  her  decease  to  such  of  the  said  Rachel's  children  as 
shall  be  living  at  the  time  of  her  death,  and  it  is  my  further  will  and  intention 
that  this  legacy  shall  be  enjoyed  immediately  after  the  death  of  my  wife  according

Samuel  Brockman,  my  only  and  sole  Executors  of  this  my  last  Will  and  Testament 
and  do  hereby  utterly  disallow,  revoke  and  annul  all  other  former  Wills  and 
Testaments,  and  this  and  no  other  to  be  my  last  Will  and  Testament.  In  Witness 
whereof,  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  seal  the  day  and  date  first  above  writ¬ 
ten.

The  transfers  between  Chiles,  Haley  and  Samuel  Brockman  and  the  legacy  left 
to  John  Haley  by  Samuel,  I,  leads  one  to  believe  that  Samuel  I  may  have  married 
a  widow  Haley,  with  Son  John,  but  his  will  did  not  say  sy. 

WILLXMA  BROCKMAN  of  Albemarle  County,  son  of  Samuel  and  Mary,  lived  on 
Priddy's  Creek,  owned  a  considerable  quantity  of  land,  and  had  one  of  the  first 
mills  erected  in  that  section.  He  died  in  1809.  A  Baptist  Church,  the  prede¬ 
cessor  of  the  present  Priddy  Creek  Church,  was  on  his  land  and  he  devised  it  to 
the  congregation,  who  used  it  as  a  place  of  worship. 

We  first  hear  of  William  Brockman  in  Spottsylvania  County  where  he  wit¬ 
nessed  a  number  of  legal  instruments .  Like  his  brother  William,  he  had  a 
distinctive  way  of  signing  his  name.  In  Spottsylvania,  a  deed  from  Joseph 
Collins  runs  to  William  Brock.  In  the  deed  he  and  brother  Samuel  signed,  sell¬ 
ing  their  Albemarle  County  legacy  to  John  White,  a  Scottish  immigrant,  1779. 

He  signed  again  William  Brock,  "B"  as  his  mark,  while  the  deed  was  made  out  in 


his  full  name.  In  the  deed  in  which  son  William,  Jr.  receives  land  from  William 
Moore  and  Mary  his  wife,  of  Orange,  he  witnessed  this  deed  as  William  Brock,  and 
Junior  also  signs  as  Brock.  When  William  Senior  signs  his  will  in  1807,  he  does 
sign  in  full.  The  will  was  entered  for  probate  in  1809  and  I  have  estimated 
that  William  was  bom  about  1718  in  King  and  Queen  County.  He  signed  as  witness 
of  a  deed  in  1739*  In  1762,  while  living  in  Orange,  he  acquired  400  acres  of 
land  in  Albemarle  County  from  Robert  Duncans  on,  purchased  from  Richard  and  Sarah 
Durrett.  In  1782,  William  Senior,  as  he  is  referred  to,  bought  100  acres  from 
Ambrose  Dowell.  In  179^.,  he  signed  a  petition  to  erect  a  mill  on  Priddy's 
Creek,  although  he  is  believed  to  have  had  a  mill  earlier.  In  his  will  he 
ordered  this  mill  sold  and  proceeds  divided.  In  the  transfer  of  land  with 
brother  Samuel  in  1779,  his  wife  signs  "Betty  Brock",  with  'V  B"  appearing  in 
front  as  identification.  Son  William  died  intestate,  but  in  a  deed  from  William 
Brockman  Jr's,  heirs  to  John  Goss,  the  names  of  Junior's  children  are  given. 

In  1807,  William  Brockman  executed  a  power  of  attorney  to  son  Ambrose 
Brockman,  by  which  he  was  to  receive  payment  for  his  services,  "the  same  fees 
and  emoluments  which  I  allowed  my  son  Samuel,  deceased".  This  document  was 
signed  by  "X"  indicating  he  was  no  longer  able  to  sign  his  name.  His  will  pro¬ 
bated  1809,  in  Albemarle,  left  property  to  his  grandchildren,  children  of  John 
deceased,  to  be  administered  by  grandson  Elyjah.  Three  of  his  sons  served  in 
the  Revolutionary  war.  Thomas  who  married  a  daughter  of  Henry  Shelton  was  a 
pensioner.  He  moved  to  Montgomery  County,  Ill.  where  in  183^  he  applied  for  a 
pension.  He  died  there  about  1838,  and  was  buried  in  Brown  Cemetery,  which  is 
now  a  pasture  owned  by  Joseph  Spinner.  His  children  grew  up  there,  however  no 
will  has  been  found,  hence  his  descendents  are  unknown.

Charles  Brockman  made  Overseer  of  the  Road.  12  June,  1783. 

(Note:  This  is  also  a  Revolutionary  service  as  any  service  before  the 
Treaty  of  Paris  is  war  service.  His  descendants  can  enter  the  D.A.RJ 


No  record  of  the  parentage  of  Charles.  Possibly  a  son  of  William,  who  died 
unmarried  before  his  father.  The  name  Charles  might  indicate  that  Betty  wan  a 
Tandy.  The  name  Ambrose  suggests  Haley,  Madison,  Dowell,  Smith,  Powell. 
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Elizabeth  ( Batty}  wife  of  William  Brockman  is  presumed  to  have  died  prior  to 
her  husband,  since  she  was  not  mentioned  in  his  will.  In  the  division  of  the  estate 
of  her  father,  Thos .  Smith,  1199,  the  William  and  Elizabeth  Brockman  that  re¬ 
ceived  equal  shares  with  grandchildren,  are  believed  to  be  also  grandchildren, 
that  is  Betsy  Broclman  and  husband  William.  By  power  of  Attorney  executed  Aug¬ 
ust  7,  1815,  from  Betsy  Brockman  to  Andrew  Brockman,  her  son- in- law,  Betsy 
states  that  she  is  daughter  of  William  Brockman  of  Albemarle,  who  left  her 
certain  property  by  his  Will  filed  in  Albemarle  County.  Others  joining  in  the 
instrument  were  children  and  sons- in- law.  The  Smiths  were  English.  Joseph 
Smith,  Thos.  Graves  and  others  took  up  3,277  acres  in  Albemarle  in  173^ •  He  had 
a  son  Thomas  and  grandson  Thos.  William  and  Elizabeth  registered  in  at  Orange, 

Va.  from  England  in  1739*  In  17 69,  Thomas  Smith,  son  of  John  Smith  of  Hanover, 
bought  land  in  Albemarle,  a  part  of  Chiswell  tract.  Relationship  of  this  family 
to  Thos.  Smith,  father  of  Elizabeth  Brockman,  is  not  known;  we  know  our  Thos. 
had  land  in  Albemarle  and  Orange.  At  Germima,  Orange  Co.,  lived  Thos.  Smith 
whose  wife  was  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  John  Reynolds,  of  Washington  Co.,  Md. 

The  fact  that  William  Brockman  received  a  legacy  from  estate  of  George  Major  who 
left  his  property  to  Reynolds  boys  and  Elizabeth  Brooks,  probably  his  daughter 
may  establish  the  kinship  between  Brockmans  and  Majors . 

George  Major's  will,  March  20,  1787,  Orange  County,  Va.,  leaves  estate  to 
Joseph,  Cornelius,  John,  Richard  and  Robert  Reynolds  and  daughter  Elizabeth 
Brooks  for  life,  and  her  heirs  at  death.  Martha,  wife  of  George,  received 
estate  for  life  (or  during  widowhood) .  Payments  included  13  pounds,  3  shillings 
to  William  Brockman.  Although  the  legacies  under  will  of  George  Major  limited 
bequests  to  the  Reynolds'  and  Elizabeth  Brooks  or  heirs,  payments  included  some 
twenty  persons.  Final  settlement  included  payments,  in  addition  to  William 
Brockman:  John  Rouzee,  son-in-law  of  Henry  and  Mary  Oswald;  John  Taylor,  son- 
in-law  of  Samuel  Brockman  of  Albemarle;  James  Collins;  John  Rogers,  son-in-law 
of  Samuel  Brockman  I;  and  William  Lucas,  whose  son  married  a  Brockman.  All  of 
this  indicates  the  death  of  legatees  and  the  revision  of  interests  in  indirect 
relatives.  There  is  a  marriage  relationship  suggested  between  Brockman  and  both 
Oswald  and  Major  families .  Legatees  under  the  will  of  George  Major  strengthens 
this  thought.  Martha,  the  widow  of  George  Major,  who  was  left  certain  property 
for  life  provided  she  did  not  remarry,  did  marry  Hamilton  Goss  in  1798  and  it 
may  have  been  her  reversionery  interest  that  was  divided  among  the  Brockman 
relatives  In  1799*  George  Major's  estate  was  finally  settled  September  22, 

1804,  with  Martha  Goss  executrix  and  Cornelius  Reynolds  as  executor.

JOHN  BROCKMAN  of  Spottsylvania  and  Orange  Counties,  Virginia,  married  Mary 
Collins,  daughter  of  Joseph  and  wife  Susanna  Collins. 

In  1752  John  Brockman  purchased  land  in  Louisa  County  from  Philipp  Aylett 
(Elliott)  on  the  North  Anna  River.  Previous  to  this  he  resided  with  his  father, 
Samuel  Brockman,  In  St.  Thomas  Parish,  Orange  County.  He  may  or  may  not  have 
lived  in  Louisa.  In  his  will  he  appears  as  a  resident  of  Orange  and  left  the 
Louisa  property  to  sons  Samuel  and  Major.  He  died  before  his  father  in  1756. 

The  following  deed  to  John  Brockman  was  copied  from  the  records  at  Louisa, 
Virginia:

This  indenture,  this  seventh  day  of 
November,  for  and  in  consideration  of  45  pounds  sterling,  "between  Philipp  Aylett 
and  wife  and  John  Brockman,  in  Orange  County,  tract  of  land  containing  199 
acres,  lying  in  Louisa  County,  on  the  South  part  of  the  South  Ibrk  of  the 
Northanna  River.

Thos.  Aylett  escaped  from  England  and  settled  in  King  and  Queen  County, 
where  a  town  bears  his  name. 


Deed  from  William  Oaks  to  John 
Brockman,  dated  May  23,  1744,  for  200  acres on  Mattapony  River,  Zachary  Taylor, 
witness. 

Deed  Book  12,  Page  409.  Deed  from  Thomas  Cook  to  John  Brockman,  dated 
May  23,  1744.  100  acres  on  Pamunkey  River. 


We  know  little  about  John  or  his  father  Samuel.  John’s  wife,  we  believe, 
was  Mary  Collins,  daughter  of  Capt.  Joseph  and  Susanna  Collins.  Joseph  Collins 
was  probably  grandson  of  William  Collins,  of  the  Isle  of  Wight,  who  obtained  a 
grant  of  5^1  acres  of  land  in  King  and  Queen  County  in  1635.  He  arrived  in 

Virginia  May  15  that  year,  on  the  ship  the  "Plain  Joan",  Richard  Backam,  Master. 

This  shipload  of  immigrants  is  recorded  as  having  brought  with  them  "attesta¬ 
tions  of  their  conformation  to  the  orders  and  discipline  of  the  Church  of 
England."  William  Collins  was  23  years  old  when  he  arrived  in  Virginia  in  1635, 
and  in  1691,  in  Book  8  of  the  King  and  Queen  County  records,  he  is  listed  as  a 
merchant. 

Joseph  Collins  had  several  brothers  and  sisters,  judging  from  the  real 
estate  transactions.  One  of  these  brothers,  Thomas,  married  Elizabeth.  In 
Joseph’s  will,  probated  March  1,  1757,  and  recorded  in  Book  B,  Page  329,  of  the 

Spottsylvania  County  records,  the  name  of  Joseph’s  wife  is  given  as  Susanna. 

The  children  of  Capt.  Joseph  Collins  and  wife  Susanna  were  as  follows:

South  Carolina;  Lewis,  m.  twice,  sons  Dillard,  Lewis  who  m.  Charlotte  Hammond; 
Caty,  m.  Benj.  Glass;  Ann,  m.  John  Wisdom;  Mary,  m.  John  Brockman;  Susannah,  m. 
William  A.  Gohlson. 

There  was  a  grandaughter  Amey,  probably  named  after  Amy,  wife  of  Thomas 
Brookman,  who  was  buried  in  the  Barbados.  John  Collins,  father  of  Joseph  married 
a  daughter  of  Abraham  Weeks  (Order  Book  1,  1686  Essex  Co.).  There  was  a  Matthew 
Collins  also  who  may  have  been  uncle. 
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In  the  name  of  God,  Amen,  I  Joseph  Collins  of  the  County  of  Spotsylvania  be¬ 
ing  sick  and  weak  but  of  sound  and  perfect  mind  and  memory,  and  calling  to  mind 
the  uncertainty  of  this  Transitory  Life  Do  make  this  my  last  will  and  testament 
in  manner  and  form  following,  first  I  recommend  my  soul  to  Almighty  God  and  my 
body  to  the  earth  to  be  decently  buryed,  and  as  to  what  worldly  Estate  it  hath 
pleased  God  to  bless  me  with  I  give  and  bequeath  in  the  following  manner. 

Item.  It  is  my  will  that  my  just  debts  and  funeral  expenses  be  first  paid. 

Item.  I  give  to  my  Grand  Daughter  Amey  Collins  one  cow  and  calf  and  the 
sum  of  five  pounds  current  money,  to  be  paid  unto  her  when  she  shall  arrive  at 
the  age  of  twenty  one  years  or  on  the  day  of  her  marriage. 

Item,  I  lend  unto  my  beloved  wife  Susama  Collins,  ray  whole  Estate  both 
real  and  personal  for  and  during  the  Term  of  her  Widowhood,  and  after  her 
marriage  or  death  it  is  my  will  and  desire  that  my  executors  hereafter  named 
doth  sell  the  whole  estate  both  real  and  personal,  at  public  auction,  and  I  do 
hereby  give  the  money  arising  by  the  sale  of  my  Landto  be  equally  divided  be¬ 
tween  my  four  sons,  James  Collins,  William  Collins,  Thomas  Collins  and  Lewis 
Collins,  and  out  of  the  money  arising  b3r  the  sale  of  my  Negroes  and  other  estate, 
I  give  the  sum  of  Ten  Pounds  current  money  to  each  of  my  daughters,  Ann  Wisdom, 
Mary  Brockman,  Susanna  Golson,  Tabitha  Gatewood,  Drucilla  Cook  and  Catey  Glase, 
and  if  any  thing  remain  after  such  legacy’s  are  paid,  I  give  the  same  to  be 
equally  divided  between  my  children,  John  Collins,  James  Collins,  William 
Collins,  Thomas  Collins,  Lewis  Collins,  Ann  Wisdom,  Mary  Brockman,  Susanna 
Gholson,  Tabitha  Gatewood,  Drucilla  Cook  and  Catey  Glase. 

Item.  I  do  hereby  ordain,  constitute  and  appoint  my  sons  John  Collins, 

James  Collins,  William  Collins,  Thomas  Collins  and  Lewis  Collins  executors  of 
this  my  last  will  and  testament,  hereby  revoking  all  other  wills  by  me  hereto¬ 
fore  made  and  declaring  this  to  be  my  last  will  and  testament. 

In  testimony  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  seal  this  27th  day  of 
August,  1757.

The  will  of  Robert  Page,  1770,  gives  name  of  wife  as  Mary  B.  and  children: 
William,  Robert,  George,  Samuel,  Nicholas,  Jane,  Mary  and  Elizabeth. 

Mary  Brockman,  widow  of  John  is  believed  to  have  married  Kelly  Jennings. 

She  was  apparently  discharged  as  executrix  as  she  was  not  shown  as  giving  a 
bond  in  1759.  Nov.  24,  1758,  William  Brockman  and  Sarah,  orphans  of  John, 
above  the  age  of  14,  came  into  court  and  chose  Kelly  Jennings  as  guardian  and 
the  court  appointed  him  guardian  also  of  Elizabeth.  Hannah,  Mary,  Joseph,  Rachael 
and  Major,  under  the  age  of  14.  However,  on  May  24,  1759,  William  and  Sarah 
chose  their  brother  Samuel  as  guardian  and  he  was  also  appointed  guardian  of  the 
other  children  still  under  14,  with  Roger  Bell  and  Vivian  Daniel  signing  bond. 

The  marriage  records  show  Sarah,  Elizabeth  and  Mary  as  being  daughters  of  Samuel 
Brockman.  I  Believe  that  they  were  his  sisters,  of  whom  he  was  guardian.

SARAH  BROCKMAN,  daughter  of  Samuel  and  Mary,  married  John  Henderson,  proba¬ 
bly  in  1732,  judging  by  dower  executed  in  Spottsylvania  County.  The  Will  of 
John  Henderson,  who  died  in  1783,  and  that  of  Sarah  his  wife,  who  died  in  1796, 
show  beneficiaries.  John  was  likely  son  of  William  Henderson,  whom  we  find  in 
King  and  Queen  and  Spottsylvania  Counties.

The  old  Henderson  brick  mansion  stood  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  road 
from  the  home  of  Samuel  Brockman  I,  near  Brock's  Bridge.  It  has  in  recent  years 
been  destroyed  by  fire.  As  a  barefoot  boy  I  rode  bareback  in  overalls  by  it  and 
yearned  to  see  inside.  The  children  in  the  yard  wore  "black  stockings"  in  the 
middle  of  the  week.  Jos.  '  widow  rode  in  a  stage  coach  with  a  driver.  I  looked 
with  awe  at  the  whole  picture  1  Mother  said,  "That's  Cousin  John's  home"  and  we 
would  say,  "What!  a  cousin!! I" 
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From  Orange  County,  Virginia  records : 

Will  Book  3;  Page  63.  John  Henderson,  Will.  Dated  January  25,  1779.  Pro¬ 
bated  August  28,  1783.  Mentions  wife  Sarah  Henderson.  Leaves  her  3  negroes  and 
whatever  is  necessary  for  housekeeping,  this  left  in  hands  of  son  John  Henderson 
for  her  maintenance.  Leaves  son  John  Henderson  tract  of  land,  586  acres  he 
lives  on.  To  sons  Joseph,  Richard  and  Samuel,  25  pounds  current  money.  Gives 
to  daughter,  Ann  Burruss,  negro  for  life,  at  her  death  to  her  daughter  Sarah 
Burruss.  Balance  of  Estate  to  he  equally  divided,  after  being  sold,  among  his 
following  children: 

Joseph,  Richard  and  Samuel  Henderson,  Mary  Estes,  Sarah  Thurman,  Susannah 
White,  Elizabeth  Montague,  Ann  Burruss,  Isabell  Thompson,  Hannah  Richard  and 
(interlined  Rachel  Quisenberry,  then  looks  like  line  thru  it).  Leaves  John 
Henderson  Executor,  his  son.  Signed  by  John  Henderson.  Witnesses:  Sami.  Brock¬ 
man,  Joseph  Dunivan,  William  Zachry. 


Will  Book  5,  Page  372.  Sarah  Henderson's  Will.  Dated  June  27,  1790.  She 
leaves  same  heirs  as  mentioned  by  her  husband,  with  following  provision  "my  son 
John  Henderson  excepted,"  and  leaves  them  whatever  crops,  etc.  are  in  John 
Henderson's  hands,  to  be  equally  divided  between  them,  "John  Henderson  excepted." 
Leaves  John  White  her  Executor.  Signed  Sarah  Henderson  "S"  her  mark.  Witnesses: 
Robert  Cobbs,  Chapman  White.  Recorded  26  September,  1796. 


(Note:  "I  feel  some  trouble  arose  over  old  John's  will  because  I  found  a 
Power  of  Attorney  recorded  in  Louisa  County  from  both  Samuel  and  Joseph  Hender¬ 
son,  to  Wm.  Linney,  to  attend  to- any  matter,  bring  suit,  etc.  for  them.  I  see 
clearly  from  Sarah's  will  that  she  did  not  approve  of  John  the  son  getting  all 
the  place,  etc.  I  do  not  see  where  there  was  much  other  estate  either,  for 
other  children.  This  John  Jr.  had  no  children.  He  married  Frankie  Daniel  and 
he  left  her  his  estate  but  she  deeded  it  all  to  his  nephew  John,  the  son  of 
Samuel,  who  was  my  g.  grandfather.  Likewise,  this  John  left  everything  on  home 
place  and  land  to  his  son,  Joseph  Miles  Henderson,  and  while  he  left  something 
for  the  other  children  it  was  not  compared  with  this.  I  never  could  find  any 
suit  brought,  tho,  at  Louisa  or  Orange  over  this  first  John's  estate.  Joseph, 
his  son,  settled  in  Georgia  and  Samuel  in  Caswell  County,  North  Carolina.  I  do 
not  yet  know  where  Richard  settled. 

No  William  Henderson  Will  here.  He  must  have  been  in  that  part  of  Orange 
cut  off  into  Augusta,  from  what  I  have  found  here  myself  in  past  searches.  He 
was  here  early,  and  first  deputy  sheriff  when  county  was  formed.  Found  no 
records  showing  he  died  here  or  sold  all  his  holdings.  I  found  where  my  John 
took  up  1000  acres  in  Spottsylvania,  1728,  when  they  were  giving  away  that  land 
for  people  who  would  agree  to  settle  on  it.  Likewise,  an  early  Joseph  took  up 
1000  acres  here;  also  a  Samuel  bought  1000  from  Mr.  Henry  Fox  and  sold  it  while 
he  was  living  in  Hanover  County,  1758,  I  think.  Perhaps  Sami.  Brockman  also 
acquired  such  land."  References  by  Josephine  Henderson  Neal,  Louisa,  Virginia. 
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MABY  BBOCKMAN,  daughter  of  Samuel  and  Bebecca,  married  Jacob  Crossthwaite. 
The  Crossthwaites  came  from  King  and  Queen  and  Spottaylvania.  Timothy  and 
William  are  mentioned  there  in  the  transfer  of  land,  as  was  Jacob.  In  1771; 
Samuel  Brockman  of  Orange,  sold  land  in  Orange  County  to  Jacob  and  Mary 
Crossthwaite  of  Culpeper  County,  so  that  Jacob  and  wife  Mary  lived  in  that 
portion  of  Orange  that  was  taken  into  Culpeper. 

Samuel,  husband  of  Bebecca,  is  referred  to  as  Jr.  and  may  have  signed  some 
documents  that  way  but  note  that  in  the  transfer  of  his  property  in  1769;  to 
his  brother  William,  which  was  after  the  death  of  Samuel  Sr.  he  does  not  sign 
as  Jr. 

In  1755;  William  and  Jacob  Crossthwaite,  heard  of  in  Spottaylvania  in  1771; 
sell  land  in  Culpeper  County,  and  in  1771  a  transfer  by  Timothy  Crossthwaite  is 
found.  In  April  2,  1763,  William  Crossthwaite  and  wife  Miliy  gave  a  deed  to 
353  acres  in  Culpeper,  to  Jacob  their  son,  and  August  19,  1781,  Jacob  sells  to 
Kobert  Mansell  this  land  on  Bobinson  Biver.  Jacob  and  wife  Mary  (Brockman) 
signed  the  deed.  In  June  16,  1798;  William  Crossthwaite  and  wife  Elizabeth 
(probably  a  brother  of  Jacob)  sold  land  in  Culpeper  adjoining  G.  Wilhoit’s. 

Mary  m.  Jacob  Crossthwaite  in  1764.  About  this  time  50  families  moved  in  a 
group  to  Kentucky,  most  of  them  coming  from  Culpeper  and  Orange. 


A  quit  claim  deed  filed  in  Spottsylvania  County  and  in  Kentucky,  was  exe¬ 
cuted  in  1790  between  Jacob  Crossthwaite  and  wife  Mary  of  Ifeyette  County,  Ky.  to 
Thomas  Bell  (husband  of  Sallie  Brockman)  for  40  pounds,  transferring  right, 
title  and  interest  in  800  acres  of  land  belonging  to  the  estate  of  Samuel 
Brockman,  deceased.  Jacob  Crossthwaite  and  Isaac  were  in  Col.  Byrds  regiment 
in  1758,  and  in  Bevolutionary  War  1779*

Timothy  C.  gave  the  land  on  which  Orange  Court  House,  Virginia  now  stands. 

The  leaf  containing  the  Taylor  record  has  been  torn  out,  but  the  tombstones 
in  the  Taylor  burial  grounds  have  the  following  records:

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WILLIAM  BROCKMAN,  son  of  Samuel  and  Rebecca,  was  born  in  St.  Thomas  Parish, 
Orange  County,  Va.,  and  married  Mary,  the  daughter  of  Caleb  Lindsay  and  wife 
Bertha  (daniel)  Lindsay . Caleb  married  second  Sally  Stevens,  daughter  of  John 
Stevens  and  Sarah  Montague  on  January  23,  1767  °f  Caroline  County.  In  1793 
his  brother  John  and  wife  Elizabeth,  and  his  sisters  transferred  to  him  the  old 
homestead  "Greenway",  Daniel,  close  to  Brock's  Bridge  on  the  North  Anna  River. 

In  1800  he  acquired  land  in  Louisa  County,  as  we  find  a  deed,  dated  Oct.  8,  1810, 
from  William  and  Mary  his  wife,  of  Orange  County,  to  Lawrence  Young  of  Louisa 
County,  "adjoining  Brockman  bridge,  moving  up  to  John  Graves,  thence  to  William 
McGilcomes  on  the  Doctors  Road".’  Witnesses  were  Chas.  B.  Bronaugh,  Thomas  Bibb, 
and  Curtis  L.  Brockman.  According  to  Doughlas  Registers,  Goochland  County, 
their  first  child  was  born  in  1781,  on  July  1,  and  baptized  Caleb  Lindsay, 

October  3,  1781.  The  birth  of  the  second  child  was  in  January,  1783,  who  was 
baptized  Joshua  L.  on  April  23,  1786.  The  acquisition  of  the  144  acres  in 
Louisa  County  in  l800  was  by  a  transfer  from  Samuel  and  Christian  Brockman  to 
John  White,  who  married  Mary  a  sister  of  Samuel,  who  in  turn  sold  it  to 
William  and  Mary  Lindsay  Brockman.  Joshua  L.  Brockman  acquired  land  in  Kentucky 
in  1833,  where  he  died  unmarried,  leaving  a  will  to  follow.

And  we  will  jump  into  the  wagon 

And  all  take  a  ride.

At  Hopkinsville,  Christian  County,  we  find  the  will  of  Joshua  Brockman, 
dated  Jan.  28,  1837.  Joshua  gives  to  his  sister  Elizabeth  L.  Mason  1/3  of  his 
estate.  The  remainder  to  be  divided  between  Mrs.  Mason's  children  who  are: 
William  Brockman  Mason;  Charles  Brockman  Mason;  Mary  Jane  Mason;  Tandy'  Brockman 
Mason;  Elizabeth  A.  Mason, 

Joshua  disinherited  his  niece,  Ann  Eliza,  daughter  of  his  sister  Mrs. 
Elizabeth  Mason.  Ann  Eliza  intermarried  with  William  Underwood  and  displeased 
Joshua.  He  named  a  slave  Marion,  who  was  to  be  left  with  Mrs.  Mason  during  her 
lifetime  and  "hired  out  for  her  benefit,  unless  said  slave  should  develop  a  bad 
disposition  and  be  troublesome",  when  he  was  to  be  sold.  Joshua  begins  his  will 
with  very  pious  words  but  used  some  rather  strong  words  about  the  Underwoods.

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SAMUEL  LINDSAY  BROCKMAN  was  "born  in  Orange  County ,  Virginia,  Nov.  15,  1799. 
He  was  a  wealthy  landowner  and  successful  planter.  On  Nov.  22,  1825,  he  married 
Frances  A.  Graves,  daughter  of  Claiborne  Graves  and  Sally  Tandy,  who  was 
daughter  of  Henry  Tandy,  Sr.  and  Ann  Mills.

CURTIS  LINDSAY  BROCKMAN  was  born  in  Orange  County,  Virginia.  He  married 
Nancy  Quisenberry  in  Orange,  Oct.  28,  1811,  a  sister  of  Lucy  Ellis  Qpdsenberry ,  who 
married  his  first  cousin  Asa  Brockman.  Mr.  Brockman  married  second  Sarah  Daniel, 
a  widow,  July  28,  1840.  Mrs.  Daniel  was  the  mother  of  James  Travis  and  Beverly  K. 
Daniel,  of  Orange  County,  Virginia.  The  maiden  name  of  Sarah  Daniel  Brockman  was 
Elmore.  She  was  born  1794  and  married  Jos.  E.  Daniel,  Aug.  18,  1818.  He  served 
in  Revolutionary  War  and  died  Dec.  14,  1836.  He  was  pensioned  in  1832.  His  wife 
collected  pension  on  his  death.  Curtis  died  July  12,  1846.  His  widow,  Sarah, 
received  a  land  bounty  of  180  acres  for  service  of  husband  Brockman  in  the  War 
of  1812.  The  Elmores  were  from  Louise  County. 

Mr.  Brockman's  will,  made  in  Orange  County,  dated  May  30,  1840,  and  recorded 
in  Book  10,  Page  406,  leaves  property  to  his  children  Elizabeth  Graves;  Mary 
Bell,  and  her  children  Granville  and  Orville;  Anne;  Lucy;  Julia  Brockman.  Prop¬ 
erty  to  the  value  of  S9.329.75.

The  Virginia 
manuscripts  of  the  Baptist  Society  shows  his  death  as  Sept.  6,  i860.

John  Brockman,  son  of  Samuel  and  Rebecca,  is  thought  to  have  married 
Elizabeth  Burris,  daughter  of  Thomas  Burris  and  Frances  Tandy,  about  1770.  la 
a  deed  he  and  his  sisters  signed  over  to  brother  William  (m.  Mary  Lindsay)  any 
interest  they  may  have  in  the  old  homestead  (Monrovia  now  Daniel).  In  the  will 
of  Thomas  Burris,  a  legacy  is  left  to  Elizabeth  Brockman.  John,  his  son,  is 
thought  to  have  owned  the  property  Castle  Ridge,  near  Gold  Mine  Creek,  in 
Louisa,  where  the  Timber lake  family  lived  in  the  early  1900’s.  John  Sr.  died 
in  1824  when  his  will  was  entered  for  probate  and  the  will  of  Elizabeth  his 
wife,  was  probated  l84l.  In  her  will  Elizabeth  appointed  Jacob  Graves  adminis¬ 
trator  for  property  left  to  her  son  Oswald. 

Deed  Book,  Page  180,  Orange  County,  1793.  John  Brockman  and  wife  Elizabeth, 
Thomas  Bell  and  wife  Sallie,  Jemima  and  William  Hancock,  Sue key  and  Thomas 
Garrett  assign  their  interest  in  the  estate  of  Samuel,  husband  of  Rebecca,  to 
William  Brockman,  their  brother  and  husband  of  Mary  Lindsay. 

Deed  Book  33j  Page  496,  Elizabeth  Brockman  gave  a  deed  to  the  executors 
of  John  Brockman,  deceased,  in  1831,  waiving  her  dower  interest  in  her  husband's 
property. 

Numerous  documents  are  available  showing  that  John  Brockman  furnished 
supplies  for  the  Revolutionary  forces.  In  addition  to  some  500  acres  owned  in 
Orange  County.  John  is  known  to  have  had  nearly  4000  acres  in  Kentucky,  some 

of  which  he  gave  to  his  children  prior  to  his  death.  Washington  Broclonan, 

grandson,  and  son  of  Samuel  and  Nancy,  deeded  150  acres  of  land  on  Pitmans 
Creek  in  his  will.  This  answers  the  description  of  land  known  to  have  been 
owned  by  grandfather  John  Brockman.

of  Clark  County,  Kentucky,  to  be  his  free  and  lawful  agent  and  attorney  "to 

manage  and  transact  as  myself  is  concerned  in  securing  lands  which  I  claim  in 
the  State  of  Kentucky".  Signed  by  John,  February  18,  1796,  at  Orange.  Recorded 
February  22,  1796. 

Deed  from  William  and  Rebecca  Thomson  to  John  Brockman, 
161  acres,  part  of  the  old  homestead  at  Monrovia,  which  they  bought  from 
William  Brockman, 

Deed  from  John  Brockman  and  Elizabeth  his  wife, 
Thomas  Bell  and  Sally  his  wife,  William  Hancock  and  Jemima  his  wife,  Thomas 
Garrett  and  Suckey  his  wife  of  Caroline  County,  to  William  Brockman.  666-3/4 
acres  of  160  pounds  money.  Adjoins  Thomas  Ellis,  John  Henderson,  Lewis  Brockman 
etc.  in  Orange  County,  Va.

On  page  61,  Minute  book,  Orange  Co.,  Va.,  Feb.  1777^  John  Brockman  is  shown 
as  being  appointed  Lieut.  Whether  he  had  active  service  is  not  known,  but  all 
descendants  are  eligible  for  D.A.R.  and  S.A.R. 
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I  hereby  certify  I  have  received  for  publick  use  of  John  Brockman  three 
hundred  and  fifty  pounds  of  Beef  for  which  he  is  entitled  to  receive  payment 
given  under  my  hand  this  9th  of  September  1781

John  Brockman’s  homestead  is  described  in  the  tax  records  as  being  "10 
miles  S.E.  of  Courthouse  on  the  Pamunkey  River  joining  Thos.  Woolfolk  and  John 
Henderson".  In  1819  John  acquired  593  3A  acres  18  miles  from  Courthouse  from 
Ed  Mills  which  is  the  old  Charlie  Mills  homestead. 


WILL  OF  JOHN  BROCKMAN  -  DIED  1824 

In  the  name  of  God  amen  I,  John  Brockman  of  the  county  of  Orange,  being 
old,  and  aware  that  life  is  uncertain,  and  that  death  is  certain,  and  now  being 
in  the  full  exercise  of  my  mental  faculties  do  make  this  my  last  will  and 
testament,  hereby  revoking  all  and  every  will  and  testament  I  heretofore  have 
made  in  form  and  manner  following,  that  is  to  say.  In  the  first  place,  I 
desire  that  after  my  death,  my  body  be  decently  intered  with  as  little  parade 
as  possible,  and  with  regard  to  the  property  which  it  has  pleased  a  gracious 
God  to  bestow  on  me,  I  make  the  following  disposition  of  it.  To  my  dear  and 
beloved  wife,  should  she  survive  me,  I  bequeath  all  the  property  of  which  I  may 
die  possessed,  both  real  and  personal  after  the  payment  of  my  just  debts,  to  be 
held  and  conducted  by  her  according  to  her  pleasure  during  her  life,  and  at  her 
decease  I  order  the  following  distribution  of  it.  To  my  son  Oswald  and  to  his 
heirs  forever  I  give  and  bequeath  three  hundred  acres  of  my  land  including  the 
buildings  thereon  to  be  laid  off  on  the  eastern  part  of  my  plantation  by  a  line 
running  in  a  direction  north  and  south  or  nearly  so-  to  him  the  said  Oswald  and 
to  his  heirs  I  also  give  and  bequeath  a  negro  slave  by  the  name  of  Hannah  and  a 
copper  still  and  worm  belonging  to  it,  and  all  the  furniture  belonging  to  my 
dwelling  house.  To  my  son  Asa  and  to  his  heirs  forever,  I  give  and  bequeath  the 
balance  of  my  plantation,  being  by  estimation  one  hundred  and  eighty-nine  acres 
more  or  less.  To  my  son  Jacob  B.  and  to  his  heirs  forever  I  give  and  bequeath 
a  negro  man  slave  by  the  name  of  Jere,  now  in  his  possession.  To  my  son 
Stephen,  to  whom  I  have  heretofore  given  lands  of  considerable  value,  I  give 
and  bequeath  the  sum  of  one  dollar.  To  my  daughter  Molly,  and  to  my  daughter 
Rebecca  I  give  and  bequeath  to  each  a  good  work  horse.  And  I  desire  that  all 
my  personal  estate,  including  slaves,  stock  and  such  property  as  has  not  been 
specifically  mentioned,  be  sold  at  public  auction  and  that  the  proceeds  be  equal¬ 
ly  divided  between  my  sons  Samuel,  Elijah,  John  and  Thomas  and  my  daughter 
Eleanor  for  their  benefit  and  that  of  their  heirs  respectively  and  as  I  have 
heretofore  given  to  my  daughter  Molly  a  negro  boy  worth  one  hundred  dollars  and 
to  my  daughter  Rebecca  a  negro  girl  worth  three  hundred  dollars  I  desire  and 
order,  that  they  have  equal  shares  to  the  division  with  the  others  last  men¬ 
tioned,  for  their  benefit  and  that  of  their  heirB  respectively,  with  the  deduc¬ 
tion  of  those  sums  from  the  share  of  each,  that  is  to  say,  of  one  hundred 
dollars  from  the  share  of  Molly  and  three  hundred  from  that  of  Rebecca.  And  I 
hereby  constitute  and  appoint  my  son  Oswald  to  be  the  sole  executor  of  this  my 
last  will  and  testament.  In  testimony  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and 
affixed  my  seal  this  twenty-fifth  day  of  September  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  one 
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thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty -three.

This  last  will  and  testament  of  John 
Brockman  deceased  was  proved  by  the  oaths  of  Ben  Colman  and  Robert  Newman 
witnesses  thereto  and  ordered  to  be  recorded.  And  on  the  motion  of  Oswald 
Brockman  the  executor  therein  named  who  made  oath  thereto  according  to  law  and 
together  with  Benjamin  Colman,  William  Stevens  and  Brockman  Bell  his  securities 
entered  into  and  acknowledged  their  bend  in  the  penalty  of  twelve  thousand 
dollars  conditioned  as  the  law  directs.

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JOHN  BROCKMAN,  son  of  William  and  Elizabeth  (Betty)  Brockman  of  Albemarle 
County,  Va.  died  about  179^-5  in  Amherst  County.  The  will  of  his  father  refers 
to  son  John  and  grandson  Elijah.  John’s  wife  was  Elizabeth.  John  Brockman 
first  came  to  Amherst  when  he  purchased  in  1788,  land  on  Indian  Creek  from 
Howard  Cash.  On  Oct.  5,  1789,  John  Brockman  and  wife  Elizabeth  of  Amherst 
executed  a  deed  to  John  Allen  of  Albemarle  for  120  acres  of  land  on  Indian 
Creek,  Amherst  County.  On  July  20,  1795,  Elizabeth  Brockman  qualified  as 
administrator  of  the  estate  of  John  Brockman  of  Amherst,  with  Reuben  Harrison 
and  John  Crawford  as  her  security.  In  1798,  April  16,  an  appraisement  of  John 
Brockman's  estate  was  recorded  in  Amherst,  but  beneficiaries  not  named.  On 
October  21,  1799,  Elijah  Brockman  qualified  as  guardian  of  William,  Elizabeth, 
Frances  and  Vallatilda  Brockman,  infant  children  of  John  Brockman,  deceased,  and 
gave  bond  of  $3,000  with  Joel  Franklin  as  surety.  On  May  10,  1800,  Elijah 
Brockman  purchased  of  Charles  Carter  and  wife  Bettie,  286  acres  on  Stonehouse 
and  Carters  Mill  Creeks,  and  in  1801  Elijah  and  wife  Frances,  and  John  Smith 
and  wife  Sallie,  sold  to  Thomas  Powell  two  tracts  of  land  on  Stonehouse  and 
Carter's  Mill  Creek.  Elijah  is  believed  to  have  moved  then  to  Franklin  County. 
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Records  in  Amherst  show  that  one  Elijah  Brockman  had  a  son  William  whose 
wife  was  Elizabeth.  Deeds  were  dated  1807  and  1817.

George 
Smith,  son  of  Thomas,  signed  the  marriage  bond,  A  William  Brockman  received 
equal  shares  in  estate  of  Thomas  Smith,  Sr.,  indicating  she  might  have  been  an 
only  child  and  grandaughter  of  Thomas  Sr.  He  died  intestate,  however,  division 
of  property  document  has  not  been  found.  There  were  a  number  of  real  estate 
transfers  involving  William  Jr.  and  it  is  assumed  that  he  lived  all  of  his  life 
in  Albemarle  County.

AMBROSE  BROCKMAN  of  Albemarle  County,  Virginia,  'married  1st,  Nancy,  the 
daughter  of  Capt.  William  Sims.  Ambrose  Brockman  was  Ensign,  and  1st  Lieut,  in 
1st  Company,  88th  Reg.  of  the  Revolutionary  War.  He  enlisted  in  the  88th  Reg. 
north  of  the  Three  Notch  Road,  1st  Battalion.  Previous  to  the  war  he  was  a 
Baptist  minister. 

Book  7j  Page  512,  Aug.  2,  1817.  Ambrose  Brockman  of  Barren  County,  Ky. 
appointed  attorney  by  Jas .  (X)  Johnson  of  Spottsylvania  County,  Va.  to  collect 
from  Wm.  Johnson  "my  part  of  my  father's  landed  estate." 
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As  shown  by  Power  of  Attorney  to  John  Brockman  from  Lewis  Mahanne a ,  Nov.  24, 
1823,  Albemarle  B.  24,  P.  86,  Ambrose  died  in  Kentucky  and  his  daughter  was  wife 
of  Mahannes.  The  marriage  records  of  Albemarle  show  marriage  license  of 
Drucilla  Brockman  to  Lewis  Mahannes,  Dec.  29,  1808,  sponsored  by  John  Goss,  and 
date  of  wedding,  January  1,  1809.  Some  of  the  other  children  are  shown  in 
Ambrose’s  will,  probated  in  October,  1823,  in  Barren  County,  Ky.  Children: 
Drucilla,  m.  Lewis  Mahannes,  in  Albemarle  (not  mentioned  in  will);  Peggy,  not 

married  in  1823,  date  of  will;  Ann,  m.  _ _Flint  (possibly  William);  Willis, 

m.  Harriet  Clemment,  1820,  Dec.  4,  dau.  William  Clement,  deceased;  John,  be¬ 
lieved  to  have  married  Nancy  Elmore,  1820,  January  5;  William,  M.,  m.  Mary  Jones, 
1818. 

The  will  of  Ambrose  Brockman,  probated  Barren  County  Kentucky,  October 
1823,  tells  us  many  things.  It  shows  that  Nancy,  his  first  wife,  is  either  de¬ 
ceased  or  else  there  has  been  a  divorce.  It  shows  that  the  wife  at  the  time  of 
making  the  will  is  Frankey.  It  shows  that  Ambrose  had  a  jealous  streak  as  he 
wanted  to  disinherit  her  if  she  remarried.  He  showed  that  he  was  very  decrepit 
and  that  he  struggled  to  write  the  will  by  hand  and  misspelled  many  words — very 
unlike  an  officer  of  high  rank  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  He  loved  his  boys  and 
I  assume  that  Drucilla,  not  being  mentioned,  was  by  his  first  wife  Nancy. 

I  believe  that  Lucy  Brockman,  who  married  William  Brockman  of  Orange,  1806, 
was  daughter  of  Ambrose  Brockman. 

WILL  OF  AMBROS  BROCKMAN 

In  the  name  of  God  Amen  I  Ambros  Brockman  of  Barren  County  Ky  being  week 
in  body  but  of  sound  mind  and  memory  thanks  be  to  God  for  his  mercys  and  caling 
to  mind  the  mortality  of  my  boddy  and  that  it  is  a  apointed  for  man  once  to 
die  to  make  this  my  last  will  and  Testament, 

First  I  recomend  my  soul  to  God  and  my  boddy  to  be  berrid  in  a  deasant 
Christian  manner  at  the  discresion  of  my  wife  and  children  nothing  doubting  but

her  natural  life  also  my  servant  Mary  during  her  natural  life  also  my  house 
hold  and  kitchin  furniture  until  my  daugher  Peggy  marry s  dies  or  removes  from 
my  wifes  abode,  if  she  marries  my  will  is  she  receive  the  cupboard  that  stands 
in  my  large  room  four  chairs  half  dozen  plates  two  dishes  two  bouls  and  one 
table  one  set  of  knives  and  forks  one  feather  bed  and  fumature  and  a  wedding

The  oldest  records  given  below  was  contributed  about  the  year  1920,  by 
Ambrose  Brockman  of  Miller  Co.  Mo.  The  later  records  were  collected  from  Bible 
records  of  Henry  and  Elizabeth  Lewis  (Castlemen)  Brockman  and  the  more  recent 
data  was  collected  from  tombstones  in  cemeteries  of  Lincoln  Co.  Ark.,  and  per¬ 
sonal  knowledge  of  the  family. 

Rev.  John  Brockman  was  born  Dec.  12,  1798  in  Franklin  County,  Virginia.  He 
moved  to  Barren  County,  Kentucky  at  the  age  of  sixteen,  and  married  Nancy  Elmore 
in  1820  and  moved  to  Cooper  Co.  Mo.  in  the  year  1827,  then  to  Moniteau  County 
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and  later  to  Miller  County  where  he  spent  the  remainder  of  his  life.  He  was 
ordained  as  a  Baptist  minister  and  was  the  first  Moderater  of  the  Osage  River 
Association. 

Nancy  Elmore  was  "born  in  the  year  1797  in  Rutherford  County,  North  Carolina 
and  moved  to  Barren  County,  Kentucky  while  a  girl.  Nancy  Elmore  was  the 
daughter  of  John  Elmore  who  had  service  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  He  served 
under  General  C^een  and  was  in  the  battles  of  Eutaw  Springs  and  Cowpens  and 
was  present  when  Lord  Cornwallis  surrendered  his  army  at  Yorktown  to  General 
George  Washington. 

John  Brockman  died  1863  in  Miller  County,  Mo.,  Nancy  Elmore,  born  1798  in 
Rutherford  Co.,  N.  C.  and  died  1862  in  Miller  Co.,  Mo. 

Children:  Susan,  born  September  15,  1820,  married  1639  to  William  Wilcox; 
Annie,  born  March  22,  1822,  died  May  19,  1842;  Henry,  born  February  1,  1824, 
died  July  27,  l88l,  married  1852,  Elizabeth  Lewis  Castleman;  John  E.,  married 
1st.  1851  Amelia  Warren,  2nd.  Permelia  Brown,  1857;  James  M.,  married  1862  to 
Nancy  Lovall;  Ambrose,  married  1861  to  Sally  Ann  Conner;  William,  born  August 
10,  1832,  died  October  10,  1852;  Malinda  Ann,  married  1853  to  Daniel  Shipman; 
Sallie,  married  1850  to  John  P.  Northrup;  Lucinda  Ann,  born  January  1,  1842. 

Captain  Henry  Brockman,  son  of  Rev.  John  Brockman,  enlisted  in  the  Con¬ 
federacy  July  1862,  in  South  Bast  Mo.  He  was  made  Capt.  of  Co.  K.  10th  Reg.  of 
Infantry,  2nd.  Mo.  Brig.  Monroe  Parson  Commander.  He  left  for  service  August 
10,  1862  and  was  discharged  June  17,  1865.  He  was  in  the  battle  of  Prairie 
Grove  November  7,  1862;  in  the  battle  of  Helena  July  4,  1863;  camped  near  Ketch 
Eye,  La.  On  the  9th  of  April  was  wounded  in  the  battle  of  Pleasant  Hill,  La. 

He  was  taken  to  the  home  of  a  friend,  Duke  Williams  whom  he  had  previously 
known  and  there  he  remained  until  he  recovered  sufficiently  to  return  to  his 
command. 

The  first  four  children  of  Henry  and  Elizabeth  Brockman  were  bora  in 
Miller  Co.,  Mo.,  near  Iberia.  After  the  war  Henry  Brockman  taught  in  the  public 
schools  of  Miller  County  then  moved  in  a  short  tine  to  Arkansas,  locating  near 
Star  City  in  Lincoln  County,  where  he  had  sold  much  stock  on  credit  before  the 
war  and  thought  he  might  collect  large  sums  of  money  owing  him. 

He  followed  the  occupation  of  farming  and  reared  his  family  there.  He 
gained  a  reputation  as  a  man  of  refinement  and  high  character;  his  friends  often 
speaking  of  him  in  glowing  terms  many  years  after  his  death.  It  was  said  of 
him  that  he  was  a  man  of  such  clean  speech  that  he  never  used  language  that 
could  not  be  used  in  the  presence  of  ladies. 

Henry  Brockman  Joined  the  Masons  when  he  was  a  young  man  and  held  a  high 
office  of  the  order  when  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  professed  religion  while 
in  the  Civil  War,  and  was  baptised  into  the  Missionary  Baptist  church  by  J.  B. 
Searcy  in  1868  and  was  a  Deacon  and  Clerk  of  the  church  for  several  years. 

Henry  Brockman  born  Feb.  1,  1824  in  Barren  Co.,  Ky.,  died  July  27,  1881 
in  Lincoln  Co.,  Ark.,  married  March  1852  in  Rocktown,  Miller  Co.,  Mo., 

Elizabeth  Lewie  Castelman  bora  Jan.  4,  1834  in  Miller  Co.,  Mo.,  and  died  Feb. 

23,  1908  at  Edlil,  Lincoln  Co.,  Ark.  Both  lie  buried  in  Pleasant  Hill  Cemetery, 
Lincoln  Co.,  Ark.  Graves  are  marked:

SAMUEL  BROCKMAN  (4)  of  Albemarle  County,  died  before  1807.  His  wife  was 
Ann,  daughter  of  Capt.  William  Sims,  and  sister  to  his  brother's  wife,  who  he 
married  June  14,  1790.  He  was  a  Revolutionary  soldier  and  served  as  Ensign, 

1st  Lieut.,  and  Captain,  having  enlisted  in  the  regiment  with  his  brother 
Ambrose. 

William  Sims  lived  in  the  northeastern  part  of  the  county  on  the  waters 
of  Priddy's  Creek  and  Blue  Run.  The  first  mention  of  his  name  occurs  in  1779, 
when  he  bought  land  in  that  neighborhood  from  Josiah  Bush.  He  was  a  captain  of 
a  militia  company  in  the  War  of  the  Revolution.  He  built  one  of  the  first  mills 
on  Priddy's  Creek,  and  for  many  years  it  was  a  noted  point  in  that  vicinity. 

He  died  in  1797.  He  and  his  wife  Agatha  had  nine  daughters  and  two  sons. 

Richard  D.  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  David  Clarkson,  and  his  children 
were  Elizabeth,  the  wife  of  Edward  Wingfield;  Jane,  the  wife  of  Tandy  Brockman; 
Cornelia,  the  wife  of  Rev.  Robt.  Watts;  and  Lucy  Ann,  the  wife  of  James  D. 

Watts.  His  home  was  near  the  mouth  of  Priddy's  Creek.  He  died  in  1862. 

Isaac  died  in  the  Buck  Mountain  District  in  1836.  His  wife  was  Nancy 
Catterton. 

Index  of  land  grants  shows,  Book  45,  P.  546,  6  acres, Albemarle,  Book  53, 

Page  255,  130  acres,  Orange  and  Albemarle;  Book  65,  Page  307,  52  acres,  Albe¬ 
marle;  and  Page  308,  39  acres.  Orange.  All  between  1800-1805.  Col.  Valentine 
Johnson  was  given  power  of  attorney  to  take  these  lands  by  Ambrose  Brockman, 
administrator  of  Samuel  Brockman,  deceased,  and  was  later  sued  by  Ambrose. 

Samuel  died  intestate.  Inventory  of  his  estate  is  recorded  in  Albemarle  Co., 
March  9,  1807.

The  names  of  Samuel's  children  are  established  by  the  deed  to  follow. 

Anderson  B.  Carr  was  guardian  of  Tandy,  Buford,  Tazewell  and  Agatha.  Later 
Drury  Wood  was  named  guardian.  Samuel  is  believed  to  have  had  another  son,  Jason, 
referred  to  in  guardianship  papers  who  probably  died  prior  to  deed  of  1847. 

Also  Simpson  Brockman  is  believed  to  have  been  a  son.

the  said  Buford  (or  Blewford)  Brockman  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of 
one  dollar  to  them  in  hand  paid  the  receipt  whereof  is  hereby  acknowledged  hath 
granted  bargained  and  sold,  etc.  unto  the  said  Buford  Brockman  his  heirs  and 
assigns  "one  half  of  the  tract  of  land  which  was  reserved  and  occupied  by  the 
late  Widdow  Brockman,  dec'd  the  mother  of  the  afore  said  parties  as  the  right 
of  dower  which  was  layed  off  under  an  order  of  Commissioners  appointed  by  the 
County  Court  of  Albemarle  containing  by  estimation  one  hundred  and  ninety-six 
acres  more  or  less  and  bounded  as  follows:  (to  wit)-  by  Thomas  Edwards,  Capt. 
Henry  Hank  in  Shotwells  line,  Tandy  Brockman  to  the  beginning  it  being  the  lots 
of  the  said  Buford,  Syms  and  Tazwell,  and  hereby  conveyed  to  the  said  Buford 
heirs  and  assigns  forever"  etc.  "and  that  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of 
one  dollar  in  hand  paid  by  the  said  Tandy  Brockman  do  hereby  grant  bargain,  etc . 
unto  the  said  Tandy  Brockman  all  that  part  of  the  aforesaid  Dower  containing 
extimation  one  hundred  and  sixty-eight  acres  more  or  less  bounded  as  followeth: 
To  wit;  by  Buford  Brockman  to  the  beginning  -  To  have  and  to  hold"  and  further¬ 
more  the  said  Syms  Brockman,  Tandy  Brockman,  Buford  Brockman,  Tazwell  Brockman 
and  Andrew  Carr  (Anderson  in  marriage  record)  for  themselves  and  their  heirs 
doth  agree  with  the  said  Thomas  Edwards  that  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  sum 
of  one  dollar  to  them  in  hand  paid  by  the  said  Thomas  Edwards  hath  granted 
bargained  and  sold  to  the  said  Thomas  Edwards  "one  certain  lot  of  said  Dower 
Land  containing  by  estimation  sixty-one  acres  more  or  less"  (metes  and  bounds 
only--no  names).

Ann,  wife  of  Samuel  Brockman,  died  about  1847,  as  shown  by  division  of  her 
property  in  Albemarle  County.  In  l8l8,  Tandy  Brockman,  a  son  from  Christian 
County,  Kentucky,  appointed  Sim  Brockman  his  brother  agent  to  represent  him  in 
sale  of  his  rights  in  his  father's  estate.  Tazewell  left  his  estate  in  1896 
to  wife  Sarah  and  Lizzie  M.  Edwards,  wife  of  Charles  T.  Edwards,  presumably 
daughter  and  son-in-law.  The  Will  of  Bluford,  probated  Aug.  15,  1878,  leaves 
estate  to  daughter  Lusetta,  wife  of  A.  J.  Mitchell  "for  taking  care  of  her 
mother  and  me". 
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SAMUEL  BROCKMAN,  son  of  John  and  Mary  Brockman,  was  left  By  his  father  100 
acres  in  Louisa  County,  part  of  a  tract  purchased  from  Philipp  Aylett.  The 
other  portion,  99  acres,  he  left  to  an  unborn  child,  horn  after  his  death  and 
named  Major.  In  1776,  Major  transferred  his  land  to  Brother  Samuel.  Samuel 
apparently  continued  to  live  in  Orange  County  where  he  paid  personal  property 
taxes  up  to  1785  as  Samuel  Jr. 

Samuel  Brockman  of  Trinity  Parish,  Louisa  County,  in  1798  transferred  144 
acres  to  John  White,  Jr.  This  tract  was  sold  in  1800  to  William  and  Mary 
Brockman,  who  sold  it  in  1810  to  Lawrence  Young.  In  1798,  Samuel  and  wife 
Christian  sold  55  acres  to  Thomas  BiBB.  This  disposed  of  all  the  real  estate 
owned  By  Samuel  in  Louisa  County.  He  apparently  moved  to  Louisa  Between  1785 
and  1788.  In  1788  a  power  of  attorney  was  executed  to  him  By  Anthony  Thomson, 
giving  his  residence  as  Louisa. 

Samuel  was  administrator  of  John  Burruss’  estate  and  made  settlement  in 
1783,  W.  B.  3,  Page  159.  Samuel’s  1st  wife  may  have  Been  a  Burrus  and  these 
children  nieces  of  his  1st  wife.  Joseph  Wroofolk,  in  his  will  of  1778,  left  his 
wife,  Christian,  his  estate  provided  she  did  not  marry;  one-half  if  she  did.  In 
November,  1778,  the  executors  paid  cash  to  Christian  Woo If oik,  Brother  John 
Woo if oik,  with  Joseph  Jr.  were  executors,  although  Joseph  Jr.,  I  do  not  Believe 
was  21,  if  tax  records  are  correct. 

In  May,  1779j  W.  B.  3.  Page  164,  the  executors  received  cash  from  Christian 
Brockman,  4  pounds  4  shillings --since  she  had  chosen  to  marry  Samuel  rather  than 
Be  a  widow  and  "enjoy"  her  legacy.  In  the  sale  of  her  property,  Samuel  and 
Lewis  Brockman  Bought  in  much. 

We  Believe  the  children  of  Samuel,  By  his  two  marriages,  to  Be  as  follows: 

Lewis,  m.  Betsie  Bledsoe,  Goochland  County,  March  12,  1779.  Recorded 
in  the  Douglas  Parish  Registers  as  Bletsoe.  Served  in  some  capacity 
in  the  Revolutionary  War  service.  James,  who  married  Millv  Turner, 

July  18,  1806,  could  have  Been  their  son.  Bledsoe  Brockman,  who 
married  Elizabeth  Landrum  was  likely  a  son;  also  son  Walker. 

James,  m.  Nancy  Bledsoe,  sister  of  Betsie  and  daughter  of  Aaron  Bledsoe, 
Dec.  6,  1790.  See  Minute  Book,  Orange  County,  Page  6l,  for  Revolution¬ 
ary  War  service.  Son  Oliver  Died  in  1795  in  Orange  intestate.  Aaron 
Bledsoe  was  administrator. 

Aaron  m.  Lydia  Porter 

Moses,  m.  Eleanor  Brockman 

John,  m.  Nancy  Long,  Dec.  2,  1788.  No  proof  that  John  was  a  son. 

Andrew,  m.  Mildred  Brockman

Job,  m.  _ .  Lived  in  Eayette  County,  Ky. 

Jos.  Woo If oik,  Jr.,  m.  Betsy  Barnett,  July  5,  1786,  dau.  of  Jos.  Barnett. 

SAMUEL  BROCKMAN,  JR.,  son  of  John  and  Mary,  received  500  acres  adjoining 
his  uncle’s  property.  Land  Grants,  Book  10,  P.  661,  Oct.  26,  1787.  John  Brock¬ 
man  of  Orange,  son  of  Samuel  and  Rebecca,  who  also  supplied  services  in  the 
Revolutionary  War,  appointed  "my  friend  Dillard  Collins  of  Clark  County,  Kentucky, 
to  handle  my  lauds  in  Kentucky". 
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The  disposition  of  Samuel's  property  in  Kentucky  is  not  known,  but  we  do 
have  a  copy  of  survey  which  reads: 

"Surveyed  August  27,  1785,  for  Samuel  Brockman,  Junior,  500  acres  of 
land  by  virtue  of  one  Treasury  Warrant,  No.  3309,  entered  July  3, 

1780,  in  the  County  of  Fayette  on  main  Licking  Creek  joining 
Samuel  Brockman  Senior.  Entry  of  1000  acres,  being  part  of  an 
entry  of  1500  acres.

Samuel  Brockman  was  twice  married.  The  name  of  his  first  wife  is  not 
known,  except  as  Mary  -  but  as  shown  by  the  tax  records  in  1783,  he  had  a  son 

James,  age  16,  and  a  step-son,  Joseph  Woolf oik,  age  21,  The  age  of  son  James 

would  put  his  marriage  before  1767.  He  was  21  in  1755,  the  date  of  his  father's 
will,  putting  his  birth  at  about  1733.  Lewis,  who  is  believed  to  bo  his  son, 
was  married  1779,  which  would  put  his  first  marriage  by  1758.  He  married 
second,  Christian  Woolfolk,  widow  of  Joseph  Woolfolk,  1779,  and  she  had  a  son 
Joseph  who  was  then  17,  so  she  was  married  1st  not  later  than  1762.  Christian 
was  dau.  of  Henry  Bibb.  In  1783,  Sarah  Burrus,  orphan  of  John,  came  into  court 
and  asked  that  Samuel  Biockman  Jr.  be  designated  as  her  guardian  and  the  court 

then  appointed  him  guardian  of  Sarah  and  sister  Mary.  Mary,  1st  wife  of  Samuel, 

I  believe  to  be  Mary  Bell,  daughter  of  Roger  Bell,  Jr.  and  mentioned  in  his 
will  of  1773  to  "daughter  Mary  Brockman". 

Samuel  Brockman  shared  in  the  division  of  the  property  of  Samuel  I,  his 
father  being  deceased.  He  may  have  acted  as  principal  for  his  brothers  and 
sisters.  He  is  shown  as  owner  of  a  number  of  slaves  that  belonged  to  Samuel  I 
and  which  were  mentioned  in  his  will.  The  use  of  "Jr."  has  confused  the  issue. 
It  is  apparent  that  in  Orange  where  older  Samuels  lived,  he  used  Jr.  and  in 
Louisa  where  he  alone  lived  he  used  Samuel,  which  is  the  way  he  was  referred  to 
in  his  father's  will. 

In  1785,  Samuel  Brockman  Sr.  (II)  husband  of  Rebecca,  received  a  land  grant 
of  1000  acres  in  Kentucky  on  Licking  River.  In  1796  after  his  death,  the  court 
upon  motion  of  Dillard  Collins,  appointed  Michael  Cassidy,  Winslow  Parker,  Jacob 
Reed  and  Patrick  Allison  commissioners  to  take  the  1000  acres  in  the  name  of 
Samuel  Brockman  Sr.  And  in  1796,  May  12,  Dillard  Collins  as  agent,  sold  the 
land. 


Roger  Bell's  will  was  dated  December  3,  1773,  and  probated  Aug.  25,  177^. 
(Book  2,  Page  479,  Orange  County,  Va.)  He  named  sons;  Thomas,  John,  William, 
Joseph  and  Henry.  Daughters;  Betty  Leek,  Mary  Brockman,  Ursula  Bowling,  Ann 
Linney,  Grandaughters;  Lucy  and  Franky  Wisdom. 

Roger  Bell  Sr.  had  a  daughter  Mary,  who  married  Edward  Smith.  His  will 
dated  September  17,  1755,  and  proved  Sept.  23,  1756,  at  Orange,  left  to  wife 
Mary  Smith,  "land  which  was  left  to  her  by  her  father  Roger  Bell  and  which  I 
sold  to  William  Cl&ton.  Witnesses,  Roger  and  John  Bell".  A  land  transfer  by 
the  widow  3hows  children,  Ambrose,  Isabella  and  Elizabeth,  wife  of  James  Atkins. 

Children  of  Lewis  Brockman  and  Belsie  Bledsoe  Brockman  were  probably:

He  married  2nd  Christian 
Woolfolk,  widow  of  Joseph  Woolf oik.  Christian  was  a  daughter  of  Henry  Bihh  and 
Eleanor  Fleming.  Her  sister,  Anne,  married  Anthony  Thompson.  Eleanor  Fleming  was 
daughter  of  William  Fleming  whose  will  was  probated  in  Hanover  County,  Sept.  13, 
17^3,  "by  which  he  left  his  estate  in  Virginia  and  England  to  his  grandchildren: 

"Wm.  Pollard;  Benjamin  Bibb;  Thomas  Bibb;  Mary  Pollard  who  married  George  Thomp¬ 
son;  Mary  Fleming  who  married  Pleasant  Cocke;  Martha  Pollard  who  married  Wm. 

Bigger s;  Elizabeth  married  John  Wiley;  Martha  Fleming  who  married  Harry 

Gaines;  Elizabeth  Bibb  who  married  Nathaniel  Garland,  and  Christian  Bibb  who 
married  Jos.  Woolfolk,  to  them  share  and  share  alike."  In  addition  he  made  pro¬ 
vision  for  relatives  whom  he  expected  to  come  from  England.  This  information 
was  obtained  from  a  suit  filed  by  the  grandchildren  against  the  Fleming  estate 
for  property  left  them  under  this  will. 

In  the  early  compilation  of  this  book  the  parentage  of  Aaron,  Moses  and 
Andrew  Brockman  seemed  very  indefinite  but  it  now  appears  to  me  these  three  were 
sons  of  Samuel  Brockman,  and  this  conclusion  is  based  upon  deeds,  extracts  of 
which  follow,  and  the  will  of  Aaron  Brockman  filed  in  Kentucky.  Aaron  Brockman 
married  Lydia  Porter,  daughter  of  Ebbin  Porter  of  Louisa.  Moses  and  Andrew 
Brockman  purchased  land  in  Orange  in  1793,  giving  their  residence  as  Louisa. 
Purchase  was  made  when  Moses  was  just  21  years  of  age  and  his  brother  Andrew, 
it  appears,  may  have  been  younger.  The  two  brothers  married  sisters  who  were 
daughters  of  William  Brockman  of  Orange.

"Upon  motion  of  Dillard 
Collins --Michael  Cassidy,  Winslow  Parker,  Jacob  Reed  and  Patrick  Allison  are 
appointed  Commissioners  to  take  depositions  for  the  establishment  of  land  in 
the  name  of  Samuel  Brockman  Sr.  of  1,000  acres  on  the  North  Fork  of  Licking 
River  and  make  report  to  the  next  court."  (Book  12,  Page  60,  Aug.  27,  1785, 
Fayette  County,  Ky.,  now  Mason  County.) 


Book  21,  Page  13,  Orange  County,  Va.,  Feb.  22,  1796.  John  Brockman  of 
Orange  County,  Virginia  appoints  "my  friend,  Dillard  Collins  of  Clark  County, 
Ky."  attorney  to  handle  "my  lands  in  Kentucky".

"I  hereby  certify  I  have  received  for  publick  use  of  Lewis  Brockman  Two 
hundred  Pounds  of  beef  for  which  he  is  entitled  to  receive  payment  given  under 
my  hand  this  20th  of  July  l?8l.  Ben  Winslow,  D.C.O.C.  200  Beef  12.. 10" 

The  will  of  Jacob  Burras,  spelled  Burroughs,  Burris  and  Burruss,  dated 
1742,  gives  a  list  of  his  children  and  among  them  Thomas  who  must  have  been  the 
spouse  of  Frances  Tandy  and  Justiniana.  Samuel  was  born  about  1735  and  Jacob 
Burras’  will  indicates  that  in  1742  most  of  his  children  were  minors. 

Deed  Book  15,  Page  288,  March  2 6,  1771  records  deed  of  Samuel  Brockman  Jr. 
and  wife  Mary  for  300  acres  in  Orange  which  land  was  purchased  from  Thomas 
Merry  then  deceased  and  wife  Agnes  in  1769.  This  deed  indicates  the  Christian 
name  of  Samuel’s  first  wife.  Sarah  and  Mary  Burris  who  were  wards  of  Samuel 
Brockman,  were  probably  daughters  of  John  Burris.  Samuel  Brockman  lived  on  the 
home  place  of  father  John.  This  i3  shown  by  a  deed  by  which  Joseph  sells  to 
Samuel  the  150  acres  "which  the  said  Samuel  now  lives  on  and  which  was  willed 
to  me  by  my  father  John,  Aug.  8,  1755."  Deed  dated  Nov.  3>  1762,  recorded  1772. 
Joseph  then  bought  100  acres  on  Priddy's  Creek  on  Albemarle  line  from  William, 
his  brother  and  wife  Elizabeth,  60  acres  of  which  he  sold  in  1787  to  James 
Fitzgerald,  Jr.  and  11  acres  to  William  Dollins.  In  1785  Samuel  and  Christian 
sell  the  old  home  place  of  150  acres  to  Lewis  Brockman,  believed  to  be  his  son. 
He  then  moved  to  Louisa  Co.  and  after  sold  his  land  there  in  1798,  he  is  be¬ 
lieved  to  have  gone  to  Ky.  Job,  son  of  Samuel,  is  found  in  Fayette  County,  Ky. 
On  Sept.  13,  1825,  Alice  Brockman  executes  a  deed  to  Samuel  Brockman,  referring 
to  her  one-third  interest  in  the  estate  of  Job.  It  is  to  be  assumed  from  this 
that  Alice  was  one  of  three  children  of  Job.  Lewis,  another  son  of  Samuel,  who 
married  Betsie  Bledsoe,  apparently  went  to  Kentucky.  The  names  of  his  children 
are  not  known,  however,  in  1824,  Lewis  appears  as  bondsman  in  marriage  bond  of 
Samuel  Brockman  and  Sarah  A.  Smadley.  Other  Brockmans  married  in  Fayette  are: 

Will  Brockman  and  Martha  Edward,  1839 

William  Brockman  and  Mrs.  Catherine  Armstrong 

Thos.  S.  Brockman  and  Jane  Eichie,  in  I83I 

Jos.  D.  Brockman  and  Isabella  Shrewsberry,  1845 

The  records  in  Kershaw  County,  N.  C.  show  that  Moses  Perry  and  Susan  his 
wife,  also  David  Thomson  and  Elizabeth  his  wife,  as  residents,  the  latter 
moving  to  Spartanburg,  S.  C. 

AAEON  BLEDSOE:  The  Bledsoe  family  came  from  Northumberland  County.  We 
find  in  Beverly  Fleet’s  "Colonial  Abstracts"  wills  by  George  Bledsoe  and  his 
wife  Elizabeth,  February  12,  1705,  mentioning  children  John,  George,  William, 
Abraham,  and  Thomas,  then  under  21  years.  George  and  William  were  executors. 

A  deed  shows  transfer  by  Abraham  of  land  left  by  father  George.  John  and 
Thomas  were  cited  and  fined  May  19,  1714,  for  failing  to  go  to  church.  Just 
which  one  of  these  was  the  father  of  Aaron  I  do  not  know.  A  study  of  the 
source  to  be  found  in  most  state  libraries  would  probably  throw  light  on  the 
matter , 

The  Minute  Book  of  Spottsylvania  County,  states  Capt.  William  Bledsoe  and 
his  officers,  James  Williams  and  George  Home  (Hume)  took  oath  as  officers  in  the 
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Continental  Militia,  1729.  In  the  Orange  County  petitions  of  October  20,  1770, 
I  find  the  name  of  John  Bledsoe  and  have  a  photostatic  copy  of  hia  signature. 

In  the  Orange  County  settlement  of  claims  for  services  in  the  Revolutionary  War 
I  have  a  photostat  of  account  showing  receipt  from  John  Bledsoe  of  250  lbs. 
beef,  on  November  9,  1781,  which  was  signed  by  Benjamin  Winslow. 

Aaron  Bledsoe  went  from  Orange,  Va.  to  Green  County,  Ga.  in  the  early 
l800's  and  died  there  1808,  according  to  will.  Wife,  Mary.  Lewis  Brockman, 
one  of  the  executors .

I,  Aaron  Bledsoe,  of  the  County  of  Greene,  being  sick  of  body  but  of  sound 
and  disposing  memory,  and  being  desirous  to  dispose  of  such  worldly  goods  as  it 
hath  pleased  God  to  bless  me  with,  doth  make  this,  my  Last  Will  and  Testament, 
in  manner  and  form  following: 

ITEM.  Land.  My  beloved  wife,  Mary  Bledsoe,  during  her  natural  life,  the 
plantation  on  which  I  now  live,  also  seven  negroes  to-wit:  Frank,  Winslow,  Cate 
and  Jimmy,  and  three  negro  children,  their  names  as  follows:  Willy,  Lane  and 
Jude,  the  said  girl  Jude  to  go  to  my  son-in-law  Robert  Wright  and  his  wife 
Peggy  whenever  my  wife  Mary  Bledsoe  thinks  proper,  to  them  and  their  heirs. 
Three  work  horses  and  my  riding  horse,  three  beds  and  furniture,  and  the  stock 
of  hogs,  cows,  plantation  utensils,  household  and  kitchen  furniture  and  corn, 
fodder,  pork  and  so  forth,  to  last  her  one  year. 

ITEM.  It  is  my  Will  and  desire  that  my  executors  procure  a  sufficiency  of 
my  estate  to  pay  all  lawful  claims  and  debts  whatsoever,  that  they  also  sell  my 
mountain  lands  in  Virginia  lying  in  Orange  County  and  it  be  divided  as  follows: 
Into  eight  parts  and  my  daughter  Nancy  Brockman  to  have  two  parts  of  the  same 
for  a  negro  fellow  which  my  son  Joseph  Bledsoe  parted  from,  being  lent  to  him 
which  belonged  to  her  and  her  heirs,  which  she  takes  as  the  full  amount  against 
my  estate  forever.

ITEM.  I  give  my  daughter  Nancy  Brockman,  one  negro  woman  by  name  Jin  and 
her  child  Oliver  and  two  parts  of  my  land  in  Virginia  to  her  and  her  heirs 
forever. 

ITEM.  Give  my  son,  William  Bledsoe,  one -eighth  part  of  my  land  in  Virginia, 
to  him.  and  his  heirs  forever. 

ITEM.  Give  my  son-in-law,  Lewis  Brockman,  one-eighth  part  of  the  said 
lands,  to  him  and  his  heirs  forever. 

ITEM.  Give  my  son,  James  Bledsoe,  one -eighth  of  the  said  lands,  to  him  and 
his  heirs  forever. 

ITEM.  Give  to  my  son  John  Bledsoe,  one -eighth  part  of  the  said  lands,  to 
him  and  his  heirs  forever. 

ITEM.  Give  to  my  son,  Moses  Bledsoe,  one-eighth  part  of  said  lands,  one 
ted  and  furniture,  to  him  and  his  heirs  forever. 

ITEM.  Give  to  my  son-in-law,  Robert  Wright,  and  my  daughter  Peggy,  two 
negro  girls  names  Silvy  and  Juse,  one  bed  and  furniture  to  them  and  their  heirs 
forever . 

ITEM.  Give  unto  my  son,  Aaron  Bledsoe,  one-eighth  part  of  the  said  lands, 
one  bed  and  furniture,  to  him  and  his  heirs  forever. 

ITEM.  Give  to  my  son-in-law,  John  Sams,  and  his  wife  Mary,  ten  shillings, 
to  them  and  their  heirs  forever. 

ITEM.  Give  to  my  son  Elijah,  ten  shillings,  to  him  and  his  heirs  forever. 

ITEM.  Desire  that  my  executors  procure  out  of  my  estate  a  sufficiency  to 
pay  grandson  Walker  Brockman,  one  horse,  saddle  and  bridle  to  the  amount  of 
$85.,  one  bed  and  furniture. 

The  property  which  I  lend  to  my  wife  Mary  Bledsoe,  after  her  death  to  be 
divided  into  three  equal  parts,  the  land  and  girl  Jude  excepted,  the  land  to  be 
divided  equally  between  two  sons  Moses  and  Aaron,  to  them  and  their  heirs,  the 
girl  Jude  to  go  to  my  son-in-law  Robert  Wright  and  my  daughter  Peggy,  to  them 
and  their  heirs  forever. 

Also  the  balance  of  the  property  to  be  divided  equally  between  Moses,  Aaron 
and  Nancy  which  I  leave  my  wife  Mary.  The  executors  to  be  paid  for  all 
necessary  trouble  out  of  my  Mountain  lands,  likewise  my  son  Moses  to  be  main¬ 
tained  out  of  the  same  profits  which  shall  arise  from  my  wife  Mary  Bledsoe's 
part  during  her  natural  life.  I  do  hereby  nominate  and  appoint  my  son-in-law 
Lewis  Brockman  and  my  two  sons  James  and  Moses  executors  to  my  Last  Will  and 
Testament,  hereby  revoking  all  other  Wills  by  me  made,  recommending  my  body  to 
the  grave  in  a  decent  manner  and  my  Soul  the  disposes  of  future  events. 

As  witness  my  hand  and  seal  this  the  thirty-first  day  of  August,  eighteen 
hundred  and  eight.

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John  Brockman,  son  of  John  and  Mary  Brockman,  was  left  by  the  will  of  his 
father  100  acres  of  land  in  St.  Thomas  Parish,  Orange  County,  which  he  purchased 
from  Thos.  Cook.  He  stipulated  that  certain  other  bequests  were  to  be  turned 
over  to  son  John  when  he  reached  the  age  of  21.  The  will  of  John  Sr.  was  entered 
for  probate  April,  1756,  about  the  time  son  John  reached  majority.  On  May  2, 
1759,  Samuel  Brockman  signed  a  bond  for  120  pounds,  guaranteeing  distribution 
to  his  brothers  and  sisters,  "orphans  of  John  Brockman,  deceased".  John,  the 
second  son,  is  not  mentioned  in  the  bond,  so  it  is  fair  to  assume  that  he  was 
born  1737-58  and  vas  then  of  age. 

John  Brockman  married  Amelia  Martin  in  Orange  County  and  moved  to  North 
Carolina.  He  served  in  the  Revolutionary  War  and  then  moved  to  South  Carolina. 

He  died  in  South  Carolina,  1801.

I  have  searched  all  the  Index  lists  for  the  name  of  Brockman  and  that 
surname  does  not  appear  in  any  S.  C.  Index  from  1675  to  1731+. ..  .When  John 
Broskman  of  N.  C.  appeared  before  the  Council  to  ask  for  a  grant  of  land.... 
This  was  dated  3  Aug.  1784. 

JOHN  BROCKMAN  a  land  grant  for  516a  of  land  in  Laurens  County  of  96  Dis¬ 
trict  dated  29  April  1785. 

In  the  S.  C.  Historical  Commission  is  a  plat  for  this  land  as  follows 
John  Brockman,  a  plat  for  516a  of  land  issued  upon  a  warrant  by  John  Thomas 
Location  Commissioner ...  .said  land  surveyed  by  George  Salmon  5  Aug.  I78I+  and 
bounded  by  the  Old  Indian  Boundary  of  96  District  and  upon  the  north  side  of 
the  Enoree  River  and  one  one  side  by  vacant  land  and  the  other  side  by  lands  of 
Denny  Anderson. 

From  Other  data  I  learned  that  John  Brockman  removed  to  Laurens  Co.  from 
Caswell  Co.,  N.  C. 

In  Raleigh  N.  C.  in  The  Archives!  "John  Brockman. . .For  sundries  furnished 
and  cash  paid  the  Militia  of  North  Carolina,  Virginia  and  South  Carolina,  as 
allowed  by  the  Auditor  of  Hillsboro  District  in  December  1781,  as  per  report 
No.  8l,  the  following  entry:  1400  JOHN  BROCKMAN  2500..  Currency."  (Note:  John 
of  Orange)

Hendricks  and  by  the  Clowney  lands  and  the  Leonard  lands."

The  Martaine  family  were  evidently  of  French  origin  and  the  name  became

WILLIAM  BROCKMAN,  son  of  John  and  Many  Brockman,  was  bom  October  23,  1740, 
in  Orange  County,  and  died  in  Boone  County,  Kentucky,  in  1812.  His  wife  was 
Elizabeth,  dau.  William  Brockman  and  wife  Elizabeth  ISmithJ  Brockman.  She  was 
bom  January  15,  1749,  and  died  in  Boone  County,  December  14,  1822.  Descendants 
have  seen  their  tombstones.  They  moved  from  Orange  to  Kentucky  between  1806  and 
1810.

Lucy  Brockman,  daughter-in-law  who  married  William  Jr.  (a  son),  was  a 
resident  of  Albemarle.  The  names  of  her  children  indicate  Sims  ancestry,  and 
I  believe  she  was  daughter  of  Ambrose  Brockman  and  wife  Nancy  Sims. 

While  living  in  Orange,  William  apparently  operated  a  mill  as  William 
Brockman  and  Co.  In  1768  the  company  brings  suit  for  debt.  Jan.  28,  1779  & 
permit  wa3  issued  for  a  mill  on  Wine  Creek.  In  May  1805,  William  and  wife  and 
Moses  make  a  gift  to  Nancy,  daughter  of  William  "Free  from  her  husband  Elijah 
Lucas". 

William  Brockman  received  a  land  grant  of  415  acres  in  Orange  County, 

(Book  38,  P.  385)  Sept.  6,  1798,  part  of  which  he  sold  in  1803  to  Robert  Osborn.

The  parties  last  mentioned 
shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  property  of  whatever  kind  or  degree  except  that 
particularly  excepted  In  favour  of  James  and  are  hereby  authorized  and  impowered 
to  collect  all  debts  due  the  said  Thomas  or  the  deceased  wife  of  the  said 
Thomas  and  are  to  pay  the  debts  due  from  the  said  Thomas.

Authors  Comment:  It  is  obvious  by  this  document  that  Thomas  Smith  Jr.  and 
James  Smith  are  sons  of  Thos.  Smith,  Sr.  Division  of  property  equally  between, 
William  Smith,  grandson  and  Elizabeth  and  William  Brockman,  suggests  that  the 
two  latter  may  have  been  grandchildren.  It  will  also  be  noted  that  George  Smith 
signed  as  bondsman  in  marriage  of  William  Brockman  of  Albemarle  and  Mary  Smith, 
in  1784. 

This  Indenture  made  the  10th  day  of  June  in  the  year  1799  Between  Thomas

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There  are  some  obvious  conclusions  to  draw  from  the  foregoing  documents  and 
the  ones  to  follow.  The  deed  from  William  Brockman  to  Lucinda,  wife  of  John 
Brockman,  instead  of  to  John  Brockman  and  wife  Lucinda,  indicates  that  Lucinda 
must  have  been  divorced.  John  Brockman  signing  the  following  P.  of  A.  for  self 
and  as  guardian  for  Polly  Brockman  ^presumably  a  minor)  indicates  she  is  his 
daughter.  The  marriage  of  brother  William  to  Lucy  Brockman  in  1806,  who  is  unac¬ 
counted  for,  indicates  she  was  divorced  wife  of  brother  John.  The  fact  that 
there  was  no  bondsman  or  "permission  granted  by"  strengthens  the  theory  that 
she  was  of  age  and  so  recognized  by  the  marriage  clerk.  The  Simms  names  given 
to  her  children  suggest  but  not  proves  that  she  was  daughter  of  Ambrose  Brockman. 

All  of  the  known  children  of  Elizabeth  (Betsy)  Brockman  and  spouse  William 
Brockman  have  indicated  their  claims  in  estate  of  William  Brockman,  whose  will  was 
probated  in  Albemarle  1809.  Betsy  in  a  P.  of  A.  says  she  is  his  daughter  and  her 
children  and  sons-in-law,  called  her  "heirs"  join  with  her  in  the  document,  with 
the  exception  of  Andrew  who  signed  his  interests  to  Roger  Bell,  and  the  ninth 
child  which  Mrs.  E.  H.  Eichelzer  believes  to  have  been  Elizabeth.

ORANGE  COUNTY  PETITIONS 

February  27,  1771 

To  the  Honorable  house  of  delegates  for  the  State  of  Virginia --Convened 
and  siting  In  the  town  of  Richmond  the  Humble  Petition  of  the  Inhabitants  of 
the  County  of  Orange  but  more  especially  the  malitia,  humbly  sheweth  that  tho 
we  are  very  sensable  that  the  malitia  of  a  Country  is  the  strength  thereof  and 
that  power  thru  which  laws  are  enforced,  yet  are  by  no  means  willing  to  shew 
ourselves  in  any  sort  refractory,  do  think  it  our  indispensable  duty  at  any 
time,  nevertheless,  to  offer  to  your  most  wise  consideration  our  modest  com¬ 
plaints  against  any  act  you  should  at  any  time  pass  which  to  us  may  seem  burthen- 
some,  nor  neither  would  we  here  presumptiously  insinuate  that  we  hold  ourselves 
better  judges  than  ouir  lawmakers  of  what  shall  be  done  as  most  condusive  to  the 
safety  of  the  country  and  benefitt  of  the  people,  however  as  man  is  but  man, 
and  so  fallible,  and  assembleys  of  all  sorts  may  contain  an  unworthy  member, 
yet  we  would  willingly  believe  that  our  honorable  house  of  delegates  are  free 
from  designing  men  and  composed  of  such  only  who  with  unanimity  are  agreed  to 
study  that  alone  which  tends  to  promote  publick  good  and  as  much  as  may  consist 
therewith  the  happiness  and  well  being  of  the  individual.  Emboldened  from  this 
trust  we  offer  to  your  honorable  convention  this  our  petition,  praying  you 
again  to  consider  your  act  (as  we  suppose)  intitled  an  act  for  raising  the 
fifteenth  part  of  the  malitia  to  serve  eighteen  months  in  continental  service-- 
which  (as  we  humbly  conceive)  tends  greatly  to  aggrieve  us,  your  humble 
petitioners,  as  well  as  the  good  Inhabitants  of  this  commonwealth  in  general, 
and  being  moved  by  worthy  zeal  for  the  prosperity  of  our  country,  we  think  it 
such  an  act  as  hath  a  manifest  tendancy  to  awaken  regret  and  so  produce  timid¬ 
ness  in  the  minds  of  the  people  toward  the  great  cause  we  are  now  engaged  to 
contend  for,  and  consequently  to  brake  union  therein,  which  consequences  (in 
our  judgment)  will  be  of  much  hurt--but  nevertheless,  not  willing  to  shew  our¬ 
selves  backward  in  any  thing  you,  our  legislative  body,  think  proper  to  prescribe 
to  us  as  a  law,  we  in  obedience  to  that  act  and  more  especially  ever  mindful  of 
the  indulgence  you  allowed  (to  witt)  the  liberty  to  hire  a  man  for  three  years 
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or  during  the  war,  having  on  that  occasion  (according  to  our  several  classes) 
mett  and  have  endeavored  the  raising  a  man  h y  hire  hut  cannot  do  so,  and  on  the 
other  hand  considering  the  long  service  of  eighteen  months  it  seems  to  us  im¬ 
portable,  not  only  as  seperation  for  that  length  of  time  from  our  dear  families 
would  so  depress  our  spirits  as  to  cool  our  zeal  for  that  Cause  which  we  do 
yet  wish  to  prosper,  hut  also,  because  our  families  (which  is  very  dear  unto 
us)  losing  our  care  of  two  crops,  must  in  all  human  probability  come  to  misery 
and  ruin.  We  therefore  most  humbly  hope  that  your  honorable  body  will  think 
proper  to  redress  us  herein  by  a  repeal  of  the  1st  Act  and  agree  in  your 
honourable  assembly  that  three  months  service  of  the  malitia  at  one  time  may 
suffice,  which  your  petitioners  are  most  chearfully  willing  to  undergo  tho  at 
the  risque  of  our  fortunes  and  lives,  your  consideration  hereof  and  compliance 
with  this,  our  petition,  will  much  refresh  the  spirits  of  your  petitioners.

ELEANOR  (NELLY)  BROCKMAN,  daughter  of  William  and  Elizabeth  Brockman,  was 
born  in  Orange  County,  Va.,  August  19,  1770.  (Given  in  another  record  as  Aug. 

6,  1769.)  On  April  26,  1796,  she  married  in  St.  Thomas  Parish,  Orange  County, 
Va.,  Moses  Brockman  who  was  born  July  25,  1775,  and  died  June  29,  1849. 

Eleanor,  the  wife,  died  in  Clinton  County,  Indiana,  March  23,  1842.  The  first 
record  of  Moses  Brockman  was  a  joint  purchase  with  his  brother  Andrew,  of  land 
in  Orange  County,  Sept.  20,  1796.  In  1797  they  bought  97  acres  from  James 
Fitzgarrell.  In  1802,  Moses  bought  out  Andrew  and  also  the  11  acres  which 
Joseph  Brockman  and  wife  Mary  Page  had  sold  to  William  Dollins,  the  two  pieces 
being  part  of  the  old  John  Brockman  homestead  willed  to  son  Joseph. 

MILDRED  or  Amela  Brockman,  the  latter  shown  on  marriage  record  at  Orange, 
sister  of  Eleanor,  married  Andrew  Brockman,  brother  of  Moses,  April  22,  1795. 

In  1813  Andrew  assigned  his  interest  in  an  estate  (we  assume  that  of  his  wife) 
to  Roger  Bell. 

SUSANNAH,  daughter  of  Moses  and  Eleanor  Brockman,  was  born  in  Orange  County, 
September  14,  1799,  and  on  September  25,  l8l6,  she  married  Elijah  Rogers  in 
Kentucky,  where  the  family  had  moved.  Elijah  died  March  28,  1872,  and  Susannah 
died  October  12,  1884.  This  data  is  taken  from  their  tombstones  in  Clinton 
County,  Indiana .

LINE  OF  ANDREW  BROCKMAN,  BELIEVED  TO 
BE  SON  OF  ANDREW  AND  AMELIA  BROCKMAN 

In  the  late  l8th  and  the  early  19th  century  the  families  of  Brockman, 
Bratton,  Buchanon  and  Dice  lived  in  Virginia.  They  left  there  together  and 
went  to  Montgomery  County,  Ind.  prior  to  1823.  This  is  proved  hy  land  grants 
issued  to  Andrew  Broclanan  hearing  that  date.  Indiana  had  Become  a  state  in 
l8l6.  They  intermarried  and  Became  the  ancestors  of  our  family. 

ANDREW  BROCKMAN:  Bom  in  Virginia  (Before  1800) .  He  married  Milla  Leek 
and  they  had  8  children  Bom  in  Virginia.  His  wife  died  there  and  he  and  his 
children  moved  to  Indiana.  Later  he  made  his  home  with  his  son  John  and  at  his 
death  he  was  hurried  in  the  family  hurrying  ground  at  the  old  Shiloh  Church 
near  Mace,  Indiana. 

JOHN  BROCKMAN:  Married  Elizabeth  Craig  Dec.  6,  1827  and  lived  on  a  half 
section  of  land  granted  to  his  father.  Their  family  consisted  of  five 
children.  About  a  year  after  the  death  of  his  wife  Elizabeth  he  married 
Eleanor  Buchanon  Nov.  16,  1837.  There  were  no  children  of  this  marriage.  He 
was  a  farmer.  When  he  died  he  was  hurried  in  the  family  plot  with  his  father. 
His  wife  Eliz.  Craig  was  the  daughter  of  Newel  and  Ann  Craig,  and  sister  of 
John  and  Campbell  Craig. 

ROBERT  ANDREW  BROCKMAN:  He  was  Bom  in  Montgomery  Co.  near  Mace;  the 
fourth  child  and  the  only  son.  He  spent  his  life  on  the  farm  left  him  By  his 
father.  He  married  Adeline  Bratton  and  they  had  two  children  Eva  Alice  and 
La vanda.  His  wife  and  youngest  child  died  shortly  after  her  Birth.  Eva 
married  Newton  H.  Meek  and  to  them  were  Bom  three  children,  Ethel,  Edith  Meek 
Camplin  and  Earl.  In  186L  he  married  Susan  Amanda  Thomson,  to  them  were  Bom 
Robert  Morton  and  Clara  F.  Brockman.  He  died  suddenly  of  sunstroke  four  months 
Before  the  Birth  of  his  youngest  child.  He  was  Burried  in  the  same  cemetary 
with  his  father  and  grandfather. 

ROBERT  MORTON  BROCKMAN:  He  was  Bom  in  Montgomery  Co.  on  the  family  farm. 
Later  moved  to  a  farm  in  Boone  Co.,  attended  country  school,  then  moved  to 
Crawfordsvill  and  graduated  from  Wabash  College  in  I889.  He  Became  a  school 
teacher  and  taught  in  Lakin,  Kan.  and  Kearney  Neb.  On  June  15,  1893  he  married 
Mary  Ann  McCalip  in  Muncie,  Ind.  and  they  went  to  live  in  Kearney,  Neb.,  and 
their  first  child  Katherine  was  Born  Dec.  16,  l89h.  Then  they  moved  to  Craw- 
fordsville,  Ind.  in  June  1895.  On  Nov.  17,  1896  the  second  child,  Mildred  was 
Bom.  In  Sept.  1897  they  moved  to  New  Haven,  Ind.  and  on  Feb.  25,  1898  the 
third  child,  Martha  was  Bom.  They  came  to  St.  Paul,  1905.

JOSEPH  BROCKMAN,  son  of  John  and  Mary,  was  bora  in  Orange  County.  He  was 
under  14  in  1759  when  brother  Samuel  was  appointed  guardian.  The  Douglas 
Parish  Register  shows  his  marriage  to  Mary  Page,  both  giving  their  residence 
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in  Goochland  County,  on  April  15,  1773.  He  must  have  "been  horn  about  1750.  On 
Page  l6j  the  birth  record  shows  that  a  son  Robert  was  bora  July  8,  1775,  and 
baptized  Oct,  1,  1775.  Joseph  was  left  by  his  father  John,  150  acres  of  land, 
and  Samuel  I,  father  of  John,  confirmed  this  legacy  in  his  will  dated  Nov.  3, 
1762.  On  July  23,  1772,  Jos.  transferred  to  Samuel  Jr.  a  part  of  this  tract 
"left  me  by  my  father  John  and  willed  to  me  by  Samuel  his  father"  (Book  15, 

Page  512,  Orange  County,  Va . ) .  In  1787,  Joseph  and  wife  Mary  sold  to  James 
Fitzgarrell  60  acres.  Later  he  sold  11  acres  to  William  Dollins,  his  nephew, 
husband  of  Jane  Brockman,  who  was  daughter  of  Joseph’s  brother  William  (Book  19, 
Page  10.6.)  Andrew  and  Moses  Brockman  who  married  sisters  of  Jane,  bought  97 
acres  of  James  Fitzgerald,  in  1797,  including  land  he  had  bought  from  Joseph 
Brockman.  In  1802  Moses  bought  out  (brother)  Andrew  and  also  bought  the  11 
acres  from  William  Dollins,  stating  in  the  deed  that  this  land  was  a  part  of  the 
homestead  of  John  which  was  willed  to  Joseph.  Not  having  found  all  the  children 
of  Joseph,  it  appears  that  Andrew  and  Moses  may  have  been  sons  of  Samuel  and  in 
that  case  they  married  first  cousins  which  was  not  at  all  unusual.  The  popu¬ 
lation  was  sparse  and  these  vigorous  pioneers  had  to  have  mates.  War  Department 
records  (So,  W  -  1835-36,  Pages  2,  36)  show  Joseph  Brockman,  private  Continental 
Line,  Va.,  annual  allowance  $96;  received  total  $1056.90.  Pension  granted  Jan. 
9,  1822;  age  91  years  at  death.  According  to  amount  of  pension  he  was  on  roll 
nearly  12  years.  If  he  was  78  in  1821,  then  his  age  at  death  would  be  close  to 
91,  as  indicated.  If  this  is  Jos,,  son  of  John,  then  the  pension  records  are 
not  correct  as  to  age.

The  tax  records  at  Albemarle  indicate  there  was  a  son  Joseph,  Jr.,  and 
that  Robert  was  a  miller  who  married  Sarah  Brockman,  June  16,  1846.  The  grant¬ 
ing  of  a  pension  as  early  as  1821,  indicates  that  Joseph  was  then  in  poverty. 

It  is  hard  to  believe  that  his  children  left  him  in  poverty,  yet  these  old 
pioneers  were  hard-headed  and  tough  to  manage.

In  1800  Aaron  and  wife  Lydia  sold  the 
same  land  on  Gold  Mine  Creek  to  John  Atkins,  son  of  Susannah  Brockman  and 
Joseph  Atkins.  He  then  moved  to  Woodford  County,  Ky.  In  the  book  KENTUCKY

John  Brockman  and  wife  transferred  land  to  Margaret  Atkins;  Book  R,  Page 
220,  1827.  Aaron  and  wife  Lydia  transferred  land  to  John  Atkins;  Book  J, 

Louisa  County,  l80C.  It  is  believed  that  Aaron  who  spelled  his  name  BR00CKMAN 
in  his  marriage  bond  was  from  Boute tort  County,  where  we  find  in  1807  Betsy 
Broockman,  marriage  to  Andrew  Circle,  and  William,  to  Elza  Jane  Bradly  in  1838. 
There  was  also  a  family  of  Brookmans  there,  Catherine,  George,  Henry,  James, 
Peggy,  daughter  of  John  and  William,  spelled  with  and  without  the  "c".

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RICHARD  SIMMS  BROCKMAN  of  Albemarle  and  Amherst  Counties,  Va.,  married 
Martha  (PatsyJ  Dickerson,  daughter  of  Wiley  Dickerson,  Dec.  22,  1812. 
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John  Dickerson  settled  in  the  northern  part  of  Albemarle  County,  while  yet 
a  part  of  Louisa.  He  lived  on  the  north  fork  of  the  Rivanna,  not  far  from 
Piney  Mountain.  He  died  in  1778.  He  and  his  wife,  Mary,  had  three  sons,  John, 
William  and  Thomas.  Thomas  died  in  1807.  His  wife's  name  was  Mildred  and  his 
children  were  Frances,  the  wife  of  Rev.  John  Goodman,  who  married  2nd,  Wm. 
Thurman,  and  3rd,  John  Crossthwait;  Thomas  Wiley  who  married  Nancy,  the  daughter 
of  Rev.  Jacob  Watts;  Griffith  and  Lucy.  Another  brother,  Wiley  Dickerson,  in 
1789  married  Mary,  the  daughter  of  John  Carr.  He  died  in  181+7.  His  children 
were  William;  Malinda,  the  wife  of  George  W.  Turpin;  Martha,  the  wife  of  Richard 
Simms  Brockman;  the  wife  of  B.  C.  Johnson;  Mary,  the  wife  of  Elisha  Thurman, 
and  Sarah,  the  wife  of  Archibald  Duke. 

Simms  Brockman  is  shown  as  taxpayer  in  Orange  from  1815  to  1825,  and  may 
have  lived  there  later.  He  is  believed  to  have  been  associated  with  President 
Madison  --  managing  the  Montpelier  estate.  In  August  1815,  as  a  resident  of 
Orange,  he  bought  land  in  Albemarle  County.  He  subsequently  moved  to  Amherst 
where  he  died  in  1869.  His  will  was  probated  in  August  of  that  year. 


WILL  OF  SIMS  BROCKMAN 

I,  Sims  Brockman,  being  in  feeble  health,  but  of  sound  mind,  do  make  this 
my  last  will  and  testament. 

First.  I  do  appoint  my  son  Willis  A.  Brockman  my  Executor,  and  it  is  my 
desire  that  he  be  permitted  to  qualify  without  giving  any  security. 

Second.  After  all  my  just  debts  are  paid,  I  give  and  bequeath  all  the 
remainder  of  my  estate  to  my  children,  to  be  equally  divided  between  them,  with¬ 
out  any  reference  to  what  I  have  given  them  heretofore. 

Third.  I  will  that  my  son  Fountain  Brockman's  portion  of  my  estate 
shall  be  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  his  wife  and  children,  and  he.  Fountain 
Brockman,  is  hereby  appointed  Trustee,  without  being  required  to  give  any  se¬ 
curity,  also  that  my  son  Wm.  E.  Brockman's  portion  shall  be  in  trust  for  the 
benefit  of  his  wife  and  children,  and  he  is  hereby  appointed  trustee  without 
security.  Also  I  will  that  my  son  Tandy  B.  Brockman's  portion  shall  be  in 
trust,  for  the  benefit  of  his  wife  and  children,  and  he  is  hereby  appointed 
trustee  without  security.  Also  it  is  my  will  that  my  daughter  Julia  A.  Wald- 
ridge's  portion  shall  be  in  trust  for  her  individual  benefit  and  I  hereby 
appoint  her  son  James  S.  Waldridge  her  trustee  without  requiring  security.  I 
also  will  that  the  portion  of  my  estate  to  Patrick  H.  Drummond's  children,  by 
my  daughter  ELiza,  shall  be  in  trust,  for  their  benefit,  and  said  Patrick  H. 
Drummond  is  hereby  appointed  trustee  for  them  without  any  security  to  be  re¬ 
quired,  and  he  is  authorized  to  distribute  to  each  one  as  they  become  of  age,  or 
sooner  if  he  thinks  best; 

Fourth.  It  is  my  wish  that  my  son  Willis  shall  take  my  riding  mare  by 
allowing  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  her. 

Fifth.  Having  sold  my  lands  to  my  son  Tandy,  as  trustee  for  his  wife 
and  children,  but  none  of  the  purchase  money  having  been  paid,  now  I  will  that, 

•  after  all  the  purchase  money  is  paid,  my  son  Willis,  as  my  Executor  shall  exe¬ 
cute  a  deed,  according  to  the  written  agreement  between  my  son  Tandy  trustee 
and  myself,  given  under  my  hand  this  22nd  day  of  April,  1869. 
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Sixth.  If  my  son  Willis  should  have  to  come  from  the  State  of  Georgia 
to  attend  to  the  settlement  of  my  estate,  I  will,  that,  all  his  expenses  shall 
he  paid  out  of  my  estate.

The  condition  of  the  above  obligation  is  such  that  whereas  the  above  bound

his  office  as  Executor  aforesaid,  then  this  obligation  shall  he  void,  otherwise 
to  remain  in  full  force  and  virtue.

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Tandy  B.  Brockman,  son  of  Richard  Simms  Brockman  and  Martha  Patsey  Dicker- 
son  Brockman,  was  married  in  Albemarle  County  to  Mary  Jane  Sims  on  December  18, 
1847.  The  will  of  his  father  gave  him  certain  real  estate  in  trust  for  his 
wife  and  children.  Just  why  this  was  done  is  not  clear.  As  shown  by  the  will 
of  Sims  Brockman,  1869,  all  of  his  children  were  left  property  in  this  fashion. 
Mrs.  J.  C.  Varner,  Lexington,  Va.  (Jane  Brockman)  writes  that  her  grandfather 
Tandy  Brockman  moved  from  Charlottesville  to  Amherst  while  her  father  was 
attending  the  University  of  Virginia  to  manage  the  farm  of  his  father  Richard 
Sims.  Later  Sims,  son  of  Tandy,  purchased  the  lower  half  of  the  property. 

Frank  G.  Brockman,  Sandidges,  Va.  states  that  Tandy  moved  to  Amherst  in  i860. 

In  1859  Richard  D.  Sims  and  wife  Betsey  (parents  of  Mary  Jane  Brockman)  and 
Sims  and  wife  Patsy  executed  a  deed  of  trust,  covering  land  occupied  by  Tandy 
and  referred  to  in  will  of  Sims  Brockman,  making  a  gift  of  the  property  to 
"Mary  Jane  Brockman,  the  present  wife  of  Tandy  Brockman"  for  life  only  and  to 
her  children  at  her  death.  Frank  G.  Brockman  is  the  source  for  the  information 
which  he  recalls  seeing  in  the  Southern  Planter,  that  Sims  Brockman  was  "over¬ 
seer"  for  President  Madison  and  that  Tandy  had  a  table  passed  down  to  present 
generations,  that  came  from  the  home  of  the  President.  This  article  is  reported 
to  have  stated  that  Sims  Brockman  was  a  German  immigrant,  which  obviously  is 
incorrect  as  Sims  Brockman's  earliest  American  ancestor  was  Samuel  Brockman  of 
King  and  Queen  County,  who  died  in  Orange,  1766.

CHESTER,  S.  C.  —  It  is  always 
a  pleasure  to  record  a  successful 
career,  doubly  so  when  the  person 
concerned  is  a  native  son.  Thomas 
Brockman,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch,  is  a  native  of  Greer,  S.  C., 
the  son  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  W.  T. 
Brockman,  who  are  now  living  in 
Greenville,  S.  C.  The  Palmetto 
State  is  justly  proud  of  this  dis¬ 
tinguished  young  pianist. 

When  Thomas’  mother  lifted  her 
five-year-old  son  upon  a  piano  stool 
and  placed  his  tiny  fingers  upon 


the  keys,  she  must  have  had  hopes 
of  his  becoming  a  fine  pianist,  but 
she  scarcely  envisioned  his  becom¬ 
ing  a  celebrity  for  such  he  is  in¬ 
deed.  All  fine  pianists  have  started 
early,  but  unfortunately,  all  who 
start  early  do  not  become  fine 
pianists.  This  child  must  have  re¬ 
sponded  gladly  for  he  was  not 
forced  to  practice.  The  amount  of 
gruelling  work  which  goes  into  the 
making  of  an  outstanding  musican 
is  not  always  appreciated.  It  calls 
for  study,  work;  more  study,  more 
work. 


Thomas,  after  working  for  two! 
years  with  Mrs.  Louis  James  in 
Greer,  was  taken  to  Mrs.  Guy 
Hutchins  in  Spartanburg,  with! 
whom  he  studied  for  four  years.' 
Mrs.  Hutchins,  now  a  resident  or 
part-time  resident  of  Chester,  feels 
a  justifiable  pride  in  his  success. 
She  is,  herself,  an  outstanding  mu¬ 
sician.  When  under  Mrs.  Hutchins, 
Thomas  won  a  first  prize  in  con¬ 
tests  sponsored  By  the  Federation 
of  Music  Clubs  for  the  southeastern 
states.  After  studying  under  Mrs. 
Hutchins  he  became  a  pupil  of  Mr. 
Walter  Spry  of  Converse  College 
in  Spartanburg. 

At  seventeen  years  of  age,  he 
played  for  Josef  Hofmann  and  was 
given  a  scholarship  in  the  Curtis 
Institute  of  Music  where  he  re¬ 
mained  two  years.  He  then  studied 
under  Olga  Samaroff  at  the  Phila¬ 
delphia  Conservatory,  next  at  the 
Juilliard  Graduate  School  from 
which  he  was  graduated  in  1948. 
At  this  time  the  War  intervened 
and  he  spent  four  years  in  the  serv¬ 
ice  of  his  country,  both  in  America 
and  in  Europe.

As  to  his  appearances  in  this 
country,  he  played  with  the  Phila¬ 
delphia  Orchestra  under  Ormandy 
and  at  the  Robin  Hood  Dell  with 
Mitropoulos.  He  has  given  recitals 
in  New  York,  Washington  and  Bos¬ 
ton  scoring  triumphs  in  these  and 
in  other  large  cities.  His  press  no¬ 
tices  are  enthusiastic  and  bring  out 
the  many-sided  facets  of  his  art. 

The  latest  honor  conferred  upon 
him  was  at  Fontainebleu,  France, 
where  he  was  awarded  the  Prix 
d’  Excellence,  being  one  of  three 
to  have  received  this  recognition. 
Fontainebleu  is  a  cultural  center 
where  -all  the  fine  arts  are  fostered. 

South  Carolina  boasts  of  many 
“firsts”  among  which  is  this  young 
pianist.  The  Palmetto  State  delights 
to  honor  her  statesmen,  authors, 
and  artists,  and  in  her  Hall  of  Fame 
inscribes  the  name  of  one  who  is 
rapidly  building  a  national  reputa¬ 
tion.

Sarah  should  see  cause  she  is  at  her  own  discretion  to  give  up  any  superfluous 
stock  or  furniture  to  be  disposed  of  in  the  manner  aforesaid  after  all  my  lawful 
debts  are  paid  also  it  is  my  will  and  pleasure  that  all  the  estate  real  and  per¬ 
sonal  left  to  my  beloved  wife  and  remains  at  her  decease  should  be  equally 
divided  amongst  my  said  childred  or  in  case  of  their  decease  to  their  natural 
heirs  having  respect  to  my  son  Achilles  heirs  as  aforesaid  mentioned  and  I  do 
constitute  and  ordain  my  beloved  wife  Executrix  and  John  Chandler  and  John 
Smith  Executors  of  this  my  last  will  and  testament  in  testimony  whereof  I  have 
hereunto  set  my  hand  and  affixed  my  seal  this  fifth  day  of  August,  1813.

Court  next  (  if  in  their  opinion  the  sale  can 
then  be  advantageously  madej  and  they  are  directed  to  advertise  said  sale  in 
some  newspaper  in  the  City  of  Richmond  as  scon  after  this  court  as  possible  & 
also  in  such  public  places  in  the  neighborhood  as  they  may  think  fit,  and  then 
report  their  proceedings  to  this  court  in  order  to  a  final  decree.

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OSWALD  BROCKMAN  was  born  in  Orange  County,  Va.,  in  1793*  He  married  Mary 
Frances  Shisler  on  December  13,  1830.  They  lived  for  some  time  at  the  place 
near  Thorn  Hill,  Va.,  when  they  sold  to  Isaac  Graves.  No  further  record  has 
been  found  of  them,  but  it  is  thought  that  they  reared  a  large  family.  Mary, 
his  wife,  was  the  daughter  of  Lewis  Shisler  and  resided  in  Louisa  County,  where 
she  married  Mr.  Brockman.  He  was  executor  of  his  father's  will  and  administrator 
of  several  estates.  It  is  believed  he  moved  further  west,  where  we  have  lost 
sight  of  him,  however  there  was  a  Oswald  in  Kentucky  but  we  have  not  identified 
him.

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ASA  BROCKMAN  was  Bom  in  St.  Thomas  Parish,  Orange  County,  Va.,  in  179^-  At 
the  death  of  his  father  he  moved  from  the  home  place  near  Monrovia  to  a  planta¬ 
tion  near  Thorn  Hill,  Va.,  which  his  father  "bought  from  Ed  Mills,  where  he  held 
land  jointly  with  his  Brother  Oswald  and  their  mother.

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THE  QUISENBERRY  FAMILY 

The  following  lineage  is  taken  from  Court  records  and  from  "Memorials  of  the 
Quisenberry  Family/'  by  Anderson  Chenault  Quisenberry.  In  the  Library  of  Congress 
at  Washington,  D.C.  The  author  states:  "The  following  descent  lacks  absolute 
conf innation  in  only  a  few  instances,  and  the  presumptive  evidence  even  in  those 
instances  is  so  strong  as  to  render  their  correctness  practically  certain. "  The 
origin  of  the  family  name,  borne  by  its  earliest  known  ancestor  one  Tielman 
Questenberg,  bom  in  Bodenfelde,  Germany,  about  I38O,  was  no  doubt  from  a  peak 
of  that  name  in  the  Harz  Mountains  and  literally  means  "crested  mountain. "  This 
was  the  earliest  form  of  the  name,  which,  however,  has  been  spelled  in  various 
forms  In  England  and  America,  through  the  present  form.  Quisenberry,  seems  to 
have  been  most  commonly  adopted.

August¬ 
ine  Questynbery,  of  Canterbury,  England,  bom  about  1468,  died  about  1510;  5* 

John  Questenbury,  of  Canterbury,  bom  about  1493;  6.  Henry  Questenbury,  of  Can¬ 
terbury,  bom  about  151?;  7*  Henry  Questenbury,  of  Leeds,  Kent,  England,  born 

about  1541,  died  1607,  married  Mildred _  about  1562;  8.  James  Quessonberry 

(as  spelled  in  the  church  register),  bom  in  Leeds,  Kent,  November  15,  1578; 

married  Joan _ ,  and  died  in  East  Greenwich,  Kent,  September  16,  1620;  9-  Thomas 

Questenbury,  bom  in  Bromley,  Kent,  March  16,  1600,  went  to  Virginia  in  1624, 
married  there,  and  afterwards  returned  to  England  about  1650  and  settled  in  Can¬ 
terbury  and  died  in  Canterbury  in  1672;  10.  John  Quessenbury,  bom  in  Westmore¬ 

land  County,  Va.,  in  1627,  died  in  Westmoreland  in  1717,  married  about  1658  Anne 
Pope.  He  assisted  in  surveying  "Stratford,"  in  Westmoreland  County,  which  Thomas 
Lee  bought  of  Nathaniel  Pope,  and  bought  100  acres  adjoining.  The  old  home  is 
still  standing,  now  owned  by  a  man  named  Jenkins.  In  1707  he  testified  in  a 
court  action  that  he  was  80  years  old,  consequently  bom  in  1627  •  He  died  in  1717* 
He  had  three  children:  John  (who  died  in  1695*  Leaving  no  children)  .  William, 
and  Humphrey.  11.  Humphrey  Quessenbury,  born  in  Westmoreland  County,  about  1670. 
Died  in  King  George  County  not  later  than  1727,  (MacKenzies  Colonial  Families  of 
U.S.,  Vol.  1,  Page  423  says  he  married  Elizabeth  Mothershead.)  12.  Thomas 
Quesenbury,  bom  in  King  George  County  and  died  in  Caroline  County,  Va.,  in  1795* 
13*  Aaron  Quisenberry,  born  in  Caroline  County  about  1720,  died  in  Orange  County 
1795,  moved  to  Spotsylvania  County;  and  afterwards  bought  6l4  acres  of  land  in 
St .  Thomas  Parish,  Orange  County,  on  the  north  side  of  the  north  fork  of  North 
Anna  River  adjoining  the  Spotsylvania  line.  He  married  Joyce  Dudley,  daughter 
of  Robert  and  Joyce  (Gayle)  Dudley  of  Spotsylvania  County,  Virginia.  Their 
children  were:  Aaron,  Moses,  William,  John,  George,  James,  Winifred,  Mary  and 
Elizabeth....  14.  Aaron  Quisenberry  lived  and  died  in  Orange  County.  His 
second  wife  was  Sally  Ellis,  by  whom  there  were  the  following  children:  Stephen, 
Thomas,  Aaron  Shelton,  David,  Winifred,  Polly,  Benjamin,  Joyce  (who  married 
William  Reynolds) .  Sallie  (who  married  John  Henderson  in  1811.  Hezekiah  Ellis 

married  Sally  Burris,  Elizabeth  married  _ Nelson.  Nancy  married  C.  L. 

Brockman,  Lucy  Ellis  married.  Asa  Brockman.

Tandy  Quisenberry  (my  great-grandfather)  was  the  son  of  the  Reverend  James 
Quisenberry  who  married  Jane  Burris,  daughter  of  Thomas  Burris,  Sr.  and  Frances 
Tandy.  You  know,  of  course,  that  Thomas  Burris  fought  at  the  Great  Meadows  un¬ 
der  Washington  and  received  a  pistol  for  bravery.  (The  citation,  as  we  would 
call  it  today,  is  in  Washington's  own  handwriting.)  But,  what  Is  not  generally 
known  is  that  Thomas  lost  an  arm  in  that  battle.  I  found  the  record  in  the  old 
Virginia  Journals.  That  would  have  made  it  impossible  for  him  to  fight  in  the 
Revolution.  It  was  his  son,  Thomas,  who  fought  in  the  Revolution.  You  will  be 
interested  in  this  information  about  Thomas,  Sr.,  I  think,  since  you  are  de¬ 
scended  from  him  through  his  daughter,  Elizabeth,  who  married  John  Brockman,  I 
am  sure .

Here  are  two  interesting  notes  about  the  Quisenberrys : 

The  Reverend  James  was  a  Revolutionary  soldier- -entered  the  Army  at  17 .  He 
was  in  the  fort  at  Boone sb or o  and  his  name  is  on  the  monument  there .  He  was 
pastor  of  the  first  church  built  in  Kentucky. 

Tandy  Quisenberry  married  Margaret  Bush,  daughter  of  Captain  Philip  Bush 
who  was  descended  from  John  Bush  who  came  to  Virginia  in  1618.  We  all  are 
eligible  to  the  Order  of  the  First  Families  of  Virginia  and  others  of  Margaret 
Bush's  descendants  are  eligible.  Through  Margaret  Bush's  mother,  Frances 
Vivion,  we  are  descended  (collateral)  from  Agatha  Eltonhead  (her  sister,  Martha, 
who  married  Colonel  Edwin  Conway  was  my  lineal  ancestor)  who  married  first 
Ralph  Wormeley,  one  of  the  outstanding  men  in  the  Colony  about  l6p0.  After 
his  death  she  married  Sir  Henry  Chicheley,  Deputy-Royal  Governor  of  Virginia. 

The  Wormeley  place,  "Rosegill, "  on  the  Rappahannock,  is  still  standing.  I 
visited  it  several  years  ago.  It  is  beautiful.

9th.  It  is  my  will  that  where  any  of  my  children  or  Grandchildren  are  now  dead 
or  may  die  before  me,  leaving  legal  heirs  that  such  legal  heirs  shall  represent 
their  parent. 

10th.  It  is  my  Will  that  all  the  above  legacies  be  due  at  the  time  the  sale 
money  of  my  Estate  is  made  payable . 

11th.  I  do  will  and  bequeath  to  James  Brockman  his  heirs  and  assigns  all  my 
tract  of  land  on  the  North  side  of  Enoree  River  about  150  Acres  provided  he  pay 
to  my  Estate  the  valuation  thereof  of  three  disinterested  persons. 

12th.  I  do  will  and  bequeath  to  my  son  Thomas  P.  Brockman  his  heirs  and  assigns 
all  my  tract  of  land  on  which  I  now  live  on  the  South  Side  of  Enoree  River  about 
200  Acres,  provided  he  pay  to  my  Estate  the  valuation  thereof  of  three  disinter¬ 
ested  persons . 
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13th.  It  is  my  will  and  desire  that  my  servants  George  and  Rachael  he  appraised 
and  have  the  right  to  choose  their  Masters  at  the  appraisement. 

14th.  I  do  Will  and  direct  that  all  the  rest  of  my  Estate  (and  that  included  in 
the  11th,  12th,  and  13th  clause  if  not  taken  hy  valuation)  he  sold  to  my  Executor 
on  such  credit  as  he  may  think  most  advisable. 

15th.  I  do  give  and  bequeath  to  my  beloved  wife,  Susana  Brockman  the  Interest  of 
all  the  balance  of  my  Estate,  after  paying  all  my  just  debts  and  the  aforesaid 
Legacies.  The  interest  of  which  to  be  paid  to  her  annually  for  her  support  and 
to  assist  her  to  raise  Milly  Cannon  (dau.  of  Mary  B.  Cannon)  so  long  as  the 
child  is  permitted  to  stay  with  her. 

16th.  It  is  my  Will  that  if  at  any  time,  the  interest  given  as  above  to  my 
beloved  wife  Susana  Brockman  should  be  thought  by  three  disinterested  persons 
not  to  be  a  sufficient  support  for  her,  she  may  be  allowed  to  use  as  much  of 
the  principal  annually  as  may  be  thought  necessary  for  her  comfortable  support. 

17th.  I  do  will  that  after  the  death  of  my  beloved  wife  that  all  the  part  set 
apart  for  her,  shall  be  equally  divided  amongst  my  Eight  children  or  their  heirs, 
in  a  similar  manner  as  directed  by  the  foregoing  clauses. 

18th.  I  do  hereby  nominate  and  appoint  my  son  Thonas  P.  Brockman  Executor  of 
this  last  will  and  Testament.

"Old  Evergreen, "  the  home  built  by  Samuel  G.  Earle,  in  1829,  Lucy  Brockman, 
the  bride  of  Julius  Richard  Earle,  enjoyed  life  here  one  year  before  going  with 
her  husband  to  settle  in  Banks  County,  Georgia.  They  built  a  beautiful  home 
there  which  still  stands.  As  the  war  between  the  States  was  approaching  they 
moved  back  to  South  Carolina,  near  Evergreen,  and  lived  here  to  the  end  of  their 
days.  They  are  buried  in  Shiloh  Graveyard,  nearby.  The  place  is  now  called 
Evergreen  Plantation;  the  home  of  Paul  R.  Earle,  the  youngest  of  the  large  and 
interesting  family,  who  came  into  possession  after  his  parents '  death. 

P.S.  I  have  often  heard  how  brave  and  courageous  Mother  Earle  was,  during 
the  War  between  the  States.  She  kept  her  large  family  of  children  in  food  and 
clothes,  managed  her  farm  personally  and  did  what  she  could  for  the  southern 
soldiers.  Once  the  Federal  soldiers  borrowed  her  carriage  to  transport  sick 
comrades  and  much  to  her  surprise  returned  it  and  placed  it  carefully  in  the 
carriage  house .  This  carriage  was  given  her  by  her  father  and  had  served  as 
the  Brockman  family  carriage  for  years.  Paul  and  Eloise  are  the  last  of  their 
generation  living. 

Rebecca  (wife  of  Paul  R.  Earle) 
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JAMES  HENRY  BROCKMAN  was  bom  July  19,  1822,  in  Greenville  District,  S.C., 
and  spent  his  entire  life  near  the  place  of  his  birth.  He  was  a  planter  and  a 
young  man  of  much  promise .  He  had  made  arrangements  to  move  to  Alabama  but  was 
stricken  with  disease,  from  which  he  died  in  1844.  He  is  buried  in  the  old  Kil¬ 
gore  burying  ground,  near  Greenville.  In  1843  he  married  Mary  Elizabeth  Stair- 
ley,  daughter  of  George  and  Permelia  Lester  Stairley.  After  his  death  Mrs.

Cupative  will  proved  by  witnesses,  William  F.  Lester,  James  Kilgore  and  A.  B. 

Crook . Names  wife  as  Mary  Elizabeth  Brockman  (She  was  a  daughter  of  George 

and  Permelia  Lester  Stairley) ....Makes  provision  for  an  unborn  child  (She  was 
Talulah  James  Brockman)  and  in  event  that  the  child  did  not  live  that  shere  to 
revert  back  to  his  father  36  but  not  named. 

I  have  a  nephew,  Charles  Malcolm  Roberts  who  wed  Earline  Hawkins  Hart.... 

I  was  visiting  my  nephew  last  year  and  we  drove  up  to  see  his  father  in  law. . . . 

Mr.  Hart  was  a  McAuley  descendent  and  took  from  an  old  trunk  many  Scotch  news¬ 
papers  dating  back  before  1800  and  which  were  brought  to  Greenville  County  by 
Mr.  Hart's  McAuley  ancestor  and  they  are  buried  in  Christ  Episcopal  Cemetery  in 
Greenville,  S.C.  Mr.  Hart  told  me.  Mr.  Hart  gave  me  the  following  data  on  his 
McAuley  family.. Part  I  will  type  in  #39. 

Mr.  Hart  said  that  his  grandmother  or  else  his  mother,  I  forget  which  was 
a  McAuley  and  was  a  near  kinsman  of  Lauchlin  McAuley  and  that  Lauchlin  McAuley 
wed  Mary  Elizabeth  Stairley  who  was  the  widow  of  James  Henry  Brockman  and  that 
they  went  to  Alabama ,  he  thought  and  they  had  two  children.  Lauchlin  McAuley 
who  died  as  a  small  lad.  Virginia  Tacoa  or  Tecora  McAuley  who  wed  Dr.  T.  T. 

Moore  and  went  to  Texas.  Mr.  Hart  said  that  Lauchlin  McAuley  had  a  step  daughter, 
but  he  did  not  recall  her  name  who  wed  a  Bankhead  and  said  he  thought  she  was  the 
mother  of  Senator  and  Speaker  Bankhead. 

Mrs.  Many  Young  Rosamond  Kendrick  the  widow  of  William  Isham  Kendrick  was 
an  aged  lady  and  a  great  friend  of  my  grandmother,  Mary  Jane  Wyatt  Andrea  and 
of  my  father,  Redmond  Leonardo  Andrea  and  of  my  deceased  mother,  Elizabeth  LeBon 

Michel  Andrea  and  of  my  stepmother,  Celestine  S.  Smith  Andrea . Mrs.  Kendrick 

had  no  children. . .Her  plantation  adjoined  to  Greyfields,  the  home  of  my  father... 
Mrs.  Kendrick  in  her  later  years  made  her  home  at  Greyfields  witij  my  father  and 
grandmother. . .She  was  related  to  the  Youngs  and  some  of  the  Perry  Family  of 

Greenville,  whom  she  visited  often . Mrs.  Kendrick  used  to  tell  me  much  of 

her  family  connections . I  recall  when  the  first  paved  road  was  built  and 

people  first  used  automobiles  that  Senator  Bankhead  of  Alabama  in  a  car,  stopped 
by  Greyfields  for  a  visit  with  Mrs.  Kendrick  and  my  stepmother  whom  he  called 
"Cousin  Cellie"...A  little  Bankhead  girl  was  along  and  mother  says  she  was  the 
actress,  Talulah  Bankhead,  all  that  I  recall  of  the  little  girl  was  that  she  was 
a  "Tomboy"... a  niece  of  Mrs.  Kendrick,  Miss  Mary  Martin,  librarian  at  Auburn, 

Ala.  also  came  often  to  visit  her  aunt  Mary  Kendrick  in  later  years . After 

the  Bankhead  visit  Mrs.  Kendrick  told  me  how  they  were  related  and  I  have  for¬ 
gotten  how. 
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TALLULUH  JAMES  BROCKMAN,  only  child  of  James  E.  Brockman,  -was  horn  in 
Greenville  District,  S.  C.  Her  mother,  shortly  after  her  father's  death,  re¬ 
moved  to  Alabama,  where  she  was  reared  in  the  midst  of  refined  and  cultured 
people.  On  Nov.  13,  1866,  in  We tump ka,  Ala.,  she  married  John  Eollis  Bankhead, 
then  a  member  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Alabama,  from  Marion  County.  Mr. 
Bankhead  is  the  son  of  James  Greer  and  Susan  Fleming  (Eollis)  Bankhead,  and 
was  bom  in  Moscow,  Marion  (now  Lamar)  County,  Ala.,  Sept.  13,  18*4-2.  Paternally 
he  is  of  Scotch-Irish  blood,  James  Bankhead  having  emigrated  from  Ireland  prior 
to  the  Revolutionary  War,  and  settled  on  Broad  River,  Union  District,  S.  C.  Ee 
served  four  years  in  the  Confederate  Army,  in  the  16th  Regiment,  Alabama  Volun¬ 
teers,  and  was  three  times  wounded.  After  the  war,  he  had  various  business 
interests;  represented  Marion  County  in  the  General  Assembly  for  the  sessions 
of  1865 — 66  and  1866-67;  was  a  member  of  the  State  Senate  in  1876-77;  and.  Eouse 
of  Representatives  from  Lamar  County,  1880-81;  and  was  warden  of  the  Alabama 
penitentiary  from  1881  to  1885.  He  was  elected  to  the  U.  S.  Eouse  of  Represen¬ 
tatives  in  the  50th  to  the  59th  Congresses;  was  appointed  a  member  of  the  Water¬ 
ways  Commission,  March,  1907.  In  the  Democratic  primaries  in  1906,  Mr.  Bankhead 
was  nominated  alternate  Senator,  receiving  48,562  votes,  or  a  majority  of  all 
the  votes  cast  in  the  election.  In  June,  1907,  he  was  appointed  U.  S.  Senator 
to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  Hon.  John  T.  Morgan,  and  in  July, 
1907,  was  elected  by  the  legislature.  Re-elected  by  the  legislature  in  January, 
1911,  for  the  full  term  beginning  March  4,  1913,  and  ending  March  5;  19^9 • 
Tallulah  J.  Brockman  was  the  daughter  of  James  Brockman,  of  the  Greenville  Dis¬ 
trict  of  South  Carolina,  and  the  granddaughter  of  Col.  Thos .  P.  Brockman,  of 
that  state.  She  married  John  Hollis  Bankhead,  on  Nov.  13,  1866.  Five  children 
were  bom  to  this  union.  Louise  B.  Bankhead,  Marie  L.  Bankhead,  John  H.  Bank- 
head,  Jr.,  William  Brockman  Bankhead,  and  Henry  McAuley  Bankhead,  who  were  bom, 
respectively,  on  Sept.  1,  1867,  Sept.  3>  1869,  July  8,  1872,  April  12,  1874,  and 
Dec.  19,  1876.

He  devoted  all  of  his  time  and  attention  to 
his  profession,  and  to  business,  and  wa3  regarded  as  one  of  the  most  eminent 
lawyers  of  the  Alabama  Bar.

1893,  and  won  the  gold  medal  for  oratory  in  the  Society  contest.  University  of 
Alabama,  1893 j  was  president  of  the  Law  Class,  Georgetown  University,  1894;  and 
representative  of  Georgetown  Law  School  in  the  debating  contest  with  the  Colum¬ 
bia  Law  School,  1895*  On  Jan.  31,  1900,  he  married  Asa  Eugenio,  daughter  of 
Joshua  Thomas  and  Evelyn  E.  (Garth,)  Sledge.  Both  branches  of  the  family  were 
early  settlers  in  the  Tennessee  Valley.

William  Edward  Brockman  was  the  son  of  Richard  Sims  Brockman  and  his  wife 
Martha  Dickerson  Brockman,  of  Albemarle  and  Amherst  Counties,  Va.  This  is  at¬ 
tested  by  the  will  of  Richard  Sims  Brockman  which  names  ,lmy  son  Wm.  Edward 
Brockman". 

William  E.  Brockman  married  Virginia  Loving  Patterson  (  PattesonJ ,  daughter 
of  Charles  N.  Patterson  and  his  wife  Adeline  Loving,  Deeds,  the  death  certifi¬ 
cate  of  Virginia  Brockman  who  died  Dec.  31,  1886  at  the  age  of  52  and  which 
names  her  husband,  and  also  her  parents,  and  the  birth  certificate  of  her  third 
child,  Eldridge. 

As  yet,  little  is  known  of  the  Patterson  (Patteson  or  Pattison)  family, 
but  that  Adeline  S.  Loving  was  the  daughter  of  James  and  Nancy  Loving  of  Nelson 
County,  Va.,  is  documented,  as  is  also  the  fact  that  James  Loving  was  the  son  of 
Capt.  William  Loving  of  Amherst  County,  for  many  years  Clerk  of  the  Court  for 
that  County,  and  that  Nancy  Loving  was  the  daughter  of  Capt.  John  Loving  of  Am¬ 
herst  County.

Frances  Brockman  married  Herbert  Palfrey  Pursell  June  5,  1921,  in  Pass 
Christian,  Miss. 

Herbert  Pursell  is  the  son  of  Charles  Pursell  and  Georgia  Lou  Muncy  Pursell 
and  was  bom  in  New  Orleans,  La.  Little  has  been  done  with  regard  to  his  genea¬ 
logy  although  research  is  under  way  at  the  present  time.  The  Muncy  family 
traces  back  to  Francis  Muncy  of  Long  Island.  On  the  Pursell  line  it  has  not 
yet  been  possible  to  document  beyond  the  grandfather  Samuel  Pursell,  who  came  to 
New  Orleans  in  the  early  1800 's  from  Vermont.  He  settled  in  the  town  of  Carroll 
ton,  now  a  part  of  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  and  until  his  death  in  an  accident, 
was  a  prominent  citizen  of  this  community,  contributing  much  to  its  development. 
His  eldest  son,  David,  had  become  interested  in  family  history  and  had  worked 
out  the  genealogy  to  Ireland  with  the  aid  of  relatives  in  Boston,  but  unfortun¬ 
ately,  after  his  death,  all  the  collected  data  was  lost.

One  is  between  A.  B.  Higginbotham  and  Eliza  his  wife,  and  Wm.  E.  Brockman,  on 
the  15th  of  Nov.  i860,  for  63I  acres  of  land  in  Nelson  County.  Another  is  "Par¬ 
tition  of  Land  of  Brockman  Child 'n. "  and  shows  an  equal  division  of  land  between 
Fountain  Brockman  and  Wm.  E.  Brockman.  This  is  dated  25th  October,  1869.  The 
third  is  "Brockman  and  wife  to  Jeffries,  Trustee",  dated  Jan.  1st,  1861,  and  is 
a  deed  for  a  "moiety"  of  land  from  Wm.  E.  and  Virginia  L.  Brockman  to  William 
Jeffries  as  trustee  for  Mrs.  Mary  A.  Brockman  and  her  children.  In  the  body  of 
this  deed  is  the  statement  that  Wm.  received  it  from  Sims  Brockman  and  his  wife 
Martha  S.  Brockman.  (Further  on  it  is  Martha  E.  Brockman J  It  appears  that 
Mary  A.  Brockman  was  the  daughter  of  Joel  Terrell.  We  are  sending  for  a  copy 
of  the  deed  from  Sims  and  Martha  to  Wm.  E.

TO  THE  WORLD  SERVICE  FELLOWSHIP: 

Dear  Friends : 

Many  of  you  will  have  seen  in  the  papers  the  news  of  the  death,  on  November 
12th,  of  one  of  the  greatest  of  our  old-time  colleagues,  Fletcher  Brockman. 

What  wonderful  memories  his  name  evokes. 

On  Thursday,  Nov.  9th,  'Gene  Barnett  received  word  from  Mrs .  Brockman,  that 
Fletcher  had  gone  to  the  hospital  in  Columbia,  S.  C.,  suffering  from  a  number  of 
serious  complications  and  with  a  temperature  of  105-  At  its  regular  meeting,  on 
Friday,  the  10th,  the  International  Board  instructed  me  to  make  further  inquiries 
and  to  telegraph  their  loving  greetings.  And  then  on  Sunday  came  the  word  that 
he  had  quietly  slipped  away  during  the  night. 

Fletcher  was  bom  Nov.  18th,  1867,  in-  Amherst  County,  Virginia,  studied  in 
the  public  schools  of  Georgia  where  he  grew  up,  graduated  from  Vanderbilt  in 
1891,  and  received  honorary  ftegrees  from  Colgate  University  (LLD)  in  1929  and 
from  Springfield  College  (Master  of  HumanicsJ  in  1930- 

He  was  the  first  Student  Secretary  of  the  International  Committee  for  the 
South,  1891-1897;  travelling  secretary  of  the  Student  Volunteer  Movement,  1897- 
1898;  first  YMCA  secretary  in  Nanking,  China,  I898-I9OI;  first  National  General 
Secretary  of  the  IMCA'S  of  China,  1901-1915;  Associate  General  Secretary  of  the 
National  War  Work  Council  during  World  War  1,  and  of  the  International  Committee 
of  YMCA'S  1915-192^;  and  Administrative  Secretary  of  the  Foreign  Work  Committee 
for  the  Far  East,  192^-1929-  On  his  retirement  he  became  Secretary  of  the 
Committee  on  the  Promotion  of  Friendship  between  American  and  the  Far  East. 

"I  Discover  the  Orient",  published  in  1935,  is  a  personal  story  of  missionary 
statesmanship  and  high  adventure  in  intercultural  exchange. 

The  funeral  was  held  on  Monday,  the  13th,  at  noon.  The  service  was  very 
simple,  as  he  had  requested,  using  a  form  of  service  which  he  and  Mrs.  Brockman 
had  worked  out  a  year  ago,  or  so,  and  which  we  shall  use  in  a  memorial  service 
now  being  planned  for  here  in  New  York.  On  the  casket  were  two  lovely  long 
leaf  pines,  the  tips  reaching  from  one  end  to  the  other  of  the  casket  and  in 
the  center  was  a  large  bunch  of  moss-green  ribbon  combined  with  American  Beauty 
shade  of  red.  Only  the  members  of  the  family  and  a  few  friends  were  present. 

Fletcher  was  one  of  our  great  YMCA  pioneers.  His  distinguished  services 
to  China  were  twice  recognized  in  decorations  by  the  Government  of  that  country 
(1921  and  1937) •  His  prophetice  voice  will  long  be  remembered.  He  was  a  world 
citizen  equally  at  home  on  both  sides  of  the  world.  Creative  leader  in  great 
movements,  he  always  gave  persons  complete  right  of  way.  Men  trusted  and 
honored  most  of  all,  loved  him. 

He  is  survived  by  Mrs .  Brockman,  Silver  Dune  Orchards,  Columbia,  South 
Carolina,  and  by  two  sons,  Washington  Clark,  and  Emory  Wood.  Two  brothers,  now 
deceased,  also  served  on  the  International  Committee,  Frank  in  Korea  and  White- 
field  in  China.

JOHN  BROCKMAN,  third  child  of  Asa  Brockman  and  wife  Lucy  Ellis  Quisenberry, 
was  bom  in  Orange  County,  Virginia.  By  occupation  he  was  a  planter.  In  1861 
he  enlisted  in  the  cause  of  the  south  with  his  seven  brothers  and  served  until 
the  end  of  the  war.  Hi3  first  year  was  spent  in  the  Barboursville  Guard,  Co.  F, 
13th  Virginia  Infantry.  Later  he  was  in  service  with  Gen.  Robert  E.  Lee,  and 
fought  in  the  battles  of  Alabama.,  Georgia,  and  other  southern  states.  In  the 
early  part  of  the  war  Mr.  Brockman  came  very  near  losing  his  life,  by  failing  to 
hear,  on  account  of  his  slight  deafness,  an  order  given  by  his  captain.  Mr.

Dear  Mr.  Brockman:  I  have  thought  of  you  so  many  times  and.  have  at  last  written 
up  my  family  bihle  records  for  you  to  have  a  copy.  I  worked  awfully  hard  to 
find  my  Tatum  family  records  in  Virginia.  I  saw  the  name  Beverend  Isham  Tatum 
in  the  "Compendium  of  American  Genealogy"  where  he  was  your  ancestor  and  then  I 
wondered  if  he  was  my  ancestor  and  that  is  what  caused  me  to  want  to  trace  out 
my  family  line  for  I  am  the  daughter  of  Samuel  Younger  Tatum,  the  youngest  child 
of  Acquilus  Calton  Tatum,  who  was  the  son  of  Nathaniel  Tatum,  the  oldest  son  of 
Reverend  Isham  Tatum.  My  grandfather,  Acquilus  Calton  Tatum  came  to  Missouri  in 
1836  with  the  Kemper  hoys  who  founded  the  Kemper  Military  School  at  Boonville, 
Missouri.  My  grandfather  settled  on  a  farm  near  Fayette,  Missouri  and  he  set¬ 
tled  on  this  land  on  account  of  the  spring  water.  This  fine  spring  on  this 
farm  at  the  foot  of  a  hill  was  never  known  to  go  dry  in  all  these  hundred  years. 

I  went  to  New  York  with  my  husband  to  the  Worlds  Fair  and  then  to  Washington, 

D.  C.  and  Virginia,  and  saw  all  the  old  Tatum  homes  and  the  John  Ford  home. 

Also  visited  the  graves  of  Reverend  Isham  Tatum,  Nathaniel,  and  their  wives,  and 
the  grave  of  John  Ford  who  was  my  grandfather  Acquilus  Calton  Tatum's  mother's 
father.  The  country  out  there  reminded  me  so  much  of  the  country  around  Fayette, 
Missouri,  where  my  grandfather  settled  in  1836. 


The  Franklin  girls,  whom  my  grandfather  married,  were  daughters  of  George 
Washington  Franklin,  born  1?85,  and  he  is  descendant  of  the  Benjamin  Franklin 
family.  That  is  all  I  know  but  I  plan  to  work  on  the  George  Washington  Franklin 
line  for  I  have  his  bible  record.  Do  you  happen  to  know  where  I  can  get  infor¬ 
mation  on  the  Franklin  line?  I  hope  this  finds  you  and  your  family  well.  Do 
you  have  any  of  your  family  in  the  war? 


My  father,  Samuel  Younger  Tatum  passed  away  in  1920  and  my  mother  passed 
away  three  weeks  ago  yesterday,  March  8,  19^2.  She  was  sixty-nine  years  and 
two  days.  We  were  so  sorry  to  have  to  give  her  up  for  she  was  a  lovely  mother 
and  we  miss  her  so.  I  am  sending  you  a  paper  of  her  death.  Enclosed  find  a 
copy  of  my  Tatum  family  records.

The  name  Isham  Tatum  first  appears  in  1776.  He  was  for  eight  years  a  labor¬ 
ious  pioneer  in  the  new  and  hard  fields  of  Virginia.  He  desisted  from  travel  in 
1781  and  settled  in  the  upper  part  of  the  state,  probably  in  Madison  County, 
where  he  lived  to  a  great  age .  At  the  time  of  his  death  a  few  years  ago  he  was 
the  oldest  Methodist  minister  in  the  United  States,  if  not  in  the  world.  He  left 
many  descendants  most  of  whom  are  members  of  the  church  of  this  venerable  an¬ 
cestor. 

Moore's  "Pioneers  of  Methodism  In  N.C.  and  7a.",  page  161 

Isham  Tatum,  called  "The  Silver  Trumpet"  lingers  yet  in  the  tradition  of 
his  wonderful  pulpit  power  and  success.  He  was  a  native  of  Carolina,  exact 
place  and  time  of  birth  unknown.  He  is  first  mentioned  in  printed  "Minutes  of 
Methodism"  in  1776,  when  he  started  traveling.  He  was  in  that  year  one  of  the 
three  first  ministers  sent  to  Carolina.  Isham  Tatum  was  in  Carolina  in  1776; 
Pittsylvania  County  in  1777,  Fluvanna  County,  1778;  Amelia  County,  1779;  Han¬ 
over  County,  1780 .  In  1781  he  had  married  and  was  forced  to  retire  from  the 
itinerant  ranks,  and  he  located  in  Madison  County,  where  he  lived  for  more  than 
half  a  century.  He  had  been  a  minister  more  than  60  years  when  he  died.

Eighteen  preachers  out  of  29  Were  sent  into  the  Virginia  Fields.  To  Flu¬ 
vanna  County,  Isham  Tatum  and  Richard  Ivy.

Clarence  Aubrey  Brockman,  who  is  serving  as  financial  chairman  for  the 
fourth  year,  is  setting  the  goal  at  $12,000.  "The  quota,"  he  stated,  "should 
be  reached  on  the  opening  night  and  late  contributions  should  bring  us  over  the 
top  by  several  thousands . " 

Mr.  Brockman  is  an  old  hand  at  this  type  of  work.  Coming  to  this  community 
from  Bluefield,  Virginia  in  1939,  as  Vice  President  of  Atlantic  Coal  Sales  com¬ 
pany,  our  personality  has  gone  through  a  period  when  all  of  the  coal  available 
could  be  sold  with  little  promotional  effort.  This  has  given  him  considerable 
"free  time"  which  he  has  turned  to  perfecting  a  real  soliciting  organization  in 
Park  Ridge  for  the  Red  Cross .  During  these  years  he  has  become  well  acquainted 
in  the  community  and  knows  where  to  go  for  "willing  workers." 

In  Charleston,  where  he  lived  for  fifteen  years,  Mr.  Brockman  served  as 
treasurer  of  the  eight-week  Billy  Sunday  Evangelistic  campaign  when  70,000  was 
raised. 

Mr.  Brockman  was  identified  with  the  County  Council  of  Religious  Education 
and  served  as  secretary,  superintendent  and  president  over  a  period  of  years. 

He  was  the  first  treasurer  of  Charleston's  Community  Chest  and  assisted  on  most 
of  the  financial  campaigns  conducted  by  member  institutions  prior  to  its  organ¬ 
ization.  Among  these  were  the  Boy  Scouts,  YMCA,  YWCA,  Salvation  Army  and  Union 

Mi  Rsinnft . 
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Mr.  Brockman  was  "bom  in  Louisa  county,  Virginia,  in  the  heart  of  the  Blue 
Ridge  mountains.  Both  he  and  his  wife;  the  former  Lucy  Morton  Watts,  daughter  of 
a  Methodist  minister,  have  authentic  proof  of  their  ancestral  lineage,  running 
back  to  colonial  Virginia  and  over  the  Atlantic  to  Scotland  and  England. 

"Pat"  Brockman  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Virginia  and  attended 
Oakland  Male  Academy.  Until  he  was  eighteen  he  helped  his  father  on  the  farm 
raising  tobacco,  hogs  and  small  grains.  He  was  then  employed  by  the  Victoria 
Coal  and  Coke  company,  West  Virginia,  as  a  weighmaster  which  consisted  of  every¬ 
thing  to  be  done  around  a  coal  producing  operation  to  shoveling  coal  and  dirt 
from  mine  tracks.  He  later  worked  as  pay  roll  clerk,  commissary  manager,  book¬ 
keeper,  paymaster  and  finally  as  superintendent  of  a  small  mine. 

From  1913  to  1939  he  served  as  general  manager,  secretary- treasurer  and 
president  of  from  one  to  six  mines  owned  by  various  companies.  He  was  also 
special  receiver  for  a  number  of  properties  under  jurisdiction  of  the  circuit 
courts  of  Kanawha  and  Fayette  counties.

The  residence  of  Capt.  George  Hunter  Terrett  was  Oakland,  his  ancestral 
homestead,  lying  four  miles  west  of  Alexandria,  Va.,  and  half  a  mile  southwest¬ 
erly  from  where  the  Episcopal  Theological  Seminary  now  stands,  in  Fairfax 
county,  Virginia.  Here  he  was  bom;  here  his  children  were  bom;  here  he  and 
his  wife  died  and  lie  buried. 

In  the  war  of  1812  he  commanded  a  company  of  Fairfax  militia  at  the  battle 
of  Bladensburg,  where  our  undisciplined  troops  were  routed  by  British  regulars. 

He  was  a  man  of  force  and  strength  of  character,  of  rectitude  and  honor,  a 

hospitable  host,  a  good  liver,  a  genial  companion,  an  old  Virginia  gentleman. 
Andrew  Jackson,  Cabinet  officers,  and  men  of  affairs  of  the  period  were  guests 
at  his  home,  and  here  too  were  entertained  many  young  soldiers  famous  afterward

I 
give  unto  my  son  Joseph  Burrus  the  tract  of  land  upon  which  he  now  resides  which 
I  purchased  of  Henry  Clark  to  him  and  his  heirs  forever.  I  also  give  him  at  the 
death  of  my  wife  two  hundred  dollars  exclusive  of  the  legacy  hereafter  mentioned. 
Item  3.  I  give  unto  my  son  Thomas  Bums  the  tract  of  land  which  I  purchased  of 
George  Quisenberry  adjoining  the  land  of  Richard  Rawlings  Jr.  to  him  and  his 
heirs  forever.

My  will 
and  desire  is  that  the  balance  of  my  estate  be  kept  together  by  my  executors  un¬ 
til  the  profits  of  same  after  supporting  my  wife  and  family  together  with  the 
money  arising  from  outstanding  debts  and  the  sale  of  such  articles  as  may  not  be 
of  use  to  my  wife  shall  amount  to  seven  hundred  dollars,  three  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  of  which  I  give  unto  my  daughter  Emily  Quisenberry  and  three  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  the  balance  to  my  daughter  Harriet  Moore.  Item  6.  I  give  unto  my 
daughter  Jane  Burrus  three  negroes,  viz.  one  girl  by  the  name  of  Lucy,  one  by  the 
name  of  Mahala,  and  one  by  the  name  of  Eviline  with  their  increase  to  her  and  her 
heirs  forever  also  four  hundred,  the  said  four  hundred  dollars  to  be  paid  within 
12  months  after  her  marriage  and  the  said  negroes  with  their  increase  to  be  de¬ 
livered  upon  her  marriage.  Item  7*  I  give  unto  my  daughter  Elizaaeth  Burrus 
three  negroes  viz.  one  girl  by  the  name  of  Peachy,  one  by  the  name  of  Amanda  and 
one  boy  by  the  Amnistead  with  their  increase  to  her  and  her  increase  forever. 

Also  four  hundred  dollars  to  her  and  her  heirs  forever  the  said  four  hundred  dol¬ 
lars  to  be  paid  12  months  after  her  marriage  and  the  said  negroes  to  be  delivered 
upon  her  marriage.  I  also  give  unto  each  of  my  two  daughters  Jane  and  Elizabeth 
upon  their  marriage  one  horse  worth  ov  60  dollars,  two  cows  and  calves,  one  bed 
and  furniture  and  eight  head  of  sheep.  Item  8th.  I  loan  to  my  beloved  wife 
Martha  Burrus  during  her  life  or  widowhood  all  of  my  estate  which  I  have  not 
heretofore  disposed  of  upon  consideration  that  my  daughters  Jane  Burrus  and  Eliza¬ 
beth  Burrus  and  my  sons  George  Burrus,  William  Burrus  and  Robert  Burrus  shall  be 
maintained  and  supported  from  the  property  I  have  loaned  her  during  her  life  or 
widowhood.  If  George  shall  become  troublesome  I  wish  an  outhouse  to  be  put  up 
for  him  so  that  he  may  not  molest  the  family.  Item  9*  At  the  death  or  marriage 
of  my  wife  my  desire  is  that  my  executors  sell  the  tract  of  land  which  is  called 
Bell's  tract  upon  such  terms  as  will  best  promote  the  interest  of  the  estate. 

Item  10.  At  the  death  of  my  wife  I  dispose  of  the  property  loaned  her  in  the 
following  manner.  I  give  unto  my  five  daughters,  Nancy  Frazer,  Emily  Quisenberry, 
Harriet  Moore,  Jane  Burrus  and  Elizabeth  Burrus  the  mill  formerly  owned  by  Nelson 
and  Coleman  together  with  the  four  acres  of  land  attached  to  it  with  its  appurten¬ 
ances  to  them  and  their  heirs  forever.  I  wish  my  said  daughters  to  hold  the  said 
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mill  jointly  unless  one  chooses  to  sell  unto  another.  I  give  unto  my  son  Robert 
B.  Burrus  the  tract  of  land  upon  which 'I  reside  containing  about  five  hundred 
acres  together  with  four  of  the  best  negroes  belonging  to  my  estate  at  my  wife ’s 
death  to  be  chosen  by  Robert,  also  10  head  of  cattle,  15  sheep,  20  head  of  hogs, 
one  bed  and  furniture  with  all  the  plantation  tools  on  the  place  at  his  mother's 
death  one  half  of  the  household  and  kitchen  furniture,  also  two  plough  horses 
upon  trust  that  he  shall  support  and  maintain  George  Burrus  and  William  Burrus 
so  long  as  they  live  and  shall  support  and  maintain  his  sisters  Jane  and  Eliza¬ 
beth  so  long  as  they  remain  single  and  then  for  his  own  use  during  his  life  and 
at  his  death  if  he  should  leave  four  children  then  the  whole  to  go  to  them  but 
if  he  should  not  leave  more  than  two  or  three,  one -half  of  the  land  hereby  given 
to  go  to  his  wife  and  children  in  the  same  manner  as  it  would  have  gone  in  case 
he  held  a  fee  simple  title  and  had  died  intestate  and  the  other  half  to  be  divided 
among  his  brothers  and  sisters  now  living  and  their  descendants,  George  and  Wil¬ 
liam  excepted.  I  mean  that  Robert  shall  hold  the  said  land  and  negroes  in  trust 
to  support  of  himself  and  the  persons  before  mentioned  and  if  he  should  die  be¬ 
fore  them  I  wish  it  to  be  kept  together  for  the  support  of  Robert's  family  if  he 
should  leave  any  and  the  above  named  persons,  and  the  surplus  of  profits  to  be 
divided  and  to  go  in  the  same  manner  as  the  land.

Thomas  Burrus,  Lancelot  Burrus,  Nancy  Frazer,  Emily  Quisenberry,  Harriet  Moore, 
Jane  Burrus,  and  Elizabeth  Burrus.  N.B.  My  will  is  that  my  son  Robert  shall  be 
furnished  when  he  arrives  at  the  age  of  twenty  one  with  a  horse,  bridle  and 
saddle  worth  75  or  80  dollars  by  my  wife  out  of  the  estate  loaned  her.  Lastly  I 
hereby  constitute  and  appoint  my  son  Lancelot  Burrus,  my  son  in  law  Wm.

Christian  Co.,  Ky.  25  Jany,  1816 

My  dear  son:  Altho  it  is  very  pleasing  to  me  to  receive  letters  from  you, 
yet  I  must  acknowledge  that  the  contents  of  yours  of  the  15th  Oct.  last  gave  me 
great  concern.  You  state  there  Vas  an  application  made  for  Peter  to  come  to 
Ky.  but  not  by  me. "  It  was  by  my  request,  and  my  reason  is  this;  I  learn  that  he 
has  become  so  dishonest  that  he  will  steal  for  a  mere  trifle  and  It  gave  me  un¬ 
easiness  to  think  I  had  raised  such  a  negroe.  I  therefore  felt  a  desire  to  have 
him  here  with  me —  You  wrote  to  me  about  a  bond.  I  can't  recollect  any  thing 
about  it.  I  am  very  sorry  to  hurt  your  feelings.  It  is  not  my  intention  to  hurt 
the  feelings  of  any  mortal  if  I  know  it —  If  you  allude  to  the  bond  which  I 
hold  against  my  son  Roger  I  can  tell  you  that  Cousin  William  Tandy  has  it,  and 
further,  I  can  assure  you  that  I  deposited  it  with  him  soon  after  I  came  to  Ky. 
and  with  the  Interest  of  that  money  I  buy  my  clothes — 

I  have  no  doubt  but  you  have  heard  of  the  death  of  my  two  grandsons,  Roger 
and  Charles  Burrus,  Their  father  left  no  means  untried  for  their  recovery,  he 
had  four  phis ici ana  with  them  but  all  to  no  purpose. — 

I  shall  conclude  my  son  by  informing  you  that  my  time  here  is  not  long, 
Therefore  it  is  my  great  desire  to  be  prepared  so  that  I  may  with  joy  obey  the 
summons  of  my  Lord  and  Master,  and  oh,  how  greatly  do  I  desire  that  you  may  bear 
in  mind  that  one  thing  is  needful  and  if  indeed  we  are  in  possession  of  that 
great  and  inestimable  pearl  we  need  not  be  greatly  solicitous  about  other  mat¬ 
ters —  Through  the  mercies  of  a  kind  and  indulgent  God  I  yet  am  in  a  tolerable 
state  of  health.  The  sores  on  my  face  are  at  this  time  worse  than  common.  I 
am  getting  blinder  and  deafer  than  I  wan  a  year  or  two  past. —  Give  my  best  love 
to  Patsey  and  the  children  and  accept  it  yourself,  also  to  all  my  cousins  and 
friends .

The  affidavit  of  Mrs.  Rebecca  Brockman,  taken  at  her  dwelling  house  in  the 
County  of  Orange  to  be  read  as  evidence  in  Orange  Court  in  a  matter  of  controversy 
wherein  William  Brockman  is  plaintiff  and  Thos.,  Jacob,  Asa  and  Oswald  Brockman 
are  defendants;  This  deponent  sayeth  some  time  previous  to  this  I  lent  my  son 
John  Brockman  my  waggon  tho  I  had  given  the  management  of  my  business  to  my  son 
William  Brockman .  Some  time  after  how  long  I  do  not  recollect  there  were  two  of 
my  grandsons  at  my  house  and  I  saw  my  son  William  knocked  down  but  I  know  not  by 
whom.  Taken  this  23rd  day  of  January  in  the  year  of  our  lord  1813. 

Question  by  Thos.  Brockman,  one  of  the  defendants:  did  you  see  Asa  Brockman 
strike  you  son  Wm.  Brockman?

In  the  name  of  God,  amen--  I,  Thomas  Burrus,  of  the  County  of  Orange  and  par¬ 
ish  of  St.  Thomas,  being  sound  in  mind  and  memory- -I  think  God  for  the  same  and  do 
hereby  certify  this  to  be  my  last  will  and  testament  in  manner  and  form  as  follows: 

First,  after  I  quit  this  mortal  life  I  desire  my  body  to  be  decently  buried 
with  ye  solemnity  at  the  discretion  of  my  executors  and  after  paying  my  just  debts 
what  then  remains  my  will  and  desire  is  may  be  disposed  of  in  the  following  manner. 

I  leave  to  my  beloved  wife  Francis  Burrus  my  estate,  real  and  personal,  dur¬ 
ing  her  natural  life  or  widowhood  and  after  her  death  to  be  divided  amongst  my 
children  here  after  named- - 

I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  son  Thomas  Burrus  five  hundred  acres  of  land  in 
Kentucky  { first  choice)  to  him  and  his  heirs,  etc. 

I  also  give  and  bequeath  to  my  son  Wm.  Tandy  Burrus  five  hundred  acres  of 
land  in  Kentucky  (second  choice)  to  him,  his  heirs,  etc.  as  also  one  feather  bed 
and  furniture,  etc.

I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  daughter  Morning  Burrus  one  negro  woman  named  Nan 
and  all  her  increase,  but  if  this  negro  should  die  before  my  daughter  shall  be  of 
age  or  marry,  then  there  shall  be  a  likely  girl,  not  under  the  age  of  ten  years  old 
be  replaced  to  her  and  her  heirs,  etc.  and  also  one  beast  by  the  name  of  Jack  and 
one  saddle  and  one  feather  bed,  furniture. 

Also  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  daughter  Fanny  Embrey  one  negro  girl  named 
Sukey  and  all  her  increase  to  her  and  her  heirs,  it  being  her  part  of  the  slaves. 

I  intend  also  for  her  one  feather  bed  and  furniture,  which  said  negro  and  bed  is 
already  delivered  to  her. 

Also  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  daughter  Mildred  Embry  one  negro  boy  named  Ben 
to  her  and  her  heirs,  this  being  already  delivered.  Also  ten  lbs.  cash  already 
delivered. 

I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  daughter  Elizabeth  Brockman  one  negro  boy  named 
Duke,  also  one  feather  bed  and  furniture  which  said  negro  and  bed  is  already 
delivered,  also  twenty  lbs.  cash  to  be  raised  out  of  my  estate  to  be  hers  and 
her  heirs,  etc. 
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I  give  and  "bequeath  to  my  daughter  Sarah  Tribble  one  negro  girl  named  Agnes 
and  all  her  increase  to  her  and  her  heirs  already  delivered,  also  one  feather  bed 
and  furniture  already  delivered. 

I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  daughter  Jane  Quisenberry  one  negro  girl  named 
Dinah  and  all  her  incaease,  to  her  and  her  heirs,  also  one  feather  bed  and  furni¬ 
ture,  also  twenty  lbs.  cash  which  portion  above  mentioned  is  already  delivered. 

I  give  to  my  granddaughter  Francis  Quisenberry,  the  daughter  of  Jane  Quisen- 
berry,  one  negro  girl  named  Violet,  to  her  and  her  heirs  forever. 

I  give  to  my  daughter  Francis  Tandy  Bush  one  negro  girl  named  Alice  and  all 
her  increase,  also  one  feather  bed  and  furniture  to  her  and  her  heirs,  which  is 
already  delivered  to  her. 

I  desire  after  my  wife  Francis  Burrus  death  or  widowhood  that  the  negro  boy 
Gilbert,  now  in  possession  of  my  son  Thomas  Burrus,  may  be  returned  to  the  balance 
of  my  estate  and  that  there  be  nine  of  the  choicest  of  my  slaves  then  remaining  to 
be  equally  divided  between  my  three  sons,  Thomas  Burrus,  William  Tandy  Burrus  and 
Roger  Burrus,  to  them  and  their  heirs,  etc.  and  if  either  of  my  sons  should  die 
under  age  or  before  they  possess  their  part  of  my  estate,  that  their  portion  shall 
then  be  equally  divided  between  those  surviving.  I  also  desire  that  the  balance 
of  my  land  at  Kentucky,  which  is  five  hundred  acres,  be  equally  divided  between 
my  five  daughters,  Fanny  Embry,  Mildred  Embry,  Sally  Tribble,  Jane  Quisenberry 
and  Francis  Tandy  Bush  to  them  and  their  heirs  forever.  To  Morning  Burrus  the 
land  where  on  I  now  live  at  the  death  of  my  wife  Francis  Burrus,  to  her  and  her 
heirs  forever,  also  my  will  and  desire  is  after  the  death  or  widowhood  of  my 
wife  Francis  Burrus  that  the  balance  of  my  negroes  then  remaining,  with  stock  and 
household  furniture  of  all  kinds  then  remaining  may  be  equally  divided  amongst  my 
sons  and  daughters  above  named  except  one  equal  childs  part  of  the  last  balance 
of  negroes  and  household  furniture  and  stock  be  equally  divided  amongst  my  two 
grand  daughters  and  grandsons,  Elijah  Berry,  Dicey  Berry  and  Harry  Berry  to  them 
and  their  heirs  forever,  and  I  do  hereby  nominate  and  appoint  my  wife  Francis 
Burrus  executrix  and  Henry  Tandy  and  Thomas  Burrus  executors  of  this  my  last  will 
and  testament  as  witness  where  of  I  have  here  to  set  my  hand  and  seal  this  second 
day  of  October,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty  eight.

lived  in  his  early  childhood.  His  mother,  the  daughter  of  Hampton  I.  Bryson  and 
Mary  Milam,  maternal  side.  Paternal  side  granddaughter  of  John  Bryson  and  Anne 
Bates  of  Tennessee,  great  granddaughter  of  William  Bryson  and  Sarah  Kirk.  His 
grandfather  Bryson  became  a  ruling  Elder,  1854  of  the  Providence  Associate  Re¬ 
formed  Presbyterian  Church,  now  Clinton,  S.C.,  where  he  served  until  his  death, 
1878. 


A  Thirst  for  Knowledge 

From  early  childhood  he  became  interested  in  books  and  school;  entered 
school  at  Reidville,  Male  Academy  (Literary  school),  also  Sabbath  School,  carry¬ 
ing  the  New  Testament  in  his  pocket,  reading  it  through  several  times  a  year, 
commuting  to  memory  the  Catechism  and  many  Psalms  of  the  Bible  in  early  youth. 
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The  writer  has  his  "bihle  in  her  possession  for  the  recieded  the  memory  of  catechism. 
At  home  he  taught  the  writer  verses  from  the  Bible  (The  Lord’s  Prayer)  and  many 
verses  from  the  Bible. 

We  are  prone  to  think  that  our  usefulness  in  the  World  and  in  Christ’s  King¬ 
dom  depends  chiefly  on  the  position  we  occupy.  We  are  mistaken.  It  depends 
chiefly  on  what  we  are;  "Where  we  are  is  of  no  moment",  but  only  what  we  are  doing 
there.  It  is  not  the  place  that  innobles  you,  but  you  the  place. 

Mr.  Anderson's  life  teaches  this  truth.  It  could  not  be  persuasive  of  the 
nul-oit.  Preaching  it  is  not  the  farreaching  influence  of  a  genius  for  organization 

and  administration  that  won  for  Mr.  Anderson  his  place  of  honor  in  the  service  of 

Christ.  It  was  the  power  of  personality  irradiated  by  Christ  love  which  could 
truthfully  say  in  words  of  another,  "I  live,  yes,  not  I,  but  Christ  lives  in  me". 

His  Birthplace.  Elbert  Bryson  Anderson  was  born  February  12,  1863  near 
Clinton,  Laurens  County,  S.C.  Second  son  of  Elbert  D.  and  Sarah  Ann  Bryson  Ander¬ 
son,  Grandson  of  Hampton  Bryson  and  Mary  Milan,  maternal  side,  paternal  son  of 
Benny  Anderson,  Jr.  and  Elizabeth  McCrary. 

Confession  of  Christ.  He  made  a  public  confession  of  faith  in  Christ  and 
was  received  into  the  membership  of  Providence  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian 
Church,  Laurens  County,  South  Carolina  in  early  youth,  at  the  age  of  13  years. 

At  that  time  there  were  not  a  church  of  his  profession  in  Spartanburg  Co.  With 

his  brother,  John,  they  travelled  the  distance  of  30  miles  to  unite  with  the 
church  of  their  faith.  June  14,  1879  the  first  A.R.P.  church  was  organized.  With 
their  mother,  sons  John  Anderson  and  Elbert  B.  Anderson  moved  their  membership 
to  Woodruff.  They  became  Charter  members. 

Struggling  for  an  education.  At  the  age  of  sixteen  he  began  the  struggle 
alone  for  an  education  by  alternate  teaching  and  going  to  school.  His  preparation 
for  college  was  made  at  Reidville  High  School  in  Spartanburg  county.  Walking  the 
distance  of  five  miles  morning  and  evening  from  the  home  of  his  parents,  in  the 
meantime  carrying  the  mail  for  the  people  of  the  community  where  he  lived. 

College  Days.  With  a  view  of  the  ministry  Elbert  Anderson,  Jr.  wa6  taken  in 
the  care  of  the  second  Presbytary  in  the  fall  of  1885.  In  a  few  weeks  he  entered 
the  freshman  class  of  Erskine  College,  Due  West,  South  Carolina.  A  four  year  A.B. 
course  was  taken,  graduated  with  honor  in  1889  with  a  class  of  13.  He  applied 
himself  with  great  diligence  to  his  studies.  He,  from  the  first,  took  a  credit¬ 
able  6tand  and  ranked  high  when  he  graduated  in  the  senior  year  in  the  Seminary. 
Graduated  in  class  four  June  1890,  viz:  Rev.  E.  B.  Kennedy,  Rev.  R.  L.  Bell, 

Rev.  I.  W.  Baird  and  Rev.  E.  B.  Anderson. 

His  Pastoral  Work.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Second  Presbytery  1889.  His  first 
ministerial  began  immediately  in  Marshall  and  Maury  counties,  Tennessee,  supply¬ 
ing  Head  Springs  and  Hopewell  churches  until  November  1890.  Synod  directed,  he 
was  sent  to  Texas;  was  ordained  to  the  full  work  of  the  ministry  at  Eureka,  by  the 
Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church.  Also  sent  to  Harden  County  where  he  spent 
four  winter  months  from  there  to  Navarro  and  Freestone  Counties  of  central  Texas, 
Lamar,  North  Texas,  spending  five  months  in  the  work  wandering  as  a  stranger  in 
strange  land.  But  at  all  times  Providence  of  God  smiling  upon  him.  Last  of  July 
that  year,  the  Board  of  home  missions,  he  was  sent  to  Memphis  Presbytery,  Tenn. 
for  a  short  time. 

October  he  cane  to  South  Carolina.  November  1891  was  sent  to  Stony  Point, 

North  Carolina.  To  three  churches  Amity,  Elk,  Shoalds,  and  Hiddenite.  1898  was 
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sent  to  Broad.  Creek,  Virginia,  was  stated  supply  till  November  7,  1902.  Again  his 
health  failed.  He  returned  South  1903,  to  the  home  of  his  mother,  Mrs.  Sarah 
Ann  Anderson  to  rest  up.  Then  the  Board  of  Home  Mission  sent  him  to  Arkansas  for 
one  year.  Having  spinal  trouble  and  bronchial  infection,  he  remained  in  the  home 
of  his  mother  five  months  as  an  invalid.  Passed  away  March  23,  1904.  The  burial 
took  place  in  the  Antioch  Cemetery  in  the  Anderson  Burial  plot.  Rev.  B.  H.  Grier 
officiating.

Joel  Dean  (Family) 

In  the  list  containing  the  names  of  heads  of  families  in  Spartanburg  County, 
as  shown  the  original  census  of  1790  which  we  publish  in  this  volume.  We  find 
but  one  name  of  the  Dean  family,  being  that  of  Joel  Dean,  Sr.  from  whom  all  the 
families  of  this  name  in  the  said  county  have  descended. 

Joel  Dean,  born  February  16,  1755,  emigrated  from  Virginia  to  North  Carolina, 
and  from  there  to  South  Carolina,  selling  on  Enoree  River  in  the  territory  after¬ 
wards  embraced  in  Spartanburg  County.  He  was  a  progressive  farmer  for  his  day 
and  time.  He  died  February  5,  1842  being  87  years  of  age.  His  wife  was  Mary 
Brockman,  born  January  7,  1759,  died  October  28,  1825  in  the  67  year  of  her  age.

This  ends  the  main  data  from  the  caper  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  Robert  Faden.  I  will 
begin  with  the  data  from  the  South  Carolina  records  on  Faden-Peden.  First 
data  will  be  from  the  Faden  Chapter  in  the  book,  "The  House  of  Fowler"  by  Mr. 
Grady  Fowler  of  Fairview,  Greenville  Co.,  S.C.  and  now  of  Hickory,  North 
Carolina. 

18.  FEDEN  is  mentioned  in  the  old  Testament  and  means  the  Flains  or  the  people 
dwelling  on  the  Plains .... .The  first  Fedens  that  history  records  were  in 
Palestine. .. .We  next  find  them  in  Greece  and  at  the  time  of  Christ. .. .The 
family  were  for  generations  in  Greece. .. .They  then  began  a  migration  up  from 
Greece  to  Hungary  and  from  thence  into  Germany,  in  time  to  come  with  the 
Anglo-Saxons  to  England. ...  In  Scotland  they  remained  for  several  generations.. 
Some  went  to  the  Island  of  Iona.  From  Scotland  some  of  the  family  journeyed 
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over  to  Ireland  where  they  settled. 

19.  Ayrshire,  Scotland  was  the  hone  of  the  PEDENS  and  some  remained  there.  During 
the  Days  of  the  Reformation  in  Scotland  under  John  Knox,  one  of  the  great 
preachers  was  ALEXANDER  PEDEN. . . . He  went  up  and  down  the  hills  and  dales  of 
Scotland  preaching.  He  "became  known  to  the  people  as  the  PROPHET. ..  .The 
Prophet,  ALEXANDER  PEDEN,  had  a  "brother,  JAMES  PEDEN  who  married  AGNES  MILLER. 
James  Peden  and  his  wife,  Agnes  Miller  Peden,  were  the  first  of  the  family  to 
migrate  to  Ireland.  They  settled  within  sight  of  the  Irish  Sea  and  there 
built  a  Presbyterian  Church  which  they  called  Fairview. .. .James  and  Agnes 
(Nancy)  Miller  Peden  had  several  children. .. .Fowler  gives  the  name  of  but  one 
son : 

James  Peden  Jr.,  who  married  Mary  Mills. 

Old  James  Peden  Sr.  and  hi6  wife,  Agnes  Miller  Peden  are  buried  at  old  Fair- 
view  Presbyterian  Church  in  Ireland  along  with  many  other  Pedens.  Also  buried 
at  Fairview  Church  in  Ireland  are  James  Peden  Jr.  and  his  wife,  Mary  Mills. 

20.  JAMES  PEDEN  SR.,  married  in  Ayrshire,  Scotland  to  Agnes  Miller  and  they  came 
to  Ireland  and  settled  within  sight  of  the  Irish  Sea.  He  was  among  the 
founders  of  the  Irish  Fairview  Church  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. . .James  Sr. 
and  Agnes  Miller  Peden  had  several  children  of  whom  Fowler  lists  but  one:  a

James  Peden  Jr,  married  Mary  Mills. 

21.  JAMES  FEDEN  JR.  (Son  #20)  married  in  Ireland  to  MARY  MILLS  and  both  are  buried 
in  old  Fairview  Presbyterian  Church  in  Ireland.  Both  were  alive  in  1750  but 
then  aged. ...  Troubles  were  brewing  in  Ireland  and  James  Peden  urged  his  child¬ 
ren  to  come  to  America.  It  is  not  known  how  many  children  they  had.... These 
children  are  known: 

John  Peden,  the  eldest  born  16  June  1709,  n.  Margaret  McDill. 

Thomas  Peden  ,  and  he  returned  to  Ayrshire  Scotland  to  live. 

William  Peden  who  came  to  Pennsylvania  and  perhaps  later  to  S.C. 

Robert  Peden  who  remained  in  Ireland. 

James  Peden  who  came  to  Pennwylvania  and  perhaps  later  to  the  South. 

Samuel  Peden  who  returned  to  Ayrshire,  Scotland,  is  also  thought  to  have 

been  a  son  of  James  Peden  Jr. ..but  Samuel  may  have  been  a  brother  of  James 

Peden  Jr.  and  a  son  of  James  Peden  Sr.  All  that  is  known  of  Samuel  Peden 

of  Ireland  was  that  he  returned  to  Scotland  to  make  his  home. 

22.  In  the  year  1760,  James  Peden  Jr.  and  his  wife,  Mary  Mills  were  both  dead... 
That  year,  William  Peden,  James  reden  then  Jr.  and  John  Peden  set  sail  for 
America.  It  is  said  that  all  three  of  these  sons  of  James  Peden  #21  and  his 
wife,  Mary  Mills  Peden,  all  landed  in  Pennsylvania  in  1768. .. .Whether  the 
other  two  brothers  came  on  to  S.C.  or  not  is  unknown. .. The  McDill  Family  had 
already  settled  in  South  Carolina  in  what  is  now  Chester  Co.  along  with 
families  of  Miller. . .McDonald. . .White. . .McCluney. . .McCullough  and  many  others. 
Jon  Peden  and  his  wife,  Margaret  McDill  Peden  soon  joined  the  McDills  and 
others  in  Chester  Co.,  S.C. 

23.  JCHN  PEDEN,  born  in  June  1709  and  married  in  Ireland  to  Margaret  (Peggy) 

McDill  came  to  Chester  Co.,  S.C.  and  later  to  Spartanburg  Co.,  S.C.  where  they 
helped  to  found  old  Nazareth  Presbyterian  Church.  Evidently  John  Peden  and 
his  wife,  returned  to  Chester  County,  for  they  are  buried  in  an  old  McDILL 
Family  Graveyard  in  Chester  Co.  near  the  old  Catholic  Presbyterian  Church. 

John  Peden  and  all  his  seven  sons  fought  thru  the  Revolutionary  War  and  all 
came  out  safely.  The  10  children  of  John  and  Peggy  McDill  Peden  were:

Fairview  in  Greenville  Co.,  S.C.  and  they  helped  to  found  the  Fairview  Presby¬ 
terian  Church  in  lower  Greenville  Co.... James  Peden  also  was  at  Fairview  for  a 
time  but  later  removed  to  Chester  Co... Thomas  Peden  remained  in  Spartanburg  Co. 
Samuel  died  in  Miss. 

24.  I  will  now  take  up  the  date  on  Peden  in  the  South  Carolina  State  Archives  in 
Columbia  and  add  also  data  taken  from  the  excellent  book,  "The  House  of  Fowler" 
which  I  will  mark  as  "F"  and  all  other  data  you  will  know  came  from  the  S.C. 
Archives. . .The  "House  of  Fowler  Book"  treats  mainly  on  the  PEDEN  line  from 
whom  the  Fowlers  descend. 

25.  JOHN  PEDEN  was  the  son  of  James  and  Mary  Lills  Peden  (See  #21 )  and  was  the 
grandson  of  James  Peden  Sr.  and  Agnes  Miller  Peden  (See  #20).  John  Peden  was 
married  in  Ireland  to  Peggy  McDill,  Peggy  was  her  nickname  and  her  real  name 
was  Margaret  McDill.  John  Peden  after  the  death  of  his  parents,  decided  to 
come  to  Pennsylvania  and  here  join  some  of  his  uncles  and  brothers  who  had 
already  removed  from  Ireland  to  Pennsylvania.  They  in  1768  took  passage  for 
America  and  landed  at  Philadelphia.  On  the  ship  coming  over  was  a  munity  by 
some  of  the  sailors.  Thomas  McDill,  a  brother  of  Peggy  McDill  Peden,  took 
charge  of  the  ship  and  put  down  the  munity  and  thus  became  a  hero  to  all  the 
Pedens  on  the  boat... In  Ireland,  each  son,  old  enough,  of  John  Peden  had  been 
taught  a  trade. 

Thomas  Peden  as  a  miller. 

John  Peden  Sr.  as  a  waggon  maker... He  was  the  father. 

John  Peden  Jr.  as  a  gunsmith. 

Samuel  Peden  as  a  blacksmith. 

James  Peden  as  a  waggon  maker. 

William,  David  and  Alexander  were  the  youngest  sons  and  had  not  completed 
learning  a  trade. 

James  Alexander,  the  son-in-law,  was  a  merchant  and  a  teacher. 

Jane  Morton  seemed  a  widow. 

Elizabeth  Peden  was  single  and  married  William  Gaston. 

Some  of  the  sons  were  already  married  and  brought  with  them  their  wives  and 
children. . .They  fetched  with  them  apple  scions  and  these  apple  trees  were 
planted  in  S.C.  and  wherever  the  Pedens  went  they  always  took  some  scions  from 
the  original  apple  trees... and  description  is  given  of  the  fruit  of  some  of 
the  apple  trees  still  bearing  fruit  in  S. C. .. .Boxwood  sprigs  were  also  brought 
and  Peggy  brought  a  rooted  pink  moss  rose... The  boxwood  and  pink  moss  roses 
from  the  originals  fetched  over,  are  still  to  be  found  at  the  old  Peden  hones 
in  S.0....Each  of  the  children  of  Janes  &  Peggy  McDill  Peden  took  scions  from 
the  apple  trees,  the  boxwood,  and  the  pink  moss  rose,  to  their  homes.

John  Morton  Jr.  the  sane 
year  took  100a  on  Rocky  Creek  in  Chester  with  the  McDills. 

27a.  John  Morton  had  married  Jane  Feden  who  was  born  1738  and  by  him  had  five 
children:  Fowler  gives  names  of  three:

Abraham  Henbre,  Lee  Clark  and  Thomas  Thornton. . .This  Samuel  Morrow  I  do 
not  think  is  the  Samuel  Morrow  who  wed  the  widow,  Jane  Peden  Morton.

I  give  abstracts  from  all  data  on  file  in 
the  South  Carolina  Historical  Commission* . .Those  who  served  in  the  Continental 
(Regular)  Army  are  in  Washington. . .Note  the  places  where  the  pay  was  issued  and 
to  whom  they  made  it  payable  to...S.O. ,  ran  out  of  money  in  July  1779  with  which 
to  pay  for  provisions  and  for  service  in  the  S.C.  Militia  (Now  the  National 
Guard),  and  all  proved  claims  were  paid  by  Indents  after  the  Revolution. .. These 
indents  bore  annual  interest  and  had  to  be  collected  in  Charleston  and  often 
would  be  given  to  someone  making  a  trip  there,  to  collect  the  pay...

S.C.  some  four  years 
before  the  Revolution  and  was  living  there  when  he  enlisted  for  service  in 
1775. «. .After  the  Revolution  he  renoved  to  Greenville  County  S.C.  where  he 
remained  until  1818  when  he  moved  to  Fayette  Co.  Alabama  and  stayed  there  un¬ 
til  1832  when  he  removed  to  Kemper  Co»  Miss,  where  he  died. ...He  served  at 
various  times  in  the  Revolution  as  a  private  and  as  an  ensign  under  Cant.

93.  Comments  by  Andrea. .. .Thi s  bears  out  my  contention  that  the  Pedens  did 
not  arrive  in  South  Carolina  until  circa  1772  as  noted  in  the  pension  of 
Alexander  Peden  #45. .. .Former  Sheriff  William  Peden  of  Chester  S.C.  allowed  me 
to  use  some  of  his  family  papers  which  show  that  John  Morton  and  James  Peden 
(Son  of  #56)  arrived  in  Pennsylvania  in  1768  and  came  on  to  South  Carolina.... 
Morton  came  the  same  year  and  James  Peden  came  some  years  later  to  South 
Carolina. .. .John  Peden  Sr.  and  his  wife,  Peggy  McDill  Peden  and  the  other

I  have  "been  asked  by  some  of  the  younger  generation  of  my  family  to  write 
a  short  genealogy  of  the  Dickson  family. 

I  regret  not  to  be  able  to  give  more  dates,  and  information  but  I  do  not 
have  the  family  bibles  on  either  side,  so  I  am  writing  in  part  from  memory, 
and  I  trust  that  I  have  not  made  too  many  errors  or  ommissions.  It  has  been 
my  pleasure  to  know  many  of  the  past  loved-ones  mentioned  in  my  brief  outline.

Recently  I  had  the  pleasure  of  visiting  Nazareth  Presbyterian  Church,  near 
Reidsville,  South  Carolina,  in  Snartannburg  County,  and  located  the  tombstones 
of  Robert  and  Rebecca  Dickson,  which  were  found  to  be  intact  and  in  good  con¬ 
dition.  The  following  inscriptions  were  noted; 

To  the  Sacred  memory  of 
Robert  Dickson 

who  departed  this  life  on  the  31st  of  March 
1854  in  the  79th.  year  of  his  age. 

Born  in  County  Tyrone  Ireland,  Emigrated 
to  Spartanburg  District

where  he  resided  until  his  death  during  which 
time  he  lived  a  consistent  member  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church.

wife  of  Robert  Dickson,  died  November  15,  1871, 
age  88  years. 

You  may  ask  how  they  came  over,  I  cannot  say,  but  the  following  letter 
furnishes  some  interesting  data; 
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COPY  OP  LETTER  from  J.  K.  Dickson  to  M.  R.  Dickson 


Greenville,  S.  0. 
April  7,  1892 


Mr.  M.  R.  Dickson, 

Dear  Son: 

As  to  my  Scotch  ancestry  that  you  wish  me  to  relate  to  you  -  of  my  own 
personal  knowledge  I  know  hut  little  for  I  was  not  5  years  old  when 
father  left  Ireland.  All  that  I  can  relate  is  from  the  history  of  my 
father  and  mother,  and  all  that  they  told  me  I  know  is  the  truth  for 
I  never  knew  them  to  misrepresent  anything. 

On  my  father’s  side,  as  far  hack  as  I  have  the  history,  in  the  time  of 
the  persecution  in  Scotland  5  brothers  of  Dicksons  refugeed  from  Scot¬ 
land  to  the  north  of  Ireland.  One  of  the  brothers  settled  in  county 
Down  near  Belfast.  The  other  4  brothers  settled  in  County  Tyrone  neat* 
Dungannon.  I  have  no  record  of  whether  these  five  had  families  at  the 
time  of  their  departure  from  Scotland  or  not,  nor  of  their  families  if 
they  had  any.  A  great  many  are  scattered  over  the  United  States  who 
are  descended  from  this  old  stock.  I  have  net  with  many  who  trace 
their  ancestry  back  to  the  North  of  Ireland. 

Michael  Dickson  (my  grandfather)  who  was  born  near  Dungannon,  if  not 
born  in  Scotland,  married  Miss  Margaret  Pinkerton,  had  three  sons  and 
3  or  4  daughters.  My  grandfather  died  near  the  age  of  80  and  my 
grandmother  was  more  than  ninety  when  she  died.  The  names  of  their 
sons;  William,  Robert  and  Alexander  (who  died  when  a  boy). 

In  October  1815  father  went  to  Belfast  and  engaged  passage  for  five 
families  and  they  all  landed  in  Charleston,  S.C.,  the  week  before 
Christmas  after  a  long  voyage  of  7  weeks  and  3  days.  They  were  then 
conveyed  to  Spartanburg  District  by  wagons,  no  railroads  at  that 
time.  %  father  intended  to  settle  in  Abbeville  District  when  leaving 
Ireland  as  he  had  a  cousin  there,  John  Pinkerton,  but  when  landing  in 
Charleston  he  found  his  cousin  had  moved  to  the  state  of  Ohio.  He 
then  consented  to  settle  in  Spartanburg  District  with  the  rest  of  the 
company,  where  he  lived  until  the  time  of  his  death  in  1854.  He  was 
79  when  he  died.  My  mother  was  88  years  old  when  she  died. 

I  am  now  in  my  82nd  year  and  in  good  health  and  can  walk  all  day 
behind  my  compass  or  work  all  day  in  the  field  or  garden,  but  not 
altogether  so  active  as  when  younger. 


I  don’t  know  so  much  about  my  ancestry  on  my  mother's  side  only  I  know 
from  the  information  of  father  and  mother,  that  they  we re  of  Scotch 
descent  and  it  is  probable  refugeed  at  the  same  time  the  Dickson  family 
refugeed. 

My  grandfather’s  name  was  Robert  McMurry  and  my  grandmother's  name  be¬ 
fore  marriage  was  Nancy  Rainey.  They  had  three  children,  my  mother, 
Rebecca;  Robert  and  David.  My  uncle  Robert  McMurry  and  his  family  came 
from  Ireland  to  South  Carolina  in  the  year  1828  and  settled  in  Spartan¬ 
burg  District.  (I  use  the  word  District  because  South  Carolina  was  not 
known  by  the  name  of  counties  until  after  the  late  war.) 
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My  grandfather,  grandmother,  with  their  son  David  left  Ireland  some 
years  after  1823  and  landed  in  Quebec,  Canada,  At  that  tine  the 
Yellow  Fever  was  raging  in  Canada  and  New  York  and  I  have  never 
heard  fron  then  since. 

This  is  about  the  sun  and  substance  of  all  that  I  can  relate  at 
present,  and  if  there  is  anything  else  that  you  would  like  to  know 
I  will  be  more  than  glad  to  express  ny  views. 

So  far  back  as  I  can  trace  ny  ancestry  I  find  then  to  be  noted  for 
longevity#  I  stated  that  ny  grandfather  Dickson  was  not  born  in 
Scotland,  but  not  being  positive  of  that.  If  born  there,  he  must 
have  been  very  young  when  leaving  there.  I  heard  my  father  say  that 
he  went  to  Scotland  when  a  young  nan  to  pay  a  visit  to  some  relatives 
and  stayed  six  months  and  followed  his  trade  while  there,  weaving  Irish 
linen,  for  that  was  his  trade,  and  he  followed  weaving  for  several 
years  after  he  cane  to  America,  when  I  was  a  boy. 

I  an  proud  of  the  name  being  of  Scotch-Irish  descent,  for  I  think 
they  are  the  most  patriotic  race  of  people  in  the  world.  Their 
fidelity  to  each  other  is  strong,  provided  they  are  of  the  right 
stamp. 

When  I  was  a  young  man  I  intended  to  take  a  trip  to  Ireland  to  visit 
the  place  of  my  birth  but  deferred  it  fron  time  to  tine  until  I 
entered  business  and  then  I  had  no  time  to  go.  No  doubt  you  will 
find  persons  who  cane  from  the  same  place  where  I  was  born  for  more 
settled  in  New  York  than  any  other  place. 

I  have  no  relick  of  ny  father  brought  fron  Ireland  except  my  little 
Brown  Jug  that  father  bought  in  3elfast  in  1815  when  he  started  to 
America,  to  hold  his  molasses  while  he  was  on  his  voyage.... I  have 
promised  to  give  this  to  her  (l)  to  keep  it  and  hand  down  for  generat¬ 
ions  to  come  and  never  let  it  denart  from  father’s  family.

If  Henry  can  leave 
business  I  will  be  glad  to  see  him.

I  think  that  Aunt  Mary  Valentine  has  the  little  "Brown  Jug"  mentioned 
in  the  last  paragraph  of  my  grandfathers  letter. 

I  have  a  mahognay  table  in  my  home  which  they  brought  over.  It  came 
down  to  my  father  John  M.  Dickson,  and  of  course  I  value  it  very  highly.

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The  following  is  noted  about  the  children  of  Robert  and  Rebecca  Dickson;

Robert  Dickson,  moved  to  Mississippi,  married  there  and  left  descendants 
in  Tupelo,  Mississippi.  Jfy  father  visited  R.M.  Dickson,  who  had  a  general 
merchandise  store  in  Lexington,  Texas,  at  a  family  reunion  and  was  pre¬ 
sented  with  a  very  pretty  plate.  This  R.  M„  Dickson  had  a  sister  named 
Leila,

OTHER  DICKSONS 

The  Spartanburg  County  deed  record  shows  that  William  Dickson,  received  a 
land  grant  from  King  Charles  II  (book  A,  page  37),  of  30  acres  on  Fairf orest 
creek,  in  Spartanburg  District,  South  Carolina,  in  1785,  31  years  before  my 
family  came  over  in  1816, 

This  same  record  office  (book  .T,  page  393)  shows  that  Michael  Dickson,  pur¬ 
chased  145  acres  of  land  from  David  D.  Anderson,  also,  purchased  165  acres 
from  William  T.  Anderson,  in  1827,  located  on  South  Tyger  River,  in  Spar¬ 
tanburg  District, 

This  Michael  Dickson  may  have  been  a  son  of  the  above  William  Dickson. 

Michael  was  born  in  1797  and  died  at  the  age  of  75,  in  Milford,  Texas.  He 
was  the  second  pastor  of  Nazareth  Presbyterian  Church,  serving  from  1817  to 
1832.  He  was  licensed  in  Greenville,  South  Carolina,  April  8,  1820  and  his 
long  ministry  was  spent  in  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  Alabama,  and  he  moved  to 
Milford,  Texas  in  1855,  and  organized  a  Presbyterian  church  there. 

Many  Dickson  descendants  now  live  in  the  Spartanburg  District  section  and 
anuear  to  be  related  to  the  above  line  of  Dicksons,  however  they  do  not  ap¬ 
pear  to  be  American  relatives  of  my  family. 

The  following  letter  was  received  from  Rush  S.  Dickson} 

"My  great,  great  grandfather  was  named  Robert  Dickson,  He  was  born  August 
10,  1772,  and  all  I  know  about  his  family  was  that  he  had  brothers  named 
John,  William  and  David.  These  boys  refugeed,  according  to  family  tradition, 
from  Scotland  to  Ireland,  and  later  booked  passage  to  America, 

While  apparently  from  your  ancestral  record  the  Robert  Dickson  mentioned  in 
my  family  history  is  not  the  Robert  Dickson  as  named  in  your  record  by  reason 
of  the  difference  in  birth,  the  fact  that  you  have  so  many  Roberts,  Williams, 
Johns  and  Jameses  that  parallel  family  names  in  my  own  family,  it  is  quite 
evident  they  were  at  least  cousins.  The  names  of  the  children  of  my  great, 
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great  grandfather  included  Elizabeth.,  Jane,  Nancy,  Thomas,  John  and  Peter, 
among  the  boys.  My  great,  great  grandfather  settled  in  the  area  of  Kings 
Mountain,  North  Carolina,  and  had  relatives  in  Cleveland  County,  as  well  as 
York  County,  (now  Cherokee  County),  South  Carolina,  and,  very  likely,  Spar¬ 
tanburg  County,  South  Carolina. 

I  do  not  believe  that  my  name  of  '’Rush"  came  from  the  Dickson  line,  as  I  am 
under  the  impression  that  was  handed  down  from  my  mother1 s  side  of  the  family, 
although  I  could  be  mistaken  about  that. 

Those  of  us  who  take  pride  in  our  ancestry  regret  that  we  did  not,  while  our 
older  relatives  were  living,  compile  a  full  family  history.  It  is  most  use¬ 
ful  to  us  in  our  older  years,  and  should  be  particularly  interesting  to  our 
children. 11 

The  Spartanburg  County  deed  record  (book  T,  page  5)  also  shows  that  my  great¬ 
grandfather,  Robert  Dickson,  purchased  134  acres  of  land  on  Middle  Tyger  River, 
in  Spartanburg  District,  in  the  year  1816,  the  year  he  emigrated  to  America. 

Since  my  great-grandfather  was  a  "consistent  member"  of  old  Nazareth  Pres¬ 
byterian  church  in  Spartanburg  County,  I  want  to  write  something  about  the 
early  church  history.  It  seems  that  the  first  60  years  sessional  records 
were  not  obtainable. 

According  to  a  paper  read  at  Nazareth  Centennial  Celebration,  June  15,  1872 
(by  3.  M.  Palmer,  D.  D.,  New  Orleans,  La.)  8  or  10  Scotch-Irish  families 
from  Pennsylvania  settled  on  the  branches  of  the  Tyger  Rivers,  (North  Tyger, 
Middle  Tyger,  and  South  Tyger)  in  Spartanburg  County  in  1761. 

Evangelists  sent  out  from  the  New  York  and  Philadelphia  synods,  led  to  the 
selection  of  a  site  for  the  church.  They  wanted  to  be  equidistant  between 
the  upper  and  lower  settlements,  and  they  had  two  old  men  carefully  step  the 
distance  for  the  exact  church  location. 

The  first  log  church  was  built  in  1765.  Early  pastors  were  Rev.  William  C. 
Davis,  1789  -  1794,  Rev.  James  Gilliland,  1802  -  1816  and  Rev.  Michael  Dick¬ 
son,  1817  -  1832. 

Membership  was  increased  by  emigrants  from  Northern  Ireland,  and  between  1785 
and  1790  a  frame  building  was  erected  and  the  present  brick  church  (originally 
had  a  brick  floor)  was  built  in  1832.  It  has  an  architectural  charm  not  often 
seen  now,  and  is  typically  Presbyterian  in  taste  and  setting,  adjoining  the 
old  cemetery  filled  with  appropriate  markers  to  its  members,  and  surrounded 
by  a  stone  fence  enclosure,  with  metal  gates. 

The  first  members  of  the  church  were  accepted,  "except  those  who  were  so  un¬ 
fortunate  as  to  have  evil  reports  following  them,1'  such  were  required  to  wait 
until  their  cases  could  be  investigated, 

First  Elders  were  Captain  Anderson  Barry,  Robert  Nesbitt,  John  McElrath,  and 
Thomas  Peden.  First  Deacons  were  John  Feilder,  James  A.  Miller,  J.K.  Means, 
and  J.  P.  Miller,  M.D.  Regarding  the  fitness  of  Elders  and  Deacons,  they 
could  not  decide,  and  the  officiating  minister  overruled  their  scruples  and 
said;  "If  yere  canna  get  hewn  stones,  yere  must  take  donna,  ie,  rough  ones." 
Realizing  their  responsibility  some  refrained  for  some  time  to  be  ordained. 

Before  and  during  the  Revolution  the  congregation  suffered  much  from  Tories 
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and  Indians,  many  lives  were  lost,  The  early  church  paid  much  attention  to 
the  education  of  its  people.  The  academy  of  Poplar  Springs  was  one  of  the 
first  schools,  under  Rev.  John  L.  Kennedy.  (My  grandfather  James  K.  Dick¬ 
son,  taught  at  this  school  located  in  Reidsville  about  4  miles  from  Nazareth 
church,  about  the  year  1830.) 

3y  reason  of  the  church1 s  educated  men,  she  for  many  years  practically  dom¬ 
inated  the  politics  of  Spartanburg  Counts7,  which  has  shown  her  spiritual  i in¬ 
fluence  for  good  on  through  succeeding  years.  Is  it  not  an  outstanding  fact, 
this  old  organization  founded  in  1765  is  still  alive,  and  active  in  todays 
affairs  while  so  many  of  the  contemporary  business  establishments  have  long 
since  disappeared  from  the  beautiful  upstate  landscape?  This  is  indeed  a  fine 
tribute  to  the  early  Presbyterians  and  their  appreciation  of  the  finer  things* 

Rev.  R.  H.  Reid  was  installed  in  1853  and  preached  at  Nazareth  until  1893* 

The  town  of  Reidsville,  S.C.  was  in  all  probability  named  after  him,  and  I 
know  that  my  uncle  Reid,  also,  my  first  cousin  Reid  was  named  after  this 
Rev.  Reid. 

I  wanted  to  mention,  also,  copy  quotations  of  the  early  history  of  Nazareth, 
to  point  out  with  pride,  that  our  family  came  from,  and  was  a  part  of  this 
early  church  and  her  Christian  influences  which  were  held  so  dear  by  those 
who  came  before  us.

"(2)*  John  Owens  of  Spartanburg  District,  South  Carolina,  was  a  Revolutionary 
soldier,  and  a  prosperous  planter,  who  resided  for  the  greater  part  of  his 
life  near  Spartanburg. 

He  married  Lucy,  a  daughter  of  John  Brockman  of  St.  Thomas  Parrish  Orange 
County,  Virginia.  Their  children  were ;

Matthias  Rush  lived  at  Cainhoy  on  Wando  River  just  above  Charleston,  S.  C.  and 
I  understand  that  his  family  came  from  Holland,  and  that  he  was  related  to 
Benjamin  Rush,  one  of  the  signers  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence  and  was 
also  related  to  Francis  Marion  of  South  Carolina  fame. 

Messers.  Maze,  Jeffords,  Marsh  and  others  I  cannot  recall,  lived  adjoining 
the  Rush  plantation  near  Charleston,  S.C.  Mr.  Maze  had  no  children  and  his 
wife  thought  that  if  she  could  move  to  a  higher  climate  up  country,  she  would 
recover  from  her  illness,  so  after  a  long  journey  they  found  a  place  and  lo¬ 
cated  4  miles  from  Greer,  S.C.  on  the  Tyger  River,  looking  out  over  the 
mountains. 

After  Mr.  Maze  had  his  new  upstate  home  established,  he  invited  Matthias  Rush 
and  his  wife  (Elizabeth  Owens)  to  visit  them.  The  invitation  was  accepted, 
and  even  though  they  loved  the  seashore  so  well,  they  became  interested  in 
the  upstate  area  and  bought  a  farm  just  two  miles  from  their  friends  the 
Mazes. 

Matthias  Rush  moved  his  family  and  household  goods  in  wagons  and  boats  and 
established  his  new  home  at  a  place  called  Oneal,  and  with  interest  in  the 
upstate  locations  growing  they  also  interested  others  to  come  upstate  and 
locate.  In  a  short  time  the  country  side  was  being  built  up  with  beautiful 
plantations,  well  kept,  and  with  good  people  who  were  interested  in  the  new 
community. 

Matthias  Rush  loved  the  lowlands  and  his  heart  was  in  Charleston,  but  after 
his  marriage  to  Elizabeth  Owens,  they  soon  began  to  enjoy  living  near  the 
Tyger  Rivers  and  soon  became  well  established  with  family,  slaves,  and  much 
interests. 

Once  you  live  in  Charleston,  you  begin  to  feel  that  the  moss  grows  around 
your  heart. 

As  stated  above  Permila  Rush  was  related  to  Francis  Marion,  and  you  see  the 
name  Marion  many  times  in  our  family. 

My  cousin  Marianna  Dickson  writes  me  the  following;  "I  have  in  my  dining  room 
a  large  corner  cabinet,  handmade  from  the  Rush  plantation  inlaid  with  the 
initials  M.  R.  It  is  black  walnut  with  lighter  Holly  inlay.  It  is  a  collect¬ 
ors  item,  and  I  hope  that  it  may  always  be  in  the  family.  I  also  have  the 
candlesticks  from  the  Rueh-Dickson  household.  Amt  Mary  has  the  cake  basket, 
silver,  and  as  beautiful  as  any  I  have  ever  seen.  I  have  a  few  serving  table*, 
spoons  with  various  markings.  These  silver  items  were  all  buried  under  an 
old  tree  stump  during  the  war  between  the  States,  and  recovered  afterwards* 
(Dad  witnessed  as  a  very  small  boy). 

As  far  as  I  know  Ned  (Edward  Rush  Valentine)  and  I  are  the  only  ones  of  our 
generation  with  the  Rush  name."

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Mr.  Jeffords  daiighter  cane  up  from  Charleston  to  visit  friends  and  met  S.  C, 
Dickson.  They  were  married  and  lived  at  Chestnut  Hill,  S.C.  and  never  return¬ 
ed  to  Charleston.  They  probably  have  descendants,  but  I  do  not  seen  to  have 
much  information  about  them, 

Nfy  mother,  Rosa  Johnson,  whose  father  was  pastor  of  St.  Phillips  Church,  in 
Charleston,  was  living  there  when  the  war  between  the  States  broke  out.  That 
was  a  critical  time  and  the  Johnsons  thought  that  it  would  not  be  safe  for 
their  daughter  Rosa,  to  remain  in  Charleston,  so  they  secured  board  for  Rosa, 
her  grandmother:  a  Mrs.  Coleman,  and  two  Kinbaugh  girls,  who  were  teachers  in 
the  city  schools.  They  felt  that  Rosa  could  keep  up  her  studies  with  the 
teachers,  and  they  boarded  with  Mr.  Maze  and  remained  there  during  4  years 
of  war.  After  Mr.  Maze's  death  and  the  war  was  over  Rosa  Johnson  married  my 
father  John  M,  Dickson,  and  they  bought  the  Maze  honeplace  which  still  stands 
today,  well  kept  and  in  good  repair. 

****** 

One  spring  morning  my  grandfather,  James  Ke  Dickson,  left  his  fathers  home, 
near  Reidsville,  S.C.,  on  horseback,  to  see  if  he  could  establish  a  school  in 
the  new  community.  He  stopped  at  the  home  of  Matthias  Rush  at  Oneal,  who  met 
him  with  all  the  dignity  of  a  Southern  gentleman.  They  spent  the  day  talking 
over  the  prospects  of  organizing  the  school. 

Mr.  Rush  observed  closely  and  decided  that  a  man  who  could  master  5  different 
languages,  was  qualified  to  teach  school,  so  they  arranged  a  place.  A  one 
room  school  was  built  on  the  grounds  of  Washington  Church,  the  first  school 
to  be  built  in  the  community  and  James  K.  Dickson  began  his  teaching  career. 

He  secured  board  with  the  Rush  family  and  Permila  and  John  Marion  attended 
this  school  and  when  the  first  school  year  was  closed,  James  K.  Dickson  was 
elected  to  serve  for  the  second  year.  At  this  point  he  tregan  to  make  his 
plans  to  go  home  and  spend  his  vacation  with  his  father,  Robert  Dickson. 

Before  leaving  he  went  to  Mr.  Rush  and  asked  permission  to  marry  Permila  so 
that  she  could  go  back  with  him.  Mr.  Rush  answered;  Ohi  her  age,  she  was 
only  14  and  James  K.  Dickson  was  in  his  thirties. 

After  seeing  that  Permila  wanted  to  go,  he  gave  his  consent  and  they  were 
quietly  married  and  spent  a  honeymoon- vacation  at  the  home  of  Robert  Dickson, 
at  Reidsville. 

There  were  three  or  four  farms  or  plantations  adjacent,  belong  to  the  various 
members  of  the  family.  James  K.  Dickson's  sister,  Mary  Ann  Smith  lived  on 
the  next  place,  and  when  her  husband  died,  James  K.  had  her  and  her  four  boys 
come  to  live  with  the  Dickson  family,  and  James  K.  looked  after  her  plantation. 
These  hoys  grew  up  with  the  Dickson  boys  who  would  often  relate  the  fun  and 
sorrows  they  shared  from  everyday  happenings,  to  leaving  for  war.  Cousin  Bob 
Smith  later  of  Asheville  (Rev.  Presbyterian  Church  missions)  was  one  of  the 
Smith  boys. 

Mr.  Rush  devoted  his  time  to  planting  and  with  the  many  civic  duties  that 
come  to  a  man  in  a  growing  community  he  was  kept  quite  busy.  He  had  a  family 
cemetery  lot  on  hi 6  place  which  was  the  custom  in  the  early  days  and  when  his 
place  was  sold,  the  lot  was  not  in  the  deed,  the  cemetery  remains  there  today. 

I  believe  he  is  buried  there.  Our  family  lived  close  to  old  Milford  Church, 
between  Oneal  and  Greer,  S.C.,  it  was  built  in  1832,  and  later  replaced  by  the 
brick  building  which  now  stands. 


****** 
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After  the  honeymoon  and  vacation  at  his  fathers  hone,  Janes  K.  Dickson  and 
his  young  wife,  Permila  returned  to  Oneal,  to  secure  a  home  to  he  ready  for 
the  next  school  tern.  They  bought  a  nlantation  4  miles  from  Greer,  on  a  hill 

overlooking  the  Tyger  River.  This  was  located  one  mile  from  his  brother 

William  Dickson  and  three  miles  from  Matthias  Rush  and  two  miles  from  Wash¬ 
ington  Church. 

By  this  time  the  whole  community  was  well  established  with  lovely  families 
and  it  became  a  good  place  to  live.  The  generations  of  children  from  these 
fine  nlantation  homes,  near  Greer  is  probably  the  real  reason  why  Greer  has 
grown  into  such  a  lovely  small  city. 

I  know  those  who  knew  him  never  forgot  the  knowledge  of  James  K.  Dickson.  He 
was  a  man  of  high  ideals  and  was  always  trying  to  help  and  uplift  humanity c 
He  was  an  Elder  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  in  Grennville,  S.C. 

He  was,  also,  a  surveyor  and  later  gave  up  his  school  work  to  devote  all  his 

time  to  surveying  and  planting.  (My  cousin  Harry  H.  Dickson  now  has  the  little 
single  drawer  table  which  our  grandfather  used  for  keening  his  surveying  in¬ 
struments.  )  Permila  was  a  very  industrious  person  and  was  always  busy  with 
her  household  duties. 

He  later  moved  to  Greenville,  S.C.,  purchasing  the  McBee  hone  on  Buncombe 
Street.  He  and  Permila  were  very  fond  of  their  children  and  loved  for  them 

to  visit  at  home.  I  am  the  only  member  of  our  immediate  family  living  in 

Greenville  at  the  present  time,  and  I  make  an  effort  to  keep  in  touch  with  all 
the  others  who  live  away,  and  trust  that  those  who  come  after  me  can  link  the 
chain  and  keep  going. 

"When  lifes  last  picture  is  painted  and  we  are  called  home  at  the  close  of 
the  day,"  may  we  have  sniritual  fellowship  with  James  K.  Dickson  and  his 
lovely  wife  Permila,  who  walked  by  his  side,  all  through  the  years,  a  wonder¬ 
ful  woman,  a  lovely  mother,  who  now  rest  in  Springwood  Cemetery  in  Green¬ 
ville,  S.C. 

Also  buried  there,  my  father  John  M.  Dickson,  his  first  wife,  Rosa,  Children; 

Annie,  Joe,  Lizzie  and  "Aunt  Lou"  his  second  wife.  John  Gently,  and  R.W. 

Bruce,  also,  have  cemetery  lots  nearby. 

My  uncle  Robert’s  first  wife,  Mary  Pennington,  and  their  daughter  "Little 
Sister"  are  buried  in  Washington  Church  cemetery,  and  the  lot  is  airpropriately 
marked.

She  was  an  excellent  housekeeper — keeping  everything  neat  and  plentiful,  but 
keeping  it  with  strictest  economy  that  the  needs  of  an  unusually  large  house¬ 
hold  with  moderate  means  might  be  supplied. 

After  my  father’s  death,  the  estate  being  left  to  her  as  executrix  without 
bond  and  with  large  discretion  of  power,  she  found  her  hands  full  and  her 
duties  very  trying.  The  result  showing  her  equal  to  the  occasion.  Slightly 
diminished  to  pay  for  the  education  of  the  children  but  with  no  embarrassing 
debt  upon  it,  the  property  is  left  to  the  children. — a  testimony  of  sacrificing 
wise  and  energetic  love  from  their  parents. 

She  was  brave.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  writer  that  she  could  have  led  an 
army  or  fought  in  the  forefront  of  battles,  if  duty  or  occasion  had  demanded 
it.  When  the  war  commenced  her  oldest  son  was  only  twenty-one  years  of  age 
and  yet  she  gave  five  out  of  six  sons  to  the  Confederacy.  Two  of  her  own 
and  one  step-son  sleep  in  the  soldier’s  grave.  Largely  it  was  their  mother's 
spirit  and  their  mother’s  teaching  that  gave  then  the  courage  to  act  the 
part  they  did.

FIRST  GENERATION 

Samuel  Parks  is  the  earliest  of  the  present  family  of  Parks  of  which 
any  information  is  at  hand.  The  ancestors  of  the  family  were  Scot.  They 
emigrated  first  from  Scotland  to  Ireland  and  thence  to  America  prior  to 
1750,  landed  at  Charleston,  S.C.,  and  settled  in  Va. 

Samuel  Parks  resided  in  Amelia  Co.,  Va.,  and  died  there,  leaving  a 
widow,  Mary  Parks,  and  eight  sons  and  daughters.  The  family  moved  to  S.C., 
and  the  widow  died  there. 

It  is  said  in  Scotland  the  Parks  were  agriculturalists,  owners  and 
tillers  of  the  soil.  For  many  years  after  coming  to  America,  and  even  to  the 
present  day,  for  the  most  part,  their  descendants  have  continued  in  agri¬ 
cultural  pursuits. 

They  were  pioneer  settlers  in  upper  S.C.,  in  what  is  known  as  the 
Piedmont  section,  noted  for  its  salubrious  clime  and  fertile  lands.  Here 
they  built  their  log  houses,  and,  uniting  with  one  another,  erected  their 
neighborhood  school  houses  and  church  buildings,  to  provide  for  the  ed¬ 
ucation  of  their  children  and  for  religious  worship  and  training. 

They  were  industrious  and  frugal,  established  good  homes  and  were 
prosperious.  They  trained  their  sons  and  daughters  to  habits  of  industry, 
frugality  and  morality,  illustrated  and  explified  in  the  honorable  and  use¬ 
ful  lives  of  their  numerous  descendants.

SECOND  GENERATION 

THOMAS  PARKS  was  born  in  Amelia  Co*,  Va. ,  about  1750  and  was  thrice 
married.  His  first  wife  was  a  Miss  White,  who  bore  him  one  child,  a  son, 
William,  and  died.  The  descendants  of  William  Parks  are  very  numerous  and  are 
a  highly  respected  and  useful  people.  Thomas  Parks’  second  wife  was  a  Miss 
Hornbuckle,  who  died  about  six  months  from  date  of  their  marriage.  His  third 
and  last  wife  was  Annie,  daughter  of  John  and  Amelia  Brockman,  a  prominent 
and  highly  respected  North  Carolina  family.  He  settled  in  Laurens  district, 

S.C.,  near  the  Enoree  river,  some  four  mileB  west  of  the  present  town  of 
Woodruff,  in  Spartanburg  Co.,  S.  C. ,  where  at  the  time  of  his  death,  Dec. 

27,  1831,  he  owned  a  good  plantation,  nineteen  negroe  slaves  and  other 
valuable  property.  His  son,  Col.  James  Parks,  administered  on  the  estate  and 
the  records  of  the  court  at  Laurens  show  most  excellent  management  of  the 
same,  one  remarkable  feature  being  the  appraised  valuation  and  sales  account 
were  very  nearly  the  same  amount.  The  family  "grandfather”  clock  sold  for 
fifty  dollars.  Thomas  and  Annie  Parks  reared  a  large  and  interesting  family. 
He  died  honored  and  respected  by  his  neighbors.  Mrs.  Parks  died,  date  not 
known,  loved  and  esteemed.  She  was  a  consistent  member  of  the  Baptist  Church; 
an  excellent  housekeeper,  industrious  and  frugal;  a  congenial  companion, 
a  true  holpmate.  The  sons  and  daughters  were  trained  to  habits  of  industry 
and  frugality  and  were  educated  in  the  neighborhood  schools  and  attended  won* 
ship  at  the  neighboring  churches.  The  men  were  good  husbands  and  successful 
farmers,  and  the  daughters  good  wives  and  excellent  housekeepers.  Children 
by  first  marriage;

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HISTORY  OF  THE  WESTMORELAND  FAMILIES  IN  SOUTH  CAROLINA., 

In  1732  there  cane  to  America  on  the  second  voyage  of  the  Mayflower  three 
brothers,  Jon,  Robert  and  Thomas  Westmoreland.  They  cane  fron  London  England 
and  landed  in  Plymouth,  Mass,  on  the  Attamah  River.  Those  three  brothers  were 
descendents  of  a  family  of  that  name  in  England,  John,  the  eldest  settled  in 
Westmoreland  County.  He  must  have  been  among  the  first  settlers  as  the 
county  was  given  that  name.  His  two  brothers  settled  in  Westmoreland  County, 

Va.  They  too  must  have  been  among  the  first  to  settle  in  that  county. 

Thonas,  the  youngest  brother  cane  to  South  Carolina  before  the  Revolution¬ 
ary  War.  He  and  his  wife  came  from  Westmoreland,  County,  Va.  in  a  one  horse 
sled  and  settled  on  Enoree  River  between  what  is  now  known  as  Van  Patton  Shoals, 
and  Gilbert  Shoals.  He  laid  a  large  tract  of  land  off  for  hinself,  the  King 
of  England  gave  him  a  grant  for  it.  Most  of  that  land  is  in  the  family  to-day. 
When  Tom  and  his  brothers  came  to  Anerica  they  brought  with  then  a  three  gallon 
jug,  which  was  handed  down  to  the  youngest  son,  James  Butler  Westmoreland, 
grandson  of  J.  White  Westmoreland  now  has  the  jug. 

There  is  also  a  coat  of  arms  in  the  family  in  England. 

The  names  of  John,  Robert  and  Thonas  were  favorite  names  of  the  family,  these 
names  were  used  in  almost  every  family  of  then  during  the  Revolutionary  War. 
There  were  two  parties,  Whigs  and  Tories.  The  Tories  claimed  to  be  in  sym¬ 
pathy  with  England  and  did  nothing  but  make  war  on  old  men,  women  and  children 
destroyed  crops,  rob  and  take  what  they  wanted.  They  whipped  Tom  Westmoreland 
to  death  trying  to  make  him  tell  where  he  had  hidden  his  money  and  crop.  His 
son  John  was  also  whipped  for  the  same  thing.  During  the  war  there  was  a 
squad  of  Tories  and  British  camped  on  the  hillside  where  Cedar  Grove  Church 
stands  to-day.  Tom’s  wife  found  there  was  a  company  of  soldiers  in  the  lower 
part  of  Laurens  County,  their  only  means  of  escape  was  through  the  river.  It 
is  said  many  of  them  were  drowned.  The  next  day  after  the  battle  she  found  a 
British  Officer  at  the  spring  near  the  church  wounded.  She  carried  him  to  her 
home,  only  a  short  distance  away,  and  nursed  him  until  he  was  well.  The  family 
was  never  troubled  again  with  the  British.  This  was  a  hard  thing  to  do  after 
they  had  killed  her  husband.  You  will  find  her  husband’s  grave  on  the  banks 
of  the  Enoree  River  between  her  home  and  the  church  on  the  Spartanburg  side 
opposite  the  church. 

Tom  Westmoreland,  Jr.  had  five  boys.  They  were  Robert,  Jess,  Willis, 

John  and  Tom  Jr,  One  of  his  sons  went  away  and  the  family  never  heard  of  him, 
one  was  bitten  by  a  rattle  snake  and  died  before  he  reached  home.  Another 
son  went  West,  and  Prof.  John  and  Willis  Westmoreland  of  the  Atlanta  Medical 
College  claim  their  patents  tell  the  same  story.  The  Westmoreland’s  in  South 
Carolina  tell  they  were  professor’s  in  the  Medical  College  for  fifty  of  sixty 
years. 


Dr.  Willis  Westmoreland  married  but  didn’t  have  any  children.  Dr.  John 
married  and  reared  a  family.  I  only  know  of  one  son  ROBERT.  One  whipped  by 
the  Tories  lived  in  Greenville  County,  he  had  five  boys  and  two  girls.  One 
girl  married  Ben  Morgan,  her  first  cousin.  John’s  boys  were  John,  Tom,  Jess, 
Press  and  George.  Two  of  the  boys  were  doctors,  two  lawyers  and  one  a  farmer. 
Simeon  lived  at  the  old  homestead.  He  had  two  girls,  Jessabelle  and  Letha. 

One  married  William  (Bill)  Parks  and  the  other  an  Adair.  His  boys  were  Jim, 
John,  Thad,  Rias,  and  Ben.  Jim  married  a  Cathcart,  John  a  Drummond,  Thad  a 
Connon  and  Dr.  Rias  married  a  Cunningham.  Simeon  had  four  boys  in  the  war. 
Thad  a  Lieutenant,  Rias  got  wounded,  carried  the  bullet  in  him  for  fifteen 
years,  his  cousin  Dr.  John  Westmoreland  removing  it  with  sucess. 
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Sterling  Lenior  Westmoreland  married  three  times,  first  a  Trail,  second 
a  Collins,  third  a  Jones.  He  had  thirteen  children,  most  of  whom  were  girls. 
There  were  three  "boys,  John,  Hiram  and  Willis.  Hiram  went  west.  John  never 
married.  In  1845  Sterling  and  his  second  wife  went  West.  His  wife  and  John 
died.  He  came  "back  home  and  married  a  Jones.  Two  of  the  girls  married  John 
and  William  Wofford,  "brothers.  One  married  Phillip  Beacham.  One  married  John 
Bradley,  one  Abner  Jones,  one  Net  Morgan  and  one  Elijah  Cooper.  Sterling 
Westmoreland  built  the  brick  house  at  Cashville.  It  stands  to-day.  Sterling's 
sister  married  a  Ford,  another  sister  married  a  McHugh,  another  married  a 
Robertson. 

Thomas  Jr.  married  Betsy  House.  They  reared  a  family  of  three  girls  and 
five  boys.  The  boys  were  John,  Robert,  Zedie,  Thomas  and  Andy.  The  girls  were 
Millie,  Nancy  and  Polly.  Thomas  Jr.  son  John's  family.  John  married  Dicey 
Johnson,  and  there  were  three  girls  and  five  boys.  The  girls  names  wore  Ridley, 
Tincy  and  Bet6y,  Ridley  married  Less  Gwinn,  Tinsy  married  a  Johnson.  Betsy 
married  a  Hall. 

Andy's  family. 

Andy,  the  youngest  son,  one  who  got  the  jug,  married  Tempy  Johnson,  They 
had  seven  boys  and  six  girls.  The  boys  were  James,  Dennis,  Mark,  Thomas, 
Bluford  and  Monte,  the  girls,  Julia,  Polly,  Laurie,  Marinda,  Martha  and  Buena. 
Julia  the  eldest  married  Jimmie  Lee  Worfford,  she  had  a  number  of  boys  and 
girls.  Polly  married  Jerry  Gilbert,  they  had  three  children,  two  boys  and  a 
girl.  Laurie  married  Rolin  Newman  and  they  had  two  boys  and  three  girls. 

Martha  married  3en  Newman  a  brother  of  Rolin  Newman,  they  had  three  boys  and 
girl6.  Marinda  married  Tom  Fowler  and  they  had  three  girls  and  five  boys. 

Beuna  married  Ben  Cox  and  they  had  three  boys  and  six  girls. 

James,  Andy's  eldest  son  married  Rebecca  Peden,  they  had  four  boys  and  four 
girls.  James  was  a  courrier  and  Lieutenant,  and  was  a  prisoner  when  the  war 
ended.  Ho  had  two  sons  in  the  war,  Dr.  John,  Andy’s  eldest  son  married 
Margaret  Rush.  They  had  two  boys  and  three  girls. 

James  White  the  second  son  married  Juhan  Leopard  and  they  had  four  boys  and 
and  one  girl.  Two  boys  died  in  infancy. 

Wilkes  Boothm,  James  youngest  son  married  Minnie  Woodruff,  They  had  two  girls 
and  four  boys. 

Nicy,  James  eldest  daughter  married  Johnnie  Martin,  and  they  had  one  boy  and 
the  three  girls. 

Margaret  Westmoreland  married  Frank  Woodruff  and  they  had  three  girls  and  five 
boys.  Mary  Westmoreland  married  Frank  Woodruff,  they  had  three  girls  and  five 
boys. 

Lela  the  youngest  daughter  married  Warren  Snoddy,  they  had  four  boys. 

Dr.  Dennis,  Andy’s  second  son,  married  twice,  two  of  Joe  Cooper  daughters. 

Becky  his  first  wife  had  one  boy  and  one  girl.  The  girl,  Cynthia,  died  young, 
the  boy  G-eorge  went  to  Mi ssissixroi  and  married  Ida  Bates.  They  had  four  girls 
and  2  boys.  Dr.  Dennis'  second  wife  had  three  boys  and  one  girl.  The  boys 
were  Ben,  Dr.  Olin,  Emmett  arid  Tom.  The  girl  was  named  Lora.  Tom  died  at  the 
age  of  15  from  lockjaw  caused  by  a  hit  playing  baseball. 

Mark,  Andy's  third  son  married  3etsy  House.  They  had  no  children. 

Hiram  the  fourth  son  married  Mary  Cox,  daughter  of  Drury  Cox.  They  had  one 
boy,  O'Connor,  who  died  quite  young.  Dr.  Tom  was  a  surgeon  in  the  war  and 
was  killed  in  the  battle  of  Petersburg,  Va.  in  1065. 

Monte  the  seventh  son  married  Mary  Dubard,  they  had  one  girl,  Monte  being 
the  youngest  son  of  Andy  got  the  jug  as  he  had  no  boys.  He  gave  it  to  his 
youngest  nephew,  James  Blancho  Westmoreland.  As  the  latter  had  no  children 
he  gave  it  to  his  youngest  nephew,  James  Butler  Westmoreland.  Andy  Westmore¬ 
land  made  a  solid  cedar  keg  to  be  handed  down  to  his  youngest  son,  James  H. 
Westmoreland.  Dr.  John  gave  it  to  his  eldest  son,  James  Rinley  Westmoreland, 
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who  has  the  keg  today,, 

Thomas  Westmoreland  Jr.'s  daughters,  Andy's  sisters  were  Millie,  Nancy 
and  Polly. 

Millie  married  Lacy  Gilbert.  There  were  four  boys  and  two  girls.  Three 
of  the  boys  went  west  and  Stephen  Griffin  reared  a  family  of  two  girls  and 
two  boys.  The  eldest  boy  died  young  and  the  other  son  Harrison  was  a  Capt. 
in  the  Confederate  War. 

One  sister  married  a  Smith,  reared  a  family  of  boys  and  girls.  Another 
sister  married  a  Morgan.  Shad  had  a  boy  and  girl.  The  boy,  Ben  was  killed 
in  his  uncle’s  company. 

Nancy,  Andy’s  sister  married  a  Hopkins.  They  had  one  girl  who  married 
Tandy  Goodlet.  Polly  the  other  sister  married  Jerry  Gilbert.  Nancy  married 
a  Hunter,  another  daughter  married  a  Bennett. 

There  were  several  Gilberts;  Ben  went  West.  Dr.  Lan  Gilbert  owned  a  drug 
store  in  Atlanta,  Ga.  Joshua,  a  preacher  and  Jim  was  a  school  teacher.  They 
owned  a  mill  at  Gilberts  Shoals  and  in  the  August  "Freshet"  of  1852  the  mill, 
dam  and  bridge  all  went  at  once.  At  that  time  the  writer  was  only  eight  years 
old. 

John  and  Tom  were  the  only  two  Westmoreland's  of  Thomas,  Sr.  who  reared 
families  in  South  Carolina  of  the  first  set. 

The  Westmoreland  kin  by  marriage,  Tom,  Jr.  married  a  House. 

Jack  Pearson  married  a  House.  Their  wives  were  sisters.  Nerrick  Fowler, 
Jack  Pearson’s  daughter.  His  eon,  Tom,  married  Andy’s  daughter,  Marinda. 

Sterling  and  Andy  Westmoreland  were  first  cousins.  John  Harley  Wofford 
married  one  of  Sterling’s  daughters,  and  Jimmie  Lee  Wofford,  John  Harley’s 
brother,  married  Andy’s  daughter,  Julia.  Their  wives  were  second  cousins. 

In  pioneer  days  when  the  country  was  thinly  settled,  the  Westmorelands, 
Houses,  Johnsons,  Pearsons,  Fowlers,  and  Burhams  were  very  closely  connected 
by  marriage.  All  of  these  families  owned  slaves  more  or  less.  When  they  went 
to  Georgia,  they  visited  one  another  often,  they  went  in  wagons  and  the  Georgia 
kin  did  the  same  staying  a  month  at  a  time,  leaving  everything  they  had  in  the 
care  of  the  darkies.  The  white  folks  and  negroes  did  not  steal  in  those  days. 
They  would  make  the  trip  in  the  summer,  taking  the  smaller  with  them,  leaving 
the  larger  ones  with  the  negroes.  Andy  owned  a  darky  named  Sam.  Andy  taught 
him  to  read,  write  and  cipher.  When  Andy  went  to  housekeeping  he  made  a  four 
horse  wagon  hitching  the  mules  to  it  he  had  Sam  haul  supplies  from  Hamburg, 

S.C.  to  Eshevill,  N.C.  The  darkies  ran  it  himself  not  making  any  mistakes 
in  his  transactions. 

There  were  no  railroads  in  those  days.  Andy  carried  his  little  dog, 

"Punch"  on  one  of  his  trips  to  Georgia.  The  year  Georgia  State  built  a  rail¬ 
road  from  Atlanta,  to  Chattanooga,  Tenn.  Andy  and  some  of  his  family  went  out 
to  see  the  kin  folk,  he  carried  his  dog  "Punch"  to  keep  the  stock  away  from 
the  wagons  as  all  the  stock  ran  at  large  those  days  and  Punch  knew  his  business. 
As  soon  as  he  drove  into  Atlanta  about  dark  the  train  came  into  the  station 
blowing,  Punch  decided  Atlanta  and  kin  folks  were  nothing  to  him,  and  he  would 
show  the  train  how  to  run.  Punch  came  home  that  night,  a  distance  of  about 
two  Hundred  miles.  Punch  had  some  advantages  over  the  train,  as  he  had  no 
stations  to  stop  at,  and  was  lying  on  his  mat  the  next  morning  when  the  family 
awoke . 

Politically,  the  Westmorelands  you  will  find  are  all  Democrats,  and  State- 
mans,  stood  for  law  and  constitution  their  forefathers  established  to  govern 
the  United  States.  They  followed  all  walks  of  life,  such  as  farmers,  lawyers, 
doctors,  merchants  and  generals. 

The  Westmorelands  family  were  first  known  in  Switzerland  and  Westmoreland 
County  England,  Westmoreland  County,  Penn.,  Plymouth,  Mass.,  Westmoreland 
County,  Va.  and  Spartanburg  County  in  South  Carolina.  The  families  always 
maintained  a  high  standard  of  citizenship.  Have  been  especially  noted  for 


intelligence  and  generosity,  have  all  "been  true  to  the  interest  of  the  -country, 
"both  in  time  of  war  and  in  time  of  peace.

THE  ALLGOODS  AND  THE  DEANS 

On  the  early  struggles  for  a  livehood  many  of  the  colonists  failed  to 
keep  any  permanent  family  records.  And  too  many  felt  desire  to  be  cut  loose 
from  everything  English  in  the  struggle  for  freedom.  Both  of  these  reasons 
combined  make  a  tracing  of  any  family  very  difficult  after  the  lapse  of  a 
century. 

The  earliest  history  of  the  Deans  of  which  the  family  has  any  record  is 
as  follows:  Charles  Dean  )l)  married  in  Casewell  County,  North  Carolina, 
Ursula  Mar joriebanks  (now  spelled  Marshbanks)  who  was  born  in  Casewell  County, 
North  Carolina,  She  lived  96  years,  weighed  over  three  hundred  pounds, 
spoke  several  languages,  and  played  on  the  harp-sicord.  She  had  a  brother 
named  George.  She  died  in  Spartanburg  County  at  the  home  of  her  son,  Joel 
Dean  burying  fround  in  Spartanburg  County.  Of  this  union  of  Charles  Dean  and 


and  Ursula  Mar Joriebanks  were  "born  six  children,  namely  :  (l)  Joel,  horn  1765, 
died  in  1842,  married  Mary  Brockman  horn  1759,  died  1825,  (2)  John,  horn  1763 

died  k856.  (3)  Charles  II,  horn  1768,  died  1820  married  Margaret  Hornhuckle 

in  1789,  moved  to  South  Carolina  in  1789,  (4)  Elisha,  (5)  Cyrus.  (6)  Joh, 

who  was  in  the  war  in  the  war  of  1812,  fought  in  the  battle  of  New  Orleans. 
There  seems  to  he  no  record  of  Elisha  and  Cyrus  other  than  their  names.  Any 
information  concerning  them  would  he  gratefully  appreciated. 

Joel,  the  eldest  of  this  family,  married  Mary  Brockman.  To  them  were 
horn  eleven  children,  as  follows:  Joel,  Amelia,  Cassandra.  Frances,  who 
married  Barnett  Holloway  Allgood.  Charles,  Anna,  Lucy,  Thomas,  Henry,  Alfred, 
and  Olive.  Charles  II  the  third  son,  brother  to  Joel,  married  Margaret 
Hornhuckle  and  had  ten  children:  (l)  Cassandra  married  Joseph  Green.  (2)  Mary, 
married  a  Wood.  (3)  Elizabeth,  married  a  Mayfield.  (4)  Jesse,  married 
Eliza  Young.  (5)  Lemuel,  married  a  Howard,  (6)  Thomas  J.,  married  a  Poole 
(7)  Charles  Pinchney,  married  a  Horton.  (8)  Hiram,  married  first  a  Childress, 
second  a  Massey. 

Jesse  Dean  was  a  Baptist  minister.  The  fine  old  home  of  Charles  Pinckney 
Dean  is  still  standing  at  the  old  homestead  near  Belton.  Here  were  reared 
the  following  children:  (l)  Anna,  who  first  married  Dr.  Carrol  Brown,  second 
Capt.  A. 3,  Byrd.  She  was  the  mother  of  Mrs.  A.C.  Latimer  and  Dr. George  Brown 
of  Atlanta.  (2)  Dr.  George  R.  Dean  of  Spartanburg,  who  married  Harriet  Camp. 

(3)  James  L,p  who  married  Mattie  Holland.  (4)  Thadeus,  killed  at  Fraziers 
Farm.  (5)  Charles. 

Joel  Dean  was  a  soldier  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  On  the  day  of  the 
battle  of  Gulford  Courthouse.  General  Green  had  sent  him  to  look  after  the 
beef  cattle  of  the  army.  He  heard  the  guns  all  day.  Only  a  few  mileB  away 
at  his  home,  his  Daughter,  Cassandra,  was  horn  that  day.  The  next  morning 
he  had  a  talk  with  General  Green  about  the  battle.  It  was  several  days  ha- 
fore  he  was  permitted  to  go  home  to  see  his  little  new  daughter.  He  and  his 
wife,  Mary  Brockman,  with  their  family,  had  moved  to  Spartanburg,  S.C.  prior 
to  1801  when  their  daughter  Francis,  horn  Mar.  23,  1873,  married  Barnett 
Holloway  Allgood,  3orn  May  2,  1779,  in  Cumberland  County,  Virginia.  These 
dates  may  he  found  in  the  family  Bible.  To  them  were  horn  the  following 
children:  (l)  Mary  (Polly),  who  married  Isaac  Miller.  (2)  Bannister,  who 
married  anefe  moved  to  Alabama,  (3)  Janie,  who  married  Ellis  Murphree  and  moved 
to  Alabama  where  she  died  in  1884.  She  was  born  in  Spartanburg  District, 

May  22,  1805.  Her  parents  moved  to  Pickens  when  she  was  five  years  old.  She 
left  a  large  family  who  were  prominent  citizens  of  Blount  County,  Alabama, 

(4)  Amelia  married  George  Miller,  a  brother  to  the  above  mentioned  Isaac. 

They  moved  to  Missouri  where  Amelia  died  in  Feb.  20,  1867.  To  them  were  boro 
eight  children:  Marion,  Mary,  Jane,  Martha,  Jesse,  George,  Sarah,  and  Cassand¬ 
ra.  (5)  Alexander,  who  married  Mahala,  whose  large  family  will  be  mentioned 
later.  (6)  Martha,  known  as  Patsy,  married  Stephen  Ellis,  moved  to  Alabama. 
They  had  three  or  four  children.  While  horseback  riding,  a  friends  horse 
kicked  her  badly,  breaking  her  leg.  She  died  from  the  injury  within  a  few 
days.  (Nov.  10,  1843).  (8)  De  Forest,  married  Temperence  Clayton.  He  was  a 

Baptist  Minister,  died  in  1845,  in  Alabama  where  he  lived.  (9)  Nancy  married 
Jerre  Ellis.  She  died  Oct.  10,  1876.  (10)  Elizabeth  died  in  infancy,  (ll) 
Fanny  married  Benson  Kennemore,  who  died,  leaving  her  a  widow  with  three 
little  children.  With  these  she  moved  back  to  her  father* s  where  the  children 
were  reared.  The  two  eldest  were  girls,  Elizabeth  and  Elvira,  The  third, 

a  son,  Riley,  who  now  lives  in  Cleveland,  prominent  citizen.  (12)  Alvare,  who 
married  and  moved  either  to  Alabama  or  Georgia.  All  the  others  who  moved  to 
Alabama  settled  in  Blount  County,  Alabama.

PUTMAN  FAMILIES  OF  SOUTH  CAROLINA 
By  Corinne  Futman  Mehringer, 

The  founding  father  of  the  Colonial  Putmans  of  South  Carolina  was 
Zachariah  Putman,  a  Palatine  German  who  came  to  Dominion  of  Virginia,  prior 
to  1717.  He  purchased  a  tract  of  land  from  Abraham  Marchant  in  Kingston 
Parish,  Gloucester  County,  15  July  1717.  This  land  is  situated  in  St.  Ann*s 
Parish,  Essex  County.  It  was  originally  owned  by  Augustus  Smith,  a  Surveyor. 

(Deeds  Book  15,  p»  62) 

On  July  12,  1753  Zachariah  Putman  patented  280  acres  of  land  in  Goochs 
land  County,  Virginia  on  Great  Guinea  Creek.  (Virginia  Land  Office) 

Zachariah  Putman  was  married  twice.  Not  a  great  deal  is  known  on  his 
first  set  of  children,  due  to  war  fires  in  Virginia.  From  his  will  and  other 
public  records  of  Virginia  his  male  children  by  his  first  wife  are  believed 
to  be:  Zachariah  Jr.,  Barnard  (also  shown  as  Barnet),  and  Benjamin  Putman, 
Zachariah  Putman,  Jr,  died  in  Essex  County  (Will  proved  17  January  1748)  Only 
legatee  was  daughter,  Mary  Putman. 

In  the  Culpeper  County,  Virginia,  Will  of  Zacharich  Putman  (proved  20 
September  1753),  he  leaves  his  estate  to  four  minor  sons!  John,  Daniel,  James, 
and  Henry  and  wife,  Margaret.  He  also  names  in  a  small  legacy,  Thomas  Putman 
and  Mary  Putman,  who  appear  as  grandchildren  although  not  so  stated. 

Barnard  Putman  was  granted  300  acres  in  the  96th  District  of  South  Caro* 
lina  in  1775.  He  lived  in  the  vicinity  of  Padgett* s  Creek  Baptist  Church, 
Union  County,  S. C.,  as  on  the  day  the  church  was  organized  22  November  1784, 
he  was  examined  and  found  fit  to  be  one  of  the  first  deacons  (from  church 
minutes).  In  1797,  he  went  to  live  in  Pendleton  County,  S.C.  and  was  active 
in  Shockley* s  Ferry  Baptist  Church,  on  the  Savannah  River. 

(from  S.C.  Baptists,  p.  198) 

There  was  a  Benjamin  Putman  who  paid  taxes  on  land  and  one  slave  in 
Branville  County,  N.C.,  in  1787-88.  Was  living  in  Georgia  in  1803, 

From  land  deeds  of  Charleston  County,  S.C,,  it  appears  that  the  four 
Putmans  as  named  in  the  Culpeper  County  will  of  Zachariah  Putman*  lived  there 
before  1768  on  a  farm  outside  of  Charleston.  In  1772,  James  Putman  came  to 
live  in  Union  County  (Padgett* s  Creek  Baptist  Church  section)  near  Sedalia, 


S.C.  He  was  a  farmer  and  a  miller..  Will  proved  Union  County,  6  January  1812. 
Wife  Joice,  7  sons  and  2  daughters. 

John  Putman  was  ordained  Baptist  Minister  in  Padgett's  Creek  Baptist 
Church  in  1794,  and  became  its  pastor.  He  la  ter  founded  Putman's  Church 
(or  Union  Brick  Meeting  House)  on  Mitchell's  Waters  of  Fairforest  Creek.  He 
was  a  very  active  minister  after  1800.  Will  proved  13  December  1820,  Union 
County,  S.C.  Wife,  Sarah,  3  sons  and  8  daughters. 

Daniel  Putman  settled  in  Laurens  County,  S.C.  He  and  his  wife,  Sarah 
received  a  "Buckle”  Land  Grant  on  Warrior  Creek.  Thomas  Buckle  (  Palatine 
Colonist)  received  7  grants  for  settlers  in  South  Carolina.  Daniel  Putman 
received  the  Thomas  Buckle  Land  Grant  for  500  acres  on  Enoree  River  waters 
(Warrior  Creek)  granted  2  April  1773.  His  estate  settlement  made  31  December 
1820.  Next  of  kin,  6  daughters  and  3  sons.  Wife  deceased.  (Laurens  County, 
S.C.) 

Henry  Putman  was  a  merchant  in  Charleston  during  the  Revolution.  The 
name  of  the  firm  was  Putman  and  Williamson.  He  came  to  Warrior  Creek  section 
about  1800,  Final  Estate  Settlement  was  1816  Laurens  County,  S.C.  All  es¬ 
tate  to  go  to  wife  Sally,  Henry  Putman  had  one  known  son,  William  Abner 
Putman,  and  it  is  from  his  line  from  which  the  following  Putmans  of  Laurens 
County,  S.C.  descen: 

Abner  Putman  (wife,  Haney  Ashley),  born  1795  (Laurens  County).

The  Origin  of  the  Name 


Crosthwaite,  however  the  name  may  be  spelled,  means  "cross  in  a  clearing  or 
field."  It  is  a  very  old  English  place-name.  Many  centuries  ago  a  Christian  cross 
was  planted  in  the  earth  of  a  clearing  or  field  in  the  vicinity  of  present-day 
Keswick,  England.  Keswick  is  in  Cumberland,  the  northernmost  county  of  England  on 
the  western  seacoast,  bordering  on  the  lowlands  of  Scotland.  A  village  bearing  the 
name  of  Crosthwaite  is  situated  not  far  from  Keswick. 

The  last  half  of  the  name,  thwaite,  is  an  old  Anglo-Saxon  word.  "Thwaite"  means 
a  felled  place,  a  clearing,  or  a  field.  It  antedates  the  word  "field",  which  is 
Norman -French.  After  the  conquest  of  England  in  1066  by  William  called  the  Conqueror, 
Duke  of  Normandy,  the  word  field  gradually  displaced  the  older  word  thwaite.  That 
thwaite  was  in  common  usage  in  Anglo-Saxon  England  may  be  seen  from  the  large  number 
of  other  English  place-names  which  end  with  the  word.  Some  examples:  Braithwaite, 
Esthwaite,  Garthwaite,  Goldthwaite,  Hawthornethwaite,  Lewthwaite,  Outhwaite,  Postle- 
thwaite,  Satterthwaite,  Thistlethwaite,  and  Thwaite. 

Authorities  differ  on  the  date  of  and  the  circumstances  surrounding  the  placing 
of  the  cross  in  the  clearing.  One  story  says  that  an  early  Christian  missionary  to 
the  Island  of  Britain,  named  St.  Kentigern,  planted  the  cross  there  in  553  A.  D. 
According  to  another  account,  the  cross  was  the  battle  standard  of  one  Bishop  Kenti¬ 
gern,  later  elevated  to  sainthood,  who  led  the  forces  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church 
against  the  authority  of  a  local  king  in  that  area,  during  the  long  struggle  for 
power  that  went  on  for  hundreds  of  years  between  the  ecclesiastical  and  temporal 
rulers  of  Western  Europe.  In  the  course  of  an  open  conflict  in  9&3,  Kentigern 
planted  his  standard  or  cross  on  the  field  of  battle,  where  it  stayed  long  enough  to 
give  the  locality  its  name.  Still  another  story  says  that  to  escape  the  bitterly 
harsh  rule  of  the  conqueror  William  after  10 66,  some  Anglo-Saxons  or  native  English 
fled  up  into  the  hills  of  Cumberland.  There,  until  they  had  time  to  erect  a  build¬ 
ing  for  a  church,  they  planted  a  large  cross  in  the  center  of  a  clearing  and  wor¬ 
shipped  outdoors. 

Whatever  may  have  been  the  circumstances  under  which  the  cross  was  set  up  and 
when,  all  authorities  agree  on  the  meaning  of  the  name--  "cross  in  a  clearing". 

As  the  years  passed  and  all  the  inhabitants  of  Western  Europe  gradually  had  to 
be  identified  by  second  or  surnames,  the  people  living  near  the  landmark  of  a  cross 
standing  in  an  open  space  in  the  woods  were  called,  for  example,  William  of  the 
cross-in-the-thwaite.  The  English  word  "of"  may  have  been  sometimes  the  Norman- 
French  word  "de"  also,  since  the  earliest  recorded  use  of  the  name  was  by  Sir  Adam 
de  Crosthwaite  in  1330,  in  the  reign  of  King  Edward  III.  The  name  has  been  spelled 
many  ways:  Crossthwaite  (probably  the  most  nearly  correct  spelling),  Crossthwait, 
Crosthwaite,  Crosthwait,  Crosswait,  Crosswaite,  Croswait,  and  even  Crosswhite.  Some 
of  the  Crosswhites  claim  that  "white"  is  the  original  spelling  of  the  second  half  of 
the  name.  However,  in  view  of  the  prevalence  of  "thwaite"  as  the  ending  of  many 
other  names,  and  judging  from  the  fact  that  a  village  bearing  the  name  Crosthwaite 
still  exists  in  England,  it  seems  safe  to  assume  that  the  ending  is  "thwaite",  not 
"white". 
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Crosthwaits  in  Colonial  America 

According  to  an  old  family  legend,  all  the  Crosthwaites  in  the  United  States 
have  descended  from  one  man  who  came  to  the  colony  of  Virginia  in  the  early  1700’s. 
There  is  evidence,  however,  that  more  than  one  man  hy  the  name  came  to  the  colonies, 
both  in  very  early  times  and  later.  At  least,  the  Crosthwait  discovered  in  Colonial 
Virginia  in  1732  is  not  the  first  one  found  in  the  colonies.  In  Savage's  DICTIONARY 
OF  SETTLERS  IN  NEW  ENGLAND  BEFORE  1692,  one  Charles  Crossthwayte  or  Croswait  is 
found  in  Boston,  Mass.,  in  1671.  This  Charles  had  three  sons:  George,  John,  and 
Charles;  hut  both  the  father  and  his  three  sons  disappear  from  the  records  of  New 
England,  according  to  Savage. 

In  Colonial  Virginia,  one  William  Crosthwait  is  found  in  Spotsylvania  County  in 
1732,  when  he  witnessed  a  transfer  of  land  from  Thomas  Jackson  to  Dsvid  Tinsley.  The 
same  man,  presumably,  bought  from  the  same  Thomas  Jackson  some  land  whereon  he  was 
living  in  St.  Mark's  Parish,  Spotsylvania  County,  the  following  year,  Aug.  8,  1733; 
which  land  was  part  of  a  patent  previously  owned  by  Col.  James  Taylor.  One  John 
Scelton  made  his  X  as  a  witness  to  that  deed,  and  it  is  thought  that  his  descendants 
later  spelled  their  name  Shelton.  In  the  deed  of  this  sale  of  land  mention  is  made 
of  the  fact  that  Crosthwait  was  "late  of  the  province  of  Pens il vania,  etc."  and 
Crozier  quotes  this  line  in  his  book,  SPOTTSYLVANIA  COUNTY  RECORDS.  On  July  5;  1738, 
one  William  Crosthwait,  of  Orange  County,  bought  115  acres  of  land  in  Spotsylvania 
County  from  Anthony  Golston.  Note  that  Orange  County  has  been  created  in  1734  out 
of  Spotsylvania  County.  Apparently  William  Crosthwait  lived  in  that  part  of  Spot¬ 
sylvania  County  taken  into  Orange.  That  this  man  was  probably  the  William  of  "Pen- 
silvania"  will  be  shown  presently. 

There  was  another  William  Crosthwait,  living  at  the  same  time,  but  in  Phila¬ 
delphia,  Pa.  This  fact  is  established  by  an  excerpt  from  the  minutes  of  a  meeting 
of  the  Library  Company  of  Philadelphia.  On  October  8,  1739;  one  William  Crosthwait 
bought  out  N.  Reddish's  share  of  that  copartnership.  The  Library  Company  of  Phila¬ 
delphia  was  a  small  subscription  library,  the  first  library  in  America,  organized  in 
1731  thru  the  efforts  of  Benjamin  Franklin. 

The  fact  is  known  that  the  original  William  Crosthwait  in  Virginia  had  a  son 
named  William;  and,  since  the  father  was  already  living  in  Spotsylvania  County,  Va., 
as  early  as  1732,  it  is  assumed  that  the  William  still  living  in  Philadelphia  as  late 
as  1739  may  have  been  that  son.  The  man  in  Virginia  would  not  have  bought  the  share 
in  the  Library  Company  of  Philadelphia;  nor  would  the  man  in  Philadelphia  have  bought 
the  115  acres  of  land  in  Virginia.  Of  course,  these  two  William  Crosthwaits  may  not 
have  been  related  at  all;  but  until  evidence  is  found  which  proves  that  they  were  no 
kin,  it  will  be  assumed  that  they  were  father  and  son,  since  the  father  had  come  from 
Pennsylvania. 

In  Orange  County,  the  first  jury  ever  inpanelled  was  called  to  serve  during  the 
August  term  of  court  in  1734.  According  to  W.  W.  Scott's  HISTORY  OF  ORANGE  COUNTY, 
one  William  Crosthwait  served  on  this  jury.  He  was  the  same  man,  presumably,  who 
died  in  Orange  County  on  October  9;  1743*  He  died  intestate  and  had  made  no  will, 
as  seen  by  the  fact  that  the  court  of  Orange  County  ordered  an  administration  of  his 
estate  in  that  year. 

The  name  of  William  Crosthwait,  thought  to  be  the  son  mentioned  above,  appears 
next  in  the  will  of  Timothy  Crosthwait  of  Orange  County,  in  1756.  Timothy  left  to 
"my  Brother  William  Crosthwait  all  &  hail  my  lands  lying  in  Culpeper  County,  as  also 
one  Tract  of  Land  in  Spotsylvania  County,  containing  one  hundred  &  fifty  acres,  more 
or  less,  which  is  to  be  his  share  of  my  whole  Estate." 
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This  Timothy  Crosthwait 's  land  was  situated  in  the  approximate  center  of  what 
was  left  of  Orange  County  after  Culpeper  County  was  created  out  of  it  in  17^9;  and 
the  court  was  adjourned  from  the  old  courthouse  to  Timothy's  home  in  that  year.  The 
following  year  Timothy  gave  deed  for  five  shillings  to  the  two  acres  of  land  whereon 
the  new  courthouse  was  built  in  1750  and  where  the  present  courthouse  of  Orange,  Va., 
now  stands.  Timothy  died  without  issue  in  1756,  and  left  his  property  to  his  broth¬ 
ers  and  sisters:  William,  Abraham,  Isaac,  Jacob,  Sarah,  and  Elizabeth.  Until  evi¬ 
dence  is  found  that  proves  otherwise,  it  will  be  assumed  that  these  Crosthwaits  were 
the  children  of  William  who  came  from  "Pens il vania"  to  Spotsylvania  County  before 
1732,  and  died  in  Orange  County  in  17^3* 


The  second  William  Crosthwait  is  found  again  in  several  court  records  between 
1760  and  1771  in  Culpeper  County,  where  his  brother  Timothy  had  left  him  some  land. 

On  Dec.  J,  1761,  William  Crosthwait  and  his  wife  Milley  sold  to  Paul  Macclarna  the 
tract  of  115  acres  Geen  above  in  1738;  and  in  1763  William  and  wife  Milley  gave  deed 
to  353  acres  of  land  between  the  Rapidan  and  Robinson  Rivers  to  his  brother  (The  deed 
does  not  prove  Jacob  and  William  were  brothers.  W.E.B.)  Jacob  Crosthwait.  In  that 
same  year  William  and  his  wife  Milley  signed  a  transfer  of  land  from  his  brother 
Abraham,  and  wife  Mary,  to  William  Bell  of  Orange  County.  The  reason  that  William 
signed  the  deed,  since  the  land  was  Abraham's,  was  that  this  land  was  inherited  by 
Abraham  from  their  brother  Timothy  in  1756;  and,  in  the  event  of  Abraham's  death,  it 
would  have  reverted  to  William,  since  he  was  the  oldest  brother  and  heir-at-law  of 
Timothy. 

The  same  William  Crosthwait,  of  Culpeper  County,  made  his  will  in  1770;  in  which 
he  "lent"  all  his  holdings  to  his  wife  Milley  until  such  time  as  his  youngest  son  or 
daughter  should  come  of  age,  when  the  estate  was  to  be  divided  among  those  still  liv¬ 
ing.  His  wife's  dower  was  not  to  be  divided  until  her  death.  William  stipulated  in 
his  will  that  each  of  his  children  was  to  be  given  a  slave  when  he  or  she  came  of  age' 
but  otherwise  the  estate  was  not  to  be  divided  until  the  youngest  had  reached  legal 
age.  He  did  not  give  all  his  children's  names,  nor  say  how  many  he  had;  but  he  did 
mention  two  sons,  Jacob  and  William.  This  Jacob,  since  he  may  not  have  been  of  age 
when  the  will  was  written  in  1770,  probably  was  not  the  Jacob  Crosthwait  who  received 
353  acres  of  land  from  William  and  Milley  in  1763*  The  will  of  this  William  Cros- 
thwait  of  Culpeper  County  was  probated  on  April  15,  1771* 


Abraham  Crosthwait,  of  Orange  County,  is  found  in  only  two  recorded  documents 
known  to  this  writer.  He  inherited  land  from  his  brother  Timothy  in  the  latter's 
will,  and  was  named  as  one  of  the  executors.  Abraham  brought  the  will  into  court  for 
probation  on  Aug.  26,  1756.  Since  the  will  was  written  on  June  15,  1756,  Timothy’s 
death  occurred  between  those  two  dates.  Abraham  is  again  found  selling  land  to 
William  Bell,  as  mentioned  above.  The  name  of  only  one  of  Abraham's  children  is 
known,  his  son  John,  who  will  be  accounted  for  later. 


Isaac  Crosthwait,  brother  of  Timothy,  served  in  the  French  and  Indian  Wars. 

He  was  in  Hogg's  Rangers,  a  part  of  George  Washington's  regiment,  in  the  campaign  to 
capture  Ft.  Duquesne  in  1758*  By  order  of  the  court  of  Orange  County  in  1779;  Isaac 
received  bounty  land  for  this  military  service.  In  the  Virginia  State  Enumerations 
of  1785 ,  one  Isaac  Crosthwait  is  listed  as  living  in  Albemarle  County.  He  is  thought 
to  be  the  same  Isaac  who  was  Timothy's  brother,  but  he  could  have  been  of  another 
generation. 


Jacob  Crosthwait,  brother  of  Timothy,  also  served  in  the  French  and  Indian  Wars. 
He  was  under  the  command  of  Col.  William  Byrd,  in  George  Washington's  regiment,  in 
the  same  campaign  to  capture  Ft.  Duquesne  in  1758.  He  also  received  bounty  land  for 
his  military  service,  by  order  of  the  court  of  Orange  County  in  1779*  According  to 


records  in  the  family  Bible  of  Jacob's  daughter ,  Mrs.  Nancy  Taylor,  he  was  born  May 
12,  1730.  He  married,  on  October  11,  1764,  Mary  Brockman.  She  was  born  on  Sept.  15; 
1745,  the  daughter  of  Samuel  and  Rebecca  Brockman  of  Orange  County,  Va.  Jacob  and 
Mary  sold  those  353  acres  of  land  between  the  Rapidan  and  Robinson  Rivers  to  Robert 
Mansell  and  heirs  on  Aug.  19,  1771*  It  is  probable  that  Jacob  and  Mary  Brockman 
Crosthwait,  with  about  50  other  families  from  Orange  and  Culpeper  counties,  moved  to 
Kentucky  before  1785*  Jacob  and  Mary's  children  were:  Samuel,  b.  Aug.  19,  1765; 
Nancy,  b.  Oct.  31,  1766  (married  Peter  Taylor  and  died  in  Kentucky  in  1835);  Jennings, 
b.  July  30,  1768j  Reuben,  b.  Mar.  15,  1771;  Absolum,  b.  July  1,  1774;  Elizah,  b.  May 
19,  1776;  and  Mary,  b.  May  22,  1785*  A  grandson,  Asa,  was  born  July  23,  1797*  Jacob 
Crosthwait  made  his  will  on  March  18,  1803,  which  was  probated  in  Clark  County,  Ky., 
on  Dec.  28,  1807.  The  Jacob  Crosthwait  listed  in  the  Virginia  State  Enumerations  as 
living  in  Orange  County  in  1782  may  have  been  this  same  man.  However,  since  it  is 
said  that  the  Jacob  who  married  Mary  Brockman  may  have  moved  to  Kentucky  earlier 
than  1782,  it  is  assumed  that  the  Jacob  living  in  Albemarle  in  that  year  may  have 
been  the  son  of  William  and  Milley  Crosthwait. 

There  were  only  two  sisters  of  Timothy  Crosthwait,  Sarah  and  Elizabeth,  as 
mentioned  in  his  will  of  1756.  Sarah  married  John  Thomas,  whose  name  appears  in  one 
or  two  of  the  court  records  concerning  the  Crosthwaits;  and  Elizabeth  was  the  wife 
of  Jacob  Medley,  whose  name  is  also  found  in  several  documents. 

The  information  up  to  this  point  accounts  for  William  Crosthwait  os  Spotsylvania 
County, ,  Va.;  for  Timothy,  and  his  brothers  William  of  Culpeper  County,  Abraham  of 
Orange,  Isaac,  and  Jacob;  and  for  his  two  sisters  Sarah  and  Elizabeth.  The  follow¬ 
ing  William  Crosthwait,  found  in  Albemarle  County,  appears  to  have  been  of  the  next 
generation. 

Since  William  Crosthwait  of  Culpeper  County,  whose  wife  was  Milley,  and  who 
died  before  April  15,  1771,  mentioned  in  his  will  of  1770  a  son  William;  and  since 
the  Virginia  State  Enumerations  listed  one  William  Crosthwait  as  living  in  Albemarle 
County  in  1785;  it  is  assumed  that  the  William  of  Albemarle  was  the  son  of  William 
of  Culpeper.  This  William  of  Albemarle  married  Ann  Shelton,  a  cousin  of  the  Sarah 
Shelton  who  married  Patrick  Henry.  This  third  William  Crosthwait  made  his  will  in 
1781  which  was  probated  in  1787,  and  left  all  his  estate  to  his  wife  Ann  or  Anne. 

He  stated  that  when  his  children  should  come  of  age,  the  estate  was  to  be  divided 
equally  between  the  wife  and  the  children.  Altho  he  did  not  mention  his  children's 
names,  he  did  state  their  number  as  three.  However,  in  a  suit  brought  in  1798  against 
George  Divers,  the  administrator  of  this  William's  estate,  not  three  but  four  child¬ 
ren's  names  appear,  possibly  five.  The  suit  was  brought  by  Jacob  Powers  and  his 
wife  Ann,  relict  of  William  Crosthwait,  and  Shelton  Crosthwait,  oldest  son  and  heir- 
at-law  of  said  William.  The  son  Shelton  is  spoken  of  as  the  guardian  of  the  other 
children,  whose  names  are  listed  as:  Thomas,  William,  Perry,  and  Ann  Brown  Cros¬ 
thwait.  Judging  from  the  use  of  the  word  "guardian"  in  the  suit,  it  would  appear 
that  only  Shelton  was  of  legal  age  at  the  time  of  the  action  in  1798.  And  from 
this  evidence,  it  is  hardly  likely  that  the  Thomas  Crosswait  who  is  listed  in 
Gwathmey's  compilation  of  soldiers  of  the  Revolutionary  War,  as  having  served  in  the 
First  Virginia  Regiment,  could  have  been  the  Thomas  who  was  the  son  of  William  Cros¬ 
thwait  of  Albemarle  County,  mentioned  in  the  suit  above. 
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Crosthwaits  Scattered  From  Virginia 

The  son  of  Abraham,  John  Crosthwait,  was  born  in  Orange  County  on  Aug.  27,  1766. 
He  married  on  Nov.  6,  1789,  Mary  Elizabeth  Johns.  She  was  born  May  21,  1773;  the 
daughter  of  Benjamin  and  Lydia  Johns,  natives  of  Loudoun  County,  Va.  John  and  Mary 
Elizabeth  Crosthwait  moved  to  Kentucky  about  1800,  on  to  Tennessee  before  1808,  and 
to  Illinois  in  1835;  where  they  died  about  1840.  Their  children  were:  Mary,  b.  Jan. 
25,  1791;  'who  married  Robert  Axley  and  lived  and  died  in  Virginia;  Isaac,  b.  Jan.  17, 
1793;  who  died  in  Kentucky;  Harvey,  b.  Feb.  18,  1795;  who  married  Margaret  Axley  and 
moved  from  Tennessee  to  Illinois  in  1829  and  died  there  many  years  later;  Hannah,  b. 
May  25,  1797;  who  married  a  Davis  and  lived  and  died  in  New  Orleans;  Samuel,  who  be¬ 
came  a  doctor  and  settled  in  Christian  County,  Ill.,  and  was  frozen  to  death  in  a 
heavy  snowstorm;  William,  who  died  near  Vicksburg,  Miss.;  Ann,  who  married  a  Harper 
and  moved  to  Texas,  where  she  died;  Joseph,  who  married  Roberta  Mack  of  Maury  County, 
Tenn.,  moved  to  Illinois  with  brothers  Harvey  and  Samuel  in  1829,  finally  moved  to 
Atlantic,  Iowa,  in  1856  and  died  there;  and  John  Newton,  born  in  I808  in  Maury  County, 
Tenn.,  married  in  1828  Nancy  Constancia  Mack,  lived  all  his  life  in  Tennessee,  died 
there  in  1864  and  is  buried  on  land  which  he  had  donated  for  Pleasant  Garden  Church, 
in  Lawrence  County,  Tenn. 

Joseph  and  John  Newton  Crosthwait,  two  brothers  mentioned  above,  married  in 
Tennessee  two  sisters,  Roberta  and  Nancy  Mack.  These  two  sisters  were  daughters  of 
William  and  Mary  (Blair)  Mack,  of  Pittsylvania  County,  Va.,  who  had  moved  to  Maury 
County,  Tenn.,  in  l8ll.  Joseph,  after  he  moved  to  Iowa,  dropped  "th"  from  the  name, 
and  his  descendants  still  spell  it  Crosswait.  One  of  Joseph's  and  Roberta's  sons 
was  Eli  Mack  Crosswait,  who  married  Mary  Shawver  of  Indianola,  Iowa,  in  i860.  One  of 
the  latter  couple's  younger  sons  is  Robert  L.  Crosswait,  retired  superintendent  of, 
public  schools,  who  lives  presently  in  Rapid  City,  South  Dakota.  His  children  are: 
Hasel  (Mrs.  G.  W.  Vail,  of  the  same  city);  Kathryn  (Mrs.  H.  0.  Lindy,  Ellsworth, 
Minn.);  Alan  Mack,  Robert  Jr.,  William  Mack,  and  Bruce.  Mrs.  Hasel  (Crosswait)  Vail 
has  contributed  to  the  writer  some  of  this  information  on  the  Crosthwaits  of  Virginia 
and  Illinois. 

John  Newton  and  Nancy  Constancia  (Mack)  Crosthwait,  of  Tennessee,  had  the  fol¬ 
lowing  children:  William  Mack,  b.  Dec.  29,  1829,  Mary,  John  Newton,  James  Harvey 
Blair,  Anna,  Eliza,  and  Milton  Young. 

The  son,  William  Mack  Crossthwait  (his  spelling),  who  lived  and  died  in  Tennes¬ 
see,  married  on  Aug.  10,  1854,  Mary  Elizabeth  McBride.  She  wa3  born  October  18,  1834, 
daughter  of  Samuel  and  Mary  (Voorhies)  McBride.  He  died  on  May  23,  1915;  and  is  bur¬ 
ied  in  the  same  graveyard  with  his  father,  at  Pleasant  Garden  Church,  Lawrence  County, 
Tenn.  His  wife  died  on  January  5;  1919;  and  is  buried  at  the  same  place.  Their 
children:  Spohronia  Ann,  b.  June  3,  1855;  Sarah  Angeline,  b.  Sept.  10,  1856;  Nancy 
Josephine,  b.  Aug.  6,  1858;  William  Harvey,  b.  Sept.  11,  i860,  and  still  living  in 
Texas;  John  Thomas,  June  16,  1866;  Charles  Wesley,  May  5,  1869;  Samuel  Henry,  Oct.  6, 
1871 ;  and  George  Edgar,  July  25,  1873;  still  living  in  Oklahoma. 

William  Harvey  Crosthwait  left  Tennessee  in  1884  and  went  to  Texas.  There  he 
married  Katie  Simmons  on  Sept.  22,  1889.  She  was  born  on  Dec.  11,  1867,  in  Kentucky, 
the  daughter  of  Duff  Green  and  Mary  (Baker)  Simmons,  natives  of  Nuhlenberg  County,  Va. 
Children  of  William  and  Katie  are:  Alwilda,  Elizabeth,  and  Georgia  (this  writer). 
William  Harvey  Crosthwait  (his  spelling)  is  92  years  old,  and  lives  in  Weatherford, 
Texas . 

George  Edgar  Crosthwaite,  brother  of  William  Harvey,  married  in  1908  Anna  Norton 
in  Lawrenceburg,  Tennessee.  They  live  presently  in  Ardmore,  Okla.  Their  only  child 
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is  George  Edgar  Crosthwaite,  Jr.,  a  dentist  in  Clarksville,  Texas.  He  married  Sally 
Bateman  of  MacKenzie,  Term.,  in  1941.  Their  children  are:  George  Edgar  III  or  Trey, 
age  9;  John  Andrew,  age  6;  William  Moore,  age  4;  and  Nancy,  nine  months. 

In  the  above  sketch  all  has  been  presented  about  the  Crosthwaits  of  Colonial 
Virginia  that  is  known  by  the  writer  at  this  time.  Also,  one  line  of  descent  has  been 
traced  from  William  Crosthwait  of  "Pensilvania"  and  Spotsylvania  County,  Virginia, 
thru  Abraham,  John,  John  Newton,  William  Mack,  and  William  Harvey,  to  the  latter's 
daughters,  all  three  still  Crosthwaites .  Another  branch  of  the  family  that  descended 
from  Abraham  has  been  traced  thru  John,  Joseph,  Eli  Mack,  and  Robert  L.,  to  the  lat¬ 
ter's  family  now  living  in  South  Dakota. 

Space  will  not  permit  the  tracing  of  other  branches  of  the  Crosthwaites  who  have 
descended  from  Abraham  thru  his  son  John,  altho  much  is  known  of  them.  However,  this 
writer  knows  practically  nothing  of  the  descendants  of  Abraham’s  brothers,  William, 
Isaac,  and  Jacob,  and  would  like  very  much  to  learn  more  of  them.

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An  administration  of  the  estate  of  William  CROSTHWAIT  was  ordered  by  the  court 
of  Orange  County  in  17^3;  as  listed  in  Torrence's  VIRGINIA  WILLS  AND  ADMINIS¬ 
TRATIONS,  1632-1800. 


10.  After  Culpeper  County,  Va.,  was  created  from  Orange  County,  in  17^8-9,  the  old 
courthouse  was  inconveniently  situated  for  many  of  the  inhabitants.  The  court 
was  of  the  opinion  that  court  ought  to  be  held  near  the  dividing  line  between 
the  lands  of  Erasmus  Taylor  and  TIMOTHY  CROSTHWAIT.  The  Honorable  Thomas  Lee, 
on  2b  Nov.  17^+9,  adjourned  court  from  the  courthouse  to  the  home  of  Timothy 
CROSTHWAIT.

I  leave  and  bequeath  to  my  Sister  Sarah,  Spouse  to  John  Thomas  three 
Eights  parts  of  my  moveable  Estate  as  above  8c  the  remainder  one  Eight  part  I 
leave  and  bequeath  to  my  Sister  Elizabeth  Spouse  to  Jacob  Medley  and  Likewise 
order  that  my  Negri  wench  Philli3  to  be  sold  8c  reconed  as  part  of  ray  moveable 
Estate  8c  I  desire  that  my  Brothers  William  &  Abram  be  my  Executors,  as  also 
Peter  Rucker  &  Mr.  Erasmus  Taylor  to  be  likewise  my  Exors.  8c  this  I  hereby 
declare  to  be  my  Last  Will  &  desire  as  above  as  Witness  my  hand  this  fifteenth 
day  of  June  one  thousand  seven  hundred  8c  fifty  six."

As  this  book  goes  to  press  information  comes  from  Miller  County,  Missouri,  rep¬ 
resenting  that  William  Brockman,  Jr.,  who  was  born  January  18,  1777;  was  son  of 
William  Brockman,  Sr.,  born  1735;  and  grandson  of  Samuel  Brockman,  born  1700.  It  is 
further  stated  that  William  Brockman,  Jr.,  married  Lucy  Simms  on  February  17,  l8o6. 
Now  the  marriage  record  book  at  Albermarle  shows  the  marriage  of  William  Brockman  and 
Lucy  Brockman  on  that  date,  but  it  is  entirely  possible  that  the  record  is  incorrect, 
and  since  it  is  too  late  to  try  and  find  the  original  marriage  bond,  it  can  not  be 
verified.  It  is  my  conclusion  that  William,  Jr.,  who  married  Lucy  in  l8o6  was  a  son 
of  William  Brockman  of  Orange,  who  was  born  in  1740,  and  his  wife,  Elizabeth  Brock¬ 
man,  Sr.,  of  Baltimore.  The  data  from  Missouri,  sent  to  me  by  Mrs.  Horton  F.  Weeks 
of  Baltimore,  Maryland,  follows.  I  should  point  out  that  the  middle  initial  of  Asa 
Brockman  on  page  435  was  misprinted  as  an  MLM  when  it  should  have  been  a  "T".
